In  pursuance  of  tho  provisions  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
State  of  Vermont  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
convened  in  the  State  house  in  Moutpelier,  on  the  first  Wednesday, 
being  the  first  day  of  October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety. 

At  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  Hon.  Charles  W.  Porter,  Secretary 
of  State,  called  the  House  to  order,  when  devotional  exerejses  were 
conducted  by  Rev.  G.  W.  Gallagher,  of  Montpelier.

a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  was  elected  speaker  of  the  house  of 
representatives  for  the  two  years  next  ensuing. 

The  secretary  of  state  designated  Mr.  Abell  of  West  Haven  and 
Mr.  Williams  of  Rockingham  to  wait  upon  the  speaker-elect,  in- 
form him  of  his  election  and  conduct  him  to  the  cnair. 

The  committee  performed  the  duty  assigned  them. 

The  speaker  was  duly  sworn  and  addressed  the  house  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Iiej>re*entativeti : — I  thank  you  for 
this  expression  of  confidence.  I  accept  the  trust  and  enter  upon 
the  performance  of  the  duties  you  have  assigned  me  cumbered  by 
no  promises  made,  or  to  be  made,  save  a  conscientious  discharge  of 
duty.  We  are  here  by  consent  of  the  freemen  of  our  respective 
towns,  as  their  representatives,  but  we  ought  not  to  forget  that  a 
faithful  discharge  of  duty  requires  that  we  faithfully  represent  and 
£uard  the  interests  of  the  people  of  the  entire  state  ;  ana  we  should 
legislate,  not  for  the  particular  benefit  of  any  one  town  or  locality, 
or  for  any  particular  person  or  class  of  persons,  to  the  prejudice  of 
the  masses,  but  should  at  all  times  have  a  due  regard  for  the  com- 
mon good  of  all,  in  the  present  and  the  future.    Much  is  expected 
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of  the  present  Legislature  ;  whether  these  expectations  shall  be 
realized  or  not,  depend  largely  upon  our  bringing  individually  to 
the  work  in  hand  that  wisdom  and  moderation  which  is  so  essential 
to  good  government  and  the  enactment  of  good  laws. 

We  owe  much  to  the  wisdom,  moderation  and  conscientious  dis- 
charge of  duty  of  individual  members  of  former  Legislatures,  for 
the  personal  security  and  protection  of  property  which  we  have  en- 
joyed in  the  past  and  hope  for  in  the  future. 

The  present  session  will  be  remembered  for  what  it  does,  or  for 
what  it  omits  to  do.  We  cannot  remain  passive.  Measures  will 
come  before  this  house  that  require  wise  counsel,  mature  judgment 
and  decisive  action.  Let  us,  then,  be  found  in  our  respective  places, 
diligent  in  enacting  such  laws  as  are  best  calculated  to  secure  pros- 
perity and  happiness  in  every  home  in  Vermont. 

The  speaker  directed  the  house  to  the  election  of  clerks  for  the 
two  years  next  ensuing  and  requested  that  ballots  be  prepared  and 
forwarded  for  that  purpose. 

The  ballots,  having  been  taken  and  counted  it  appeared  that 

WILLIAM  W.  STICKNEY 

of  Ludlow,  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  was 
elected  clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives  for  the  two  years  next 
ensuing. 

The  speaker  designated  Mr.  Smith  of  St.  AlbanB  and  Mr.  Moloney 
of  Rutland  to  wait  upon  the  clerk-elect,  inform  him  of  his  election, 
and  conduct  him  to  the  bar  of  the  house  to  receive  the  oath  of 
office. 

The  committee  performed  the  duty  assigned  them. 

The  clerk  was  duly  sworn  and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office. 

Thereupon  the  representatives,  each  took  and  subscribed  the 
oaths  required  by  the  constitution  of  the  State.

RULES  AND  ORDERS 

OF  THE 

HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES. 
Rule  1. 

Previous  to  the  first  meeting  of  the  house  which  shall  occur  after 
the  election  of  speaker  and  clerk,  at  half-past  e?ght  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  or  half-past  one  in  the  afternoon,as  the  case  may  require, 
and  before  the  house  shall  be  called  to  order,  the  speaker  shall 
direct  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  cause  the  seats  to  be  vacated,  and 
the  clerk  shall  place  in  a  box  prepared  for  the  purpose,  ballots 
designating  the  name  of  the  several  towns  in  the  State,  and  shall 
proceed  to  draw  therefrom,  impartially,  one  ballot  at  a  time,  until 
all  are  drawn;  and  as  each  ballot  is  drawn,  the  member  from  the 
town  designated  by  such  ballot  shall  personally,  if  present,  or  may'by 
proxy,  if  absent,  select  his  seat,  and  shall  occupy  the  same  during 
the  drawing,  either  by  himself  or  his  proxy.  It  any  member  from 
any  town  so  drawn  shall  not  be  present,  either  himself  or  by  his 
proxy,  at  the  time  of  such  drawing,  the  town  next  drawn  shall  have 
preference. 

Rule  2. 

The  house  shall  meet  every  dayfSundays  excepted),at  ten  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  and  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  unless  other- 
wise ordered. 

Rule  3. 
of  committees. 

At  the  commencement  of  each  session  the  following  standing 
committees  shall  be  appointed,  viz: — A  committee  of  three  mem- 
bers, to  report  rules  of  the  house. 

A  committee  of  seven  members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all 
matters  relating  to  the  election  of  members  ;  to  be  denominated 
the  Committee  on  Elections. 

*A  committees  of  seven  members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all 
matters  relating  to  the  government  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
relations  of  the  State  to  it  ;  to  be  denominated  the  Committee  on 
Federal  Relations. 
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A  committee  consisting  of  nine  members,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  affecting  the  revenue  of  the  State,  and  who 
shall  inquire  into  the  state  of  the  treasury;  ascertain  the  amount  of 
debts  due  the  State,  and  claims  against  it :  report  the  amount  of 
taxes  necessary  to  be  raised  for  the  support  of  government,  and  in- 
quire what  measure,  if  any,  ought  to  be  adopted,  the  better  to 
equalize  the  public,  burdens,  secure  the  accountability  of  public 
agents,  and  otherwise  improve  the  financial  concerns  of  the  State  ; 
to  be  denominated  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

A  committee  consisting  of  seven  members,  to  whpm  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  relating  to  the  militia ;  to  be  denominated 
the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs. 

A  committee  consisting  of  nine  members,  to  whom  shall  be  re- 
ferred all  matters  relating  to  the  judiciary;  to  be  denominated  the' 
Judiciary  Committee. 

A  committee  consisting  of  nine  members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  matters  relating  to  literary  and  scientific  subjects ;  to  be  de- 
nominated the  Committee  on  Hkluration. 

A  committee  consisting  of  fifteen  members,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  claims  against  the  State  ;  to  be  denominated  the  Com- 
mitte  of  Claims. 

A  committee  consisting  of  nine  members,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  relating  to  railroads  ;  to  be  denominated  the 
Committee  on  Railroad*. 

A  committee  consisting  of  fifteen  members,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  relating  to  highways,  bridges  and  ferries  ;  to  be 
denominated  the  Committee  on  Ilightcays,  liridycs  and  Ferries. 

A  committee  consisting  «of  nine  members,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  relating  to  banks,  savings  banks  and  trust 
companies  :  to  be  denominated  the  Committee  on  Banks. 

A  committee  consisting  of  nine  members,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  relating  to  domestic  manufactures :  to  be 
demoninated  the  Committee  on  Manufactures. 

A  committee  consisting  of  fifteen  members,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  relating  to  agriculture  ;  to  be  denominated  the 
Committee  on  Agriculture. 

A  committee  consisting  of  fifteen  members,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  relating  to  land  taxes  ;  to  be  denominated  the 
Land  Tax  Committtee. 

A  committee  of  fifteen  members  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all 
matters  relating  to  the  grand  list ;  to  be  denominated  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Grand  List. 

A  committee  of  fifteen  members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all 
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subjects  for  which  there  shall  be  no  other  appropriate  committee  ; 
to  be  denominated  the  General  Committee. 

A  committee  of  one  member  from  each  county,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  receive  and  distribute  all  public  documents  and  papers, 
printed  for  the  use  of  the  members  ;  to  be  denominated  the  Dis- 
tributing Comm  ittee. 

A  committee  consisting  of  seven  members,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  relating  to  the  State  prison;  to  be  denominated 
the  Committe  on  the  State-  Prison. 

A  committee  of  nine  members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all 
bills  and  other  matters  relative  to  private  corporations  :  to  be 
denominated  the  Committee  on  Corporations.

A  committee  of  s£ven  members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  bills 
and  other  matters  relative  to  town  lines  ;  to  be  denominated  the 
Committee  on  Town  Lines.

A  committee  consisting  of  one  member  from  each  county,  who 
shall  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the  mileage  and  debentures  of 
the  members  of  the  house  ;  to  be  denominated  the  Committee  on 
Mileage  and  Debenture*. 

A  committee  consisting  of  seven  members,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  relating  to  the  public  buildings  ;  to  be  denomi- 
nated the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings. 

A  committee  consisting  of  seven  members,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  relating  to  the  insane  asylum  ;  to  be  denomi- 
nated the  Committee  on  the  Insane. 

Rule  4. 

No  committee  shall  sit  during  the  session  of  the  house,  without 
leave  from  the  house. 

Ki  le  5. 

Committees  shall  consider  and  report  to  the  house  upon  all 
matters  referred  to  them,  and  they  may  report  by  bill  or  other- 
wise. 1 

Rule  6. 

Committees  shall  be  made  by  the  speaker,  but  any  appointment 
so  made,  may,  on  motion  of  a  member,  be  overruled  by  the  house  ; 
in  which  case  the  house  shall,  on  nomination  of  a  member,  imme- 
diately fill  the  vacancy. 

Rule  7. 

A  member  shall  be  excused  from  service  on  any  committee  upon 
his  request,  if  at  the  time  of  his  appointment  he  is  a  member  of  two 
other  committees. 
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Rule  8. 

Whenever  the  house  orders  the  appointment  of  a  committee,  the 
speaker  shall  be  entitled  to  one  recess  of  the  house  in  which  to 
make  the  appointment. 

Rule  9. 

Of  the  Right*  and  Duties  of  the  Speaker  and  other  Members. 
The  speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the  house 
adjourned,  call  it  to  order  and  proceed  to  business ;  causing  the 
journals  of  the  previons  day  to  be  read  at  the  opening  of  the  house 
on  each  day,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  house.  He  shall 
preserve  order  aod  may  speak  on  questions  of  order  in  preference 
to  any  other  member,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose  ;  and 
shall  decide  on  all  questions  of  order,  subject'to  an  appeal  to  the 
house. 

Rule  10. 

In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  iu  the  gallery 
or  lobby,  the  speaker  may  cause  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

Rule  11. 

If  any  member,  iu  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of 
the  house,  the  speaker  shall,  or  any  other  member  may,  call  to 
order,  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immedi- 
ately sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain  :  and  the  house  shall, 
if  appealed  to,  decide  the  same  without  debate.  If  the  decision  be 
in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
proceed ;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  requires,  he  shall  be  liable  to 
the  censure  of  the  house. 

Rule  12." 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question 
without  permission  from  the  house ;  nor  shall  he  speak  the  second 
time  while  the  floor  is  claimed  by  a  member  who  has  not  spoken 
to  the  question  under  consideration. 

Rule  13. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  house 
unless  he  have  leave  of  absence,  is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  14. 

The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  ordered  on  any  question,  on  demand 
of  a  member,  and  when  taken,  and  also  on  a  division  of  the  house, 
every  member  present  except  the  speaker  shall  vote,'  unless  excused 
by  the  house  ;  but  no  member  shall  be  compelled  to  vote  who  was 
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not  present  when  the  question  was  stated  from  the  chair ;  nor  shall 
any  one,  in  taking  the  yeas  and  nays,  be  permitted  to  vote,  except 
by  unanimous  consent,  who  was  not  within  the  bar  of  the  house 
when  his  name  was  called ;  and  when  any  member  asks  leave  to 
vote,  the  speaker  shall  propound  to  him  the  question  :  "Were  vou 
within  the  bar  of  the  house  when  your  name  was  called  ?*'  ftor 
shall  any  member  be  permitted  to  vote  on  any  question  in  which  he 
is  immediately  or  directly  interested.  No  member  or  other  person 
shall  visit  or  remain  by  the  clerk's  table  while  the  yeas  and  nays  are 
being  called;  or  the  ballots  are  being  counted. 

RfLE  15. 

In  all  cases  of  ballots,  the  speaker  shall  vote  ;  in  other  cases  he 
shall  not  be  required  to  vote,  unless  the  house  be  equally  divided, 
or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to  the  minority,  will  make  the  division 
equal ;  and  in  case  of  such  equal  division,  the  question  shall  be 
lost.  . 

Rule  16. 

A  member  in  the  minority  or  one  who  did  not  vote  on  any  ques- 
tion, shall  not  have  a  right  to  move  a  reconsideration  thereof,  nor 
shall  a  motion  for  reconsideration  be  in  order,  unless  made  before 
the  close  of  the  next  day  of  actual  session  after  that  on  which  the 
vote  was  taken.

Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  mover,  if  re- 
quired by  the  speaker,  or  any  other  member. 

Rule  19. 

The  speaker  may  call  upon  any  member  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  the  chair  whenever  he  shall  find  it  necessary  to  retire  from  it  ; 
and  such  member  shall  discharge  all  the  duties  devolving  upon  the 
speaker,  fift  a  time  not  exceeding  six \ regular  sessions,  and  if  at  the 
expiration  of  said  time  the  speaker  shall  be  unable  to  occupy  the 
chair,  the  house  shall  elect  from  its  members  a  speaker  pro  tern., 
who  shall  serve  until  the  speaker  shall  be  able  to  resume  the  duties 
of  his  office  ;  and  when  the  house  shall  gp  into  committee  of  the 
whole,  the  chairman  shall  be  named  by  the  speaker. 

Rule  20. 

All  petitions  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  without  reading, 
unless  the  reading  be  demanded  by  a  member.

The  house  having  once  decided  on  any  question,  it  shall  not  again 
be  brought  before  the  house  by  any  member  thereof,  in  any  form 
whatever,  during  the  same  session. 

Kile  22. 

When  a  motion  shall  be  made  for  a  call  of  the  house,  the  call 
shall  be  ordered  if  said  motion  is  sustained  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  present 

Rule  23. 

No  motion  to  amend  the  rules  of  the  house  shall  be  acted  upon 
until  it  shall  have  been  before  the  house  at  least  twenty-four  hours. 

Hulk  24. 

The  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  treasurer,  secretary  of  state, 
auditor  of  accounts,  secretary  of  civil  and  military  affairs,  members 
of  the  state  senate,  senators  ami  members  of  congress,  judges  of 
the  supreme  and  circuit  courts,  the  district  judge,  collector,  attor- 
nev,  marshal  of  the  United  States,  and  such  as  have  previously 
held  those  offices,  the  clergy  and  such  as  may  be  introduced  by  a 
member,  shall  be  admitted  to  seats  on  the  floor  of  the  house.

Counsel  may  be  admitted  to  advocate  any  cause,  if  permitted  by 
three-fourths  of  the  members  present.

order  of  business. 

The  first  hour  of  each  morning's  sitting  may  be  devoted  to  the 
reception  and  disposal  of  petitions,  memorials,  remonstrances,  mo- 
tions, resolutions  and  the  introduction  of  bills;  after  which  the  or- 
ders of  the  day,  or  other  proper  business,  shall  be  announced,  al- 
ways commencing  with  the  unfinished  business  of  th#  last  sitting. 
The  first  hour  of  the  afternoon's  sitting  may  be  occupied  in  the  re- 
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ceiving  and  disposing  of  reports  of  committees  and  in  completing 
the  business  of  the  morning  hour;  at  the  expiration  of  which,  the 
house  will  again  take  up  the  orders  of  the  day.

The  joint  committee  on  joint  rules  reports  and  recommends  the 
adoption  of  the  following  joint  rules  : 
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JOINT  KULKS 

OF  THE 

SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES. 


1. 

A  joint  assembly  shall  be  formed  by  a  union  of  the  senate  and 
house  of  representatives  in  the  hall  of  the  latter,  at  such  time  and 
for  such  specific  purpose  only  as  may  be  expressed  in  a  concurrent 
resolution  of  both  houses  :  and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time 
during  the  session  of  the  general  assembly.  The  president  of  the 
senate  shall  in  all  cases  preside  over,  and  the  secretary  of  state*  or 
in  his  absence  the  secretary  of  the  senate,  shall  officiate  as  clerk  ; 
and  the  rules  of  the  senate,  as  far  as  applicable,  shall  be  observed 
in  regulating  the  proceedings  of  every  joint  assembly. 

2. 

The  proceedings  of  every  joint  assembly,  including  the  resolu- 
tion ordering  the  same,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  be  preserved  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  state,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  furnished  to  the  govern- 
or by  the  secretary  oi  state,  and  shall  also  be  published  with  the 
journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  senate. 

3. 

At  the  commencement  of  each  session  the  following  joint  stand- 
ing committee,  consisting  of  two  senators  aud  three  representa- 
tives, shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officers  of  the  two  houses 
respectively,  to  wit : 

A  Committee  on  Joint  Rules. 

Also  the  following  joint  standing  committees,  to  consist  of  three 
senators  aud  five  representatives,  to  wit :

report  thereon  to  that  house  from  which  they  were  received.

The  committee  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  to 
whom  the  same  subject  matter  shall  have  been  referred,  may,  for 
the  purpose  of  facilitating  business,  meet  together  as  a  joint  com- 
mittee, and  make  a  joint  or  separate  report  to  either  or  both 
houses,  as  they  may  think  expedient. 

o. 

In  every  case  of  disagreement  between  the  senate  and  house  of 
representatives,  if  either  shall  request  a  conference  and  appoint  a 
committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  other  house  shall  also  appoint 
a  committee  on  its  part,  such  committees  shall  meet  at  a  con- 
venient hour,  to  be  agreed  upon  by  their  chairmen,  in  the  con- 
ference-room, and  state  to  each  otrier,  verbally  or  in  writing,  the 
reasons  of  each  house  for  its  vote  on  the  subject  matter  of  disagree- 
ment, confer  freely  thereon,  and  make  a  report  of  their  doings  to 
their  respective  houses  as  soon  as  may  be. 

7. 

Committees  of  conference  shall  consist  of  an  equal  number  from 
each  house,  and  shall  return  the  papers  referred  to  them  to  that 
house  which  last  voted  upon  the  subject  matter  of  disagreement. 
The  report  of  the  committee  of  conference  cannot  be  amended  or 
altered,  as  that  of  other  committees  may  be.  In  all  cases  of  con 
ference  asked  after  a  vote  of  disagreement,  the  couferees  of  the 
house  asking  it  are  to  leave  the  papers  with  the  conferees  of  the  other. 

8. 

After  each  house  shall  have  adhered  to  the  vote  of  disagreement, 
a  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  lost. 

9. 

When  the  bills  and  resolutions  are  on  their  passage  between  the 
two  houses,  they  shall  be  verified  by  the  attestation  of  the  secretary 
or  clerk  of  each  house,  respectively,  and  all  bills  after  their  third 
reading  has  been  ordered,  and  before  being  read  the  third  time, 
shall  be  duly  engrossed,  if  the  house  in  which  they  originated  so 
order  ;  and  all  joint  resolutions  shall  be  fairly  engrossed,  after  their 
rjassage  in  the  house  in  which  they  originated,  and  shall,  when 
finally  passed,  be  signed  by  the  presiding  officers  of  both  houses,  in 
the  same  manner  as  bills. 

10. 

When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed  one  house,  is 
rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  house  in 
which  the  same  shall  have  passed  ;  and  all  such  rejected  bills  or 
resolutions,  with  the  accompanying  papers,  shall  be  returned  to 
and  left  in  the  custody  of  the  house  which  first  acted  on  them. 
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11. 

Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on  which  any 
bill  or  resolution  shall  be  founded  ;  and  should  any  bill  or  resolu- 
tion pass  both  houses  the  same  papers  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
governor. 

12. 

No  bill  which  shall  have  passed  one  house,  shall  be  sent  for  con- 
currence to  the  other  on  the  last  day  of  the  session. 

13.

A  two-thirds  vote  of  all  present  shall  be  required  for  the  sus- 
pension of  any  joint  rule.

H.  29.  An  act  providing  for  a  bureau  of  immigration  and  in- 
dustrial interests. 

It  is  herein/  enacted  by  t/ie  General  Assembly  of  t/te  State  of 
Vermont  : 

Section  1.  The  governor  of  the  State  is  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  appoint  a  commissioner  of  immigration  and  industrial 
interests,  whose  term  of  office  shall  commence  December  1st,  1890, 
and  expire  November  30th,  1892,  at  which  latter  date  (November 
30th,  1892,)  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  relating  to  the  appoint- 
ment and  duties  of  such  commissioner,  shall  cease  and  determine. 

Section  2.  The  duties  of  said  commissioner  shall  be  to  take 
such  action  as  shall  seem  to  him  best  calculated  to  bring  the  agri- 
cultural, manufacturing  and  other  industrial  interests  of  the  State 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  people  of  other  states  or  countries,  with 
especial  reference  to  the  purchase,  lease,  or  labor  upon  lands  once 
under  cultivation,  but  now  unoccupied,  or  other  lands  available  for 
that  purpose  within  the  State,  and  to  the  occupancy  and  develop- 
ment of  the  manufacturing  facilities  of  Vermont.    He  shall  make 
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a  detailed  report  of  this  work,  with  the  result  thereof  as  far  a* 
obtainable,  to  the  Legislature  at  its  biennial  session  of  1892. 

Section  3.  For  carrying  oat  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
section,  in  addition  to  the  expense  of  the  commission  hereinafter 
provided  for,  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated 
to  be  used,  in  whole  or  part,  by  the  commissioner  at  nis  discretion, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  State  treasury  upon  order  of  the  auditor  of 
accounts,  to  whom  the  commissioner  shall  present  all  bills  of  expense 
under  this  section. 

Section  4.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner,  so  far 
as  possible,  to  compile  the  statistics  from  the  eleventh  United 
States  census,  relating  to  Vermont's  industries,  and  embody  them 
in  his  final  report  to  the  Legislature. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  listers  of  the  several 
towns  of  the  State,  to,  give  any  information  asked  for  by  the  com- 
missioner, and  to  fill  out  such  blanks  as  are  furnished  by  him,  from 
the  information  which  the  listers  can  gather  in  the  discharge  of 
their  official  duties. 

Section  6.  Said  commissioner  shall  be  paid  his  actual  expenses 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  dollars  per  day  for  time 

actually  spent.  He  is  also  authorized  to  employ  a  clerk,  who  shall 
be  allowed  not  exceeding  four  dollars  per  day  for  the  time  employed, 
♦  and  expenses  while  traveling  on  duty  pertaining  to  the  bureau, 
under  the  direction  of  the  commissioner.  Such  compensation  and. 
expenses  shall  be  audited  by  the  auditor  of  accounts,  and  paid  upon 
his  order  bv  the  State  treasurer. 

Section  7.  If  for  any  reason  the  office  of  said  commissioner 
become  vacant,  the  governor  shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  commissioner  for  the  balance  of  the  term  specified  in 
section  one.

A  minority  of  the  general  committee  to  whom  was  referred 
house  bill  No.  5,  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  weekly  pay- 
ment of  wages  by  corporations,"  respectfully  report,  that  they 
have  considered  the  same,  and  respectfully  say: 

That  in  most  of  the  manufacturing  establishments  throughout 
the  State,  the  practice  of  the  employers  is  to  pay  their  employes 
their  wages  on  the  15th  or  20th  of  each  month  for  the  month  pre- 
ceding, thus  retaining  in  their  hands,  the  wages  earned  during 
from  two  to  three  weeks  next  preceding  the  pay-day.  A  very 
large  number  of  employers  thus  compel  their  workmen  to  trade  in 
the  "  company"  or  * 4  corporation  "  stores,  which  is  a  source  of 
great  saving  and  profit  to  the  employers  in  every  case,  and  fre- 
quently a  serious  disadvantage  and  loss  to  the  employe.  The  cor- 
porations maintaining  these  "  corporation  stores  "  are  uniformly 
opposed  to  the  passage  of  this  bill. 

There  are,  however,  several  large  manufacturing  establishments 
who  pay  their  workmen  every  week;  so  far  as  heard  from  these 
employers  are  of  opinion  that  "the  bill  would  be  productive  of  vast 
benefit  if  it  should  become  a  law,  and  their  testimony,  given  to  the 
committee,  shows  that  a  requirement  to  pay  weekly  would  not 
cause  any  hardship  or  loss  to  manufacturers  who  now  pay  monthly. 

The  evidence  produced  before  the  committee  shows  beyond 
doubt  that  if  weekly  payments  were  required  by  law,  the  change 
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would  vastly  improve  the  condition  of  the  workiugmen,  especially 
in  the  larger  manufacturing  towns;  that  they  could  live  more 
cheaply  and  obtain  much  better  value  for  their  wages  than  they  do 
at  present.  The  minority  of  your  committee  are  also  of  opinion 
that  the  weekly  system  would  be  a  great  benefit  to  merchants  and 
traders  generally,  inasmuch  as  it  would  break  up  the  monopoly 
now  enjoyed  by  the  "  corporation  stores,"  and  it  would  also  greatly 
help  to  promote  a  general  system  of  cash  transactions,  in  place  of 
the  credit  system  now  in  vogue,  and  which,  with  the  multitude  of 
bad'debts  that  it  gives  rise  to,  is  a  serious  hindrance  to  business 
prosperity.  The  minority  committee,  therefor?,  recommend  that 
the  bill  ought  to  pass.

Reported  the  following  substitute  bill,  entitled

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermont: 

Section  1.  For  keeping  in  repair  highways  and  bridges  the 
selectmen  of  each  town  shall  annually,  within  ten  days  after  the 
completion  of  the  annual  grand  list,  assess  a  tax  of  fifteen  cents  on 
the  dollar  of  the  ^rand  list  of  such  town,  to  be  collected  in  money, 
at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  town  at  its  annual  meeting 
shall  vote.  If,  however,  the  town  vote  to  have  such  tax  paid  in 
labor  it  shall  be  twenty  cents  on  the  dollar  of  the  grand  list,  but 
any  tax-payer  shall  have  the  right  to  pay  his  said  tax  in  money 
without  any  deduction  from  the  amount  required  in  labor. 

Sec.  2.  An  act  entitled  "an  act  in  amendment  of  section  one 
of  number  twelve  of  the  acts  of  1H84,"  entitled  "an  act  relating  to 
the  repairing  of  highways  and  bridges,"  approved  November  10, 
1886,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  When  a  town  votes  to  raise  a  highway  tax  in  labor  the 
selectmen  shall  divide  the  town  into  a  number  of  highway  districts 
convenient  for  repairing  highways,  and  may  from  time  to  time 
alter  the  same;  and  each  surveyor  of  his  district  shall  superintend 
the  expenditure  of  the  tax,  and  take  care  of,  and  keep  in  repair  at 
all  times,  the  highways  in  his  district. 

Sec.  4.  In  ordinary  cases  taxes  of  residents  shall  be  put  into 
the  tax-bill,  and  expended  in  the  districts  where  they  reside,  and 
the  taxes  of  non-residents  in  the  district  where  the  property  is 
located  ;  but  the  selectmen  may,  if  the  public  good  requires  it,  put 
the  whole  or  nart  of  the  tax  of  a  resident  or  non-resident,  in 
another  tax  bill  to  be  expended  in  any  other  district  of  the  town. 

Sec.  5.  Sections  from  and  including  section  3052  to  and  in- 
cluding section  3081  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Vermont  are  hereby 
re-enacted. 
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Sec.  (i.  The  selectmen  shall  present  to  the  annual  town  meeting 
for  its  approval,  candidates  for  surveyors  of  highways  when  a  labor 
tax  is  voted  ;  and  the  surveyors  elected  at  such  meetings  shall  hold 
office  for  one  year  from  the  15th  day  of  May  succeeding  their  elec- 
tion. 

Sec.  7.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  the  first  Mondav  of 
March,  1891.

Mr.  Hibbard  from  the  committee  on  military  affairs  submitted 
the  following  report: 

To  t?ie  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  jRep?'esenlatives : 

Pursuant  to  joint  resolution  adopted  by  both  houses,  your  com- 
mittee on  military  affairs  visited  the  soldiers'  home  at  Bennington, 
on  Friday,  October  24th.  They  inspected  this  institution,  also  the 
out-buildings  and  grouuds. 

The  main  building,  or  home,  is  now  entirely  completed,  and  will 
accommodate  eighty  veterans,  each  room  containing  two  single 
beds,  and  well  furnished  otherwise. 

Sixteen  rooms  were  furnished  by  different  G.  A.  R.  Posts,  and 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  with  the  understanding  that  they  are  to  be 
used  by  members  of  these  posts  when  required. 

There  are  now  sixty-four  veterans  in  the  home,  and  applications 
on  file  for  five  more.  * 

There  are  four  sick  in  hospital  and  five  in  quarters. 

The  room  now  used  for  a  hospital  will  accommodate  but  four, 
and  is  inadequate  for  its  requirements  ;  furthermore,  it  is  on  the 
second  floor,  directly  over  the  smoking-room  and  adjoining  the 
rooms  used  for  other  inmates,  which  makes  it  very  disagreeable 
for  all. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
building  for  a  hospital  entirely  disconnected  from  the  main  build- 
ing, and  are  confident  that  the  sick  would  be  more  comfortable  and 
receive  better  care  than  they  can  now  have. 

The  books  of  the  superintendent  were  examined,  and  while  well 
and  carefully  kept,  we  recommend  that  they  in  future  be  so  kept, 
that  the  farm  account  will  be  separate  from  the  house  account. 

The  farm  has  been  quite  productive  ;  not  only  furnishing  vege- 
tables, milk  aud  other  products  enough  to  supply  the  wants  of  the 
home,  but  also  a  surplus  of  over  four  hundred  dollars  has  been  sold. 

Your  committee  recommend  an  appropriation  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  home  for  the  next  two 
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years,  the  expenses  of  building  and  furnishing  a  suitable  hospital 
to  be  included  in  this  appropriation.

The  judiciary  committee  to  which  was  referred  house  bill  num- 
ber 134  entitled,  "an  act  giving  taxable  female  citizens  the  right 
to  vote  in  town,  village  and  fire  district  meetings,"  have  considered 
the  same  and  recommend  that  it  ought  to  pass. 

In  making  this  report  it  is  felt  that  the  importance  of  the  subject 
deserves  more  than  a  passing  thought,  and  that  it  is  due  the  house 
to  briefly  suggest  some  of  the  more  prominent  reasons  which  have 
influenced  the  committee  in  this  matter. 

The  petitions  for  municipal  suffrage  for  women  generally,  which 
have  been  referred  to  the  committee  and  taken  into  consideration 
in  connection  with  this  bill,  although  this  measure  only  admits  tax- 
paying  women  to  vote  in  ordinary  town  and  village  affairs,  are 
signed  by  leading  citizens  of  all  parts  of  the  State  and  over  1,500 
names  of  women  appear  upon  them,  showing  at  least  that  number 
of  female  citizens  in  the  State,  who,  by  the  only  means  in  their 
power,  have  expressed  to  this  legislature  their  desire  that  the 
women  of  the  State  should  have  muncipal  suffrage  ;  a  fact  we  feel 
important  to  state  in  view  of  the  oft  repeated  statement  by  legisla- 
tors and  others,  that  "  women  do  not  want  to  vote,  but  when  they 
do  we  shall  not  oppose  them." 

While  the  question  of  women's  right  to  vote  generally,  and  hold 
office,  is  a  fruitful  theme  for  discussion,  and  one  about  which 
many  good  people  honestly  differ,  this  bill  confines  us  to  the  simple 
question  of  taxation  and  representation.  So  long  as  every  woman 
in  the  State  tacitly  consents  to  be  taxed  and  does  not  ask  repre- 
sentation perhaps  the  ordinary  legislator,  who  believes  that  to  be 
entitled  to  anything  one  should  ask  for  it,  may  be  excused  for  not 
giving  more  attention  to  this  subject ;  but  when  a  tax-payer, 
although  a  woman,  does  ask  for  representation,  though  she  be  alone 
in  her  request,  the  question  in  considering  which  our  forefathers 
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spoke  of  "  tyranny"  comes  home  to  us  aud  we  cannot  dodge  the 
issue.  The  facts  are  apparent  that  there  are  tax-paying  women, 
whose  numbers  are  yearly  increasing ;  women  who  may  be  carry- 
ing on  a  large  business  and  have  large  properties  that  are  taxed  for 
local  purposes,  whose  property  is  subject  to  being  taken  at 
the  whim  or  caprice  of  the  male  voter  who  may  not  have  a 
cent  in  the  world,  while  they  are  denied  the  privilege  of 
registering  even  a  protesting  vote.  If  a  woman  may  vote  upon 
stock  which  she  holds  in  a  banking  institution,  a  manufacturing 
establishment,  railroad  or  other  corporation,  it  is  difficult  to  see 
why  she  ought  not  to  have  the  right  to  vote  in  town  or  village 
meetings,  which  may  be  likened  to  moneyed  corporations  of  which 
the  property-owners  are  the  principal  stockholders. 

In  fact  your  committee  conclude  it  is  more  from  prejudice  of 
long  standing  than  broad  statesmanship  that  woman  has  heretofore 
been  denied  this  privilege,  and  while  the  conservative  legislator 
may  hesitate  to  take  forward  steps,  and  the  timid  may  halt  at  the 
gate  of  "  is  it  expedient/'  this  move  seems  to  us  no  experiment ; 
woman's  capacity  to  vote  intelligently  and  lose  none  of  her  femi- 
ninity having  been  fully  demonstrated,  not  only  in  our  own  country, 
but  in  England,  Scotland,  etc.,  where  municipal  Buffrage  has  existed 
for  a  long  time. 

Wyoming  gives  us  a  Btate,  as  it  has  for  more  than  twenty  years 
as  a  territory,  the  result  of  full  suffrage  to  women,  and  the  testi- 
mony is  that  when  first  inaugurated  it  met  bitter  opposition, 
which,  however,  soon  died  out,  and  in  1875  only  one  member  of 
the  legislature  opposed  it,  and  the  auditor  of  Wyoming  states  over 
his  own  signature  that  he  does  not  know  a  person  in  the  territory 
who  does  not  heartily  endorse  it. 

In  Kansas,  municipal  suffrage  has  recently  been  granted  women, 
and  at  the  first  election  over  25,000  women  voted.  While  it  yet  is 
a  new  departure  there,  and  its  workings  cannot  be  accurately 
judged  of,  the  general  testimony  is  favorable  and  there  are  no  in- 
dications that  the  law  will  be  repealed. 

In  several  states,  as  well  as  our  own,  tax-paying  women  are 
allowed  to  vote  in  school  meetings,  which  has  in  many  instances 
bad  a  marked  effect  for  the  better  in  educational  matters,  and  the 
only  objection  seriously  urged  is  the  contested  statement  that 
women  do  not  avail  themselves  of  this  privilege,  but  this  reason 
has  not  seemed  to  have  enough  weight,  even  with  the  objectors 
who  give  it,  to  call  for  the  repeal  of  those  laws. 

While  the  committee  have  looked  at  this  question  more  from 
the  side  of  a  "  right  withheld,"  the  possibility  should  not  be  over- 
looked that  important  advantages  to  the  State  may  come  from  the 
passage  of  this  bill. 

Should  it  become  a  law  and  women  generally  avail  themselves 
of  the  privilege  conferred,  it  is  highly  probable  that  the  grand  list 
of  the  State  would  be  largely  increased  and  consequently  the  rate 
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ot  taxation  materially  reduced,  as  many  women  possess  large  prop- 
erties, or  their  husbands  at  least  so  consider  it  until  after  the  annual 
inventory  is  sworn  to,  which  now  are  not  taxed,  but  which  could 
not  escape  if  both  husband  and  wife  were  to  make  out  an  inven- 
tory. While  property  openly  held  by  women  is  reached  now,  the 
average  lister  so  closely  connects  "  taxation  "  and  "  representa- 
tion "  that  he  seldom  insists  on,  or  even  asks,  a  woman  to  make  out 
an  inventory. 

While  many  practical  and  moral  reasons  wny  tax-paying  women 
should  now  be  given  the  right  to  vote  on  local  matters,  might  be 
urged,  this  report  is  already  longer  than  intended,  and  in  closing 
we  quote  the  following  extract  from  a  letter  from  the  State  auditor 
of  Wyoming: 

I  have  never  seen  or  heard  of  a  single  bad  result  growing  out  of 
woman  suffrage.  Women  are  no  more  demoralized  by  going  to 
the  polls  with  men  to  vote  than  by  associating  with  men  in  any 
and  every  other  relation  in  life,  in  the  school  and  the  church,  in 
the  ball-room  or  tl^e  theatre.  I  have  never  known  of  a  case  of 
domestic  infelicity  growing  out  of  it,  though  it  occasionally  hap- 
pens that  a  wife  votes  one  way  and  the  husband  the  other.  Here 
in  the  far  West  we  may  lack  the  culture  and  refinement  of  Boston, 
but  we  men  are  not  such  tyrants  as  to  quarrel  with  and  abuse  our 
wives  if  they  do  not  happen  to  think  just  as  we  do  on  politics,  or. 
even  on  religion,  which  is  still  more  sacred.  And  yet  I  notice  that 
certain  persons  speak  unfavorably  of  woman  suffrage  on  the  ground 
that  "  women  will  nearly  always  vote  just  as  their  husbands  do," 
etc.  This  is  true — as  a  rule — and  herein  lies  the  strongest  argu- 
ment in  its  favor — that  it  doubles  the  power  and  influence  of  the 
home  element  (always  the  best  element)  in  the  government  of  the 
country.  It  is  the  parents,  those  who  are  surrounded  by  home  in- 
fluences, who  have  children  growing  up  around  them,  who  are 
most  desirous  of,  and  interested  in,  good  government.  The 
wicked,  vicious  and  criminal  classes  are  not,  as  a  rule,  those  with 
homes  and  families.

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State  payable  to  the  order  of  the  treasurer  of  the  soldiers'  home, 
not  to  exceed  the  above  amount,  whenever  the  president  of  the 
soldiers'  home  shall  certify  in  writing  to  the  auditor  of  accounts 
that  the  same  is  needed  to  defray  the  expenses  of  said  soldiers' 
home  and  the  building  and  furnishing  of  such  hospital. 

Sec.  2.  The  State  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  and 
receipt  for  all  money  due  or  to  become  due  this  State  under  an  act 
of  congress  entitled  "  an  act  to  provide  aid  to  State  or  territorial

Section  1.  The  Governor  of  the  State,  es-officio,  the  two  com- 
missioners and  their  alternates,  nominated  by  him  and  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  under  the  act  of  Congress, 
approved  April  25,  1890,  and  the  two  lady  managers  and  their 
alternates,  nominated  by  said  commissioners,  and  appointed  by  the 
president  of  the  exposition,  shall  constitute  the  Columbian  com- 
mission of  Vermont.

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  State  of 
Vermont: 

Section  1.  The  Fall  Mountain  Paper  Company  of  Bellows 
Falls,  Vermont,  a  corporation  organized  under  charter  granted  by 
the  State  of  Vermont  and  approved  October  25th,  1872,  is  hereby 
empowered  to  remove  rocks,  flood  wood  and  other  obstructions 
from  the  bed  and  banks  of  White  river  and  its  tributaries,  except- 
ing the  first,  second  and  third  branches  of  said  river,  build  piers 
for  the  purpose  of  attaching  booms  thereto,  and  shall  build  proper 
sluices  or  aprons  on  dams  to  protect  the  same  from  damage,  so  as 
to  facilitate  the  running  of  logs,  ties,  wood,  timber  or  other  lumber 
thereon,  and  is  empowered  to  run  logs,  ties,  wood,  timber  or  other 
lumber  down  said  streams  and  any  other  person  or  persons  may 
use  said  streams  for  the  purpose  of  floating  logs,  ties,  wood,  timber 
or  other  lumber,  upon  the  terms  hereinafter  named.  And  said 
Fall  Mountain  Paper  Company  and  its  successors  are  empowered 
to  enter  upon  the  bed  of  said  White  river  and  its  tributaries, 
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except  the  three  tributaries  last  named,  for  the  above  purposes 
subject  to  the  liability  of  paying,  or  tendering,  all  damages  caused 
thereby  iu  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  Injuries  or  damages  occasioned  by  said  Fall  Mountain 
Paper  Company  or  its  successors  to  land  or  property  shall  be  paid 
by  said  Fall  Mountain  Paper  Company  or  its  succcessors,  to  the 
person  or  persons  sustaining  the  damage.  If  the  parties  concerned 
cannot  agree  upon  the  amount  of  the  damages  to  be  paid,  the 
person  or  persons  sust&ining  the  damages  may  prefer  a  petition  to 
the  judge  of  the  probate  court  in  the  probate  district  in  which  such 
injury  accrues,  setting  forth  the  injury  and  praying  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  three  disinterested  commissioners  to  ascertain  and  deter- 
mine the  injury  aforesaid,  and  said  probate  court  shall  so  appoint, 
and  said  commissioners  shall  give  reasonable  notice  to  all  parties 
interested,  and  shall  proceed  to  hear  the  respective  parties  and  de- 
termine the  amount  of  injury  so  sustained,  and  their  decision  in  the 
matter  shall  be  final  aud  conclusive  upon  all  the  parties  ;  but  said 
corporation  shall,  before  entering  upon  any  property  of  any  ripa- 
rian owner  on  the  said  stream — if  any  riparian  owuer  shall  so  in- 
sist, deposit  in  the  National  White  River  bank,  for  the  use,  benefit 
and  subject  to  the  control  of  such  riparian  owner,  a  good  and  suffi- 
cient bond,  approved  by  the  president  or  cashier  of  said  bank, 
conditioned  for  the  payment  to  such  riparian  owner  of  all  damages 
that  may  accrue  to  him  by  reason  of  any  act  or  neglect  of  the  cor- 
poration in  the  premises  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Fall  Mountain  Paper  Company  and  their  succes- 
sors shall  have  the  right  to  receive  toll  from  all  persons  running 
logs,  ties,  wood,  timber  or  other  lumber  over  the  portion  of  the 
streams  on  which  money  has  been  expended  by  them,  but  no  person 
shall  be  required  to  pay  toll  for  running  such  lumber  over  parts  of 
such  streams  on  which  no  money  has  been  expended.  The  amount 
of  toll  to  be  paid  for  running  such  lumber  over  any  improved 
portion  of  the  streams  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  parties 
running  such  lumber  and  said  Fall  Mountain  Paper  Company  or 
its  successors ;  and  if  they  fail  to  agree,  either  party  may  apply  to 
the  assistant  judges  of  tne  county  court  for  the  county  in  which 
the  parties  reside  seeking  to  run  such  lumber,  who  shall  hear  the 
parties,  examine  the  premises  if  they  see  fit,  and  determine  the 
rate  of  toll,  and  in  determining  such  rate  they  shall  have  reference 
to  the  amount  expended  in  making  the  improvements,  and  their  de- 
cision shall  be  final. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  be  under  the  control  of  future  general 
assemblies  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  probate  court  upon  the  hear- 
ing of  any  cause  instituted  before  it,  for  the  purpose  of  determin- 
ing whether  any  person  shall  be  committed  to  an  insane  asylum,  to 
find,  and  in  its  order  made  for  the  removal  of  any  insane  person  to 
an  insane  asylum,  to  state  the  amount  of  property  owned  by  such 
insane  person,  and  the  amount  of  any  pension  or  annuity  payable 
to  such  insane  person. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  an  insane  person,  during  his  or  her  confine- 
ment in  an  insane  asylum  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  becomes  the 
owner  of  any  property,  pension  or  annuity,  the  probate  court  shall, 
on  application  oi  any  person  interested  and  ou  notice  to  persons 
interested,  ascertain  the  amount  thereof  and  certify  the  same  to 
the  superintendent  of  the  asylum  where  such  insane  person  is  con- 
fined, and  in  case  such  insane  person  is  not  a  resident  of  this  State, 
the  probate  court,  in  the  probate  district  where  such  asylum  is 
located,  shall  have  jurisdiction  for  the  purposes  of  this  act.

If 
the  parties  concerned  cannot  agree  upon  the  amount  of  damages  to 
be  paid,  said  corporation  shall  prefer  a  petition  to  the  Judge  of  the 
Probate  Court  in  the  Probate  District  in  which  said  property  is 
situated,  who  shall  appoint  three  commissioners,  who  shall  be  per- 
sons not  interested  in  the  matters  to  be  determined  by  them,  to 
determine  the  damages  which  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land  or 
real  estate  so  entered  upon  by  the  said  corporation,  will  sustain  by 
reason  of  the  making  of  said  improvements  ;  and  upon  the  payment 
of  such  damages  together  with  the  costs  and  charges  attending  the 
appraisment,  by  said  corporation  or  upon  said  corporation  deposit- 
ing in  the  National  White  River  Hank,  or  in  any  other  national 
bank  in  good  standing  in  Windsor  county,  Vermont,  the  amount  of 
such  damages,  together  with  the  costs  and  charges  aforesaid,  to  the 
credit  of  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  commissioners  may 
have  awarded  them,  the  proper  officers  of  said  banks  giving  notice 
to  such  person  or  persons  by  letter  of  such  deposit  being  made  by 
such  corporation,  then  the  said  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to 
make  the  improvements  for  which  said  damages  shall  have  been  so 
awarded.  If  any  damages  shall  accrue  to  any  riparian  owner  on 
said  streams  by  using  said  river  or  its  tributaries  aforesaid,  for  the 
purpose  of  running  logs,  ties,  wood,  timber  or  other  lumber  thereon 
by  said  corporation  or  any  other  party,  and  the  parties  concerned 
cannot  agree  upon  the  amount  of  such  damages,  the  person  or  per- 
sons sustaining  the  damages  may  prefer  a  petition  to  the  Judge  of 
the  Probate  Court  in  the  Probate  District  in  which  such  injury 
accrues,  setting  forth  the  injury,  and  praying  for  the  appointment 
of  three  disinterested  commissioners,  to  ascertain  and  determine 
such  damages,  and  said  Probate  Court  shall  so  appoint,  and  said 
commissioners  shall  give  reasonable  notice  to  all  parties  interested, 
and  shall  proceed  to  hear  the  respective  parties  and  determine  the 
amount  of  damages  so  sustained,  and  their  decision  in  the  matter 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  the  parties  ;  which  awards 
shall  be  in  writing,  and  be  paid  by  the  party  doing  such  damage  ; 

Second,  By  inserting  after  the  word  "improvements,"  in  the 
seventeenth  line  of  section  three,  the  words  and  paying  the  dam- 
agesjirst  above  mentioned;

be  sued,  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  alter  at  pleasure  ;  may 
purchase  and  hold  real  and  personal  estate  for  their  own  use,  and 
such  real  and  personal  estate  as  may  be  received  in  the  collection  of 
debts,  and  may  sell  and  convey  the  same ;  and  shall  have  and  enjoy 
all  the  privileges  incident  to  corporations;  and  said  corporation  shall 
be  located  in  the  town  of  Montpelier. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  with  the  power  to  increase  the  6ame  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  shall 
be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3.  In  addition  to  the  general  powers  and  privileges  of  a 
corporation,  said  Capital  Savings  Bank  and  Trust  Company  shall 
have  power 

First,  To  receive  moneys  on  deposit  or  in  trust,  at  such  rate  of 
interest  or  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  the  rate  of  interest 
to  be  allowed  fgr  deposits  not  exceeding  the  legal  rate. 

Second,  To  accept  and  execute  all  such  trusts  of  every  descrip- 
tion, not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State,  as  may  be  com- 
mitted to  them  by  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever,  or  by  any 
corporation,  or  by  order  of  any  Probate  Court,  or  other  court  of 
record  of  this  State. 

Third,  To  take  and  accept  by  grant,  assignment,  transfer,  devise, 
or  bequest,  and  hold  any  real  or  personal  estate,  or  trusts  created 
in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  execute  such  trusts 
on  such  terms  as  may  be  declared,  established,  or  agreed  upon. 

Fourth,  To  act  as  agent  for  the  purpose  of  issuing,  registering, 
or  countersigning  the  certificates  of  stock,  or  other  evidences  of 
debt  of  any  corporation,  association,  municipality,  State,  or  public 
authority,  and  for  collection  of  interest  or  dividends  on  the  same, 
on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon.    The  said  corporation  shall 
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not  be  allowed  to  receive  deposits  to  an  amount  exceeding  ten  times 
the  aggregate  of  its  paid  up  capital  and  surplus. 

Fifth,  To  accept  from,  and  execute  trusts  for,  married  women  in 
respect  to  their  separate  property,  whether  real  or  personal,  and  act 
as  agent  for  them  in  the  management  of  such  property. 

Sixth,  To  accept  deposits  where  public  officers  or  municipal  or 
private  corporations  are  authorized  or  required  by  law  to  deposit 
moneys  in  bank  ;  and  such  deposits  may  be  made  by  such  officers 
or  corporations  with  the  said  Capital  Savings  Bank  and  Trust  Com- 
pany. 

Sec.  4.  No  bond  or  other  collateral  security  shall  be  required  from 
the  said  corporation  when  appointed  guardian,  receiver,  or  deposi- 
tory, but  all  investments  of  such  character  shall  be  at  the  6oIe  risk 
of  the  said  corporation  ;  and  for  all  losses  of  such  moneys,  or  of  any 
moneys  or  securities  received  by  said  corporation  on  deposit  or  in 
trust,  the  capital  stock,  property  and  effects  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  absolutely  liable  (the act  of  God  or  the  public  enemies 
excepted)  ;  and  in  case  of  the  dissolution  of  the  said  corporation, 
by  act  of  law  or  otherwise,  the  debts  due  from  said  corporation  as 
guardian,  receiver,  or  depository  of  moneys  in  court,  and  for  de- 
posits in  favor  of  minors,  insane  persons,  or  married  women  in  their 
own  right,  shall  have  a  preference. 

Sec.  5.  All  the  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed 
by  seven  trustees,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  who  shall  be  stockholders  in  said  corpora- 
tion, each  to  the  amount  at  least  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  in- 
habitants of  this  State,  and  who  shall  be  elected  annually,  at  such 
time  as  the  by-laws  of  such  corporation  shall  provide,  and  shall 
hold  thier  offices  for  one  year  from  the  time  of  their  election  and 
until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified.  Notice  of  such 
election  shall  be  given  by  publication  in  a  newspaper-priuted  in  the 
town  of  Montpeiier,  for  four  weeks  next  previous  to  such  election, 
and  all  such  elections  shall  be  made  by  ballot  (every  stockholder 
being  entitled  to  one  vote  for  trustees  for  every  shafc  of  the  capital 
stock  standing  in  his  name  on  the  books  of  the  corporation)  by  the 
stockholders  of  said  corporation,  who  shall  be  present  in  person  or 
by  proxy,  and  the  seven  persons  who  shall  receive  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  votes  at  such  election  shall  be  trustees  ;  and  if  any  two  or 
more  persons  shall  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  so  that  more 
than  seven  persons  6hall,  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  appear  to  be 
elected,  the  stockholders  shall  proceed  to  ballot  a  second  time,  and 
by  a  plurality  of  votes  determine  which  of  said  persons  so  hav- 
ing an  equal  number  of  votes  shall  be  trustees ;  and  in  case  any 
vacancy  shall  happen  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  va- 
cancy shall  be  filled  from  among  the  stockholders  by  a  majority  of 
the  remaining  trustees.  After  their  election,  the  trustees  shall 
elect  from  among  their  number  a  president  and  vice-president,  and 
such  other  officers  as  they  shall  deem  necessary.  The  said  trustees 
shall  be  liable  to  the  creditors  and  stockholders  of  said  corporation

for  any  loss  which  may  he  sustained  in  consequence  of  any  unfaith- 
fulness or  remissness  in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties  im- 
posed by  this  act,  and  any  number  of  such  trustees  may  be  sued  in 
the  same  action  by  any  claimant  under  these  provisions* 

Skc.  lj.  The  commissioners  hereinafter  mentioned  shall,  upon 
the  whole  amount  of  stock  being  subscribed  for,  or  as  soon  after  as 
they  shall  think  proper,  not  exceeding  sixty  days,  call  a  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  of  said  corporation,  at  such  place  in  Montpelier  as 
they  shall  think  proper,  by  publishing  a  notice  thereof,  signed  by 
three  or  more  of  them,  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  the 
county  of  Washington,  three  weeks  successively,  previous  to  such 
meeting,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  seven  trustees  of  said  corpora- 
tion ;  and  said  commissioners  shall  deliver  to  said  trustees  of  said 
corporation  when  elected,  and  within  ten  days  after  they  shall  enter 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  a  list  of  all  the  names  of  persons  en- 
titled to  shares  in  said  corporation,  and  the  number  of  shares  to 
which  each  is  entitled,  and  the  sum  by  each  deposited  with  them, 
also  the  moneys  received  by  them  on  deposit  on  said  shares  ;  which 
list  said  trustees  shall  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  books  of 
said  corporation,  and  thereupon  issue  certificates  to  such  subscribers 
for  their  stock. 

Skc.  7.  The  shares  of  such  corporation  shall  be  transferred  only 
in  such  manner  and  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  by-laws  thereof  :  provided,  no  transfer  shall  be  valid  until 
recorded  by  the  cashier  or  treasurer,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  one  of 
the  trustees,  in  a  book  for  that  purpose,  nor  until  the  person  making 
the  same  shall  have  previously  discharged  all  debts  and  liabilities 
due  from  him  to  said  corporation. 

Sec.  8.  The  trustees  of  such  corporation  may  make  such  by-laws 
and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  proper,  and  not  in- 
consistent with  this  act  or  the  laws  of  this  State. 

Sec.  *i  The  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  as  compensation 
for  the  care  of  trust  property,  the  investment  and  collection  of  the 
name,  and  for  other  services  rendered  in  the  execution  of  such 
trust,  such  sum  as  shall  be  agreed  upon:  and,  in  the  absence  of 
any  agreement,  such  compensation  as  is  fixed  by  the  by-laws  or 
regulations  of  said  corporation  in  force  at  the  time  such"  trust  is 
created. 

>  Sec.  10.  The  trustees  and  other  officers  of  said  corporation  may, 
at  their  discretion,  pay  to  any  minor  or  married  woman  such  sums 
as  may  have  been  deposited  by  and  be  due  to  him  or  her.  the  same 
as  if  such  muior  were  of  age  and  such  married  woman  unmarried; 
and  the  check,  receipt,  or  acquittance  of  such  minor  or  married 
woman  shall  be  a  full  discharge  for  the  amount  for  which  it  is 
given. 

Sec.  11.  The  trustees  shall  have  a  discretionary  power  of  in- 
vesting the  moneys  received  by  them  on  deposit  or  in  trust  in  any 
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of  the  methods  permitted  by  law  to  savingB  banks  aud  trust  com- 
panies: provided,  that  when  a  special  direction  or  agreement  is 
given  or  made  by  or  with  those  making  deposits,  or  leaving  trust 
property  with  said  corporation,  as  to  the  mode  of  investment 
thereof,*  the  same  shall  be  strictly  followed  in  conformity  with  law. 

Sec.  12.  No  trustee,  officer,  or  employee  of  said  corporation 
shall  be,  at  any  one  time,  directly  or  indirectly,  indebted  thereto 
for  more  than  five  per  cent,  of  its  capital  paid  in;  and  for  any 
violation  of  this  section,  any  director  or  officer  consenting  thereto 
shall  be  liable  to  the  corporation  for  the  whole  amount  of  such 
unauthorized  indebtedness. 

Sec.  13.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  confer  on  said  cor- 
poration any  right  or  power  to  make  any  contract  or  to  accept  or 
execute  any  trust  whatever  which  it  would  not  be  lawful  for  any 
individual  under  the  general  rules  of  law  which  are,  or  shall  be, 
in  force,  to  make,  accept  or  execute. 

Sec.  14.  If.  at  any  time,  the  capital  stock  paid  into  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  impaired  by  losses  or  otherwise,  the  trustees  shall 
forthwith  repair  the  same  by  assessments  upon  the  stockholders; 
and  no  dividends  shall  be  made  or  declared  upon  the  capital  stock 
of  said  corporation  until  the  same  are  actually  earned  and  realised 
over  and  above  all  losses  and  expenses. 

Sec.  15.  Any  president,  trustee,  or  other  officer  of  said  cor- 
poration, who  shall  niissapply  or  divert  the  moneys,  funds,  or 
other  trust  property  confided  to  and  accepted  by  said  corporation, 
from  the  purposes  and  objects  prescribed  by  this  act,  or  who  shall 
participate  in  such  misapplication  or  diversion,  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  State  prison  not 
exceeding  five  years  and  be  fined  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  either  of  said  punishments  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  16.  H.  N.  Taplin,  Charles  W.  Porter,  T.  J.  Deavitt,  Alex 
Cochran,  E.  E.  Blakely  and  A.  J.  Sibley  are  appointed  commis- 
sioners for  receiving  subscriptions  for  shares  in  the  capital  stock  of 
said  corporation,  and  they  shall  open  books  for  that  purpose  at  the 
town  of  Montpelier,  within  two  years  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  notice  of  which  opening  shall  be  published  in  two  newspapers 
published  in  the  said  town  of  Montpelier  three  weeks  in  succession, 
the  last  of  which  shall  not  be  more  than  two  weeks  previous  to  the 
day  fixed  for  such  opening,  which  notice  shall  be  signed  by  at 
least  a  majority  of  said  commissioners.  Said  commissioners  shall 
be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty,  and  .such  books 
shall  continue  open  from  ten  o'clock  A.  M.  till  four  o'clock  P.  M. 
each  day,  Sundays  excepted,  for  the  space  of  five  days,  and  there- 
after until  one  thousand  shares  shall  be  subscribed  for  ;  and  the 
subscribers  shall,  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  deposit  with  the  com- 
missioners ten  dollars  on  each  share  by  them  subscribed  for.  The 
commissioners,  in  case  more  than  the  whole  amount  of  capital  stock 
is  subscribed  for,  shall  allot  and  distribute  the  same  among  the  sub- 
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scribers,  by  deducting  the  excess  from  those  subscribing  the  great- 
est number  of  shares,  thus  making  subscriptions  equal  so  far  as 
may  be  without  dividing  shares,  in  such  manner  as  thev  may  deem 
most  for  the  interest  of  all  concerned  ;  and  if  there  snail  be  any 
increase  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  as  herein  provided, 
the  said  increase  shall  be  divided  among  the  then  stockholders,  jwo 
rata,  if  they  will  accept  the  same ;  and  in  case  the  whole  of  such 
increase  is  not  then  distributed,  the  surplus  may  be  divided  among 
the  then  stockholders  of  said  corporation,  who  will  receive  and  pay 
for  the  same,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  stock  held  by  them  or 
in  such  other  manner  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  determine. 

Sec.  17.  The  corporation  shall  not  commence  business,  further 
than  to  organize,  until  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
capital  stock  shall  have  been  paid  into  said  corporation.  After  the 
shares  shall  have  been  distributed  and  allotted,  each  stockholder 
shall  pay  the  whole  amount  remaining  due  on  the  shares  held  by 
him,  at  such  time  or  times  as  the  trustees  shall  appoint,  of  which 
at  least  ten  days  notice  shall  be  given  to  each  subscriber  by  mail, 
and  by  publishing  the  same  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  Mont- 
pel  ier ;  and  the  Bharesof  each  stockholder  omitting  to  make  such 
payment  shall  be  forfeited,  together  with  all  previous  payments 
made  thereon  :  provided,  that  there  shall  be  at  least  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars  of  the  capital  stock  paid  in  yearly  until  the  whole  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  paid  in. 

Sec.  18.  This  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
law  applicable  to  savings  banks  and  trust  companies,  contained  in 
chapter  161  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Vermont,  $ind  number  forty- 
one  of  the  laws  of  1884,  and  to  all  general  laws  which  may  hereafter 
he  enacted  in  relation  to  savings  banks  and  trust  companies,  and 
shall  also  be  subject  to  the  power  of  the  legislature  at  any  time 
hereafter  to  repeal,  alter,  or  modify  this  act  or  any  of  its  provisions.

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It  is  hereliy  enacted  1/y  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermont : 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  assessed  a  State  tax  for  the  payment 
of  State  expenses  upon  the  property,  business,  or  corporate  fran- 
chises of  this  State,  of  railroad,  insurance,  guaranty,  express,  tele- 
graph, telephone,  steam-boat,  car  and  transportation  companies, 
sleeping-car  companies,  savings  banks,  savings  institutions  and 
trust  companies,  mortgage,  loan  or  investment  companies,  and  other 
corporations  and  persons,  associations,  societies  or  firms  as  provided 
in  this  act,  and  shall  be  payable  in  money  to  the  State  treasurer  for 
the  use  of  the  State. 

COMMISSIONER    OF    STATE  TAXES. 

Sec.  2.  The  governor,  during  the  present  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture and  biennially  thereafter,  shall  appoint,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  senate,  a  commissioner  of  State  taxes,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  December  next  succeeding 
his  appointment,  and  continue  until  his  successor  is  appointed,  and 
he  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  Vacan- 
cies in  such  office  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor.  The  commis- 
sioner of  State  taxes  shall  report  biennially  to  the  general  assembly, 
and  his  report  shall  be  printed  with  the  Vermont  State  officers'  re- 
ports. Such  commissioner  shall  receive  from  the  State  treasurer 
an  annual  salary  of  eight  hundred  dollars  and  his  necessary  ex- 
penses incurred  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  may  appoint  a 
clerk,  if  the  business  of  the  office  demands  it,  whose  salary  shall  not 
exceed  $300  annually. 

returns. 

Sec.  3.  The  commissioner  of  State  taxes  shall  send  by  mail,  or 
otherwise  furnish  to  the  proper  officer  of  each  corporation,  com- 
pany, person  or  persons  required  by  this  act  to  pay  a  tax  to  the 
State,  upon  request  of  such  officer,  person  or  persons,  ( and,  if  he 
shall  deem  it  necessary,  to  such  agents  in  this  State  of  foreign  in- 
surance companies  as  do  not  make  returns  to  other  agents  in  this 
State )  blanks  in  triplicate,  so  formulated  as  to  require  a  statement 
of  all  the  faets  necessary  to  determine  the  amount  of  each  annual 
or  semi-annual  tax  required  to  be  paid. 

Sec.  4.  A  corporation,  company,  person  or  persons,  required  by 
this  act  to  pay  a  tax  to  the  State,  (  and,  if  required,  the  agents  of" 
foreign  insurance  companies )  shall  cause  such  blanks  to  be  filled 
out  with  full  answers  to  all  interrogatories  therein  contained,  and 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  returned  as  hereinafter  provided.  Such 
blanks  so  filled  out  shall  be  signed  and  sworn  »to  by  the  cashier, 
chief  financial  or  other  proper  officer  of  the  corporation,  or  com- 
pany, or  if  made  by  an  individual  or  firm,  then  the  oath  shall  be  by 
the  person  or  persons  making  the  return. 

Sec.  5.  Blanks  filled  out  and  sworn  to  as  provided  in  the  pre- 
ceding section  shall  be  returned  at  the  expense  of  the  party  return- 
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ing  the  same,  one  copy  to  the  commissioner  of  State  taxes,  one  copy 
to  the  State  treasurer,  and  one  copy  shall  be  retained  by  the  cor- 
poration, company,  person  or  persons  making  such  returns.  Such

PENALTIES. 

Sec.  7.  A  corporation,  company,  person  or  persons  whose  duty 
it  is  to  make  returns  to  the  commissioner  of  State  taxes,  and  who 
fails  to  do  so  within  the  time  required  by  this  act,  unless  otherwise 
provided,  shall  forfeit  to  the  State  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
day's  neglect  to  make  such  returns. 

Sec.  8.  A  corporation,  company,  person  or  persons,  failing  to 
pay  the  amount  of  the  annual  or  semi-annual  tax  within  the  time 
required  by  this  act  (unless  otherwise  provided),  shall  forfeit  to  the 
State  the  amount  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  day's  neglect  to 
pay  the  same,  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited  "by  law. 

Sec.  9.  If  a  foreign  insurance,  loan,  mortgage  or  investment 
company  or  an  agent  of  a  foreigTi  insurance,  loan,  mortgage  or 
investment  company  fails  to  make  returns,  as  required  by  this  act : 
or  if  a  foreign  insurance,  loan,  mortgage,  or  investment  company 
fails  to  pay  a  tax.  as  required  by  this  act,  the  commissioner  of  State 
taxes  shall  notify  the  insurance  commissioners,  or  inspector  of 
finance  of  this  State,  and  such  commissioners,  or  inspector  of 
finance,  shall  thereupon  revoke  the  license  of  such  company  aud  • 
its  agents  to  do  business  in  this  State.  Notice  and  publication  of 
such  revocation  shall  be  made  two  weeks  successively  in  some  news- 
paper published  in  Montpelier. 

Sec.  10.  Taxes  and  penalties  imposed  by  this  act  shall  be 
recovered  with  costs  in  an  action  of  debt  in  the  name  of  the  State, 
and  may  be  returnable  in  the  county  court  in  any  county  of  the 
State.

return  or  paying  a  tax,  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

RAILROADS. 

Sec.  11.  Every  corporation,  company,  person  or  persons  own- 
ing or  operating  a  railroad  in  this  State,'  shall  make  returns  to  the 
commissioner  of  State  taxes,  of  the  amount  of  the  entire  gross  and 
net  earnings  of  such  corporation,  company,  person  or  persons,  and 
if  any  portion  of  such  railroad  is  without  this  State,  such  statement 
shall  give  the  amount  of  the  gross  and  net  earnings  per  mile  of  such 
road.  Such  statement  shall  also  give  the  length  of  the  entiie  main 
line  of  road,  the  number  of  miles  thereof  in  this  State,  the  kind  and 
weight  of  rail  used  on  its  main  line,  the  kind  and  number  of  ties 
per  mile,  the  kind  of  ballast  used,  the  number  of  miles  of  side- 
track [including  tracks  in  yards],  a  list  of  its  equipment,  the 
amount  and  value  of  its  capital  stock,  its  funded  and  floating  debt, 
its  bonds  secured  by  mortgage  or  other  securities  on  the  property 
of  such  corporation,  company,  person  or  persons,  and  the  market 
value  of  its  said  stock  and  bonds,  and  the  amount  of  dividends, 
interest  or  indebtedness  paid  annually  or  semi-annually.  In  case 
any  railroad  is  leased  and  operated  by  the  lessee,  such  statement, 
in  addition  to  the  foregoing,  shall  give  the  amount  paid  for  rents 
thereof,  and  such  corporation,  company,  person  or  persons  so 
operating  6aid  railroad  shall  state  any  other  matter  that  shall  be 
required  by  the  commissioner  of  state  taxes  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.  This  statement  shall  be  made,  sworn  to,  and 
returned  as  aforesaid,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  1891, 
and  whenever  required  by  the  commissioner  of  State  taxes  there- 
after, not  exceeding  once  in  two  years,  and  shall  in  all  things  con- 
form to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

APPRAISALS  OF  RAILROAD  PROPERTY. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  of  State  taxes 
to  appraise  the  property  ami  in  so  doing  he  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration the  corporate  franchise  of  each  corporation,  company, 
person  or  persons,  owning  or  operating  a  railroad  in  this  State,  at 
its  fair  and  just  value,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  the 
returns  aforesaid,  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  November  an- 
nually, which  said  appraisal  shall  be  taken  to  be  the  true  value  of 
such  railroad,  its  rights,  corporate  franchise,  and  property,  in  this 
State  for  the  purposes  of  taxation. 

Sec.  13.  If  the  line  of  a  railroad  extend  beyond  the  limits  of 
this  State,  its  whole  valuation  ascertained  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
divided  by  the  number  of  miles  of  its  entire  main  line,  and  the 
amount  thus  obtained  shall  be  taken  to  be  the  value  of  such  rail- 
road per  mile,  which  said  sum,  multiplied  by  the  number  of  miles 
in  this  State  shall  be  taken  to  be  the  true  value  of  such  railroad, 
its  rights,  corporate  franchise,  and  property  in  this  State,  for  the 
purposes  of  taxation. 
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Sec.  14.  A  tax  of  six-tenths  of  one  per  cent,  is  hereby 
assessed  upon  the  appraisal  obtained  as  provided  in  the  two  pre- 
ceding sections,  against  each  company,  corporation,  person,  or 
persons  so  operating  a  railroad  in  this  State :  one-half  of  which 
shall  be  payable  to  the  State  treasurer  on  or  before  the  15th  of 
November,  annually,  and  the  other  half  on  or  before  the  15th  of 
May,  annually. 

Sec.  ,15.  It  shall  be,  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  of  State  taxes 
to  notify  the  company,  corporation,  person  or  persons  aforesaid  of 
the  amount  of  such  appraisal,  and  the  amount  of  the  taxes  assessed, 
immediately  after  the  same  has  been  appraised  and  assessed. 

Sec.  16.  If  any  party  (including  the  State,  represented  by  the 
State  treasurer),  is  aggrieved  in  the  premises,  he,  or  it  may  appeal 
to  a  board,  consisting  of  the  lieutenant  governor,  the  auditor  of 
accounts  and  the  secretary  of  state,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
hear  such  appeal,  and  they  shall  have  power  to  grant  relief  in  the 
premises.  Their  decision  shall  be  final.  Said  board  shall  establish 
such  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  time,  manner  and  method  of 
taking,  hearing,  and  determining  such  appeals  as  in  their  discretion 

t  shall  be  just.    The  costs  of  such  appeal  shall  be  paid  as  said  board 

'  shall  determine. 

Sec.  IT.  Any  corporation,  company,  person  or  persons  owning 
or  operating  a  railroad  in  this  State  may  annually  pay  to  the  State 
in  lieu  of  the  tax  assessed  in  section  14",  two  and*  one-half  per  cent, 
on  its  entire  gross  earnings,  if  such  railroad  is  situated  wholly 
within  this  State,  and  if  situated  partly  within  and  partly  without 
this  State,  then  such  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  on  gross  earnings 
shall  be  upon  such  proportion  of  the  entire  gross  earning  of  such 
railroad,  as  the  mileage  of  trains  run  in  this  State  bears  to  the 
mileage  of  all  trains  run  on  the  entire  main  line  of  such  road. 

Sec.  18.  If  a  corporation,  company,  person  or  persons  owning 
or  operating  a  railroad  in  this  State  shall  accept  of  the  provisions 
of  the  preceding  section  of  this  act.  it  shall  be  his  or  its  duty, 
whether  as  owner  or  lessee  to  make  returns  of  the  gross  earning  of 
said  railroad  as  provided  for  making  returns  in  this  act,  and  within 
thirty  days  of  the  time  of  making  such  returns,  the  corporation, 
company,  person  or  persons  making  the  same  vhall  forward  to  the 
State  treasurer  the  amount  of  such  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  for 
the  period  covered  by  said  returns. 

LEASED  ROADS. 

Sec.  19.  When  a  railroad  is  operated  in  this  State  by  a  persou, 
or  persons,  company  or  corporation,  by  virtue  of  a  lease  or  other 
contract,  the  aforesaid  taxes  or  payments  on  gross  receipts,  shall  be 
paid  by  the  lessee  jof  such  railroad,  or  holder  of  such  contract,  as 
the  case  may  be,  and  such  taxes,  or  payments  on  gross  receipts, 
shall  be  charged  against  and  deducted  from  any  payment Mue  or  to 
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become  due  the  lessor  of  such  railroad,  or  person  or  corporation 
granting  such  contract,  as  the  case  may  be;  unless  in  the  provision 
of  such  lease  or  contract,  it  is  otherwise  expressly  stipulated,  and 
the  party  who  ultimately  pays  such  tax  shall  be  construed  to*be  the 
party  who  may  accept  of  the  provisions  of  sections  seventeen  ancj, 
eighteen. 

TELEPHONE  COMPANIES. 

Sec.  20.  Every  corporation,  joint  stock  company.,  person  or 
persons  doing  telephone  business  in  this  State,  shall  pay  a  tax  to 
the  State,  which  is  hereby  assessed,  at  the  rate  of  live  per  cent, 
annually  on  the  gross  recipts  of  all  their  business,  earned  wholly 
within  this  State,  including  sums  received  for  rental  of  instruments. 

telegraph  companies. 

Sec.  21 .  Every  corporation,  company,  person  or  persons  owning  or 
.  operating  a  telegraph  line  within  this  State,  shall  pay  an  annual 
tax  on  the  corporate  franchise  thereof,  which  is  hereby  assessed  at 
the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  mile  of  poles  and  one  line  of  wire;  and  a 
tax  of  eighty  cents  per  mile  for  the  second  line  of  wire,  and  a  tax 
of  sixty  cents  per  mile  for  the  third,  and  for  each  and  every  addi- 
tional line  of  wire,  owned,  maintained  and  operated  by  each  said 
individual,  firm  or  corporation;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  in- 
dividual, firm  or  coporation  to  make  returns  and  payments  as  pro- 
vided by  sections  3d,  4th,  5th  and  6th  of  this  act. 

sleeping  oars: 

Sec.  22.  Every  corporation,  company,  person  or  persons,  own- 
ing or  operating  sleeping,  palace  or  other  cars,  for  which  extra 
compensation  is  charged  for  riding  therein  over  any  of  the  railroad 
franchises  in  this  State,  shall  make  returns  to  the  commissioner  of 
State  taxes  as  provided  in  this  act,  of  the  entire  gross  earnings  of 
such  cars,  received  for  business  done  in  this  State,  including  all 
sums  paid  for  the  use  of  such* cars  by  said  railroads.  Said  returns 
shall  be  for  the  period  of  one  year  preceding  the  last  day  of  June, 
annually,  except  the  returns  to  be  made  in  September,.  1891,  which 
shall  be  for  the  period  of  six  months,  terminating  with  the  last  day 
of  June  preceding. 

Sec.  23.  An  annual  tax  of  five  per  cent,  is  hereby  assessed  the 
gross  earnings  received  for  business  done  wholly  within  this  State 
by  any  corporation,  company, person  or  persons, owning  or  operating 
any  of  the  sleeping,  palace  or  other  cars  aforesaid  ;  which  said  tax 
shall  be  paid  to  the  State  treasurer  annually  for  the  period  of  one 
year,  terminating  with  the  last  day  of  June  preceding,  as  provided 
in  section  six. 

express  companies. 

Sec.  24.    livery  corporation,  joint   stock  company,  person  or 
.persons,  doing  express  business  in  this  State,  shall  pay  a  tax  to  the 
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State  treasurer,  which  is  hereby  assessed,  at  the  rate  of  five  per 
centum  annually  on  the  gross  receipts  of  their  business  transacted 
wholly  in  this  State.  The  tax  aforesaid  shall  be  paid  annually  on 
or  before  the  15th  day  of  September,  and  shall  be  based  upon  the 
business  for  the  year  ending  with  the  last  day  of  June  next  preced- 
ing. 

STEAMBOAT,  CAK,  AND  TRANSPORTATION  COMPANIES. 

Sec.  25.  Every  steamboat,  car  or  transportation  company  in- 
corporated under  the  laws  of  this  State,  shall  pay  an  annual  tax  to 
the  State  on  its  property,  business  and  corporate  franchise.  Each 
such  company  shall  make  returns  to  the  commissioner  of  State 
taxes  as  required  by  this  act,  who  shall  on  such  returns  make  an  ap- 
praisal of  the  value  of  its  property,  business  and  corporate  franchise, 
and  notify  the  company  thereof  immediately. 

Sec.  26.  A  tax  of  six-tenths  of  one  per  cent,  is  hereby  assessed 
upon  the  appraisal  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  against  each 
company.  Said  tax  shall  be  payable  to  the  State  treasurer,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  fourteen.  The  same  right  of  appeal  shall  be  al- 
lowed as  provided  iu  section  sixteen. 

Sec.  27.  The  coporations  specified  in  the  preceding  section  may 
pay  annually  to  the  State  in  lieu  of  the  tax  assessed  in  said  section, 
two  per  cent,  on  the  entire  gross  earnings  of  each  of  said  corpora- 
tions respectively  ;  and  shall  make  such  election,  returns  and  pay- 
ment at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  specified  in  section  18  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  28.  Every  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
State  and  having  a  capital  stock  or  deposits  of  $50,000,  or  less, 
shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  assessed  a  tax  of  ten  dollars  ;  and  for  eacli 
$50,000  or  fractional  part  thereof  of  capital  stock  or  deposits  in 
excess  of  $50,000,  five  dollars.  But  no  tax  shall  exceed  tifty  dol- 
lars. Said  tax  shall  be  paid  to  the  State  treasurer  annually  in  the 
month  of  February.  Provided,  however,  that  corporations  organ- 
ized for  charitable!  literary,  or  religious  purposes  shall  be  exempt 
from  the  taxes  imposed  by  this  section. 

Sec  29.  In  case  any  corporation  neglects  to  pay  the  tax  assessed 
in  the  preceding  section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner 
of  State  taxes  to  notify  by  mail  the  secretary  or  clerk  of  such  cor- 
poration of  its  neglect  in  the  payment  thereof,  and  permit  the  6ame 
to  pay  said  tax  within  thirty  days  after  the  mailing  of  such  notice 
by  paying  the  additional  sum  of  one  dollar. 

Sec.  ',]().  In  case  such  corporation  neglects  to  pay  the  same 
within  the  period  last  aforesaid,  said  commissioner  of  State  taxes 
shall  make  complaint  therefore  to  any  chancellor  in  this  State,  and 
a  copy  of  said  complaint  shall  be  mailed  to  the  secretary  or  clerk 
of  such  corporation  at  least  twelve  days  before  hearing.  If  upon 
the  hearing  before  said  chancellor  it  shall  appear  that  said  taxes 
are  not  paid,  he  shall  declare  .said  corporation  dissolved,  and  the 
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same  shall  thereupon  be  dissolved,  and  a  record  of  such  dissolution 
shall  be  made  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state. 

INSURANCE  AND  GUARANTY  COMPANIES. 

Sec.  31.  Every  home  or  foreign  insurance  company  or  associa- 
tion, or  society,  doing  business  in  this  State  ;  or  guaranty  company, 
doing  business  in  this  State,  shall  pay  a  tax  to  the  State  treasurer, 
which  is  hereby  assessed,  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent  per  annum 
on  the  gross  amount  of  premiums  and  assessments  collected  on  their 
business  in  this  State.  Such  tax  shall  be  payable  annually  in  the 
month  of  February,  and  shall  be  based  upon  the  business" of  such 
company  or  association,  or  society,  during  tke  year  terminating 
with  the  last  day  of  December  next  preceding. 

Sec.  32.  Every  life  insurance  company  incorporated  by  this 
State  shall  in  addition  to  the  tax  assessed  by  the  preceding  section, 
pay  a  tax  to  the  State  treasurer,  which  is  hereby  assessed  at  the  rate 

of  per  cent,  annually  on  the  surplus  over  and  above  the  necessary 

reserve,  computed  at  four  per  cent  of  all  existing  policies.  The  value 
of  the  real  estate  owned  by  such  insurance  company  shall  be  de- 
ducted from  the  surplus.  Such  tax  shall  be  payable  annually  as 
provided  in  the  preceding  section. 

Sec.  33.  In  determining  the  amount  of  taxes  to  be  assessed  un- 
der the  provisions  of  section  thirty-one,  there  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  full  amount  of  premiums  and  assessments,  the  unused  balance  on 
notes  taken  for  premiums  on  open  policies ;  all  sums  paid  for  re- 
turn premiums  on  cancelled  policies ;  dividends  paid  to  policy 
holders ;  and  the  sums  actually  paid  to  other  insurauce  companies 
incorporated  under  tbe  laws  of  this  State,  or  to  the  agents  within 
this  State  of  foreign  companies  for  re-insurance  on  risKs  for  which 
a  tax  on  the  premium  would  be  due  had  no  re-insurance  been 
effected.  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be 
so  construed  as  to  allow  dividends  in  scrip,  or  otherwise  in  stock, 
mutual  or  mixed  companies  to  be  considered  return  premiums. 

• 

8AVINGS  BANKS. 

Sec.  34.  Every  savings  bank  and  savings  institution  incor- 
porated by  this  State,  and  doing  business  herein  shall  pay  a  tax  to 
the  State  which  is  hereby  assessed,  at  the  rate  of  seven-tenths  of 
one  per  cent,  annually  upon  the  average  amount  of  its  deposits  and 
accumulations,  deducting  therefrom  the  average  amount  of  the  as- 
sessed valuation  of  the  real  estate  owned  by  such  corporation,  and 
also  the  amount,  if  any,  of  individual  deposits  in  excess  of  $1,500 
each,  listed  to  depositors  in  towns  of  this  State  where  such  deposi- 
tors reside. 

Sec.  35.  Every  trust  company  or  savings  bank  and  trust  com- 
pany incorporated  by  this  State  and  doing  business  herein,  shall 
pay  a  tax  to  the  State  ^treasurer,  which  is  hereby  assessed  at  the 
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rate  of  seven-thenths  of  one  per  cent,  annually,  upon  the  average 
amount  of  its  deposits,  including  money  or  securities  received  as 
trustee  under  order  of  court  orjotherwise,  deducting  therefrom  the 
average  amount  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  real  estate  owned 
by  such  corporation ;  and  also  the  amount,  if  any,  of  individual 
deposits  in  excess  of  $1,500  each,  listed  to  depositors  in  towns  of 
this  State  where  such  depositors  reside. 

Sec.  36.  The  taxes  assessed  by  the  two  preceding  sections  shall 
be  payable  semi-annually,  one-half  in  the  month  of  February,  and 
one-half  in  the  month  of  August,  and  shall  be  based  upon  the 
average  amount  of  its  deposits  and  accumulations  in  case  of  savings 
banks,  and  the  average  amouut  of  its  deposits  in  case  of  trust  com- 
panies, and  savings  banks  and  trust  companies,  during  six  months 
terminating  with  the  last  day  of  December,  and  J une  next  preced- 
ing. No  other  tax  shall  be  assessed  on  such  deposits  or  accumula- 
tions in  case  of  savings  banks,  nor  on  such  deposits  in  case  of  trust 
companies,  and  savings  banks  and  trust  companies,  nor  against  the 
depositors  on  account  thereof,  except  individual  deposits  exceeding 
in  the  agregate  fif  teen  hundred  dollars. 

BUILDING  AND   INVESTMENT  COMPANIES,  AND  AOBNTS   FOR  THE 

SAME. 

Sec.  37.  The  term  investment  company  hereinafter  used,  shall 
be  construed  to  include  all  building  associations,  companies  or  cor- 
porations, and  all  other  companies  or  corporations  organized  under 
the  laws  of  this  State,  or  any  other  state  or  any  territory,  for  the 
purpose  of  negotiating  or  placing  loans  secured  upon  property 
without  this  State,  or  that  may  be  engaged:  in  selling  choees  in 
action,  or  bonds  secured  by  mortgages  on  property,  or  which  said 
choses  in  action  may  be  secured  by  pledges  of  such  mortgages  and 
which  may  be  issued,  or  executed  by  individuals  or  by  municipal 
or  other  corporations  without  this  State. 

Sec.  38.  Every  person,  investment  company,  or  corporation, 
obtaining  money  from  individuals,  residents  of  this  State,  or  cor- 
porations in  this  State,  to  be  loaned  without  the  State,  or  doing 
business  in  this  State  by  selling  debenture  bonds,  mortgages  upon 
real  or  personal  estate,  choses'  in  action,  or  securities  of  any  kind 
upon  property  without  this  State,  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of 
July,  make  returns  to  the  commissioner  of  State  taxes  of  the 
amount  of  moneys  so  received,  and  the  amount  of  bonds,  choses  in 
action  or  securities  of  any  kind  as  aforesaid,  sold  to  parties  or  to 
corporations  within  this  State.  Said  returns  shall  be  for  the 
period  of  one  year  preceding  the  last  day  of  June  annually,  except 
the  returns  to  be  made  in  July,  1891,  which  shall  be  for  the  period 
of  six  months,  terminating  with  the  last  day  of  June. 

Sec.  39.  A  tax  of  one  per  cent  upon  the  aggregate  amount  of 
all  moneys  so  received  to  be  loaned  without  the  State,  and  upon  the 
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aggregate  amount  of  bonds,  mortgages,  choses  in  action  and  secu- 
rities of  any  kind  negotiated  as  aforesaid,  is  hereby  assessed  against 
the  person,  investment  company  or  corporation  receiving  such 
money,  or  transacting  such  business,  which  said  tax  shall  be  paya- 
ble to  the  State  treasurer  within  thirty  days  from  the  time  of 
making  said  returns,  and  in  lieu  of  all  other  taxation  thereon ;  pro- 
vided however,  that  any  such  person,  agent,  investment  company, 
or  corporation,  may  omit  payment  of  the  tax  provided  by  this  sec- 
tion by  giving  the  name  and  residence  of  every  person,  company  or 
corporation  from  whom  he  or  it  has  received  such  money,  or  to 
whom  such  bonds,  mortgages,  choses  in  action  or  securities  were 
negotiated,  and  the  amount  received  from  each  such  person,  com- 
pany or  corporation.  And  whenever  any  person,  agent,  investment 
company  or  corporation  shall  take  advantage  of  this  provision,  then 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  oi  State  taxes,  upon  thus 
ascertaining  the  amount  of  money  so  furnished  to  be  loaned  with- 
out this  State,  or  invested  in  bonds,  mortgages,  choses  in  action  and 
other  securities  aforesaid,  to  assess  thereon  a  tax  of  one  and  one- 
quarter  per  cent  against  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  of  whom 
such  agent,  person,  investment  company  or  corporation  receives 
such  money,  or  to  whom  said  bonds,  mortgages,  choses  in  action,  or 
other  securities  are  negotiated.  And  the  payment  of  said  tax  shall 
exempt  the  same  from  all  other  taxation  thereon,  either  State,  mu- 
nicipal or  local.  Said  commissioner  shall  notify  any  such  person 
by  mail,  of  the  tax  so  assessed,  immediately  after  such  assessment 
is  made  and  the  same  shall  be  payable  to  the  State  treasurer  within 
thirty  days  from  the  time  such  notice  is  issued. 

Sec.  40.  Any  person,  agent,  investment  company,  or  corpora- 
tion refusing  or  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tions 38  and  39,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $500  and  not  more  than 
$5,000.  In  case  such  neglect  or  refusal  shall  be  by  a  foreign  in- 
vestment company  or  corporation,  the  bonds  of  said  investment 
company  or  corporation  filed  with  the  inspector  of  finance  accord- 
ing to  law,  shall  become  forfeit  to  the  State.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  town  grand  jurors  and  State's  attorneys,  upon  complaint  being 
raad^  by  any  person,  of  violation  of  the  provisions  of  sections  38 
and  39  of  this  act,  to  immediately  investigate  the  facts  concerning 
the  same,  and  if  there  is  reasonable  evidence  of  the  guilt  of  any 
such  person,  agent  or  officer,  such  town  grand  juror  or  State's  attor- 
ney shall  prosecute  such  person,  agent  or  officer  for  the  penalties 
aforesaid.  Provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  sections  37, 
38,  39  and  40,  shall  not  apply  to  corporations  organized  in  this 
State,  except  where  the  sales  of  the  securities  mentioned  in  sec- 
tions 37,  38,  39  and  40,  exceed  their  deposits,  or  capital  stock,  and 
t       shall  apply  to  such  excess. 

POWER  OF  THE  COMMISSIONER  TO  RE-ASSESS. 

Sec.  41.    The  commissioner  of  State  taxes  may  summon  before 
a  magistrate  and  examine  upon  oath,  any  officer,  agent,  or  clerk  of 
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a  corporation,  company,  person  or  persons  required  by  this  act  to 
make  returns  or  pay  a  tax,  and  may  examine  any  book  of  accounts 
kept  by  such  corporation,  company,  person  or  persons,  concerning 
all  matters  as  to  which  information  is  required  to  cai  ry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  42.  Any  such  officer,  agent,  clerk,  person  or  persons  who 
refuses  to  appear  and  be  Bworn,  or  to  testify  with  reference  to  the 
matters  as  to  which  he  is  required  to  testify  by  the  preceding  sec- 
tion, or  who  refuses  to  show  to  the  commissioner  such  books  of 
account,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $500.00  and  not  more  than 
$5,000.00. 

Sec.  43.  If  the  commissioner  of  State  taxes  finds  that  owing  to 
the  incorrectness  of  a  return,  or  to  any  other  cause  a  tax  paid  is 
too  small,  he  shall  assess  an  additional  tax,  sufficient  to  cover  the 
deficit,  and  shall  forthwith  notify  by  mail  the  parties  so  assessed. 
If  such  additional  assessment  is  not  paid  within  thirty  days  after 
notice,  as  above,  the  corporation,  company,  person  or  persons  on 
whom  it  is  assessed,  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties  as  for  neg- 
lect to  pay  annual,  or  semi-annual  taxes.

Reported  the  following  substitute  bill  entitled 
H.  394.    An  act  relating  to  public  instruction. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  '  of 
Vermont : 

Section  1.  After  the  date  on  which  this  act  shall  take  effect, 
each  town  in  this  State  shall  constitute  a  single  district  for  school 
purposes,  and  the  divisions  of  the  town  into  school  districts  hereto- 
fore known,  shall  no  longer  exist,  except  for  the  settlement  of  their 
pecuniary  affairs  ;  but  school  districts  organized  under  special  acts 
of  the  legislature,  and  school  districts  in  unorganized  towns  and 
gores,  may  retain  their  present  organization,  and  shall  in  noway  be 
affected  by  the  provisions  of  this  act.  School  districts  organized 
under  special  acts,  may  become  a  part  of  the  town  district  in  the 
town  where  they  are  situated,  whenever  they  shall  vote  at  a.legally 
warned  meeting  so  to  do. 

.  Skc.  2.  The  several  school  houses,  and  all  property  belonging 
to  the  several  school  districts  in  each  town,  shall  be  appraised  by 
a  board  consisting  of  three  persons,  legal  voters  of  said  town,  who 
shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  the  annual  town  meeting  in  March, 
1891  ;  who  shall  at  once  appraise  the  same,  and  the  amount  of  such 
appraisal  shall  stand  to  the  credit  of  the  several  school  districts  re- 
spectively, to  be  adjusted,  allowed  and  equalized  between  such  dis- 
tricts, under  the  direction  of  the  selectmen,  by  applying  such  a 
valuation  upon  the  taxes  thereafter  to  be  assessed,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  upon  the  grand  list  of  the  several  school  districts, 
and  all  such  school  houses  and  other  prorerty  belonging  to  said 
several  school  districts,  shall  thereafter  pass  to  and  become  the 
property  of  such  town. 

Sec.  3.  The  several  school  districts  whose  property  is  so  ap- 
praised shall  continue  bodies  corporate  for  the  purpose  only  of 
settlement  of  their  property  rights,  and  shall  for  that  purpose  only 
hold  meetings  and  elect  officers  as  now  provided  by  law  until  such 
property  rights  are  finally  settled  and  obligations  discharged. 
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When  any  school  district  shall  be  dissatisfied  with  the  appraisal 
of  its  property  in  this  act  provided  for,  it  may  petition  the  county 
court  of  the  county  in  which  the  prop<  rty  appraised  is  situated,  for 
a  re-appraisal,  and  such  proceedings  shall  be  had  in  said  court  on 
said  petition  as  are  provided  by  law  for  tha  assessment  of  damages 
for  land  taken  for  highways. 

Said  petition  shall  be  served  on  the  town  clerk  of  the  town  in 
which  such  appraised  property  is  situate  within  sixty  days  after  the 
appraisal  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  have  been  filed  in  said  town 
clerk's  ofhee,  and  at  least  twelve  days  before  the  term  of  court  to 
which  it  is  made  returnable,  and  such  petition  shall  be  made  return- 
able to  that  term  of  the  county  court  next  to  be  held  twelve  or 
more  days  after  the  date  of  said  service. 

In  case  the  appraisal  shall  be  increased  by  such  proceedings  the 
town  shall  pay  the  costs  therefor,  otherwise  said  costs  shall  be  paid 
by  the  district  applying  and  direct  execution  may  issue  therefor. 

Such  proceedings  shall  not  prevent  the  use,  in  the  meantime,  of 
the* appraised  property  by  the  town. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  a  fractional  district,  the  fractional  parts  of 
which  belong  to  different  towns,  the  board  of  appraisal  of  such  town 
shall,  acting  together,  appraise  the  school  property  of  such  frac- 
tional district,  and  shall  make  an  equitable  apportionment  of  the 
property,  and  debts  of  such  district,  and  ascertain  the  amount 
equitably  due  from  either  of  said  towns,  and  order  such  amounts  to 
be  paid  within  a  time,  to  be  by  them  designated,  and  whenever 
such  boards  of  appraisal  shall  fail  to  agree  upon  the  apportionment 
of  such  property  of  such  fractional  district,  they  snail  choo6e  a 
referee,  not  a  resident  of  either  of  their  respective  towns,  whose 
decision  shall  be  final. 


PRUDENTIAL  COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  5.  At  the  annual  town-meeting  in  March,  1891,  and  at 
every  annual  town-meeting  thereafter,  each  town  shall  choose  by 
ballot  three  persons,  who  shall  constitute  a  prudential  committee, 
with  power  to  fill  its  own  vacancies  until  the  end  of  the  year  in 
which  such  vacancies  may  occur,  whose  compensation  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  town  at  the  time  of  their  election,  provided,  however,  that 
at  the  first  election  under  this  act,  one  of  the  said  prudential  com- 
mittee shall  be  chosen  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years,  and  one 
for  one  year,  and  thereafter  one  shall  be  chosen  each  year  ;  provid- 
ed further,  that  all  towns  having  more  than  5,000  and  not  over 
10,000{  in  habitants,  may  choose  six  (6)  persons  for  such  prudential 
committee,  towns  having  more  than  10,000  inhabitants  may  choose 
nine  persons  for  such  prudential  committee,  one-third  of  whom,  in 
all  cases,  may  be  women,  which  committee  shall  be  elected  as  here- 
tofore provided  in  this  section,  provided  that  nothing  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  construed  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  existing  arrange- 
ments of  such  towns  as  may  now  be  acting  under  the  town  system. 
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Sec.  6.  Said  prudential  committee,  as  soon  after  its  election  as 
may  be,  shall  annually  choose  one  of  its  number  to  act  as  chair- 
man, and  shall  appoint  a  clerk  annually,  who  shall  perform  all  the 
duties  heretofore  performed  by  the  several  district  clerks  in  the 
town. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  prudential  committee  shall  provide  and  main- 
tain suitable  school  houses  for  the  accommodation  of  all  the  schol- 
ars in  such  town,  and  provide  and  maintain  schools  at  such  times 
and  places,  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  twenty-four  weeks  in  each 
school  year,  as  in  their  judgment  shall  best  subserve  the  interests 
of  public  instruction,  and  to  give  to  each  child  in  the  town  equal 
school  advantages  so  far  as  practicable.  Said  prudential  commit- 
tee may  use  a  part  of  the  school  money  for  the  purpose  of  convey- 
ing scholars  to  and  from  schools. 

Sec.  8.  Said  prudential  committee  shall  have  the  care  and 
custody  of  all  the  school  property  belonging  to  the  several  public 
schools  in  the  town  ;  shall  employ  teachers  and  fix  their  compensa- 
tion ;  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  all  the  public 
schools  in  the  town  ;  may  provide  for  the  instruction  of  legal  pu- 
pils of  the  town,  in  the  public  schools  of  an  adjoining  town,  and 
may  pay  for  such  instruction  from  the  school  moneys  of  their  town  ; 
may  provide  for  receiving  into  the  schools  under  their  charge, 
pupils  residing  in  other  towns,  and  the  moneys  received  for  such 
non-resident  pupils  shall  be  paid  to  the  town  treasury.  They  mav 
establish  graded  schools,  and  provide  for  the  instruction  of  schol- 
ars in  the  higher  branches. 

Sbc.  9.  The  said  prudential  committee  shall  also  draw  orders 
on  the  town  treasurer  for  teachers*  salary,  and  tor  all  other  school 
expenses,  which  orders  shall  be  paid  by  the  town  treasurer  out  of 
such  school  moneys  as  he  may  have  in  his  hands. 

Sec.  10.  Said  prudential  committee  shall  designate  and  deter- 
mine the  particular  school  which  scholars  shall  attend,  and  no  child 
under  five  years  old  shall  attend  any  public  school. 

The  term  "  school  age  "  shall  include  all  persons  between  five  and 
twenty  years  of  age. 

- 

Skc.  11.  The  prudential  committee  of  each  town  shall  have 
power  to  dismiss  any  teacher  who,  in  their  judgment,  has  proved 
himself  incompetent;  such  dismissal  shall  be  given  to  such  teacher 
in  writing,  and  such  teacher  shall  receive  pay  pro  rata  to  the  time 
of  dismissal. 

Skc.  12.  The  school  year  shall  commence  on  the  day  of  the 
annual  town-meeting  in  March,  and  shall  end  with  the  day  pre- 
vious to  the  next  annual  town-meeting. 
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TOWN  SUPERINTENDENT. 

Sec.  13.  The  prudential  committee  shall  annually  choose  one 
person,  a  resident  of  the  town,  who  may  or  may  not  be  of  their 
number,  and  may  be  a  woman,  who  shall  be  styled  superintendent 
of  schools.  Said  superintendent  shall  have  the  personal  supervision 
of  all  the  public  schools  in  the  town,  and  shall  give  them  such  care 
as  the  prudential  committee  may  require,  and  who,  with  the  advice 
of  the  prudential  committee,  may  issue  permits  to  teachers  to  teach 
particular  schools  for  a  single  term,  but  such  permits  shall  not  be 
renewed  more  than  twice. 

Sec.  14.  The  town  superintendent  shall  receive  such  compensa- 
tion for  his  services  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  town  at  the  annual 
town-meeting,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  town  treasurer,  on  an 
order  drawn  by  the  chairman  of  the  prudential  committee,  and 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  two  dollars  per  day. 

Sec.  15.  The  town  superintendent  shall  make  such  recommenda- 
tions to  the  prudential  committee  in  regard  to  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  the  schools  in  town,  as  in  his  judgment  are  required,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prudential  committee  to  see  that  such 
recommendations  are  duly  carried  out. 

Sec.  16.  The  selectmen  shall  annually  assess  a  tax  of  not  less 
than  twenty,  nor  more  than  fifty  cents  on  the  grand  list  for  the 
purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  schools  in  said  town. 

Sec.  17.  The  selectmen  shall  make  and  verify  the  tax  bills,  and 
deliver  the  same  to  the  town  treasurer  or  collector,  and  they  shall 
be  collected  as  other  town  taxes  are. 

Sec.  18.  Whenever  the  prudential  committee* of  two  or  more 
adjoining  towns  may  agree  so  to  do,  they  may  engage  one  person 
to  act  as  superintendent  of  the  schools  in  their  several  towns,  and 
such  superintendent  shall  be  paid  for  his  service  the  compensation 
agreed  upon  by  the  several  committees  so  engaging  him. 

EXAMINEE  OF  TEACHERS. 

Sec.  19.  At  each  biennial  session  of  the  legislature,  the  super- 
intendent of  education,  and  the  governor,  shall  appoint  one  man  in 
each  county,  who  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  same,  and  who  shall  be 
styled  examiner  of  teachers.  The  said  examiner,  after  consulta- 
tion with  the  town  superintendents  of  the  county,  shall,  in  the 
spring  and  autumn  of  each  year,  make  arrangements  for  a  public 
examination  of  applicants  for  teachers'  certificates,  at  such  places 
and  times  as  shall  best  accommodate  the  teachers  of  the  county,  at 
as  many  places  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  examiner  and  super- 
intendents; and  candidates  for  examination  may  choose  which  of 
said  examinations  they  will  attend. 

Sec.  20.  Such  examinations  shall  be  both  oral  and  written,  and 
shall  be  conducted  by  the  examiner,  but  if  he  be  prevented  by  sick- 
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ness  or  other  cause,  he  may  employ  some  competent  person  to  con- 
duct such  examination;  and  the  examiner  may  afterward  grant 
certificates,  upon  the  examination  papers,  and  the  report  of  the 
person  who  conducted  the  examination;  and  should  said  examiner 
be  unable  to  issue  seasonable  certificates,  then  the  State  superin- 
tendent shall  issue  such  certificates,  and  said  certificates  shall  be 
of  the  same  validity  as  if  issued  by  the  examiner. 

Sec.  21.  No  person  shall  teach  a  public  school  without  having 
a  certificate  or  a  permit  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  a  contract 
for  teaching  shall  be  void  if  the  teacher  does  not  obtain  said  cer- 
tificate before  opening  school;  but  this  provision  shall  not  apply  to 
the  principal  teacher  of  the  highest  department  of  a  graded  school. 
No  certificate  shall  be  granted  to  a  person  not  seventeen  years  of 

age- 

Sec.  22.  The  examiner  shall  issue  certificates  of  three  grades, 
viz  :  a  certificate  of  the  first  grade  shall  be  given  only  to  one  who 
has  taught  forty  weeks  successfully,  and  whose  examination  papers 
shall  have  shown  the  applicant  to  have  reached  the  standard  re- 
quired by  the  state  superintendent ;  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory 
oral  examination,  and  shall  have  given  evidence  of  good  moral 
character  and  ability  to  govern  ;  such  certificate  shall  be  a  license 
to  teach  for  five  years  from  its  date,  in  any  town  in  the  State. 

A  certificate  of  the  second  grade  shall  be  granted  only  to  one 
who  has  taught  successfully  twelve  weeks,  and  shall  have  passed 
a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  branches  required  by  law  to  be 
taught  in  common  schools,  and  shall  have  given  evidence  of  good 
moral  character,  and  ability  to  govern  ;  such  certificate  shall  be  a 
license  to  teach  for  two  years  from  its  date  in  any  town  in  the 
State. 

A  certificate  of  the  third  grade  shall  be  a  license  to  teach  for  a 
specified  time,  not  to  exceed  one  year,  and  may,  at  .the  discretion 
of  the  examiner,  be  limited  to  the  teaching  of  a  particular  school. 
A  person  who  has  twice  taken  a  certificate  of  the  third  grade,  and 
who  has  taught  at  least  twenty-four  weeks,  shall  not  afterward  be 
given  a  certificate  of  that  grade. 

Sec.  23.  Said  examiner  may  also  give  an  applicant  a  private 
examination,  when  in  his  judgment  the  exigencies  of  the  case 
may  require  the  same. 

Sec.  24.  Said  examiner  shall  furnish  to  each  person  examined 
by  him,  a  certified  statement  of  the  percentage  attained  by  such 
person  in  the  different  branches  in  which  he  has  been  examined  at 
any  given  examination,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  name,  age, 
and  residence  of  each  person  examined  by  him,  and  the  date  and 
grade  of  each  certificate  issued;  no  applicant  who  shall  fail  to  pass 
the  required  examination  shall  have  another  examination  within 
three  months  thereafter  ;  and  should  any  person  obtain  a  certifi- 
cate contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  such  certificate  shall 
be  void.  18

Sec.  25.  Certificates  field  by  teachers  employed  continuously  in 
graded  and  union  schools,  shall  remain  in  force  for  such  length  of 
time  as  the  holders  of  such  certificates  continue  in  the  employ  of 
such  graded  or  union  school. 

GENERAL  DUTIES  OF  EXAMINER. 

Sec.  26.  Said  examiner  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  State 
superintendent^  education,  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for 
holding  teachers'  institutes  in  his  county  as  required  by  law;  take 
measures  to  secure  the  attendance  of  teachers  at  the  same,  give 
assistance  at  such  institutes;  furnish  statistical  and  other  informa- 
tion as  he  may  be  able  to  obtain,  and  perform  such  other  duties 
relating  to  the  welfare  of  the  public  schools  as  the  State  superin- 
tendent may  direct 

Sec.  27.  The  examiner  shall  receive  four  dollars  per  day  for 
time  actually  spent  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and 
his  necessary  expenses,  which  shall  not  exceed  two  dollars  a  day, 
and  expenditures  for  postage  and  stationery  for  official  use;  and 
shall  at  the  end  of  every  six  months  file  with  the  State  auditor,  an 
itemized  account  of  his  expenses,  verified  by  his  oath,  and  as  soon 
as  the  same  can  be  examined  and  approved,  the  State  auditor  shall 
transmit  to  him  an  order  on  the  State  treasurer  for  the  amount  due 
him  on  such  account. 

Sec.  28.  Whenever  the  examiner  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
State  superintendent,  prove  himself  unfit  for  the  duties  required  of 
him,  or  his  services  become  unprofitable,  he  may  be  removed  by  the 
State  superintendent,  and  a  successor  appointed  in  his  place. 

Sec.  29.  The  examiner  shall,  in  the  month  of  June  next  pre- 
ceding each  biennial  session  of  the  general  assembly,  send  to  the 
superintendent  of  education,  a  report  of  his  work  as  examiner,  and 
of  the  progress*  condition  and  needs,  of  the  schools  in  his  county, 
with  suggestions  as  he  may  desire  to  make. 

Sec.  30.  The  time  actually  spent  by  a  teacher  in  attending  a 
teachers*  institute,  and  the  legal  holidays  of  the  State  shall  not  be 
deducted  in  determining  the  number  of  weeks  of  school  kept  by 
such  teacher. 

Sec.  31.  The  clerk  appointed  by  the  prudential  committee, 
shall,  annually,  during  the  last  month  of  the  school  year,  prepare 
an  accurate  list,  containing  the  name  and  age  of  each  child  of 
school  age,  residing  in  town,  and  the  names  of  tlie  parents  or  other 
person  having  control  of  such  child,  and  he  shall  kdep  such  list  on 
file,  and  make  such  report  therefrom  as  the  superintendent  of  edu- 
cation may  require;  he  shall  receive  for  his  services,  in  taking  such 
list,  three  cents  for  each  person  of  school  age.  He  shall  also  fur- 
nish to  each  teacher  in  the  town,  a  list  of  all  the  scholars  belonging 
to  that  school,  as  designated  by  the  prudential  committee. 

Sec.    32.    The  superintendent  of  education  shall  arrange  blank 
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forms  for  a  school  register  for  keeping  the  record  of  the  daily  at- 
tendance of  pupils,  and  questions  to  be  printed  in  said  register  for 
the  purpose  of  procuring  the  satistical  and  other  information  re- 
quired of  teachers  and  clerks,  as  he  may  think  desirable  ;  and  he 
shall,  annually,  in  the  month  of  February,  transmit  to  the  clerks  of 
the  prudential  committee  in  each  town,  a  sufficient  number  of  said 
registers  to  supply  the  schools  in  their  respective  towns,  and  the 
clerk  on  receiving  such  registers,  shall  return  a  receipt  therefor.- 

Sec.  33.  The  superintendent  of  education  shall  prepare  printed 
questions  for  examinations  and  blanks  for  teachers'  certificates,  and 
transmit  the  same  to  the  examiners;  he  shall  also  fix  the  standard 
which  shall  be  reached  in  the  examinations. 

Sec.  34.  All  examination  papers  shall  be  preserved  in  the  office 
of  the  examiner,  at  least  one  year,  and  be  subject  to  the  inspection 
of  the  superintendent  of  education. 

Sec.  35.  No  person  shall  be  employed  or  paid  for  services  as 
teacher,  unless  he  shall  deliver  to  the  prudential  committee,  a  cer- 
tificate from  the  examiner,  that  he  is  qualified  to  teach  the  school 
for  which  he  may  apply. 

REGISTERS. 

Sec.  36.  Each  teacher  shall,  before  commencing  school,  pro- 
cure from  the  clerk  of  the  prudential  committee,  a  register,  and 
shall  keep  therein,  in  the  prescribed  form,  a  reoord  of  the  daily  at- 
tendance of  each  pupil,  and  shall  enter  therein  correct  answers  to 
the  interrogatories  addressed  to  teachers,  and  shall  return  such 
register  to  the  clerk  of  the  prudential  committee,  at  the  end  of  each 
•  term  ;  the  final  return  to  be  made  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day 
of  February  of  each  year.  Upon  the  return  of  such  register,  the 
clerk  shall  examine  the  same,  and  if  he  *finds  it  properly  filled  out 
as  required  by  law,  and  properly  certified  to  by  the  teacher,  shall 
give  such  teacher  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  and  the  teacher 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  his  compensation,  except  on  presentation 
of  such  certificate  to  the  prudential  committee. 

Sec.  37.  The  clerk  of  the  prudential  committee,  upon  the  final 
return  to  him  of  the  register,  shall  enter  therein,  correct  interroga- 
tories to  be  answered  by  the  clerk,  and  shall  file  such  register  so 
completed,  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  March  of  each  year. 

Sec.  38.  The  several  district  clerks  in  office  on  the  last  day  of 
February,  1891,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  statistics  of  the 
schools,  between  July  1,  1890,  and  March  1,  1891,  shall  continue 
in  office  for  the  succeeding  three  days,  as  shall  also  the  prudential 
committee  of  the  several  districts  for  the  purpose  of  making  the 
entry  and  certificates  provided  for,  to  be  made  by  them,  by  section 
193  of  act  No.  9  of  the  laws  of  1888. 

Sec.  39.    The  final  return  of  the  school  registers  issued  for  the 
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school  year  beginning  July  1,  1890,  shall  be  made  to  the  district 
clerk,  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  February,  1891,  and  upon  such 
return,  he  shall  examine  the  same,  and  if  he  finds  them  filled  out 
as  required  by  law,  and  properly  certified  to  by  the  teachers,  he 
shall  give  such  teachers  certificates  to  that  effect,  and  he  shall  enter 
in  such  registers  correct  answers  to  interrogatories  therein  made  of 
the  clerk,  and  the  prudential  committee  shall  enter  therein  the 
name  of  each  teacher  of  the  school  from  July  1,  1890,  and  the  date 
and  character  of  such  teacher  s  certificate,  and  certify  to  the  cor- 
rectness of  such  entry;  the  district  clerk  shall  file  such  registers  6o 
completed,  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk,  on  or  before  the  third 
day  of  March,  1891. 

Sec.  40.  The  town  clerk  of  each  town  shall,  on  or  before  the 
10th  day  of  March,  1891,  make  out  and  return  to  the  superintendent 
of  education,  the  statistics  of  the  schools  in  each  district  from  July 
1,  1890,  to  March  1,  1891. 

Sec.  41.  In  towns  where  there  is  a  district  organized  under 
special  charter,  the  school,  moneys,  other  than  those  arising  from 
town  and  district  taxes,  shall  be  divided  by  the  selectmen,  who  shall 
set  such  proportionate  shares  thereof,  to  said  organized  districts,  as 
its  school  attendance  bears  to  the  whole  town.  Such  moneys  shall 
be  paid  over,  under  the  direction  of  the  selectmen,  to  the  treasurers 
of  such  districts  within  fifteen  days  from  the  time  when  such  moneys 
are  available  for  division  and  payment.  In  gores  and  unorganized 
towns,  such  moneys  shall  be  divided  among  the  school  districts 
therein  as  now  required  by  law. 

Sec.  42.  Chapter  second  of  act  No.  9  of  the  laws  of  1888,  from 
section  thirteen  to  thirty-nine  inclusive,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  43.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act,  are 
hereby  repealed.*

Reported  the  following  substitute  bill  entitled 

H.  395.  An  act  to  establish  a  State  board  of  pharmacy  and  to 
regulate  the  practice  of  pharmacy. 
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It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermont: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  and  created  a  State 
board  of  pharmacy,  as  follows: 

(a.)  Within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  governor 
shall  appoint  five  pharmacists,  residents  to  the  State  of  Vermont, 
who  shall  constitute  said  State  board  of  pharmacy. 

{b.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  oach  member  of  the  State  board  of 
pharmacy,  immediately  after  the  receipt  of  the  notice  of  his  ap- 
pointment, to  appear  before  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  he 
resides  and  make  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  properly  and  faithfully 
discharge  the  duties  of  said  board. 

(c.)  One  of  said  members  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  one  for 
two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  years,  and  one  for  five 
years,  from  the  first  Tuesday  of  January  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-one,  which  term  shall  be  determined  by 
lot  at  the  first  meeting  of  said  board  of  pharmacy. 

(d.)  The  said  members  of  said  board  shall  meet  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  January  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-one  at  the  State  house,  in  Montpelier,  Vt,  at  twelve  o'clock 
noon  of  that  day,  and  shall  immediately  proceed  to  determine  by 
lot  the  respective  terms  for  which  they  shall  hold  office,  and  to  or- 
ganize by  electing  a  president,  treasurer  and  secretary,  who  shall 
hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year. 

(e.)  The  board  shall  hold  meetings  at  least  once  in  six  months, 
and  shall  give  at  least  thirty  days'  notice  by  mail  to  all  practicing 
pharmacists  in  the  State  known  to  the  board.  Three  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

(f. )  The  said  board  shall  have  power  to  make  such  by-laws  not 
inconsistent  with  the  constitution  or  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  it 
may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  2.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  State  board  of  pharmacy — 

(a.)  To  examine  all  persons  applying  for  licenses  under  this 
act,  and  to  grant  licenses  to  such  persons  as  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same,  provided,  however,  that  no  person  shall  hereafter  be  licensed 
as  a  pharmacist  who  has  not  had  four  years'  experience  in  phar- 
macy; the  board  may  also  issue  certificates  upon  examination, 
which  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  act  as  assistant  pharmacist  under 
the  direction  of  a  registered  pharmacist. 

■ 

{b.)    To  keep  a  record  of  licensed  pharmacists  licensed  by  them. 

(c.)  To  investigate  all  complaints  of  disregard,  noncompliance 
with  or  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  bring  all  such 
cases  to  the  notice  of  the  proper  prosecuting  officer. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  who  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act 
has  for  five  years  been  engaged  in  the  business  of  retailing  or  dis- 
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pensing  drugs,  medicines  or  poisons,  or  practiciDg  pharmacy  on  his 
own  account,  or  who  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  shall 
have  served  five  years  or  upward  at  the  business  of  retailing  or  dis- 
pensing drugs,  medicines  or  poisons,  or  practicing  pharmacy,  and 
who  is  over  the  age  of  21  years,  or  any  person  who  holds  a  certifi- 
cate of  registration  as  a  pharmacist  from  any  board  of  pharmacy  in 
any  of  the  United  States  or  Dominion  of  Canada,  shall  be  granted 
a  license  by  said  State  board  of  pharmacy,  to  practice  as  a  pharma- 
cist upon  complyance  with  the  requirements  hereinafter  stated. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  entitled  to  a  license  as  a  pharmacist,  as 
provided  for  in  section  three,  who  shall  not  within  90  days  after 
the  organization  of  the  said  board  of  pharmacy  as  herein  provided, 
make  a  written  application  to  said  board  for  such  a  license,  accom- 
panied by  a  written  statement  signed  bv  him  or  her,  and  duly  veri- 
fied before  an  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  in  this  State, 
fully  setting  forth  the  grounds  upon  which  he  or  she  claims  such 
license,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  waived  his  or  her  right  to  a  license 
under  the  provisions  of  said  section. 

Sec.  5.  A  fee  of  fifty  cents  shall  be  charged  for  granting  licenses 
under  section  three,  of  this  act  and  also  to  any  person  who  may  here- 
after apply  for  such  license,  who  is  a  regular  graduate  of  an  accred- 
ited school  of  pharmacy.  Any  member  of  the  board  may,  when  the 
board  is  not  in  session  grant  a  license  to  practice  pharmacy  to  a 
person  whom  such  member  finds  on  examination  to  be  qualified,  on 
payment  of  the  sum  of  two  dollars  by  such  person.  A  license  so 
granted  shall  be  valid  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  board,  but  no 
longer.  Each  member  shall  mafce  a  report  of  6uch  licenses  so 
granted  by  him,  at  the  meeting  of  the  board  next  following  the 
granting  of  the  license.  A  member  shall  not  grant  a  license  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section  to  one  who  has  been  rejected  by  the 
board  as  unqualified. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  board  of  pharmacy  shall  make  such  arrange- 
ments for  examination  of  applicants  for  licenses,  and  the  granting 
of  such  licenses,  to  applicants,  and  the  payment  of  license  fees  as  it 
may  deem  proper,  not  inconsistent  with  section  three,  and  section 
five,  of  this  act,  but  no  license  fee  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  five  dol- 
lars. A  person  receiving  a  license  from  the  board  shall  within 
thirty  days  after  receiving  the  same,  cause  it  to  be  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  State,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  twenty-five 
cents  for  recording  each  license.  A  person  who  does  not  cause  bis 
license  to  be  so  recorded,  shall  forfeit  the  license,  and  shall  not  be 
re-licensed  until  he  has  paid  the  board  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  board  of  pharmacy  shall,  in  the  month  of 
December  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one, 
and  annually  thereafter,  nominate  five  pharmacists',  residents  of 
the  State  of  Vermont,  from  which  number  the  governor  shall  fill 
the  vacancy  annually  occurring  in  the  board,  and  the  person  so 
nominated  by  the  governor  shall  hold  office  for  five  years.    In  the 
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case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  from  the  State  of  any 
member  of  said  board  before  the  expiration  of  this  office,  or  any 
case  of  vacancy  occurring  from  any  other  cause,  the  governor  shall 
fill  the  vacancy,  and  tie  person  so  appointed  shall  hold  office  for 
the  unexpired  term  of  his  predecessor. 

Sec.  8.  Every  person  to  whom  a  license  is  granted  by  said 
board  of  pharmacy  shall  display  the  same  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
the  pharmacy  in  which  he  or  she  does  business. 

Sec.  9.  No  license  granted  by  said  State  board  shall  be  revoked 
except  for  just  and  sufficient  cause. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  unlawful  after  the  first  day  of  July  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one,  for  any  person  to 
practice  as  a  pharmacist  unless  he  or  she  shall  have  been  granted  a 
license  by  said  board 

Sec.  11.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  the 
business  of  a  practitioner  of  medicine,  who  is  not  the  proprietor  of 
a  store  for  retailing  drugs,  medicines  or  poisons,  nor  to  prevent 
practitioners  of  medicines  from  supplying  their  patients  with  such 
articles  as  they  may  deem  proper  ;  nor  to  those  who  sell  medicines 
and  poisons  at  wholesale  ;  nor  to  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  patent 
or  proprietary  medicines ;  nor  to  the  sale  of  the  usual  domestic 
remedies  by  retail  dealers  in  the  rural  districts.  And  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  as  'to  prohibit  the  employment  in  any 
pharmacy  of  apprentices  or  assistants  for  the  purpose  of  being  in- 
structed in  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  but  sucn  apprentices  or  as- 
sistants shall  not  be  permitted  to  prepare  or  dispense  physicians' 
prescriptions,  or  to  sell  or  furnish  poisons,  except  in  the  presence 
of  and  under  the  personal  supervision  of  a  licensed  pharmacist. 

Sec.  12.  The  phrase  "  usual  domestic  remedies  "  in  this  act  is 
hereby  defined  as  follows,  viz  :  Medicines  that  from  common  use, 
a  knowledge  of  their  properties  and  dose  has  been  acquired  ;  and 
includes  only  such  remedies  as  may  be  safely  employed  without  the 
advice  of  a  physician,  such  as  epsom  salts,  rochelle  salts,  salts  of 
tartar,  borax,  sulphur,  magnesia,  camphor,  aloes,  myrrh,  guaiac, 
arnica,  rhubarb,  senna,  squills,  ipecac,  and  preparations  of  above ; 
also  castor  oil,  olive  oil  origanum,  spike,  amber  wintergreen,  peper- 
rnint,  and  wormwood,  glycerine,  spirits  of  nitre,  and  other  like 
remedies,  but  does  not  include  opium,  morphine,  laudanum, 
strychnine,  arsenic,  belladonna,  aconite  and.  other  poisons  requir- 
ing knowledge  and  pharmaceutical  skill  to  safely  dispense,  unless 
they  be  sold  in  original  packages,  or  packages  bearing  the  label  of 
a  licensed  pharmacist.  The  pnrase  "  rural  districts  used  in  this 
act  is  hereby  declared  to  apply  only  to  small  villages  and  country 
districts  having  less  than  two  stores,  where  pharmacy  is  practiced. 
The  phrase  "  practice  of  pharmacy  "  used  in  this  act  is  hereby  de- 
fined as  follows,  viz  :  The  compounding  of  prescriptions  or  or  any 
United'  States  phrmacopceial  preparation  ot  of  any  substance  to  be 
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used  as  a  medicine,  or  the  retailing  of  any  drug  or  poison  for  me- 
dicinal purposes. 

Sec.  13.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  deemed  guilty' of  a  misdemeanor  and  on  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $25,  nor  more  than  150, 
or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six  months. 

Sec.  14.  Members  of  the  board  shall  receive  thrQc  dollars  a  day 
each,  and  neceesary  expenses  for  time  spent  in  examining  applicant* 
and  granting  licenses,  if  the  fees  received  from  applicants,  together

An  act  relating  to  the  University  of  Vermont  and  State  Agricul- 
tural College. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermont: 

Section.  1.  The  present  terms  of  office  of  the  nine  trustees  of 
the  University  of  Vermont  and  State  Agricultural  College  on  the 
part  of  the  Vermont  Agricultural  College,  and  of  said  trustees,  as 
trustees  of  the  Vermont  Agricultural  College,  shall  terminate  De- 
cember 1,  1890,  and  on  and  after  said  date  ttie  trustees  appointed 
jind  confirmed  as  hereinafter  provided  shall  be  their  successors. 

Sec.  2.  Said  nine  trustees  shall  hereafter  be  appointed  by  the  . 
go verner  and  confirmed  by  the  senate,  as  follows: — 

Two  of  said  trustees  shall  be  60  nominated  and  confirmed  from 
among  six  persons  to  be  recommended  to  the  governor  by  the  di- 
rectors of  the  State  Agricultural  Society. 

Two  of  said  trustees  shall  be  so  nominated  and  confirmed  from 
among  six  persons  to  be  recommended  to  the  governor  by  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture. 

Two  of  said  trustees  shall  be  so  nominated  and  confirmed  from 
among  six  persons  to  be  recommended  to  the  governor  by  the  Ver- 
mont State  Grange. 

Two  of  said  trustees  shall  be  so  nominated  and  confirmed  from 
among  six  persons  to  be  recommended  to  the  governor  by  the  State 
Dairymen's  Association,  and  the  remaining  one  of  said  trustees 
shall  be  so  nominated  and  confirmed  from  among  citizens  of  the 
State,  representing  and  interested  in  mining  or  the  mechanic  arts. 

The  last  named  three  of  said  trustees  shall  hold  their  first  term 
of  office  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  first  day  of  December, 
1890  The  two  trustees  to  be  nominated  from  among  persons  rec- 
ommended by  the  State  Agricultural  Society,  and  one  of  the  trus- 
tees to  be  mominated  from  among  persons  recommended  by  the 
State  board  of  Agriclture  shall  hold  their  first  term  of  office  for  four 
years  from  the  1st  day  of  December,  1«90.  The  other  of  said  trus- 
tees to  be  nominated  from  among  persons  recommended  by  the 
State  board  of  Agriculture,  and  the  two  trustees  to  be  nomi- 
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nated  from  among  persons  recommended  by  the  Vermont  State 
Grange,  shall  hold  their  first  term  of  office  for  six  years  from 
the  1st  day  of  December,  1890.

Mr.  Thompson  from  the  judiciary  committee,  reported  the  fol- 
lowing bill  entitled 

H.  398.  An  act  in  addition  to  chapter  123  of  Revised  Laws,  re- 
lating to  annulling  marriage  and  divorce. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermont:  m 

Sec.  1.    The  marriage  contract  may  be  annulled  upon  the  peti* 
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tion  of  either  party,  when  either  party  was  a  lunatic,  as  provided 
in  section  2349  of  Revised  Laws,  although  such  lunatic  shall  not 
have  been  deprived  by  such  lunacy  of  mental  capacity  to  understand 
the  nature  and  effect  of  the  marriage  contract.  The  court  may  de- 
cree such  alimony  to  either  party  as  it  may  deem  just  when  it  annuls 
such  marriage. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Mr.  Darling  from  the  committee  on  elections,  to  whom  had 
been  referred  house  bills  of  the  following  titles  : 

H.  3.  An  act  to  promote  purity  of  elections,  secure  secrecy  of 
the  ballot  and  to  provide  for  the  printing  and  distribution  of  bal- 
lots at  public  expense. 

H.  55.  An  act  providing  for  a  secret  ballot  in  State  and  presi  - 
dential  elections. 

H.  201.  An  act  providing  for  a  secret  ballot  in  State  and  pres- 
idential elections. 

Reported  the  following  substitute  bill : 

H.  399.  An  act  to  promote  purity,  secure  secrecy  of  the  ballot, 
and  to  provide  for  the  printing  and  distribution  of  ballots  at  pub- 
lic expense. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermont : 

Section  1.  The  registration  of  voters,  the  location  of  voting  pre- 
cincts, and  all  requisites  for  the  proper  conduct  of  elections,  snail 
be  as  provided  for  by  existing  laws,  except  so  far  as  the  same  may 
be  modified  by  the  requirements  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  All  ballots  cast  in  elections  for  national,  state,  congres- 
sional, district,  county,  town  and  village  officers,  shall  be  printed 
and  distributed  at  public  expense. 

Sec.  3.  The  expense  of  printing  and  distributing  all  ballots  to 
be  used  in  general  elections,  shall  be  def raved  by  the  county  in 
which  they  are  used.  The  expense  of  printing  all  ballots  for  local 
elections  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  city,  village  or  town  in  which 
such  local  election  is  held. 

Sec.  4.  Candidates  for  public  office  to  be  filled  by  elections 
within  this  State,  may  be  nominated  in  the  following  manner : 
Every  political  party,  which  at  the  last  election  for  state  or  county 
officers  polled  at  least  one  per  centum  of  the  entire  vote  cast  in  a 
state  or  county,  may,  at  any  convention  of  organized  delegates 
representing  such  political  party,  make  nominations  to  public 
office :  and  such  oonvention  may  also  authorize  a  committee  ap-

pointed  by  such  convention  to  make  nominations  to  public  office 
by  resolution  passed  by  such  convention. 

Sec.  5.  All  nominations  made  by  such  convention  or  commit- 
tee shall  be  certified  as  follows  :  The  certificate  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  shall  contain  the  name  of  the  office  for  which  each  person  is 
nominated,  his  name  and  place  of  residence  ;  and  shall  designate, 
in  not  more  than  three  words,  the  party  which  such  convention  or 
committee  represent.  It  shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding  officer 
and  the  secretary  of  such  convention  or  committee,  who  shall  add 
their  signatures,  their  places  of  residence,  and  make  oath  to  the 
truth  of  the  same  before  an  officer  qualified  to  administer  oaths, 
and  such  officer  shall  make  a  certificate  that  such  oath  was  duly 
administered,  which  certificate  shall  be  attached  to  such  certificate 
of  nomination.  When  the  nomination  is  made  by  a  committee, 
the  certification  of  nomination  shall  contain  a  copy  of  the  resolu- 
tion authorizing  the  committee  to  make  such  nomination. 

Sec.  6.  Certificates  of  nomination  of  candidates  for  offices  to 
be  filled  by  the  voters  of  the  entire  State,  or  of  any  division  larger 
than  a  county,  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state ;  for  offices 
to  be  filled  by  the  voters  of  an  entire  county  such  certificate  shall 
be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  in  which  such  election  is 
to  be  held  ;  for  city,  village,  or  town  offices,  such  certificates  shall 
be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city,  village,  or  town  in  which  such 
local  election  is  to  be  held. 

Sec.  7.  Candidates  for  public  office  may  be  nominated  other- 
wise than  by  convention  or  committee,  in  the  manner  following: 
A  certificate  of  nomination,  containing  the  name  of  a  candidate 
for  the  office  to  be  filled,  together  with  such  information  as  is  re- 
quired to  be  given  in  certificates  provided  for  in  section  five  of 
this  act  (except  that  said  certificates  shall  designate,  in  not  more 
than  three  words,  instead  of  the  party,  the  political  or  other  name 
which  the  signers  shall  select),  shall  be  signed  by  voters  residing 
within  the  political  division  in  and  for  which  the  officer  or  officers 
are  to  be  elected  to  the  number  of  at  least  one  per  centum  of  the 
entire  vote  cast  at  the  last  preceding  election,  in  such  political 
division  for  which  such  nomination  is  made.  The  signatures  to 
the  certificate  of  nomination  need  not  all  be  appended  to  one 
paper.  Each  voter  signing  such  certificate  shall  add  his  place  of 
residence,  and  make  oath  that  he  is  a  voter,  and  has  truly  stated 
his  residence,  before  an  officer  duly  authorized  to  administer  such 
oath.  Such  certificate  when  so  executed  and  acknowledged  may 
be  filed  as  provided  for  in  section  six  of  this  act,  in  the  same  man- 
ner, and  with  the  same  effect  as  a  certificate  of  nomination  made 
by  a  party,  convention  or  committee. 

Sec  8.    No  certificate  of  nomination  shall  contain  the  names 
of  more  candidates  for  any  office  than  there  are  persons  to  be 
elected  to  such  office,  and  no  person  shall  sign  more  than  one  cer- 
ificate  of  nomination  for  any  office. 
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Sec.  9.  The  secretary  of  State,  and  the  several  clerks,  herein- 
before named,  shall  preserve  in  their  respective  offices  all  cer- 
tificates of  nomination  filed  therein,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  All  such  certificates  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection,  the 
same  as  other  public  documents. 

Sec.  10.  Certificates  of  nomination  to  be  tiled  with  the  secre- 
tary of  State,  and  county  clerk,  shall  be  tiled  not  more  than  fifty, 
nor  less  than  thirty  days  before  the  day  fixed  by  law  for  the  elec- 
tion of  the  persons  nominated.  The  certificates  of  nomination  to 
be  filed  with  city,  village  or  town  clerks  shall  be  tiled  not  more 
than  twenty,  nor  less  than  ten  days  before  the  day  fixed  by  law 
for  the  election  of  the  persons  nominated; 

Sec.  11.  The  secretary  of  State  upon  expiration  of  the  time 
within  which  such  certificate  of  nomination  may  be  filed  with  him 
shall  immediately  certify  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  in 
which  any  of  the  voters  may  by  law  vote  for  a  candidate  or  candi- 
dates named  in  the  certificates,"  the  name  and  description  of  each 
of  such  candidates,  together  with  the  other  details  mentioned  in 
the  certificate  of  nomination,  so  filed  with  the  secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  12.  Any  person  whose  name  has  been  presented  as  a  candi- 
date may  cause  his  name  to  be  withdrawn  from  nomination,  pro- 
vided that  he  shall  notify  in  writing  the  officer  with  whom  the 
original  certificate  of  his  nomination  was  filled  at  least  eight  days 
before  the  day  of  election,  that  he  declines  such  nomination,  and 
on  name  so  withdrawn  shall  be  printed  upon  the  ballot. 

Sec.  13.  All  certificates  of  nomination  which  are  in  apparent 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
valid  unless  objection  thereto  shall  be  dulv  made  in  writing  at  least 
eight  days  before  the  day  of  election.  In  case  such  objection  is 
made,  notice  thereof  shall  forthwith  be  mailed  to  all  candidates 
who  may  be  affected  thereby,  addressed  to  them  at  their  respective 
places  of  residence  as  given  in  the  certificate  of  nomination.  The 
officer  with  whom  the  original  certificate  was  filled  shall  in  the  first 
instance,  pass  upon  the  validity  of  such  objections,  and  his  decision 
shall  be  final,  unless  an  order  shall  be  made  by  a  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction  upon  notice  duly  given,  pointing  out  the  defect  in 
the  certificate  of  nomination. 

Sec.  14.  Whenever  a  proposed  constitutional  amendment  or 
other  question  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  people  of  the  State  for 
popular  vote,  the  secretary  of  state  shall  duly  certify  the  same  to 
each  county  clerk  of  the  Mate  not  less  than  twenty-five  days  be- 
fore  election,  and  the  clerk  of  each  county  shall  include  the  prop- 
osition or  question  to  be  tsubmitted,  in  the  ballot  to  be  used  on 
election  day. 

Sec.  15.  The  several  county  clerks,  in  case  of  a  general  elec- 
tion, and  the  several  city,  village  and  town  clerks,  in  case  of  city, 
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village  or  town  election,  shall  at  least  five  days  before  any  such 
election  is  to  be  held,  caused  to  be  delivered  to  the  presiding  officer 
of  elections  in  each  election  district  in  their  respective  couuty, 
town,  city  or  village,  five  copies  of  a  printed  list  containing  the 
name,  residence  and  party,  or  other  designation  of  each  candidate 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  to  be  voted  for  by  the  voters  of  the  re- 
spective election  districts,  and  such  presiding  officer  shall  forth- 
with cause  to  be  posted  one  of  said  lists  at  the  place  where  the  bal- 
lots are  to  be  cast,  and  election  held,  and  at  least  in  four  other 
public  and  conspicuous  places  in  such  election  district. 

Sec.  1 C.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  county,  town,  city  and 
village  clerks  of  this  State,  to  prepare  and  provide,  as  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed, ballots,  printed  on  white  paper,  containing  the  names  of  all 
persons,  certificates  of  whose  nomination  for  public  office  have  been 
filed  with  them,  as  provided  in  this  act.  The  ballots  to  be  printed 
by  the  several  county  clerks,  shall  be  printed  and  ready  for  inspec- 
tion by  the  candidates  and  their  agents,  at  least  five  days  before  a 
general  election.  The  ballots  to  be  provided  by  the  several  city, 
village  and  town  clerks  shall  be  printed  and  ready  for  inspection  at 
least  five  days  before  election. 

Sec.  11.    At  least  five  sample  ballots,  for  each  polling  place, 

Erinted  on  tinted  paper,  but  in  all  other  respects  the  same  as  official 
allots,  shall  be  provided  hy  the  several  clerks  named  in  the  fore- 
going section,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  election  officers  together 
with  the  cards  of  instruction  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Sec.  18.  Ballots  hereafter  used,  except  as  hereinafter  provided 
for  the  election  of  public  officers  in  this  State,  printed  as  herein- 
before provided,  shall  contain,  under  each  appropriate  head,  the 
names  of  all  the  persons  to  be  voted  for  at  each  election  with  their 
places  of  residence,  with  the  name  of  the  party  or  rather  political ' 
organization  to  which  each  candidate  belongs.  In  case  of  electors 
of  president  and  vice-president  of  the  United  States,  the  names  of 
the  candidates  for  president  and  vice-president  may  be  added  to 
the  party  or  political  designation.  Each  ballot  shall  be  endorsed 
by  the  words  "  official  ballot "  and  be  followed  by  the  name  of  the 
district,  ward,  town,  or  precinct  in  which  they  are  to  be  used,  the 
date  of  election,  and  fao  simile  of  the  signature  of  the  clerk  causing 
the  same  to  be  printed,  with  his  official  title.  There  shall  be  left 
underneath  each  group  of  candidates  for  different  offices,  a  blank 
space  in  which  the  voter  may  insert  the  name  of  any  person  for 
whom  he  may  desire  to  vote.  Wherever  the  approval  of  a  constitu- 
tional amendment,  or  other  question,  is  to  be  submitted  to  the 
people,  such  question  shall  be  printed  upon  the  ballot  after  the 
list  of  candidates.  The  ballot  shall  be  so  printed  as  to  give  each 
voter  a  clear  opportunity  to  designate  by  a  cross  mark  x  in  a  suffi- 
cient margin  at  the  right  of  the  name  of  each  candidate,  his  choice 
of  candidates,  and  his  answer  to  the  question  submitted;  and  on 
the  ballot  may  be  printed  such  words  as  will  aid  the  voter  to  do 
this,  "  vote  for  one,"  "  vote  for  three  "  "  yes,"  44  no,"  and  the  like. 
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Sec.  19.  All  ballots,  when  printed,  shall  be  fastened  together 
in  blocks,  containing  one  hundred  ballots  each,  and  in  such  manner 
that  each  ballot  may  be  removed  and  detached  separately. 

Sec.  20.  There  shall  be  printed  and  furnished  for  each  polling 
place  at  which  an  election  is  to  be  held,  one  hundred  ballots  for 
every  fifty  voters  or  fraction  thereof,  who  voted  at  the  last  pre- 
ceding election,  excepting  in  cases  of  officers  to  be  elected  in  towns, 
cities,  and  villages,  and  representatives  to  the  general  assembly, 
when  there  shall  be  provided  three  hundred  ballots  for  each  fifty 
voters,' or  fraction  tnereof.  In  case  more  ballots  are  required  the 
presiding  officer  shall  cause  to  be  furnished  a  sufficient  supply  until 
there  is  an  election. 

Sbc.  21.  The  several  clerks  whose  duty  it  is  to  print  and  fur- 
nish the  ballots  provided  for  by  this  act,  shall  prepare  full  instruc- 
tions for  the  guidance  of  voters  at  such  election  in  regard  to  ob- 
taining ballots,  the  manner  of  marking  them,  and  the  method  of 
obtaining  assistance  in  marking  such  ballots,  and  as  to  obtaining 
new  ballots  in  place  of  those  accidentally  spoiled,  and  they  shall 
respectively  cause  the  same,  together  with  sections  34,  35,  36  and 
37  of  this  act,  to  be  printed  in  large,  clear  type,  on  separate  cards, 
to  be  called  cards  of  instruction.  They  shall  also  furnish  to  the 
presiding  officer  of  elections  in  each  election  district,  at  least  five 
of  such  cards,  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
printed  ballots  are  furnished.  Such  presiding  officer  before  the 
opening  of  the  polls  on  election  day  shall  post  one  of  said  cards  of 
instruction  and  one  sample  ballot  in  plain  view  in  the  room  where 
the  ballots  are  cast,  and  at  least  four  of  said  cards,  and  four 
sample  ballots  in  and  about  the  polling  places. 

Sec.  22.  The  several  clerks  aforesaid  shall  deliver  or  cause  to 
be  delivered  by  mail,  or  other  reliable  method,  to  the  presiding 
officer  aforesaid  one  package  containing  one  hundred  official  ballots, 
except  as  provided  in  section  twenty  of  this  act,  for  every  fifty 
voters  or  fraction  thereof  who  voted  at  the  last  preceding  election 
held  in  the  district,  town,  county,  city  or  village  for  which  they 
are  printed.  Such  official  ballots  shall  be  delivered  to  such  pre- 
siding officer  at  least  forty-eight  hours  before  the  hour  for  opening 
the  polls  on  election  day.  Said  official  ballots  shall  be  sent  in 
sealed  packages,  with  marks  on  the  outside  clearly  designating  the 
polling  place  for  which  they  are  intsnded,  and  the  number  of  bal- 
lots inclosed.  Such  presiding  officers  shall  on  delivery  to  them  of 
such  packages  return  receipts  therefor  to  the  clerk  from  whom 
received. 

• 

Sec.  23.  On  the  opening  of  the  polls  at  each  polling  place,  the 
presiding  officer  shall  produce  the  sealed  package  of  official  ballots, 
and  publicly  open  it,  and  deliver  one  book  or  block  of  ballots  there- 
in contained,  to  the  ballot  clerks  hereinafter  provided  for.  The 
other  blocks  of  ballots,  if  any,  shall  be  retained  by  the  presiding 
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officer  until  they  are  called  for  by  the  ballot  clerks,  and  needed  for 
the  purpose  of  voting. 

Skc.  24.  At  least  five  days  before  any  election  hereafter  to  be 
held  in  the  State,  the  officers  whose  duty  it  is  by  law  to  designate 
the  polling  places,  shall  determine  the  number  and  situation  of  the 
polling  places  in  each  town,  city  or  village,  and  shall  appoint  four 
persons  to  act,and  be  known  as  ballot  clerks  for  each  polling  place, 
within  their  jurisdiction.  Two  of  such  clerks  shall  be  appointed 
from  the  party  casting  the  largest  number  of  votes,and  two  from  the 
party  casting  the  next  largest  number  of  votes  at  the  last  preced- 
ing election.  The  four  clerks  so  appointed  shall  have  charge  of 
the  ballots  at  such  election,  and  furnish  to  the  voters  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Skc.  25.  The  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  designate  the  polling 
places  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  suitably  provided  with  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  voting  booths  or  compartments  furnished  with 
convenient  shelves  on  which  voters  may  conveniently  mark  their 
ballots,  and  in  the  marking  thereof  be  screened  from  the  observa- 
tion of  others,  and  such  booths  shall  be  supplied  with  the  proper 
conveniences  for  marking  the  ballot.  A  guard  rail  shall  be  so  con- 
structed and  placed  that  only  such  persons  as  are  inside  of  said 
rail  can  approach  within  six  feet  of  the  ballot  boxes  and  of  such 
voting  booths  or  compartments.  The  arrangement  shall  be  such 
that  neither  the  ballot  boxes,  nor  the  voting  booths  or  compart- 
ments shall  be  hidden  from  view  of  those  just  outside  the  guard 
rail.  The  number  of  such  voting  booths  or  compartments  shall 
not  be  less  than  one  for  every  seventy-five  voters  qualified  to  vote 
at  such  polling  place.  Each  booth  or  compartment  shall  be  at 
least  three  feet  square,  and  contain  a  shelf  at  least  one  foot  wide 
extending  across  one  side  of  such  booth  or  compartment  at  a  con- 
venient height  for  writing.  No  persons  other  than  the  election 
officers  and  voters  admitted  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  per- 
mitted within  said  guard  rail,  except  by  authority  of  the  election 
officers  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  order  and  enforcing  the  law. 
The  officers  charged  with  providing  booths  or  compartments  shall 
also  furnish  for  each  polling  place  the  required  ballot  boxes,  which 
shall  be  large  enough  to  properly  receive  and  hold  the  ballots  to 
be  cast  for  candidates  for  office  in  conformity  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  The  expense  thereof  shall  be  a  public  charge  to  be 
paid  by  the  town,  city  or  village  for  which  such  boxes  are  pro- 
vided. * 

Sec.  26.  The  ballot  clerks  shall  at  all  times  be  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  presiding  officer  aforesaid';  shall  keep  the  ballots 
within  the  'polling  place,  and  in  plain  view  of  the  public,  and  de- 
liver them  only  to  qualified  voters.  Every  qualified  voter  before 
receiving  his  ballot,  shall  announce  his  name  and  place  of  resi- 
dence in  a  clear,  audible  tone  of  voice  to  the  ballot  clerk,  or  pre- 
sent the  same  in  writing,  and  if  such  name  is  found  upon  the 
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check  list  by  the  ballot  clerk  having  charge  thereof,  he  shall  repeat 
the  name,  and  the  voter  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  the  space  in- 
closed by  the  guard  rail,  and  the  ballot  clerk  shall  give  him  one, 
and  only  one,  ballot,  and  his  name  shall  be  immediately  checked 
on  said  list. 

Sec.  27.  On  receiving  his  ballot,  the  voter  shall,  forthwith,  and 
without  leaving  the  polling  place  or  going  outside  of  said  guard 
.  rail,  retire  alone  to  one  of  the  booths  or  compartments  not  occu- 
pied by  any  other  person,  and  prepare  his  ballot  by  marking  in 
the  appropriate  margin  or  place  a  cross  (X)  opposite  the  name  of 
the  candidate  of  his  choice  for  each  office  to  be  filled,  or  by  filling 
in  the  name  of  the  candidate  of  his  choice  in  the  blank  space  pro- 
vided therefor,  and  marking  a  cross  (X)  opposite  thereto;  and  in 
case  of  a  question  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  people,  by  marking 
in  the  appropriate  margin,  or  place,  a  cross  (X)  against  the  answer 
which  he  desires  to  give.  Before  leaving  the  booth  or  compart- 
ment, the  voter  shall  fold  his  ballot  without  displaying  the  marks 
thereon,  and  keep  the  same  so  folded  until  he  has  so  delivered  the 
ballot  or  ballots  to  the  presiding  officer,  then  he  shall  forthwith 
proceed  outside  the  guard  rail  by  the  exit  thereof,  and  shall  not 
again  enter  such  inclosed  space  during  such  poll,  unless  he  is  an 
election  officer.  No  voter  shall  be  allowed  to  occupy  a  voting 
booth  or  compartment  for  more  than  five  minutes,  when  other 
voters  are  waiting  to  occupy  the  same. 

Sec.  28.  No  person  shall  take  or  remove  any  ballot  from  the 
polling  place  before  the  close  of  the  polls.  If  any  voter  spoils  a  » 
ballot  he  may  successively  obtain  others,  one  at  a  time,  not  exceed- 
ing three  in  all,  upon  returning  each  spoiled  one.  The  ballots  thus 
returned  shall  be  immediately  cancelled,  and  together  with  those 
not  distributed  to  the  voters  shall  be  preserved  and  shall  be  secured 
in  sealed  packages  and  returned  to  the  county,  town,  city  or  village 
clerk  from  whom  received. 

Sec.  20.  Any  voter  who  declares  to  the  presiding  officer  afore- 
said on  oath,  that  he  is  unable  by  reason  of  physical  or  mental  dis- 
ability to  mark  his  ballot,  shall,  upon  request,  receive  the  assist- 
ance of  one  of  the  election  officers  selected  by  him  in  the  marking 
thereof  :  and  such  officer  shall  certify  on  the  outside  thereof  that 
it  was  so  marked  with  his  assistance  and  shall  thereafter  give  no  in- 
formation regarding  the  same. 

Sec.  30.  If  the  voter  marks  more  names  than  there  are  persons 
to  be  elected  to  an  office,  or  if  for  any  other  reason  it  is  impossible 
to  determine  the  voter's  choice  for  any  office  to  be  filled,  his  ballof 
shall  not  be  counted  for  such  office.  No  ballot  without  the  official 
indorsement  shall,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  be  allowed 
to  be  deposited  in  the  ballot  box,  and  nouebut  ballots  provided  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  counted.  Bal- 
lots not  counted  shall  be  marked  defective  on  the  back  thereof,  and 
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be  preserved  and  returned  to  the  clerk  from  whom  received  as  here- 
inbefore provided. 

Sec.  31.  In  case  the  ballots  to  be  furnished  for  any  voting 
place  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  fail  for 
any  reason  to  be  duly  delivered,  or  in  case  after  delivered,  they 
shall  be  destroyed  or  stolen,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding 
officer  aforesaid,  to  cause  other  ballots  to  be  prepared  substantially 
in  the  form  of  the  ballots  so  wanting,  and  to  be  furnished,  and 
upon  delivery  of  such  ballots  at  the  polling  place  by  him,  accom- 
panied by  his  statement  under  oath,  which  the  town  clerk  shall  re- 
cord, that  the  same  had  been  so  prepared  and  furnished  by  him 
and  that  the  original  ballots  have  so  failed  to  be  received,  or  have 
been  so  destroyed  or  stolen,  the  ballot  clerks  shall  cause  the  ballots 
so  substituted  to  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  ballots  wanting  as  above. 

Sec.  32.  None  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  any 
annual  or  special  meeting  of  any  town,  city  or  village,  held  for  the 
purpose  of  choosing  town,  city  or  village  officers,  except  where  the 
population  of  said  town,  city  or  village  exceeds  three  thousand  in 
number. 

Sec.  33.  The  officers  who  now  by  law  conduct  the  several  elec- 
tions in  their  respective  towns,  cities  and  villages,  shall  constitute 
the  election  officers  mentioned  in  this  act 

Sec.  34.  A  voter  who  shall,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided, 
allow  his  ballot  to  be  seen  by  any  other  person,  with  an  apparent 
intention  of  letting  it  be  known  how  he  is  about  to  vote,  or  who 
shall  make  a  false  statement  as  to  his  inability  to  mark  his  ballot, 
or  any  person  who  shall  interfere  with  any  voter,  when  inside  of 
said  inclosed  space,  or  who  shall  endeavor  to  induce  any  voter  to 
vote  for  any  particular  candidate,  within  the  building  in  which  the 
voting  is  proceeding,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  election  officers  to  see  that  the  offender 
is  duly  brought  before  the  proper  court  for  the  recovery  of  such 
penalty. 

Sec.  35.  Any  person  who  shall,  prior  to  an  election,  wilfully 
deface  or  destroy  any  list  of  candidates  posted  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  during  an  election  shall  wilfully 
deface,  tear  down,  remove  or  destroy  any  card  of  instruction  posted 
for  the  instruction  of  voters,  or  who  shall  during  an  election  wil- 
fully remove  or  destroy  any  of  the  supplies  or  conveniences 
furnished  to  enable  a  voter  to  prepare  his  ballot,  or  shall  wilfully 
hinder  the  voting  of  others,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  fifty 
dollars. 

Sec.  30.  Any  person  who  shall  falsely  make  or  wilfully  deface 
or  destroy  any  certificate  of  nomination,  or  nomination  paper,  or 
any  part  thereof,  or  any  letter  of  withdrawal ;  or  file  any  certificate 
of  nomination  or  nomination  paper  or  letter  of  withdrawal,  knowing 
the  name  or  any  part  thereof  to  be  falsely  made  ;  or  suppress  any 
certificate  of  nomination  or  nomination  paper,  or  any  part  thereof 
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which  has  been  filed  ;  or  forge  or  falsely  make  the  official  indorse- 
ment of  any  ballot,  or  wilfully  destroy  or  deface  any  ballot  or  wil- 
fully delay  the  delivery  of  any  ballots,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  37.  Any  public  officer  upon  whom  a  duty  is  imposed  by 
this  act,  who  wilfully  neglects  to  perform  such  duty,  or  who  shall 
wilfully  perform  it  in  such  a  way  as  to  hinder  the  objects  of  this 
act,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  38.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  39.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Every  manufacturing,  mining  or  quarrying,  mer- 
cantile and  municipal  corporation  shall  pay,  at  least  once  in  every 
fortnight,  each  and  every  employe  engaged  in  its  business,  the 
wages  earned  by  such  employe  to  within  six  days  of  the  date  of 
such  payment,  provided,  however,  that  if  at  any  time  of  payment 
any  employe  6hall  be  absent  from  his  regular  place  of  labor,  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  said  payment  at  any  time  thereafter  upon  de- 
mand., 

Sec.  2.  Any  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  violation,  to  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  this  State,  provided  an  action  for  such 
violation  is  commenced  within  sixty  days  from  the  date  thereof. 
A  State's  attorney  of  the  county  or  a  grand  juror  of  the  town  in 
which  such  violation  occurs,  may  bring  such  an  action  in  the  name 
of  the  State  of  Vermont,  as  plaintiff,  against  any  corporation 
which  neglects  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  a  period 
of  two  weeks  after  having  been  notified  in  writing  by  such  State's 
attorney  or  grand  juror  that  such  action  will  be  brought.  On  the 
trial  of  such  action,  such  corporation  shall  not  be  allowed  to  set  up 
any  defence  for  a  failure  to  pay,  fortnightly,  any  employe  as  here- 
inafter provided,  other  than  a  valid  assignmont'of  such" wages  or  a 
valid  set-off  against  the  same,  or  the  absence  of  such  employe  from 
his  regular  place  of  labor  at  the  time  of  payment,  or  an  actual 
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tender  to  such  employe  of  the  wages  so  earned  by  him,  or  a  breach 
of  contract  by  such  employe,  a  denial  of  the  employment  or  the 
attachment  of  any  such  wages  by  trustee  process.  No  assignment 
of  future  wages,  payable  fortnightly  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  be  valid  if  made  to  the'  corporation  from  whom  such 
wages  are  to  become  due,  or  to  any  person  on  behalf  of  such  cor- 
poration, or  if  made  or  procured  to  be  made  to  any  person  for  the 
purpose  of  relieving  such  corporation  from  the  obligation  of  paying 
fortnightly  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  But  nothing  in  this 
act  shall  be  construed  as  applying  to  contracts  for  labor  by  the 
month,  or  for  a  longer  period  of  time.

of  the  State  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1891.

Sec.  2.  The  commissioner  of  taxes  for  unorganized  towns  and 
gores  shall  immediately,  upon  receipt  of  such  notice,  assess  a  tax 
for  the  amount  specified,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  collected  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  law,  upon  such  unorganized  .  towns  and  gores 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  paid  into  the  State  treasury  according  to 
such  notice  ;  and  the  several  town  and  city  treasurers  shall,  upon 
the  receipt  of  such  notice,  transmit  the  same  to  the  selectmen,  or 
the  mayor  of  their  respective  towns  or  cities,  and  such  selectmen  or 
mayor  shall  draw  an  order  on  the  treasurer  of  their  respective  town 
or  city  for  the  amount  of  such  tax,  and  such  treasurer  shall  pay  the 
same  to  the  State  treasurer  according  to  such  notice,  out  of  any 
moneys  belonging  to  their  town  or  city,  and  if  there  is  not  sufficient 
funds  in  the  hands  of  such  treasurer  to  pay  such  tax,  the  selectmen 
or  mayor  shall  borrow  the  same  upon  their  orders,  and  the  several 
towns  or  cities  may  provide  for  the  payment  of  such  tax  by  a 
special  tax  to  be  assessed  and  collected  like  ordinary  town  or  city 
taxes,  or  such  State  tax  may  be  provided  for  like  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  several  towns  or  cities. 

Sec.  3.  The  lists  prepared  by  the  secretary  of  State  from  the 
abstracts  of  the  grand  lists  of  the  several  towns,  cities,  unorganized 
towns  or  gores  which  are  now  by  law  required  to  be  returned  to  his 
office,  shall  constitute  a  basis  for  the  apportionment  of  said  tax. 

Sec.  4.  The  form  of  extent  now  prescribed  by  law  to  be  issued 
against  the  inhabitants  of  a  town  for  the  non-payment  of  a  State 
tax,  may  be  changed  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  The  provisions  of  section  three  hundred  and  sixty-nine 
of  the  Revised  Laws  shall  not  apply  to  the  tax  assessed  by  this  act.

Said  State's  attorney  shall  attend  and  conduct  such  investigation 
and  hearing  in  behalf  of  the  State  and  the  public;  and  the  board 
shall  make  public  its  conclusions  thereon. 

It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  general  manager  or  superin- 
tendent of  each  railroad  doing  business  in  this  State  to  inform

First,  By  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  following  : 

Section  1.  Every  corporation  heretofore  or  hereafter  organized 
under  the  laws  of  this  State,  whether  by  special  charter  or  other- 
wise, which  has  power  to,  and  does,  sell  or  negotiate  its  own  choses 
in  action,  or  sell,  guarantee,  or  negotiate  the  choses  in  action  of 
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other  persons  or  corporations,  as  investments  or  as  a  business,  sbaU 
be  under  the  supervision  of  the  inspector  of  finance  of  this  State, 
and  subject  in  that  connection  to  all  the  laws  relating  to  the  ex- 
amination and  report  of  savings  banks  and  trust  companies.  Said 
inspector,  in  an  annual  report  of  these  corporations  to  the  general 
assembly,  shall  clearly  describe  the  various  classes  of  assets  and 
liabilities  of  each,  and  state  any  special  provision  which  has  been 
made  for  the  payment  of  such  liabilities. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  act  in  this  State  as  the  agent  or  repre- 
sentative of  any  such  corporation,  company  or  firm  organized  under 
the  laws  of  another  State,  or  sell,  offer  for  sale  or  negotiate  chores 
in  action  owned,  issued,  negotiated  or  guaranteed  by  it,  unless  such 
corporation,  company  or  firm  shall  have  filed  a  bond  with  the  State 
treasurer  for  such  an  amount  as  he  may  require,  not  less  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  nor  to  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  such  sure- 
ties or  security  as  he  may  approve,  conditioned  fpr  the  making  of 
such  returns  as  may  be  required  and  the  payment  of  all  taxes  that 
may  be  assessed  against  him  or  it,  and  in  all  things  to  comply  with 
the  laws  of  this  State,  and  shall  have  submitted  itself  and  its  finan- 
cial condition  to  the  examination  of  the  inspector  of  finance  of  this 
State,  in  such  manner  as  to  enable  him  to  make  such  a  report  there- 
of as  is  specified  in  section  one,  which  report  he  shall  make  as  often 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  of  like  corporations  in  this 
State. 

Sec.  JJ.  Any  person  who  violates  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
forfeit  one  thousand  dollars  to  the  State,  to  be  collected  by  the 
state's  attorney  for  the  county  in  which  such  action  may  properly 
arise,  by  an  action  on  this  statute,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty 
of  every  state's  attorney  to  bring  action  for  such  forfeiture  when- 
ever an  instance  of  such  violation  is  reported  to  him  by  the  inspec- 
tor of  finance,  and  the  inspector  shall  so  report  all  such  instances 
as  come  to  his  attention. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  inspector  of  finance 
from  an  examination  made,  and  the  statement  or  report  submitted 
by  any  such  corporation,  company  or  firm,  that  it  is  conducting  its 
affairs  in  a  safe  and  authorized  manner,  and  shall  have  filed  the 
bond  as  required  by  this  act,  he  shall  issue  to  said  corporation, 
company  or  firm,  a  certificate,  under  his  hand,  permitting  it  to 
transact  business  in  this  State  for  the  term  of  one  year,  from  the 
date  thereof.  Kvery  such  corporation,  company  or  firm  shall, 
within  thirty  days  after  being  authorized  to  transact  business  in 
this  State,  file  in  the  office  of  the  State  treasurer,  a  certificate  stat- 
ing the  name  and  business  address  of  every  person,  association, 
corporation,  or  others  who  act  or  propose  to  act  in  this  State  as  the 
agent  or  representative  of  such  corporation,  company  or  firm,  and 
in  the  case  of  any  change,  an  amended  certificate  shall  be  tiled 
forthwith  with  said  State  treasurer. 

Sec.  5.    Every  such  corporation,  company  or  firm,  shall,  before 
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being  authorized  to  transact  business  within  this  State,  by  an  in- 
strument in  writing,  duly  executed,  appoint  the  inspector  of  finance 
of  this  State  the  true  and  lawful  attorney  of  such  corporation, 
company  or  firm,  upon  whom  lawful  process  in  any  action  or  pro- 
ceeding by  any  resident  of  this  State  against  said  corporation, 
company  or  firm,  may  be  served,  with  the  same  effect  as  if  such 
corporation,  company  or  firm  existed  in  this  State.  Such  certifi- 
cate of  appointment,  duly  certified  and  authenticated,  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  inspector  of  finance,  and  copies  certified  by  him 
shall  be  deemed  sufficient  evidence  in  regard  thereto.  Whenever 
lawful  process  against  such  corporation,  company  or  firm,  shall  be 
served  upon  the  inspector  of  finance,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  he  shall  forthwith  forward  a  copy  of  the  process  served  on  him, 
by  mail  prepaid,  and  directed  to  the  president  or  secretary  of  the 
corporation,  company  or  firm,  at  the  last  named  postoffice  address 
of  such  corporation,  company  or  firm.  For  each  copy  of  process 
the  inspector  shall  collect  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  which  shall  be  paid 
by  the  plaintiff  or  moving  party  at  the  time  of  such  service,  the 
same  to  be  recovered  by  him  as  part  of  his  taxable  disbursements, 
if  he  succeeds  in  his  suit  or  proceeding.  The  term  "  process  "  in 
this  act  includes  any  writ,  summons,  petition  or  order,  whereby 
anv  suit,  action  or  proceeding  shall  be  commenced  by  a  resident  of 
this  State. 

Sec.  6.  Licensees  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  file 
semi-annual  statements  in  the  oflice  of  the  inspector  of  finance 
within  twenty  days  after  the  first  days  of  January  and  July,  and 
upon  the  failure  to  so  report,  or  otherwise  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  this  act,  the  inspector  of  finance  shall  revoke  the  li- 
cense granted  as  provided  in  section  four  of  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  is  shall  appear  to  the  said  inspector  of  fin- 
ance, from  an  examination  made,  or  report  submitted  by  such 
licensee  under  this  act,  or  from  sufficient  information  otherwise 
obtained,  that  such  licensee  is  conducting  its  business  and  affairs 
in  an  unsafe  or  unauthorized  manner,  he  shall,  by  an  order  under 
his  hand,  addressed  to  such  licensee,  direct  said  licensee  to  discon- 
tinue such  unsafe  or  illegal  practices,  and  to  conform  to  the  re- 
quirements of  its  charter  and  of  law,  and  to  provide  for  the  safety 
and  security  of  its  transactions.  If  such  licensee  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  make  any  report  as  hereinbefore  specified,  or  to  comply 
with  such  order  as  aforesaid,  or  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  in- 
spector of  finance  that  it  is  unsafe  or  inexpedient  for  any  such  li- 
censee to  continue  the  transaction  of  business,  he  shall  forthwith 
revoke  the  license  of  such  corporation,  company  or  firm,  and  serve 
a  copy  of  the  order  of  revocation  on  said  company  at  its  head 
office  ;  a  copy  of  said  order  shall  also  be  served  upon  each  agent  or 
representative  of  said  company  named,  as  prescribed  by  section 
seven  of  this  act,  by  depositing  the  same  in  the  post-office  directed 
to  each  of  said  agents  at  his  place  of  business.  The  inspector  of 
finance  may,  in  his  discretion,  publish  such  order  with  such  other 
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facts  as  he  may  deem  proper,  in  some  newspaper  published  in  this 
State. 

Sec.  8.  The  inspector  of  finance  may  make  the  examinations 
required  by  this  act  in  person  or  by  deputy.  All  expenses  and 
labor  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  approved  by 
the  auditor  of  accounts  and  paid  by  the  corporations,  companies  or 
firms  who  may  be  licensed  as  provided  in  this  act,  and  the  same 
shall  be  equitably  apportioned  and  assessed  against  said  corpora* 
tions,  companies  or  firms  by  said  inspector  of  finance. 

Sec.  9.  The  supervisory  powers  granted  under  this  act  shall 
also  apply  to  associations  or  corporations  organized  under  the  laws 
of  any  state  and  transacting  the  business  of  building  and  loan  as- 
sociations. 

Sec.  10.  Act  number  sixteen  of  the  acts  of  1888  is  hereby  re- 
pealed.

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermon  t : 

Sec.  1.  Any  town  in  this  State  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered, upon  the  vote  of  the  legal  voters  of  said  town  in  a  town 
meeting  legally  warned  and  holden  for  that  purpose,  to  issue  its 
bonds  For  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  purchasing  lands  in  such  town  and  erecting  buildings 
thereon  to  be  donated  to  the  Vermont  State  Agricultural  and  Me- 
chanical College,  providing  said  corporation  shall  locate  its  college 
in  such  town. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  petition  of  three  legal  voters  of  any  town,  the

Sec.  3.  At  each  biennial  session  of  the  legislature,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  may  be,  the  state  superintendent  of  education  and  the 
governor  shall  appoint  one  man  in  each  county,  who  shall  be  a 
resident  of  the  same,  and  who  shall  be  styled  examiner  of  teachers. 
The  said  examiner,  after  consultation  with  the  town  superintend- 
ents of  the  county,  shall,  in  the  spring  and  autumn  of  each  year, 
make  arrangements  for  a  public  examination  of  applicants  for 
teachers' certificates,  at  such  places  and  times  as  shall  best  accommo- 
date the  teachers  of  the  county,  at  as  many  places  as  mav  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  examiner  and  superintendent,  and  candidates  for 
examination  may  choose  which  of  said  examinations  they  will 
attend.  A  vacancy  in  the  office  of  examiner  shall  be  filled  by  the 
state  superintendent  and  the  governor. 

Such  examinations  shall  be  both  oral  and  written,  and  shall  be 
conducted  by  the  examiner,  but  if  he  be  prevented  by  sickness  or 
other  cause  he  may  employ  some  competent  person  to  conduct 
such  examination  ;  and  the  examiner  may  afterward  grant  cer- 
tificates, upon  the  examination  papers,  and  the  report  of  the  per- 
son who  conducted  the  examination  ;  and  should  said  examiner  be 
unable  to  issue  seasonable  certificates,  then  the  state  superintend- 
ent shall  issue  such  certificates,  and  said  certificates  shall  be  of  the 
same  validity  as  is  issued  by  the  examiner. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  teach  a  public  school  without  having 
a  certificate  or  a  permit  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  a  contract  for 
teaching  shall  be  void  if  the  teacher  does  not  obtain  said  certificate 
or  permit  before  opening  school  ;  but  this  provision  shall  not  apply 
to  the  principal  teacher  of  the  highest  department  of  a  graded 
school.  No  certificate  shall  be  granted  to  a  person  not  seventeen 
years  of  age. 

Sec.  5.  The  examiner  shall  issue  certificates  of  three  grades,  viz.: 
a  certificate  of  the  first  grade  shall  be  given  only  to  one  who  has 
taught  40  weeks  successfully,  and  whose  examination  papers  shall 
have  shown  the  applicant  to  have  reached  the  standard  required  by 
the  State  superintendent ;  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  oral  ex- 
amination, and  shall  have  given  evidence  of  good  moral  character 
and  ability  to  govern  ;  such  certificate  shall  be  a  license  to  teach 
for  five  years  from  its  date  in  any  town  in  the  State. 

A  certificate  of  the  second  grade  shall  be  granted  only  to  one 
who  has  taught  successfully  twelve  weeks,  and  shall  have  passed  a 
satisfactory  examination  in  all  branches  required  by  law  to  be 
taught  in  common  schools,  and  whose  examination  papers  shall 
have  shown  the  applicant  to  have  reached  the  standard  required  by 
the  State  superintendent  of  education  and  shall  have  given  evi- 
dence of  good  moral  character  aud  ability  to  govern  ;  such  certifi- 
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cate  shall  be  a  license  to  teach  for  two  years  from  its  date  in  any 
town  in  the  State. 

A  certificate  of  the  third  grade  shall  be  a  license  to  teach  for  a 
specified  time,  not  to  exceed  one  year,  and  may,  at  the  discretion 
oi  the  examiner,  be  limited  to  the  teaching  of  a  particular  school. 
A  person  who  has  twice  taken  a  certificate  of  the  third  grade,  and 
who  has  taught  at  least  twenty-four  weeks,  shall  not  afterward  be 
given  a  certificate  of  that  grade. 

Sec.  (>.  Said  examiner  may  also  give  an  applicant  a  private  ex- 
amination, when,  in  his  judgment,  the  exigencies  of  the  case  may 
require  the  same. 

Said  examiner  shall  furnish  to  each  person  examined  by  him  a 
certified  statement  of  the  percentage  attained  by  such  person  in 
the  differont  branches  in  which  he  has  been  examiued  at  any  given 
examination,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  name,  age  and  resi- 
dence of  each  person  examined  by  him,  and  the  date  and  grade  of 
each  certificate  issued  ;  no  applicant  who  shall  fail  to  pass  the 
required  examination  shall  have  another  examination  within  three 
months  thereafter  :  and  should  any  person  obtain  a  certificate  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  this  act  such  certificate  shall  be  void. 

Sec.  7.  Certificates  held  by  teachers  employed  continuously  in 
graded  and  union  schools,  shall  remain  in  force  for  such  length  of 
time  as  the  holders  of  such  certificates  continue  in  the  employ  of 
such  graded  or  union  school. 

GENERAL  DUTIES  OF  EXAMINER. 

Sec.  8.  Said  examiner  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  State 
superintendent  of  education,  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for 
holding  teachers'  institutes  in  his  county  as  required  by  law  :  take 
measures  to  secure  attendance  of  teachers  at  the  same  ;  give  assist- 
ance at  such  institutes ;  and  furnish  such  statistical  information  as 
may  be  required. 

Sec.  9.  The  examiner  shall  receive  four  dollars  per  day  for 
time  actually  spent  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and 
his  necessary  expenses,  which  shall  not  exceed  two  dollars  a  day, 
and  expenditures  for  postage  and  stationery  for  official  use  ;  and 
such  examiner  shall  at  the  end  of  every  six  months  file  with  the 
State  auditor  an  itemized  account  of  his  expenses,  verified  by  his 
oath,  and  as  soon  as  the  same  can  be  examined  and  approved  the 
State  auditor  shall  transmit  to  him  an  order  on  the  State  treasurer 
for  the  amount  due  him  on  such  account. 

♦ 

Sec.  10.  Whenever  the  examiner  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
State  superintendent,  prove  himself  unfit  for  the  duties  required  of 
him,  or  his  services  become  unprofitable,  he  may  be  removed  by 
the  State  superintendent  and  governor  and  a  successor  appointed 
in  his  place. 
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Sec  11.  The  examiner  shall,  in  the  month  pf  June  next  pre- 
ceding each  biennial  session  of  the  general  assembly,  send  to  the 
superintendent  of  education  a  report  of  his  work  as  examiner,  with 
such  suggestions  a6  he  may  desire  to  make. 

Sec.  12.  The  superintendent  of  education  shall  prepare  printed 
questions  for  examination  and  blanks  for  teachers'  certificates,  and 
shall  transmit  the  same  to  the  examiners ;  he  shall  also  fix  the 
standard  which  shall  be  reached  in  the  examinations. 

Sec.  13.  All  examination  papers  shall  be  preserved  in  the  office 
of  the  examiner,  at  least  one  year,  and  be  subject  to  the  inspection 
of  the  superintendent  of  education. 

No  person  shall  be  employed  or  paid  for  services  as  teacher  unless 
he  shall  exhibit  to  the  prudential  committee  a  State  certificate 
from  the  examiner  or  a  permit  from  the  town  superintendent  that 
he  is  qualified  to  teach  tne  school  for  which  he  may  apply. 

Sec.  14.  The  town  superintendent  may  issue  permits  to  teachers 
to  teach  particular  schools  for  a  single  term  '  but  such  permits 
shall  not  be  renewed  more  than  three  times  to  any  one  person,  nor 
shall  more  than  three  such  permits  be  granted  in  one  town  during 
the  same  school  term. 

Sec.  15.  The  town  superintendent  of  each  town  shall  have 
power  to  dismiss  any  teacher  who,  in  his  judgment,  has  proved 
himself  incompetent  ;  such  dismissal  shall  be  given  to  such  teacher 
in  writing,  and  such  teacher  shall  receive  pay  pro  rata  to  the  time 
of  dismissal 

Sec.  16.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  inter- 
fere with  the  existing  arrangements  of  such  towns  as  may  be  acting 
under  the  town  system  of  schools. 

Sec.  IT.  All  teachers'  certificates  in  force  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  this  act  shall  be  valid  for  such  time  as  thev  were  orig- 
inally issued. 

Sec.  18.  School  districts  shall  hold  their  annual  meeting  on 
the  last  Tuesday  in  March  in  each  year,  and  the  school  year  shall 
begin  and  close  as  before  the  passage  of  act  number  nine  of  the 
laws  of  1888.  And  the  duties  of  the  State  superintendent  and 
town  and  district  school  officers  having  relation  to  the  beginning 
and  close  of  the  school  year,  and  the  maintenance  of  schools  and 
the  statistics  thereof  shall  be  performed  three  months  earlier  than 
now  required  by  law.

Senate  proposals  of  amendment  to  house  bill  entitled 

H.  270.    An  act  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Chester. 

As  follows: 

By  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following: 

Section  1.    All  that  portion  of  the  town  of  Chester,  in  the 
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county  of  Windsor,  included  within  the  bounds  of  fire  district 
number  one,  shall  hereafter  be  known  by  the  name  of  village  of 
Chester,  by  and  in  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  prosecute  and 
defend  in  any  court ;  may  purchase,  take,  hold,  sell  and  convey 
real  and  personal  estate  necessary  for  its  corporate  purposes  and 
shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  and  be  subject  to  liabilities 
incident  to  public  corporations. 

Sec.  2.  The  annual  meetings  of  said  corporation  shall  be  hold- 
en  on  the  third  Tuesdays  of  January,  at  such  hour  of  the  day  as 
may  be  appointed,  at  the  school  house  in  said  Chester  village,  or  at 
such  other  time  and  place  as  corporations  shall  hereafter  appoint, 
notice  of  which  shall  be  posted  up  in  at  least  three  public  places 
in  said  Chester  village,  not  ies6  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  thirty 
day6  before  the  time  of  holding  said  meeting.  Annual 
meetings  shall  be  warned  by  the  clerk,  or,  in  case  of  his  neglect 
by  a  majority  of  the  trustees,  or  in  case  of  the  neglect  of  both  the 
trustees  and  the  clerk,  by  a  majority  of  the  justices  residing  in 
said  village,  and  shall  specify  the  time  and  place  of  holdi  ng  the 
same  and  the  business  to  be  transacted  at  such  meeting.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  an- 
nual meetings,  and  shall  be  called  on  application  in  writing  of  five 
or  more  legal  voters  in  said  village. 

Sec.  3.  Persons  residing  in  the  village  who  are  legal  voters  in 
town  meetings  in  said  Chester  shall  be  voters  in  village  meetings. 

Sec.  4.  At  the  annual  meeting  said  corporation  shall,  by  bal- 
lot, if  called  for  by  three  or  more  legal  voters  in  such  meeting, 
elect  for  the  ensuing  year  and  until  their  successors  are  chosen,  a 
president  who  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation,  and 
shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a  moderator  at  town  meetings;  a  clerk, 
who  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  said  corporation, 
with  powers  to  certify  copies  of  the  same,  and  who  shall  perform 
the  UBiial  duties  of  a  clerk  ;  not  less  than  five  or  more  than  seven 
trustees,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  management  of  the  pruden- 
tial affairs  of  said  corporation,  with  powers  necessary  for  that  pur- 
pose, who  may  fill  all  vacancies  in  the  offices  of  said  corporation, 
except  the  moderator,  and  may  act  by  a  majority;  and  of  whom 
the  oldest  in  office  present  at  any  village  meeting  shall  preside 
when  the  moderator  is  absent;  a  treasurer  and  a  collector,  who 
shall  be  sworn,  and  who  shall  have  the  power  and  discharge  the 
usual  duties  of  such  officers  in  town,  and  shall  give  bonds  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  same,  in  such  sum  as  the  corporation 
of  bailiffs  shall  direct.  If  a  treasurer  or  collector  does  not  give 
such  bonds  within  ten  days  after  his  election  or  appointment,  his 
office  shall  be  vacant;  a  chief  engineer  and  two  assistant  engineers, 
who  shall  be  ex-officio  fire  wardens  of  said  village,  and  shall  have 
all  the  rights  and  powers  given  to  engineers  in  fire  districts  under 
chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty -four  of  the  Revised  Laws,  and 
shall  raiik  in  the  same  order,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
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as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  village, 
and  have  the  necessary  powers  for  that  purpose ;  three  auditors, 
who  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  in  said  village 
which  town  auditors  perform  in  towns,  and  shall  cause  their  report 
to  be  printed  at  the  expense  of  the  village,  and  circulated  among 
the  tax-payers  thereof,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  annual  meet- 
ing; not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  three  street  commissioners, 
who  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabili- 
ties in  respect  to  the  repairs  of  streets  and  highways  as  street  com- 
missioners have,  by  law,  in  towns  where  they  elect  such  commis- 
sioners, subject  to  the  by-laws,  resolutions,  and  ordinances  of  said 
village.  In  case  of  a  failure  to  elect  such  officers  at  the  annual 
meeting,  they  may  be  elected  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that 
purpose. 

Sec.  5.  The  trustees  of  said  village  shall  have  the  same  powers 
to  lay  out,  alter,  and  discontinue  streets  and  highways  in  said  vil- 
lage as  are  vested,  by  law,  in  the  selectmen  in  towns,  and  all  pro- 
ceedings in  respect  to  laying  out,  altering  and  discontinuing  streets 
and  highways  in  said  village,  shall  be  had  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
prescribed  by  law  in  respect  to  such  matters  in  towns,  and  from  all 
of  their  acts  or  omissions,  or  refusals  to  act  in  such  respect,  ap- 
peals may  be  taken  to  the  county  court,  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
provided  by  law  from  the  decision  of  selectmen  in  such  matters, 
and  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Chester  shall  have  no  power  to 
lay  out,  alter,  or  discontinue  streets  or  highways  within  tne  limits 
of  said  village. 

Sec.  6.  All  the  territory  embraced  within  the  limits  of  said 
village  is  hereby  constituted  a  highway  district  of  the  town  of 
Chester,  and  the  highway  taxes  in  6aid  district  shall  be  paid  in 
money,  and  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Chester,  shall  from  year 
to  year  hereafter,  make  out  a  tax  bill  and  deliver  the  same  season- 
ably to  the  collector  of  said  village  with  a  warrant  for  its  collec- 
tion, who  shall  proceed  in  its  collection,  and  shall  from  time  to 
time  as  such  taxes  are  collected,  pay  one-fourth  of  the  same  into 
the  treasury  of  the  town  of  Chester,  to  be  used  and  applied  by  the 
selectmen  of  said  town  in  the  repairing  of  highways  and  bridges  as 
said  selectmen  shall  direct ;  and  the  remainder  of  said  tax  shall  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  village  to  be  used  and  applied  by  the 
trustees  in  building,  repairing,  and  sustaining  the  highways, streets, 
walks,  alleys,  sidewalks,  lanes  and  sewers  of  said  village,  and  if 
any  portion  of  said  tax  so  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  village  in 
the  judgment  of  the  trustees  shall  not  be  needed  for  the  purposes 
above  specified,  the  same  may  in  the  discretion  of  said  trustees  be 
expended  in  improving, beautifying,  or  lighting  the  streets  or  com- 
mon of  said  village,  and  no  highway  surveyor  shall  be  required  or 
chosen  by  the  town  for  said  village  highway  district. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  public  health  or  convenience  shall  require 
the  construction  of  a  common  sewer  or  main  drain  in  the  village  of 
Chester,  and  through  the  principal  streets  thereof,  the  bailiffs  of 
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said  village,  upon  application  in  writing  of  twenty  or  more  free- 
holders and  legal  voters  of  said  village,  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  lay,  make,  and  maintain  such  common  sewers  or 
main  drains,  and  repair  the  same  when  necessary  from  time  to 
time,  and  for  such  purpose  may  take  the  lands  of  any  individuals 
or  corporations  ;  and  said  trustees  shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner 
as  is  prescribed  by  law  for  selectmen  in  taking  lands  for  highways 
and  in  awarding  damages  therefor ;  and  said  bailiffs  shall  make  a 
return  of  their  doings  to  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  village,  who 
6hall  record  the  same  in  the  records  of  the  village.  Every  person 
or  corporation  whose  particular  drain  shall  enter  into  such  main 
drain  or  sewer,  or  who  in  the  opinion  of  said  bailiffs  shall  receive 
benefit  thereby  for  draining  the  premises  of  such  person  or  corpor- 
ation shall  be  liable  to  contribute  a  just  share  towards  the  expenses 
of  laying  and  constructing  and  maintaining  of  such  sewer  or  drain 
and  shall  be  assessed  therefor  by  said  trustees  such  share ;  and  at 
least  ten  days  notice  of  the  time  and  .place  of  such  assessment  for 
said  contribution  shall  be  given  to  such  person,  his  agent,  tenant, 
or  lessee,  and  a  certificate  of  such  assessment  shall  be  left  with  the 
clerk  of  said  village,  and  recorded  by  said  clerk,  and  when  so  re- 
corded, the  amount  so  assessed  shall  be  and  remain  a  lien  in  the 
nature  of  a  tax  upon  the  lands  so  assessed  until  the  same  shall  be 
paid  ;  and  if  the  owner  of  such  lands  shall  neglect  for  the  space  of 
six  months  after  the  final  decision  of  said  bailiffs,  or  in  case  of 
appeal  to  county  court,  to  pay  the  village  treasurer  the  amount  of 
said  assessment,  the  bailiffs  shall  issue  their  warrant  for  the  collec- 
tion of  the  same,  directed  to  the  village  collector  of  taxes,  who  shall 
have  authority  to  sell  at  public  auction  so  much  of  said  lauds  as 
will  satisfy  said  assessment  and  all  legal  fees,  who  shall  proceed  in 
the  same  manner  as  collector  of  town  taxes  are  required  by  law  to 
proceed  in  selling  real  estate  at  auction  for  the  collection  of  town 
taxes  When  any  person  or  corporation  shall  be  dissatisfied  with 
the  decision  of  said  trustees  in  the  award  of  damages  for  land  taken 
for  such  sewer  or  drain,  or  in  any  assessment  for  contribution  for 
the  same,  such  persons  or  corporation  may  petition  the  Washington 
county  court  for  a  re-assessment  of  such  damages  or  contribution, 
and  any  number  of  persons  agreed  may  join  in  the  petition,  but 
such  petition  shall  not  delay  the  laying  or  repairing  of  such  sewer 
or  drain.  Such  petition  shall  be  served  on  the  clerk  of  such  village 
within  sixty  days  next  after  the  said  award  of  damages  or  said  as- 
sessment for  contribution  shall  be  filed  in  said  clerk's  office.  Such 
proceedings  shall  be  had  in  said  court  on  said  petition  as  are  pro- 
vided by  law  for  the  re-assessment  of  damages  for  land  taken  for 
highways,  except  as  herein  provided,  and  the  commissioners  therein 
provided  bv  said  court  shall  notify  one  of  the  bailiffs  of  said  cor- 
poration of  the  time  and  place  when  they  will  hear  said  matter. 

Sec.  8.  The  trustees  of  said  village  shall  have  power,  and  may 
appoint  such  number  of  police  officers  within  said  village,  as  said 
trnstees  may  judge  necessary  for  the  interests  of  the  inhabitants  of 
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said  village,  by  writing  under  their  hands,  and  shall  be  recorded  by 
the  village  clerk  ;  and  such  appointment  may  in  the  same  way  be 
revoked  at  any  time.  Said  bailiffs  may  specify  their  duties  as 
watchmen  and  patrols  and  agree  with  them  for  their  compensation 
which  shall  be  paid  by  the  village.  Each  of  such  police  shall  be 
sworn  and  shall  nave  the  same  powers  within  the  limits  of  the  said 
village  as  constables  in  serving  criminal  process  and  in  criminal 
matters,  and  when  on  duty  shall  wear  conspicuously  a  badge  of 
office,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  unless  sooner  dis- 
charged as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  Said  village  may  make,  alter  and  repeal  by-laws  of  the 
following  subject  matters,  viz. : 

First,  Relating  to  their  street,  sidewalks,  alleys,  public  highways, 
commons,  parks  and  public  grounds  ;  the  cleaning,  repairing  and 
improving  the  same  ;  to  prevent  the  encumbering  of  the  same  with 
fire-wood,  coal,  ashes,  lumber,  carriages,  boxes  and  other  things, 
and  to  compel  persons  to  remove  from  the  sidewalks  and  gutters 
adjacent  to  the  premises  owned  or  occupied  by  them,  snow,  ice. 
dirt  and  garbage  and  to  keep  such  sidewalks  and  gutters  clean. 

Second,    Relating  to  a  watch  and  lighting  the  streets. 

Third,  Relating  to  slaughter  houses  and  nuisances  generally, 
and  to  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  an  unwholesome  or  offen- 
sive house  or  place  to  remove  or  cleanse  the  same  from  time  to 
time  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  said  village. 

Fourth,    Relating  to  sewers. 

Fifth,  Relating  to  a  water  supply  for  the  protection  of  the  vil- 
lage and  the  inhabitants  thereof  against  fires  and  for  other  pur- 
poses, and  to  regulate  the  use  of  the  same. 

Sixth,    To  restrain  animals  from  running  at  large  in  said  village. 

Seventh,    To  establish  and  regulate  markets. 

Eighth,    To  erect  and  regulate  hay  scales. 

Ninth,  To  suppress  disorderly  and  gaming  houses,  and  all  de- 
scriptions of  gaming,  and  for  the  "destruction  of  instruments  and  de- 
vices used  for  that  purpose. 

Tenth,  To  prevent  immoderate  driving  in  the  streets  and 
crueltv  to  animals. 

Eleventh,  To  regulate  the  erection  of  buildings  and  the  ma- 
terials to  be  used  therefor,  and  the  use  of  and  occupancy  of  build- 
ings in  crowded  localities  for  special  hazardous  purposes. 

Twelfth.  To  regulate  the  manufacture  and  keeping  of  gun- 
powder and  all  other  combustibles  or  dangerous  materials. 

Thirteenth,  To  regulate  the  making,  alteration  and  repairs  of 
stove-pipe,  furnaces,  fire-places,  depositories  for  ashes  and  other 
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things  from  which  loss  or  damage  may  be  apprehended  by  fire,  and 
in  general  to  provide  for  the  preservation  of  buildings  from  fires, 
by  precautionary  measures  and  inspections. 

Fourteenth,  To  establish,  regiHate  and  maintain  a  fire  depart- 
ment and  fire,  hose  and  hook  and  ladder  companies. 

Fifteenth,  To  regulate  or  restrain  the  use  and  sale  of  rockets, 
squibs,  firecrackers,  toy  pistols,  or  other  fireworks  within  the  vil- 
lage. 

Sixteenth,  To  regulate  the  exhibition  of  shows  not  interdicted 
by  law. 

Seventeenth.  To  license  inn-keepers  and  victualers,  peddlers, 
itinerant  venders  and  auctioneers,  and  to  license  and  to  suppress 
billiard  and  pool  tables,  bowling  alleys,  skating  rinks  and  other 
places  of  amusement. 

Eighteenth,  To  regulate  the  grade  and  width  of  streets  and 
sidewalks,  and  the  construction  thereof,  and  protect  the  same. 

Nineteenth,  To  prohibit  and  punish  wilful  injury  to  treesplant- 
ed  for  shade,  ornament,  convenience,  or  use,  public  or  private,  and 
to  prevent  and  punish  trespass  or  wilful  injuries  to  or  upon  public 
buildings,  squares,  commons,  cemeteries,  or  other  property  within 
said  village. 

And  said  corporation  may  establish,  alter,  or  repeal  other  by- 
laws and  ordinances  which  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  well-be- 
ing of  said  village  and  for  the  proper  regulation  of  the  officers 
thereof,  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this  State. 

Sec.  10.  Said  village  may  impose  a  fine  or  forfeiture  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  dollars,  for  the  violation  of  any  by-laws  or 
ordinance.  Such  penalty  may  be  recovered  in  an  action  on  the  case 
upon  this  statute,  in  the  name  of  said  corporation,  in  which  ac- 
tion it  shall  be  sufficient  to  declare  generally  that  the  defendant  is 
guilty  of  a  violation  of  a  certain  by-law,  naming  it  generally,  and 
under  such  declaration  the  special  matter  may  be  given  in  evidence. 
But  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent 
said  corporation  from  having  such  other  and  further  relief  as  it 
mav  be  entitled  by  law  to  compel  a  compliance  with  the  by-laws 
and  ordinance  of  said  village. 

Sec.  11.  The  property  belonging  to  fire  district  number  one, 
in  said  Chester  at  the  time  of  the  taking  effect  of  this  act  shall 
vest  in  the  village  of  Chester  hereby  constituted,  and  said  village 
shall  be  held  for  the  liabilities  of  said  fire  district  outstanding  at 
said  time.  And  from  and  after  said  time  said  fire  district  shall 
cease  to  exist. 

Sec.  12.  Said  village  is  hereby  constituted  a  fire  district  for 
the  purpose  of  preventing  the  destructive  consequences  of  fires, 
and  the  trustees  thereof  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  be  subject  to 
the  same  restrictions  as  prudential  committees  in  fire  districts,  in 
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making  contracts  and  expenditures  for  the  preservation  of  proper- 
ty in  said  village  from  loss  or  damage  by  fire. 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  listers  of  the  town  of 
Chester,  in  making  their  assessments  of  real  estate  in  said  towns, 
to  designate  in  the  list  by  them  made,  the  real  estate  situated  with- 
in the  village  of  Chester";  and  in  case  any  piece  or  parcel  of  real 
estate  is  situated  partly  within  and  partly  without  the  limits  of 
said  village,  said  listers  shall  designate  in  said  list  the  appraised 
value  of  said  real  estate  which  lies  within  said  limits. 

Sec.  14.  Said  village  may  at  its  annual  meeting  or  any  special 
meeting  warned  for  that  purpose  assess  a  tax  on  the  taxable  polls 
of  the  residents  of  said  village,  and  on  the  list  of  real  and  personal 
estate  taxable  therein,  for  any  of  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this 
act,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers,  and  may  collect  such  tax  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of  town  taxes 
in  towns,  and  the  bailiffs  of  said  village  are  to  have  the  power  and 
perform  the  duties  herein  required  of  the  selectmen  in  towns. 

Sec.  15.  The  trustees  and  clerk  of  said  village  shall  constitute 
a  board  for  the  abatement  of  taxes  in  said  village,  and  shall  have 
the  same  power  and  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  board  for 
the  abatement  of  taxes  in  towns. 

Sec.  16.  A  member  of  said  corporation  shall  not  be  disqualified 
by  reason  of  such  membership  to  act  as  judge,  juror,  sheriff,  con- 
stable, or  justice  in  any  cause  or  proceeding  in  which  such  corpora- 
tion is  interested. 

Sec.  17.  Said  village,  at  an  annual  meeting,  or  any  special 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  vote  to  borrow  money  for  any  of  the  purposes  herein 
mentioned  and  to  issue  its  notes  and  bonds  therefor,  which  bonds 
and  notes  shall  be  signed  by  the  bailiffs  and  countersigned  by  the 
treasurer  of  said  village,  and  payable  at  such  time  or  times  as  said 
village  may  direct;  provided,  however,  that  no  vote  to  borrow 
money,  or  for  the  issue  of  notes  or  bonds,  shall  be  taken  at  any 
meeting  for  which  the  call  or  warrant  does  not  specify  that  pur- 
pose. Before  said  notes  and  bonds  shall  issue  a  record  thereof 
shall  be  made  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  in  the  office  of  the 
treasurer  of  said  village. 

Sec.  18.  This  act  shall  be  subject  to  future  legislatures  to  alter, 
amend,  or  repeal,  and  shall  take  effect  on  the  third  Tuesday  of 
January,  A.  D.  1891,  provided  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of 
said  village  present  at  the  meeting  shall  vote  to  accept  the  pro- 
visions thereof,  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  school  house  in  said 
village  of  Chester,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  first 
Tuesday  of  January  next,  or  at  an  adjourned  meeting  thereof,  and 
a  publication  of  this  act  at  least  once  in  the  Ludlow  Tribune,  a 
newspaper  published  at  Ludlow,  at  least  ten  days  before  said  first 
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If  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  accepted  as  aforesaid,  the  select- 
men of  the  town  of  Chester  shall  call  a  meeting  of  said  village  as 
provided  in  this  act,  to  be  holden  in  the  school  house  in  said  Ches- 
ter on  the  third  Tuesday  of  January  next,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  to  elect  village  officers  and  to  transact  such  other  busi- 
ness as  may  be  stated  in  the  warning,  not  inconsistent  with  any- 
thing contained  in  this  act.

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermont : 

Section  1.  Francis  M.  F.  Cazin,  E.  P.  George  and  S.  E.  Raun- 
heim,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  constituted  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  "Green  Mountain 
Railroad  and  Mining  Company,"  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  prosecute  and  defend  in  all  actions  and  suits  both  in  law 
and  equity,  and  may  have  a  common  seal  and  may  alter  the  same 
at  pleasure,  and  may  purchase  and  hold  personal  property  and 
real  estate  and  otherwise  have  and  enjoy  ail  rights  and  privileges 
incident  to  and  be  subject  to  all  provisions  relating  to  railroad  and 
raining  corporations,  under  the  general  statutes  of  the  Stat*  of 
Vermont. 

Sec.  2.  And  the  said  company  may  own  and  work  mines  and 
reduce  ores  to  metal  and  to  such  by-products,  as  it  may  deem  prop- 
er, and  may  manufacture  articles  of  commerce,  in  which  such 
metals  are  used,  and  may  build  and  operate  a  railroad  in  connec- 
tion with  the  working  of  mines,  and  for  general  transportation 
purposes,  and  do  all  other  legitimate  business  in  carrying  out  its 
general  purposes  as  herein  specified. 

Sec.  3.  And  the  "  Green  Mountain  Railroad  and  Mining  Com- 
pany" shall  be  authorized  to  issue  100,000  shares  of  the  face 
value  of  $10.00  each  as  its  capital  and  to  create  a  funded  indebted- 
ness by  the  issue  of  mortgage  bonds,  secured  on  its  real  estate  and 
permanent  improvements  not  to  exceed  $22,000.00  for  every  mile 
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of  railroad  actually  built,  and  not  in  excess  in  addition  thereto  of 
the  actual  costs  of  its  permanent  improvements.  And  the  mort- 
gage bonds  so  made  by  said  company  shall  be  made  to  bearer  and 
earn  six  per  cent,  interest  and  be  redeemable  to  begin  in  1900  with 
annually  five  per  cent,  of  the  total  issue.  And  the  Green  Mount- 
ain Railroad  and  Mining  Company  shall  be  authorized  to  sell  their 
shares  and  bonds  for  the  benefit  of  the  corporation  at  large  and  use 
the  proceeds  thereof  in  payment  for  real  estate  acquired  or  improve- 
ments made  by  the  said  corporation,  and  for  all  other  legitimate 
purposes  in  carrying  out  the  said  corporation's  business. 

Sec.  4.  And  the  railroad  line  to  be  built  and  operated  by  the 
Green  Mountain  Railroad  and  Mining  Company  or  its  agents, 
assignees  or  successors,  shall  start  from  a  point  of  connection  on 
any  of  the  railroads  at  present  operated  in  the  State  of  Vermont, 
provided  that  the  new  line  to  be  built  shall  make  connection  with 
one  or  more  of  the  copper  mines  now  opened  or  to  be  opened  in  the 
counties  of  Windsor  and  Orange  of  this  State,  and  may  be  ex- 
tended for  any  or  all  of  these  copper  mines,  connecting  them  as 
deemed  to  be  most  convenient  for  railroad  transportation. 

Sec.  5.  If  the  corporation  created  by  this  act  shall  not  within 
six  years  commence  the  construction  of  said  road  and  expend 
thereon  at  least  five  thousand  dollars  and  shall  not  within  ten 
years  complete  and  put  in  operation  said  road  as  far  as  the  village 
of  West  Fairlce,  then  said  corporation  shall  be  limited  to  such  ex- 
tent of  road  as  it  then  shall  have  in  operation. 

Sec.  6.  Said  corporation  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  priv- 
ileges and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities  and  obligations 
and  other  provisions  prescribed  by  laws  of  this  State  relative  to 
railroad  corporations;  provided,  however,  that  in  case  where  said 
corporation  and  land  owners  through  whose  land  said  road  passes 
are  unable  to  agree  upon  the  amount  of  land  damages  to  be  paid  to 
such  owner,  application  may  be  made  by  said  company  to  the 
county  court  where  such  land  lies  for  the  appointment  of  com- 
missioners to  appraise  such  damages,  and  said  county  court  shall 
have  all  the  powers  and  shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner  to  ap- 
point such  commissioners  as  the  supreme  court  would  have  in  such 
case. 

Sec.  7.  The  Green  Mountain  Railroad  and  Mining  Company 
shall  be  exempt  from  all  State  and  town  taxation  for  the  first  five 
years  of  its  corporate  operation. 

This  act  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  public  act 
and  shall  be  construed  favorably  and  beneficially  for  all  the  pur- 
poses for  which  it  is  granted,  but  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
legislature  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal,  as  the  public  good  may  re- 
quire.

Section  1.  The  subscribers  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  corpora- 
tion hereby  established,  and  their  successors  and  assigns,  are  con- 
stituted a  corporation  and  body  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  Orleans 
Trust  Company,  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  may  have 
a  common  seal,  and  the  same  may  alter  at  pleasure  ;  may  purchase 
and  hold  real  and  personal  estate,  for  their  own  use,  and  such  real 
and  personal  estate,  as  may  be  received  in  the  collection  of  dehts, 
and  may  sell  and  convey  the  same,  and  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the 
privileges  incident  to  corporations  ;  and  said  trust  company  shall 
be  established  in  the  town  of  Newport,  in  the  county  of  Orleans. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  with  the  power  to  increase  the  same  to  any 
amount  not  exceeding  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  shall 
be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3.  The  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  for  shares  in  said 
corporation  shall  be  opened  at  Newport,  in  the  county  of  Orleans, 
at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated  by  a  majority  of  the  commis- 
sioners hereinafter  named,  notice  of  which  opening  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  a  newspaper  printed  in  said  county  of  Orleans  three  weeks 
in  succession,  the  last  of  which  shall  not  be  more  than  two  weeks 
previous  to  the  day  fixed  by  the  commissioners  for  such  opening, 
and  said  notice  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  such  commission- 
ers under  the  direction  of  D.  M.  Camp,  E.  A.  Stewart,  C.  S. 
Magoon,  John  Young,  Homer  Thrasher  and  Charles  A.  Prouty,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  who  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  for 
that  purpose,  and  who  shall  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  of 
their  duty  ;  and  such  books  shall  continue  open  from  ten  o'clock, 
a.  m.,  until  four  p.  m.,  each  day,  Sundays  excepted,  for  the  space 
of  ten  days,  and  thereafter  until  five  hundred  snares  shall  be  sub-  4 
scribed  ;  and  the  subscribers  shall,  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  de- 
posit with  the  commissioners,  ten  dollars  on  each  share  by  them 
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subscribed.  In  case  more  than  the  whole  amount  of  the  capital 
stock  is  subscribed,  the  said  commissioners  shall  allot  and  distribute 
the  same  among  the  subscribers  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem 
most  for  the  interest  of  all  concerned,  and  if  there  shall  be  an  in- 
crease of  the  capital  stock  of  6aid  corporation  as  herein  provided, 
the  said  increase  shall  be  divided  among  the  then  stockholders  pro 
rata  if  they  will  accept  the  same,  and,  in  case  the  whole  of  such 
increase  is  not  thus  distributed,  the  surplus  may  be  divided  among 
the  then  stockholders  of  said  corporation,  who  will  receive  and  pay 
*  for  the  same,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  stock  held  by  them, 
or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  determine. 

Sec.  4.  Said  commissioners  shall,  upon  the  whole  amount  of 
stock  being  subscribed  for,  or  within  sixty  day6  thereafter,  call  a 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  corporation,  at  such  place  in 
Orleans  county  as  they  shall  think  proper,  by  publishing  a  notice 
thereof,  signed  by  a  majority  of  them,  in  a  weekly  newspaper 
printed  in  the  county  of  Orleans,  three  weeks  successively  previous 
to  such  meeting,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  five  or  more  directors 
of  said  corporation  ;  and  said  commissioners  shall  deliver  to  said 
directors  of  said  corporation  when  elected,  and  within  ten  days 
after  they  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  a  list  of  all 
the  names  of  persons  entitled  to  share  in  said  corporation,  and  the 
number  of  shares  to  which  each  is  entitled,  and  the  sum  by  each 
deposited  with  them,  also  the  moneys  received  by  them  on  deposit 
on  said  shares  ;  which  list,  said  directors  shall  cause  to  be  recorded 
on  the  books  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  thereupon  issue  certifi- 
cates to  such  subscribers  for  their  stock. 

Sec.  5.  Each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  di- 
rectors, for  every  share  of  capital  stock  standing  in  his  or  her  name 
on  the  books  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  6.  The  corporation  shall  not  commence  business  until  at 
least  fifty  per  cent  of  the  whole  capital  stock  shall  have  been  paid 
into  said  corporation.  After  the  shares  shall  have  been  distributed 
and  allotted,  each  stockholder  shall  pay  the  whole  amount  remain- 
ing due  on  the  shares  so  held  by  him,  at  such  time  or  times  as  the 
board  of  directors  shall  appoint,  of  which  at  least  ten  days  notice 
shall  be  given  to  each  subscriber  by  mail,  and  publishing  the  same 
in  some  newspaper  printed  in  Orleans  county  ;  and  the  shares  of 
each  stockholder  omitting  to  make  such  payment  shall  be  forfeited, 
together  with  all  previous  payments  made  thereon  ;  provided  that 
the  whole  amount  of  such  capital  stock  shall  be  paid  in  within  two 
years  from  the  date  of  organization  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  7.  All  the  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed 
by  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  nine  directors,  a  majority  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transction  of  business,  who 
shall  be  stockholders  in  said  corporation,  each  to  the  amount  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  and  inhabitants  of  this  State,  and  shall  hold  their 
office  until  the  second  Tuesday  in  January  after  their  appointment, 
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and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified,  and  shall  be 
elected  annually  after  their  first  election,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
a  majority  of  the  directors,  for  the  time  being,  shall  direct,  public 
notice  whereof  shall  be  given  by  publication  of  the  same  in  a  news- 
paper printed  in  the  said  county  of  Orleans  for  the  space  of  three 
weeks  next  previous  to  such  election,  and  all  such  elections  shall  be 
made  by  ballot  by  the  stockholders  of  said  corporation,  who  shall  be 
present  in  person  or  by  proxy,  and  the  several  persons  who  shall  re- 
ceive the  greatest  number  of  votes  at  such  elections  shall  be  directors, 
and  if  any  two  or  more  persons  shall  receive  an  equal  number  of 
votes,  so  that  more  than  the  required  number  thereof  shall,  by  a 
plurality  of  votes,  appear  to  be  elected,  the  stockholders  shall  pro- 
ceed to  ballot  a  second  time,  and  by  a  plurality  of  votes  determine 
which  of  said  persons  so  having  an  equal  number  of  votes  shall  be 
directors;  and  in  case  any  vacancy  shall  happen,  by  death,  resigna- 
tion or  otherwise,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  from  among  the 
stockholders  by  a  majority  of  tbe  remaining  directors.  After 
their  election,  the  directors  6hall  elect  from  their  number,  a  presi- 
dent, vice-president,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  nec- 
essary. The  said  directors  shall  be  liable  to  the  creditors  and 
stockholders  of  said  corporation  for  any  loss  which  may  be  sus- 
tained in  consequence  of  any  incompetency,  unfaithfulness  or  re- 
missness in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties  hereinbefore  or 
hereinafter  prescribed;  and  any  number  of  such  directors  may  be 
sued  in  the  same  action  by  any  claimant,  under  these  provisions. 

Sec.  8.    If  the  election  of  directors  shall  not  be  made  on  the 
day  herein  prescribed,  said  corporation  shall  not  be  thereby  dis- 
solved, but  a  meeting  for  the  election  of  directors  may  be  held  on. 
any  day,  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  9.  The  shares  of  said  corporation  shall  be  transferred 
only  in  such  manner  and  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation,  provided  that  no  trans- 
fer shall  be  valid  until  recorded  by  the  treasurer,  and  in  his  ab- 
sence, by  any  one  of  the  directors,  in  a  book  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  10.    The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  have  power: 

First,  To  receive  moneys  on  deposit  or  in  trust,  at  such  rate  of 
interest  or  on  such  terms  as  mav  be  agreed  upon,  the  rate  of  inter- 
est to  be  allowed  for  the  deposits  not  exceeding  the  legal  rate. 

Second,  To  accept  and  execute  all  such  trusts,  of  every  descrip- 
tion, not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  State,  as  may  be  com- 
mitted  to  them  by  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever,  or  by  any 
corporation,  or  by  order  of  the  supreme  court,  probate  court,  or 
any  other  court  of  record  in  this  State. 

Third,  To  take  and  accept,  by  grant,  assignment,  transfer,  de- 
vise or  bequest,  and  hold  any  real  or  personal  estate  on  trusts 
created  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  execute  such 
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legal  trusts  on  such  terms  as  may  be  declared,  established  or 
agreed  upon  in  regard  thereto;  and  in  case  no  terms  are  declared, 
established  or  agreed  upon,  then  the  trust  property  is  ouly  to  be 
invested  as  provided  by  the  terms  of  this  act. 

Fourth,  To  accept  from,  and  execute  trusts  for,  married  women, 
in  respect  to  their  separate  property,  whether  real  or  personal,  and 
act  as  agents  for  them  in  the  management  of  such  property. 

Fifth,  To  accept  deposits  where  public  officers,  or  municipal  or 
private  corporations  are  authorized  or  required  by  law  to  deposit 
money  in  bank,  and  such  deposits  may  be  made  by  such  officers 
or  corporations  with  the  said  Orleans  County  Trust  Company  and 
Savings  Bank. 

Sixth,  To  issue  letters  of  credit  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  directors. 

Sec.  11.  The  directors  of  said  corporation  may  make  such  by- 
laws and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  proper,  not 
inconsistent  with  this  act  or  the  laws  of  this  State. 

Sec.  12.  Any  trust  property  confided  to  said  corporation  shall 
be  invested  only  according  to  the  terms  of  the  trust. 

Sec.  13.  The  corporation  shall  be  allowed  as  compensation, 
for  the  care  of  trust  property,  the  investment  and  collection  of  the 
same,  and  for  other  services  rendered  in  the  execution  of  each 
trust,  such  sum  as  shall  be  agreed  upon;  and  in  the  absence  of  any 
agreement,  such  compensation  as  is  fixed  by  the  by-laws  or  regu- 
lations of  said  corporation  in  force  at  the  time  such  trust  is 
created. 

Sec.  14.  The  directors  and  other  officers  of  said  corporation 
may  at  their  discretion,  pay  to  any  minor  or  married  woman,  such 
sums  as  may  have  been  deposited  by  him  or  her,  and  may  be  due 
to  him  or  her,  the  same  as  if  such  minor  was  of  age  and  such  mar- 
ried woman  unmarried,  and  the  check,  receipt  or  requittance  of 
such  minor  or  married  woman  shall  be  a  full  discharge  for  the 
amount  for  which  it  is  given. 

Sec.  15.  The  directors  shall  have  discretionary  power  of  in- 
vesting the  moneys  received  by  them  on  deposit  or  in  trust,  in  any 
of  the  methods  permitted  by  law,  to  savings  banks  and  tru6t  com- 
panies, provided  that  when  a  special  direction  is  given  by,  or 
agreement  made  with,  those  making  deposits  or  leaving  trust 
property  with  said  corporation,  as  to  the  mode  of  investment 
thereof,  the  same  shall  be  strictly  followed,  if  in  conformity  with 
law. 

Sec.  10.  No  director,  officer  or  employe  of  said  corporation 
shall  be,  at  any  one  time,  directly  or  indirectly  indebted  to  said 
corporation  for  more  than  one-twentieth  part  of  the  capital  stock 
actually  paid  in,  and  no  loan  shall  be  made  to  such  director,  offi- 
cers or  employe  of  said  corporation,  without  the  writteu  consent 
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of  a  majority  or  the  directors;  provided  that  the  discount  of  bona 
fide  bills  of  exchange,  drawn  against  actually  existing  value,  and 
the  discount  of  business  or  commercial  paper,  actually  owned  by 
such  director,  officer  or  employe  negotiating  the  same,  shall  not  be 
considered  as  money  borrowed;  but  no  loan  or  discount  of  such 
commercial  or  business  paper  of  any  individual,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion shall  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  nor  shall  any 
loan  be  made  by  such  corporation  upon  a  pledge  of  its  own  stock. 

Sec.  17.  Said  corporation  shall  be  liable  at  all  events  (the  act 
of  God  and  the  public  enemies  only,  excepted),  for  all  deposits, 
and  for  the  safe  keeping  of  all  bonds  and  other  securities  received 
by  said  corporation  in  trust;  provided  that  in  case  of  the  dissolu- 
tion of  the  said  corporation,  by  act  of  law,  or  otherwise,  the  debts 
due  from  said  corporation,  incurred  by  deposits  in  favor  of  minors, 
insane  persons  or  married  women  in  their  own  right,  shall  have 
preference  and  be  satisfied  before  any  other  debts  due  from  said 
corporation  are  paid. 

Sec.  18.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  confer  on  said  cor- 
poration any  right  or  power  to  make  any  contract,  or  to  accept  or 
execute  any  trust  whatever  which  it  would  not  be  lawful  for  any 
individual,  under  the  general  rules  of  law  which  are  or  shall  be  in 
force,  to  make,  accept  or  execute. 

Sec.  19.  If  at  any  time  the  capital  stock  paid  into  said  corpor- 
ation shall  be  impaired  by  losses  or  otherwise,  the  directors  shall 
forthwith  repair  the  same  by  assessment,  and  no  dividends  shall  be 
made  or  declared  upon  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  until 
the  same  are  actually  earned  and  realized  over  and  above  all  losses 
and  expenses. 

Sec.  20.  Any  president,  director,  or  other  officer  of  said  cor- 
poration who  shall  misapply  or  divert  the  moneys,  funds  or  other 
trust  property  confided  to  and  accepted  by  said  corporation  from 
the  purposes  and  objects  prescribed  by  this  act,  or  who  shall  par- 
ticipate in  such  misapplication  or  diversion,  shall  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  State  prison  not  to 
exceed  five  years,  and  be  fined  not  to  exceed  five  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  either  of  said  punishments  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  21.  This  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
law  applicable  to  savings  banks  and  trust  companies,  and  to  all 
general  laws  which  may  hereafter  be  enacted  in  relation  to  savings 
banks  and  trust  companies,  and  shall  also  be  subject  to  the  power 
of  the  legislature  at  any  time  hereafter  to  repeal,  alter  or  modify 
this  act  or  any  of  its  provisions. 

Sec.  22.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Sec.  42.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  listers  in  each  town  to  fully 
inform  ttie  commissioner  of  Mate  taxes  of  all  affirmative  answers 
made  to  such  question. 

Eighth,  By  inserting  after  the  word  "  accrued  "  in  line  four  of 
section  forty-four  the  following  words  :  jrrior  to  duly  1st,  1890. 

Ninth.  By  inserting  after  the  figures  "1890,"  in  line  nine  of 
said  section  forty-four,  the  following  words  :  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  this  act. 

Tenth,  By  inserting  after  the  figures  "  1881,"  in  line  twelve  of  sec- 
tion forty-four,  the  words  :  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act.

The  year  1888  was,  on  the  whole,  a  prosperous  one  for  the  lead- 
ing mineral  industries  of  the  State.  The  unwillingness  of  many 
concerns  to  report  their  business  renders  the  gathering  of  statistics 
a  difficult  task,  and  the  inaccuracy  of  many  of  the  reports  sent  in 
injures  the  reliability  of  the  results.  I  would  suggest  that  an  act 
similar  to  those  in  force  in  other  states  be  passed  at  the  next  ses- 
sion; an  act  compelling  all  concerns  to  make  a  sworn  statement  of 
their  business. 

A  great  deal  of  capital  would  find  investment  in  the  State,  and 
many  new  industries  would  be  established  if  means  were  available 
to  allow  an  examination  of  promising  indications.  To  all  such  ap- 
peals made  to  this  office  I  am  obliged  to  reply  "  that  no  funds  are 
provided  for  such  purposes."  • 

I  submit  a  statement  of  the  more  interesting  items  of  the  busi- 
ness during  1888  of  the  leading  industries  coming  undercharge  of 
this  department. 

MARBLE. 

Forty  concerns  report  as  capital  invested  $5,805,400.  The  largest 
number  of  men  employed  was  2731,  to  whom  was  paid  in  wages 
and  salaries  $918,129.00.  The  output  was  3,863,500  cubic  feet, 
valued  at  $2,497,128.00. 

GRANITE. 

Forty-three  concerns  report  as  capital  invested  $555,000.00.  The 
largest  number  of  men  employed  was  1197,  who  received  in  wages 
and  salaries  $498,956.00.  The  output  was  364,961  cubic  feet, 
valued  at  $771,727.00. 
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SLATE. 

Nineteen  concerns  report  as  capital  invested  $007,000.00.  The 
largest  nnmber  of  men  employed  was  802,  who  received  in  wagea 
and  salaries  $299,403. 00.  The  output  was  86,442  sunares  of  roof- 
ing slate,  and  1,842,218  square  feet  of  mill  stock,  valued  at  $483,- 
113.00. 

LIME. 

Eighteen  concerns  report  as  invested  capital  $268,950.00.  The 
largest  number  of  men  employed  was  337,  who  received  in  wage* 
and  salaries  $84,426.00.  The  output  was  523,725  barrels,  valued 
at  $425,923.75. 

BRICK. 

Ten  concerns  report  as  invested  capital,  $42,360.00.  The  largest 
number  of  men  employed  was  139,  who  received  in  wages  and 
salaries,  $15,850.00.  The  output  was  5,244  m.  valued  at 
$31,968.89. 

SOAPSTONE. 

Four  concerns  report  an  invested  capital  of  $52,000.  The  larg- 
est number  of  men  employed  was  98,  who  received  in  wages  and 
salaries,  $35,200.00.  The  output  was  3,020  tons,  valued  at  $»56.- 
000.00. 

The  aggregate  statistics  of  these  six  industries  are  as  follows: 
Capital,  $7,330,710.00;  largest  number  of  men,  5,304;  wages  and 
salaries,  $1,851,955.00;  value  of  output,  $4,275,8i»0.64. 

With  respect  to  the  smaller  industries  no  statistics  can  be  given. 
The  extensive  copper  works  at  Ely  have  been  set  in  operation  with 
a  good  outlook.  A  considerable  quantity  of  kaolin  and  talc  has 
also  been  mined.  The  manganese  and  iron  mine  in  South  Wal- 
lingford  was  largely  developed  and  put  in  shape  for  extensive 
working,  with  very  flattering  prospects.  Parties  continue  to  spend 
time'and  money  prospecting  for  gold  and  silver,  but  as  yet  no  pay- 
ing ni in es  have  been  opened.  There  is  now  a  brisk  demand  for  a 
line  quality  of  talc  and  also  for  manganese,  of  which  minerals  un- 
doubtedly large  deposits  exist  in  the  State,  as  yet  undiscovered.

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No  geological  discoveries  of  importance,  made  during  the  year, 
have  come  to  my  knowledge.  There  has  been  quite  an  increase  in 
the  interest  taken  in  mining  as  may  be  seen  in  the  re-opening  of 
several  old  mines  with  varying  success.  A  new  shaft  was  sunk  in 
the  lignite  deposit  at  Brandon,  with  the  purpose  of  obtaining  that 
mineral  for  use  in  refining  sugar  by  a  new  process.  The  main 
shaft  was  carried  down  fifty  feet  and  from  it  a  drift  was  run  about 
sixty  feet,  when  a  vein  was  struck  nearly  twenty  feet  thick.  The 
lignite  found  is  remarkably  pure  and  entirely  free  from  fossils. 
This  is  surprising  because  heretofore  this  deposit,  wherever  Btruck, 
has  yielded  a  great*  number  of  rare  fossils,  many  of  which  are  in 
the  cabinet.  The  enterprise  is  not  however  considered  a  financial 
success.  The  old  iron  mine  at  Brandon  was  also  opened  with  a 
hope  of  discovering  a  rich  deposit  of  manganese.  So  far  nothing 
very  promising  has  been  found.  Without  doubt  there  are  in  the 
State  large  deposits  of  this  ore  which  has  now  become  so  valuable, 
but  which  a  few  years  ago  was  thrown  away  as  valueless.  The 
manganese  is  generally  mixed  with  limonite,  or  brown  iron  ore,  and 
occurs  in  pockets  rather  than  in  continual  veins.  It  is  to  be 
looked  for  where  there  are  sink-holes  of  regular  outline.  The  cop- 
ier deposit  at  Strafford  has  been  re-opened  by  a  corporation  having 
abundant  capital  and  is  considered  unsurpassed  in  richness  and 
value.  The  famous  Ely  copper  mine  at  Vershire  is  also  once  more 
in  operation,  with  every  indication  of  prosperity.  Much  new 
capital  and  enterprise  have  been  put  into  the  working  of  the  beau- 
tiful marbles  in  Swan  ton.  The  same  company  also  owns  the  verde 
antique  marble  at  Uoxbury,  and  the  various  kinds  found  on  Isle 
La  Motte.  These  all  together  are  now  on  the  market  under  the 
name  of  the  "  Champlain  marbles,"  and  in  their'  class  are  equal 
to  anything  in  the  world.  Many  new  marble  quarries  have  been 
opened  in  the  vicinity  of  Rutland.  In  Brandon  the  marble  depos- 
its are  proving  profitable,  thus  adding  greatly  to  the  prosperity  of 
the  town. 

Many  persons  in  various  localities  are  still  searching  for  gold  and 
silver.  But,  although  small  quantities  can  easily  be  found,  there  is 
•  very  little  hope  that  these  precious  metals  can  be  discovered  in  de- 
posits rich  enough  to  pay  to  work.  This  office  is  constantly  receiv- 
ing specimens  containing  iron  pyrites,  sent  with  the  hope  that  the 
glittering  mineral  may  be  gold.  The  distinction  is  easily  made,  for 
native  gold  is  very  bright  yellow,  is  easily  cut  with  a  knife,  and 
never  glitters,  or  shows  a  lustre,  like  the  pyrites. 

An  enterprise  to  be  watched  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  is  the 
boring  of  a  well  at  Shelburne  by  Dr.  Webb,  with  a  desire  to  find 
natural  gas.  Considering  the  geological  formation  in  Vermont, 
the  prospects  of  success  are  very  small,  but  the  effort  is  very  com- 
mendable. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  there  were  reports  of  the  discovery 
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of  coal  in  the  southwestern  part  of  the  State.    The  mineral  proved 
to  be  massive  black  tourmaline. 

I  am  frequently  asked  to  visit  localities  for  the  examination  of 
mineral  deposits,  and  I  also  receive  many  specimens  by  mail  with  a 
request  that  they  be  examined.  It  creates  a  great  deal  of  dissatis- 
faction to  be  obliged  to  refuse  these  demands  unless  the  persons  . 
making  them  are  willing  to  pay  the  cost  of  analysis  or  examination, 
as  the  statute  requires,  from  capitalists  in  other  states,  concerning 
our  mineral  deposits.  Especially  has  talc  been  sought  for.  I  have 
secured  samples  of  this  mineral  from  several  localities  and  sent  to 
the  persons  asking  the  information.  While  none  has  yet  been  dis- 
covered pure  enough  to  command  the  highest  price,  there  can  be 
no  doubt  that  it  exists  and  can  be  found,  if  searched  for  intelli- 
gently. It  certainly  would  be  a  good  thing  for  the  farmers  of  our 
commonwealth,  if  the  State  geologist  were  allowed  a  moderate  sum 
to  be  expended  in  developing  the  mineral  deposits  of  our  mountains 
and  fields. 

I  submit  the  following  statement  of  the  principal  industries. 
As  usual  the  report  is  very  incomplete  because  of  the  indifference 
of  manufacturers  and  theabsolute  refusal  of  some  to  report  at  all. 

MARBLE. 

Twenty-four  concerns  report  as  being  in  operation  in  1S89, 
with  an  invested  capital  of  $5,303,600,  employing  2,541  men,  and 
paying  in  wages  and  salaries  $985,125.30.  The  output  was  1,601,- 
000  pubic  feet,  valued  at  $1,948,850. 

GRANITE. 

Fifty-two  concerns  report  a  capital  of  $515,650,  employing  1098 
men  and  7  women,  and  paying  in  wages  and  salaries  $484,  24(>. 
The  output  was  456,600  cubic  feet,  valued  at  $812,833. 

SLATE. 

Thirty-four  concerns  report  a  capital  of  $458,600,  employing  870. 
men  and  one  woman,  and  paying  in  wages  and  salaries  $374,030.50. 
The  output  was  145,069  squares  of  roofing  slate  and  1,403, ,200 
square  feet  of  mill  stock,  valued  at  $558,609.05. 

BRICK. 

Twelve  concerns  report  a  capital  of  $55,150,  employing  175  men 
and  two  women,  and  paying  in  wages  and  salaries  $30,400.  The  out- 
put was  10,436,000,  valued  at  $69,000. 

LIME. 

Ten  concerns  report  a  capital  of  $104,600,  employing  131  men 
and  3  women,  and  paying  in  wages  $43,528.  The  output  was  319,- 
000  barrels,  valued  at  $197,800. 
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KAOLIN. 

Three  concerns  report  a  capital  of  $41,260,  employing  39  men 
and  paying  in  wages  and  salaries  $1,030.  The  output  was  2,100 
tons,  valued  at  $20,600. 

SOAPSTONE. 

Two  concerns  report  a  capital  of  $00,000,  employing  65  men  and 
paying  in  wages  and  salaries  $28,000.  The  output  was  1,400  tons, 
valued  at  $45,000. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Six  concerns  engaged  in  mining  copper,  mineral  paint,  etc.,  re- 
port a  capital  of  $285,000,  employing  199  men  and  2  women,  and 
paying  in  wages  and  salaries  $62,005,  the  value  of  the  output 
being  $19,050.  The  small  output  results  from  the  fact  that  most 
of  these  are  new  enterprises. 

TOTALS. 

One  hundred  and  forty- three  concerns  engaged  in  mineral  indus- 
tries in  1889  report  a  capital  of  $6,823,869,  employing  5,118  men  and 
15  women,  ana  paying  in  wages  and  salaries  $2,018,534.80.  The 
value  of  the  output  was  $3,071,742.99.  Over  fifty  concerns  en- 
gaged in  various  industries  have  failed  to  report.

BIENNIAL  REPORT  OF  CURATOR  OF  CABINET. 

Rutland,  Vt.,  Sept.  11,  1890. 
To  II  is  Excellency  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Vermont  : 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  to  you  a  report  of  the  condition 
of  the  cabinet,  and  its  improvement  during  the  past  two  years.

I  cannot  discover  that  a  report  is  expected  in  this  department,  or 
that  it  has  ever  been  made  ;  out,  deeming  it  certainly  proper,  take 
the  liberty  to  bring  a  statement  of  the  work  during  the  past  two 
years  to  your  attention.  Previous  to  the  last  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture the  space  was  so  limited  and  the  appropriation  so  small  that 
very  few  additions  could  be  made  to  the  collections.  The  removal 
of  the  historical  library  to  the  new  wing  left  extensive  cases  unoccu- 
pied ;  and,  as  the  filling  of  these  cases  would  not  interfere  with  the 
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use  of  the  room  for  other  purposes,  I  obtained  the  consent  of  the 
sergeant-at-arms  to  occupy  them,  and  have  thus  made  an  annex  to 
the  cabinet.  To  the  general  public  this  room  is  already  more 
attractive  than  the  cabinet  proper.  The  collection  of  Vermont 
birds,  already  a  fine  one,  ha6  been  greatly  enriched  by  the  addition 
of  a  large  number  of  specimens,  many  of  them  very  rare.  The 
cabinet  contains  at  least  one  specimen  of  every  species  of  birds  of 
prey  found  in  the  State.  New  printed  labeis,  giving  common 
names  and  also  all  soientific  names,  have  been  affixed  to  ail  the 
specimens  in  the  entire  collection.  Samuel's  Birds  of  New  Eng- 
land, in  the  library,  is  used  as  a  check  list,  for  the  convenience  of 
the  many  students  attracted  by  this  fine  display.  A  fine  lot  of 
birds'  eggs,  containing  over  two  hundred  and  fifty  species,  wag 
purchased  at  a  great  bargain.  The  cabinet  possessed  almost 
nothing  in  this  department,  the  few  in  the  cases  being  very  poor. 
These  will  prove  of  great  interest,  especially  to  teachers  and  pupils 
in  our  institutions  of  learning. 

During  the  pa6t  twenty  years  the  marble  and  granite  quarries  of 
the  State  have  been  greatly  developed,  but  the  cabinet  has  con- 
tained only  the  small,  and.  in  many  cases,  poor  specimens  taken 
out  soon  after  the  opening  of  those  quarries.  In  1889  was  begun 
a  new  collection  of  marbles,  the*  blocks  being  of  uniform  shape  and 
size,  and  showing  on  their  different  faces  various  styles  of  working. 
No  other  State  can  make  such  a  display  as  now  may  be  seen 
upon  the  shelves  of  the  cabinet  annex,  and  Vermont  may  well 
be  proud  of  this  exhibit  of  the  products  of  one  of  her  large 
industries.  A  similar  exhibit  of  the  granites,  slates  and  soapstone? 
is  arranged  for  in  the  near  future.  # 

A  few  small  animals  have  been  in  the  cabinet  for  several  years, 
but  most  of  them  were  of  little  value.  During  the  past  two  years 
nearly  all  the  larger  animals  found  wild  in  Vermont  have  been 
added  to  the  collection.  All  the  specimens  purchased  are  large  and 
are  finely  mounted.  The  few  species  not  yet  secured  should  be 
added  as  soon  as  possible.  A  trip  to  Grand  Isle  was  the  means  of 
securing  a  large  number  of  fossils  of  the  Silurian  age.  These, 
when  placed  upon  the  shelves,  will  prove  a  valuable  addition  to 
those  already  possessed.

STATE  OF  VERMONT, 

Office  of  Cattle  Commissioners, 
Brandon,  September  16,  189U. 
To  lion,   William  I*.  Dillingham,  Governor: 

Sir  : — A  summary  of  the  doings  of  the  board  of  cattle  commis- 
sioners from  its  organization  to  the  present  time  is  herewith  re- 
spectfully submitted. 

With  the  standard  of  all  our  domestic  animals  ever  growing 
higher  and  a  knowledge  of  the  relationship  which  may  exist  between 
the  diseases  common  among  them  and  those  of  man,  it  seems  emi- 
nently fitting  that  the  sanitary  supervision  of  the  State  Should  not 
be  restricted  to  human  diseases,  and  it  is  properly  assumed  that  too 
great  care  cannot  be  exercised  in  this  particular  branch.  Since  our 
;*ppointment  in  March,  1889,  we  have  carefully  investigated  every 
outbreak  that  has  come  to  our  knowledge.  Every  call  made  upon 
us  has  been  promptly  attended  to  by  personal  examination  or  by 
correspondence,  and  whenever  contagious  disease  has  been  found 
every  means  within  our  command  have  been  used  to  exterminate  it. 

The  first  work  of  the  board  came  on  April  4,  1889,  in  answer  to 
a  call  from  Mr.  F.  Benton  of  Waltham,  who  reported  having  lost 
eleven  from  a  small  dairy  herd  in  the  last  four  years.  Dr.  Miller 
had  visited  the  premises  a  few  days  previous  and  found  three 
.animals  seriously  sick.  .  Others  were  so  reported,  in  neighboring 
towns,  that  had  recently  been  purchased  at  a  public  auction  sale 
held  at  Mr.  Benton's  place  the  preceding  month.  The  disease 
proved  to  be  gloss-anthrax.  Quarantine  restrictions  were  placed 
upon  the  farm  and  herd.  Two  cows,  appraised  as  of  no  value,  were, 
by  our  order  killed,  and  together  with  those  having  previously  died 
were  properly  buried  and  the  stables  thoroughly  cleansed  and  tlib- 
infected.  We  believe  the  place  and  herd  were  thus  cleared  of  the 
contagion.  The  cattle  above  mentioned  as  sold  from  the  place  were 
required  to  be  isolated  from  the  others  of  the  several  herds  in  which 
they  were  placed  and  thus  further  spreading  of  the  disease  pre- 
vented. Some  of  these  died  and  others  recovered,  while  a  few  of 
them  were  not  taken  sick.  Restrictions  were  removed  from  this 
place  in  the  following  September. 

The  latter  part  of  April  Dr.  Miller  was  called  to  examine  a  herd 
#f  cows  owned  by  Mr.  John  Crockett  of  Colchester,  where  symp- 
toms of  apoplectic-anthrax  were  found,  and  he  gave  necessary  di- 
rections to  guard  against  future  losses  from  the  herd. 
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May  7,  having  been  notified  by  the  selectmen  of-  the  town  of 
Montgomery  of  the  existence  of  glanders  among  the  horses  there, 
personal  examination  of  the  cases  reported  having  been  made  by 
Dr.  Miller,  we  called  to  our  aid  tne  veterinary  surgeons.  Dr. 
Morin  of  St.  Albans,  and  Dr.  Dyer  of  Sutton,  P.  Q.,  both  of  whom 
agreed  in  the  diagnoses  of  the 'cases  under  consideration.  Four 
horses  owned  or  kept  by  Mr.  James  E.  Smith  were  ordered  killed. 
These  were  appraised  by  Messrs.  F.  C.  Sears,  Wilson  Draper,  and 
Ira  S.  Anderson.  The  bodies  were  properly  buried  and  the  build- 
ings and  premises  quarantined.  Several  horses  in  this  vicinity  had 
already  died  and  others  had  been  killed,  some  of  them  having  teen 
under  treatment  for  this  disease.  All  such  oases  coming  to  our 
knowledge  were  thoroughly  investigated,  carcasses  properly  disposed 
of  and  the  infected  stables  cleansed.  Two  horses  were  fouud  to  be 
sick  at  Mr.  F.  F.  Rawson's,  one  of  them  very  severely  so.  This 
one  was  killed  and  the  other  quarantined  and  placed  under  treat- 
ment to  await  development  of  the  disease,  lie  grew  rapidly  won* 
and  was  subsequently  killed  by  our  order,  having  been  appraised  by 
Messrs.  D.  W.  Prince,  L.  A.  Drew,  and  P.  Goduard  ;  the  same  also 
appraising  the  horse  owned  by  Louis  Verge,  kept  at  Wood's  mill  in 
the  same  town.  Many  other  suspected  animals  were  examined  at 
the  request  of  the  selectmen  and  others.  Mr.  L.  A.  Drew,  having 
previously  served  on  the  board,  was  employed  by  us  to  remain  in 
the  vicinity  a  few  days  and  superintend  cleansing  and  disinfecting 
the  buildings  and  premises  where  diseased  animals  had  been  con- 
fined, in  order  that  the  work  might  be  done  in  the  most  thorough 
manner  possible. 

The  selectmen  of  Bennington  called  upon  us  the  26th  of  June  to 
examine  a  herd  of  cattle  owned  by  Judge  Rice  of  that  town,  seven 
of  the  herd  having  died  within  a  month.  Veterinaries  Burgess  of 
Bennington  and  Page  of  Manchester  were  called  in  counsel.  The 
cause  of  the  trouble  seemed  to  be  hidden.  All  the  animals  not 
diseased  a/yteared  to  be  in  line  condition  and  evidently  were 
receiving  liberal  care  and  food.  No  restrictions  were  placed  upon 
the  farm  or  cattle  as  they  were  by  location  isolated  from  the  stock 
in  that  part  of  the  town.  Treatment  was  prescribed  and  by  subse- 
quent reports  we  learned  that  no  further  losses  had  occurred. 

August  1,  called  by  the  selectmen  of  St.  Albans  to  examiue  a 
horse  owned  by  Homer  Merritt  of  that  town,  a  supposed  case  of 
glanders  then  under  treatment  by  Dr.  Morin,  V.  S.  Dr.  Millers 
examination  substantiated  Morin's  diagnosis  and  the  horse  was  killed 
by  our  order,  having  been  appraised  by  Messrs.  Prime,  Drew  and 
Fox.  This  horse  had  but  recent! v  come  to  the  States  and  had  de- 
veloped the  disease  after  becoming  the  property  of  Mr.  Merritt. 
The  usual  restrictions  were  placed  upon  the  premises  and  also  the 
usual  precautions  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Many  interesting  cases  have  come  under  our  notice,  but  none 
more  so  than  that  of  a  Jersey  cow  owned  by  Mr.  N.  B.  Powers,  of 
Iveicester  Junction,  who,  sometime  in   (Jctober,  requested  the 
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board  to  make  an  examination  of  the  case.  Mr.  Powers  purchased 
the  animal  at  a  public  sale  in  New  York  city  the  year  previous, 
apparently  in  perfect  health.  She,  soon  after  coming  to  his  farm, 
dropped  a  calf  and  had  been  in  milk  through  the  season,  gradually 
falling  off  in  condition,  finally  becoming  dry.  Everything  was 
done  for  her  by  way  of  food  and  treatment  to  improve  her  condi- 
tion. At  our  suggestion  Mr.  Powers  gave  directions  to  have  her 
killed,  and  the  post-mortem  revealed  the  most  thoroughly  diseased 
animal  in  our  experience — lungs,  intestines  and  udder  were  all  in 
the  most  advanced  sta^e  of  tuberculosis,  so  much  so  that  it  seemed 
wonderful  that  any  animal  could  so  long  sustain  life  against  such 
odds.  The  cow  having  for  some  trme  been  kept  separated  from 
the  others,  and  no  use  made  of  her  milk  for  some  time  previous  to 
becoming  dry,  the  remainder  of  the  herd  seemed  in  no  danger,  and 
no  restrictions  were  placed  upon  them. 

The  work  has  included  the  investigation  of  nearly  forty  out- 
breaks of  disease,  more  than  one-half  or  which  proved  to  be  within 
the  authority  of  the  board. 

With  the  exception  of  one  case  of  equini  variolla,  which  is  truly 
epizootic  in  nature,  the  diseases  have  been  strictly  epizootic  anol 
may  be  summed  up  as  glanders  of  horses,  anthrax  and  tuberculosis 
of  cattle. 

Eight  glandered  horses  were  killed  in  the  county  of  Franklin  ; 
several  others  have  died  of  that  disease  in  the  same  county  within 
the  last  two  years.  It  has  existed  to  some  extent  also  within  the 
same  time  in  Grand  Isle  county,  but  seems  to  have  become  extinct 
at  present. 

The  presence  of  the  disease  in  Franklin  county  appeared  at  one 
time  to  be  a  very  serious  matter  from  the  number  of  animals  ex- 
posed, but  it  seems  to  have  yielded  to  the  measures  adopted,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  no  new  cases  will  develop.  Authrax  in  its  various 
forms  seems  to  be  uniformly  spread  witniu  the  State,  and  may  be 
accounted  for  in  a  great  measure  by  the  lack  of  knowledge  on  the 
part  of  the  farmers  as  to  the  true  nature  of  the  disease,  the 
longevity  of  its  germs,  together  with  the  almost  universal  practice 
of  allowing  bodies  of  all  animals  dying  to  be  left  without  burial, 
oftentimes  within  close  proximity  to  water  ways.  The  life  of  the 
spore  of  bacillus  anthracius  is  such  as  can  easily  be  retained,  under 
favorable  circumstances,  within  the  soil  and  render  pasture  virulent 
for  twenty  or  more  years.  From  this  fact  alone  we  cannot  wonder 
that  this  disease  constitutes  a  great  part  of  the  cases  reported,  and 
is  also  a  strong  reason  why  the  disposal  of  bodies  should  be  under 
the  direction  of  persons  familiar  with  the  consequences  if  neglected 
or  improperly  performed.  We  mav  not  only  prevent  disease 
among  animals,  but  by  enlightening  tne  people  concerning  its  na- 
■  ture  among  cattle,  also  impress  upon  them  the  importance  of  dis- 
posing of  the  bodies  properly,  thus  avoiding  the  fatal  consequences 
which  almost  invariably  follow  the  inoculation  of  the  human  sub- 
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ject  with  anthrax.  This  may  occur  from  contact  in  skinning  ani- 
mals that  have  died  from  this  disease,  or  in  various  other  ways. 
We  venture  to  assert  that  thousands  of  dollars  in  valuable  stock  are 
annually  lost  owing  largely  to  negligence  or  ignorance  a*  to  the 
proper  disposal  of  bodies.  Not  one  farmer  in  fifty  is  as  well  informed 
upon  this  subject  as  his  opportunity  for  information  or  actual  ex- 
perience should  teach. 

Several  cases  of  tubuculosis  among  dairy  cattle  have  been  under 
the  action  of  this  board,  and  in  every  case  careful  post-mortem 
examinations  have  been  made.  The  presence  of  this  disease  among 
cattle  of  our  State  is  a  fact  well  established.  The  extent  to  which 
it  exists  is  only  partially  indicated,  however,  in  the  fact  that  one- 
eighth  of  our  investigations  revealed  cases  of  this  nature.  It  is  a 
wholesale  cause  of  the  same  dread  disease  (consumption)  in  the 
human  family,  and  the  per  centage  of  our  discoveries  of  its  pres- 
ence is  convincing  proof  that  every  legal  means  should  be  used  to 
strike  at  the  root  of  the  evil  by  the  destruction  of  all  animals  so 
diseased.  The  thousands  of  consumers  of  the  dairy  product  would, 
indeed,  be  grateful  to  know  that  steps  were  being  taken  to  place  a 
barrier  between  themselves  and  a  meat  and  milk  supply  derived 
from  such  animals. 

The  general  good  to  be  derived  from  the  thorough  work  of  a 
board  of  cattle  commissioners  is  not  only  of  to-day,  but  if  followed 
in  the  right  direction,  will  be  a  benefit  for  all  time  to  come.  At 
present  there  is  no  outbreak  in  the  State  or  States  adjoining  which 
require  restrictions  of  any  kind,  and  none  remain  in  force.

The  article  which  follows,  treating  on  the  principal  diseases  that 
have  come  under  our  notice,  are  by  F.  H.  Miller,  of  Burlington, 
the  veterinary  of  the  board. 
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ANTRA  X,  TUHERCTL0S1S  AND  GLANDERS,  AS  THE  MOST  IMPORTANT 

DISEASES  OF  THE  STATE. 

Antrax  may  be  defined  to  be  un  acute  infectious  disease,generally 
but  not  strictly  enzootic  in  nature,  existing  principally,  but  not 
wholly,  among  the  greater  ruminants,  being  often  transmitted  to 
other  animals  and  to  man  himself,  and  when  so  is  known  as  malig- 
nant pustule. 

It  is  characterized  by  rapidity  of  development,  generally  fatal 
termination  and  visible  alteration  of  blood,  which  is  viscid,  dark  in 
color,  and  indisposed  to  coagulate  under  the  most  favorable  circum- 
stances, owing  to  the  destruction  of  the  fibrin-ferment  or  some  of 
the  antecedents  of  the  fibrin,  and  more  particularly  by  the  presence 
iu  that  fluid  prior  to  death  of  myriads  of  rod -like  organisms,  believed 
to  belong  to  the  vegetable  order  of  life,  and  known  as  the  specific 
germ  or  Bacillus  Anthracis,  which  have  the  power  to  perpetuate 
themselves  in  favorable  media,  as  in  the  blood  or  soil,  etc.,  by 
.vpore  formation. 

While  influences  atmospheric,  telluric  and  dietetic  are  beyond 
doubt  closely  associated  with  the  history  of  outbreaks,  such  history- 
is  inseparable  from  that  of  the  life  of  this  low  organism. 

The  existence  of  this  disease  since  time  immemorial  cannot  well 
be  disputed,  it  no  doubt  being  the  disease  mentioned  in  Exod. 
Uth  Chapt.,  as  breaking  forth  of  boils  upon  man  and  atoimals  in 
epedemic  form 

Notwithstanding  this,  and  the  fact  that  it  was  extensively 
treated  of  in  the  works  of  both  Greek  and  Roman  hippopathologists 
and  investigators  too  numerous  to  mention  of  the  intervening  cen- 
turies, it  remained  for  Chabert,  in  the  year  1780,  to  wisely  group 
several  types  of  disease  together  under  the  common  head  of  this 
disease. 

From  about  this  time  until  1845  waged  the  war  of  those  investi- 
gators, who  were  pitted  for  or  against  the  contagious  theory  of  the 
disease,  among  whom  may  be  mentioned,  Larry,  Remer,  and 
Delafond,  the  Tatter  of  whom  as  powerful  as  anv  of  the  contagiou- 
ists,  attributed  it  to  peculiarities  of  climate,  soil,  etc. 

Gerlach,  in  1845  of  our  own  age,  was  the  first  to  prove  conclusive- 
ly by  experiment  the  contagious  nature  of  the  malady,  and  at  the 
same  time  deduced  facts  which  led  him  to  designate  it  as  a  form  of 
Septicaemia,  thereby  forging  the  first  massive  link  of  the  chain  of 
important  facts  which  was  to  be  wrought  out  by  the  patient  research 
of  latest  investigators. 

That  it  is  contagious  does  not  necessarily  imply  that  it  will 
prove  itself  so  under  all  circumstances  which  might  mark'  other 
contagious  diseases. 

The  erratic  manner  in  which  animals  develop  the  disease  by  direct

•  transmission  would  go  far  to  prove  its  low  power  of  transmission 
by  the  ordinary  channels  of  contagion. 

However  low  this  percentage  of  positive  results  may  be  in  such 
cases,  the  fact  that  ingestion  of  germ-holding  substances  hxis  proved 
fatal  goes  to  show  conclusively  it  may  be  and  probably  is  often 
taken  into  the  system  in  this  manner,  and  differs  from  other  dis- 
eases, as  Tuberculosis  in  degree  only  of  susceptibility  of  the  host. 

What  propagating  power  the  germ  so  introduced  may  want,  from 
what  would  be  most  easily  accounted  for  by  insusceptibility  of  host 
or  absence  of  abrasions  of  the  mucous  membranes,  whereby  it  might 
act  as  a  direct  inoculation,  is  certainly  compensated  ten-fold  in  its 
longevity,  or  more  properly,  that  of  its  spore,  which  will  certainly 
render  solid  virulent  for  many  years. 

The  definite  relation  which  the  germ  bears  to  the  disease  varies 
in  the  minds  of  different  investigators. 

The  question  is,  whether  it  is  the  cause  proper  of  the  disease,  or 
whether  a  carrier  of  some  unknown  excitant  of  disease  still  remains 
to  be  settled  and  placed  beyond  doubt. 

lie  this  as  it  may.  its  direct  inoculation  is  capable  of  producing 
the  disease;  hence  measures  taken  to  suppress  the  ravages  of  this 
disease  must  be  based  upon  a  sound  foundation  which  has  for  its 
corner  stone  germ-destruction,  not  suppression,  and  which  to  us 
means  the  proper  disposal  of  dead  anthrax  bodies. 

While  this  disease  annually  costs  the  United  States  and  all  other 
countries  more  than  any  one  disease  affecting  stock,  it  would  be  in 
my  mind  far  from  proper  to  say  that  it  is  not  upon  the  decrease. 

The  experience  of  thousands  in  both  Europe  and  America  prove 
that  the  proper  drainage  of  low-lying  pastures  has  in  many  parts 
almost  wholly  overcome  the  nearly  annual  loss  of  stock  thereou. 
Where  any  great  loss  prevails  upon  such  drained  land,  it  usually 
occurs  in  years  of  heavy  rain-fall  and  sultry  atmosphere. 

It  is  diminishing  aud  will  continue  to  do  so  just  so  long  as  such 
improvements  are  made  as  may.  with  some  reason,  be  demonstrat- 
ed by  the  fact  of  this  present  year,  showing  an  increase  of  case^ 
over  that  of  last,  and  when  the  great  loss  has  been  noted  in  low 
pastures  which  have  been  subject  to  great  moisture  during  the 
months  just  gone  by,  some  of  which  have  had  a  history  of  latent 
anthrax  for  twenty  or  more  years. 

The  almost  utter  want  of  definite  knowledge  upon  the  part  of 
farmers  of  the  true  cause  and  predispositions  has  led  them  to 
treat  the  sickness  and  death  of  anthrax  animals  with  such  indiffer- 
ence as  to  allow  the  bodies  to  be  unburied  and  thereby  not  only 
vitiate  their  own  but  unwittingly  the  property  of  others  also. 

While  it  might  at  first  seem  strange  to  the  thoughtful  that  the 
experiences  which  are  the  legitimate  outcome  of  such  careless 
practices  wqbM  not  have  long  ago  proven  the  necessary  chnnuel  of 
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enlightenment,  we  must  upon  the  other  hand  consider  the  great 
dissimilarity  of  the  different  types  of  the  disease  which  will  always 
battle  the  inexpert  and  tend  upon  the  whole  to  weaken  their  faith 
in  the  reported  presence  of  anthrax. 

I  fiud  but  few,  indeed,  who  have  any  knowledge  or  dread  of  ma- 
lignant disease  beyond  what  they  recognize  as  Blackleg  (properly 
only  one  of  many  of  its  different  types). 

The  fact  is  practically  this:  animals  are  dying  in  all  parts  of  the 
State,  and  in  perhaps  the  majority  of  cases  are  without  proper 
burial  owing  to  this  lack  of  knowledge  rather  than  criminal  neg- 
lect. ^ 

As  before  stated  at  length,  several  types  exist  and  may  in  rare 
circumstances  nearly  all  be  noted  in  the  same  out-break. 

So  well  understood  is  this  fact  by  investigators  of  the  day,  that 
it  has  been  found  practicable  to  divide  them  into  two  great  class- 
es, viz: 

1st.  Anthrax  proper,  which  is  marked  by  the  presence  of  the 
specific  germ  in  the  blood,  and  properly  called  a  general  blood  dis- 
order, seldom  marked  by  visible  structural  alternation  and  rapidly 
fatal  in  its  course,  truly  apoplectic  in  form. 

2d.  In  the  second  division  are  placed  anthrax  patients  which 
suffer  the  blood  disease,  giving  easily  defined  external  symptoms, 
as  in  Blackleg  and  Gloss-Anthrax. 

This  form  of  the  disease,  while  a  true  blood  disorder,  does  not 
give  the  germs  in  the  blood  so  certainly  as  the  former  and  is  con- 
sequently termed  Anthracoid. 

This  Anthracoid  form  is  usually  predominant  in  the  most  serious 
outbreaks. 

That  these  artificial  classifications  are  truly  such  is  proven  by  the 
fact  that  direct  inoculation  by  anthropoid  blood  will  produce  the 
rapidly  fatal  disease  with  blood  bearing  the  true  germ. 

The  classification  does  not  in  the  least  signify  that  one  is  more 
virulent  than  the  other  and  is  of  service  to  the  expert  diagnosti- 
cian only.  I  believe  the  chances  of  contaminating  fields,  build- 
ings, etc.,  is  even  greater  in  the  anthracoid  form,  for  the  simple 
reasons  that  such  animals  often  live  some  hours,  excrementitiou6 
matter  escapes  and  is  seldom  regarded  as  one  of  the  sources  of  fu- 
ture disease;  owners  also  in  the  majority  of  these  cases  have  time 
to  resort  to  the  expedient  of  blood-letting,  circumstances  greatly 
calculated  to  spread  or  at  least  harbor  the  germs. 

The  questions  as  to  how  we  would  account  for  the  tendency  of 
this  disease  to  exist  where  young  animals  and  low  pastures  are  con- 
cerned, may  to  my  mind  be,  with  a  certain  amount  of  reason,  best 
explained  by  the  fact  that  the  germs  of  anthrax  belonging  to  the 
vegetable  kingdom  naturally  "flourish  best  under  condition  fre- 
quently found  in  such  pastures  as  being  low  would  naturally  pos- 
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sees  an  abundance  of  decaying  vegetable  matter,  and  because  in 
such  places  it  would  be  very  possible  for  germs  to  be  lodged  and 
multiply,  carried  thence  from  places  less  suitable  to  their  life,  by 
the  heavy  rains  of  the  spring  and  fall  and  natural  and  artificial 
water-ways. 

That  young  animals  are  more  frequently  attacked  than  those 
matured,  not  by  its  being  less  a  disease  of  adult  life.,  but  more  be- 
cause the  most  susceptible  animals  seem  to  be  those  whose  digest- 
ive and  metabolic  functions  are  most  active,  this  condition  being 
of  ^'course  most  constantly  present  in  the  healthy  young  of  ani- 
mals. 

Without  going  into  a  detail  of  the  pathological  conditions  of 
animal  bodies  (living  or  dead)  with  anthrax  I  can  easily  give  a 
few  suggestions  which  will  do  much  to  elucidate  the  preventative 
side  of  the  question  of  anthrax  which  almost  alone  concerns  us. 

1st.  That  spores  are  the  links  of  life  which  effectually  couple 
the  history  of  the  death  of  one  animal  to  that  of  another  which 
may  have  been  at  a  very  antecedent  date  (even  twenty  years)  being 
in  this  case  a  direct  cause  of  the  disease. 

2d.  That  those  spores  resist  influences  which  would  prove  rap- 
idly fatal  to  the  Bacillus  itself. 

3d.  That  much  of  former  doubt  as  to  the  true  pathology  of 
this  disease  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  spore  function  was  not 
recognized. 

4th.  And  most  important  that  high  temperatures  are  fatal  to 
both  Bacillus  and  spore. 

Hence  I  would  be  asked  to  be  allowed  to  suggest  that  in  a  wood- 
ed country  as  Vermont,  and  where  from  the  sporadic  nature  of  the 
outbreaks,  the  deaths  not  being  excessive  in  number,  burial  of  such 
animals  owing  to  the  influences  of  earth  worms,  and  often  improp- 
er soil,  might  be  well  substituted  by  burning,  and  so  forever  over- 
come the  tendency  to  spread  by  this  means. 

This  I  think,  although  it  may  seem  rather  premature,  would  no 
doubt  bring  its  proof  with  its  practice  and  do  more  towards  its  ul- 
timate suppression  than  any  measure  which  can  be  adopted  in  the 
face  of  the  evidence  at  hand. 

Certain  it  is  that  our  wished-for  degree  of  immunity  shall  have 
to  come  through  the  scientific  disposal  of  those  that  succumb  to  its 
ravages. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Great  as  may  seem  the  importance  of  correct  and  scientific  sani- 
tary measures  for  the  suppression  and  extirpation  of  anthrax  it 
ranks  second  in  importance  to  tuberculosis  of  cattle,  especially 
those  used  extensively  for  the  meat  and  milk  supply  of  our  inhab- 
itants. Being  a  disease  which  is  universally  spread" over  the  length 
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and  breadth  of  Vermont,  and  the  unmistakable  cause  of  much  of 
that  dreadful  disease  Tubercular  Consumption  in  the  human  fami- 
ly by  the  diseased  meat  and  milk  of  such  animals  as  is  being  daily 
used  in  all  parts  of  the  State,  behooves  the  immediate  attention  of 
not  only  stock  raisers  and  agriculturists  but  every  person  who  is  a 
consumer. 

The  facts  of  the  ready  transmissibility  of  this  disease  from  the 
lower  animals  to  man  and  its  demonstrated  presence  in  our  herds 
are  the  essentials  of  proof  that  justifies  each  tax-payer  to  question 
whether  or  not  all  reasonable  things  are  being  done  for  his  welfare 
as  a  citizen  unless  some  powerful  protection  be  placed  between 
him  and  a  daily  supply  from  such  animals. 

While  farmers  of  Vermont  no  doubt  have  felt  the  pressure  of 
Western  competition  in  the  sale  of  meat,  the  city  consumer  is, 
and  will  be  justified  in  giving  the  Western  product  the  ready  pref- 
erence from  these  facts  alone,  so  long  as  tuberculosis,  a  "disease 
transferred  to  man  from  animals  and  their  products,  exists  in  Ver- 
mont to  their  knowledge;  the  meat  supply  derived  from  cattle 
which  are  for  the  most  part  range  fed  and  inspected  for  disease  be- 
fore slaughter  being  a  supply  to  be  greatly  preferred  to  one  where 
animals  are  passed  upon  the  "market  without  any  barrier  whatever. 

I  myself  know  of  the  consumption  of  such  tuberculous  meat  in 
this  city  having  taken  place  within  the  past  two  years. 

Other  countries  have  long  since  adopted  the  precautionary  legis- 
lation which  makes  examination  or  milk  establishments  and 
slaughter  houses  compulsory,  and  from  its  benefits  feel  the  neces- 
sity of  making  the  measures  more  and  more  effective  by  the  most 
expensive  methods  of  detection  and  destruction  of  such  articles  of 
food. 

Several  states  of  our  Union  have  given  their  inhabitants  such 
benefits  as  was  in  their  power  by  investigating  this  matter,  and  it 
is  in  the  best  interests  of  every  agriculturist  and  citizen  of  Ver- 
•  mont  and  in  my  opinion  within  the  direct  line  of  duty  of  every 
physician  and  person  or  bodies  of  persons,  directly  or  indirectly 
responsible  for  public  health,  to  hasten  the  day  when  suitable  and 
special  measures  shall  be  taken  to  protect  our  stock  and  lives  from 
the  ravages  of  this  disease. 

The  experimental  and  clinical  evidences  of  the  ready  propagation 
of  this  disease  to  man  from  animals,  and  vice  verm,  leaves  no  room 
for  doubt  as  to  the  extreme  hazard  of  using  a  supply  from  such 
animals. 

♦Whether  it  were  more  judicious  to  expend  time  and  money  for 
the  purpose  of  detecting  whether  staple  articles  of  food  possess 
adulterants  (which  in  themselves  are  almost  always  harmless)  or 
the  detection  of  a  wholesale  diseased  supply  as  leads  to  perhaps 
insidious  but  certain  death,  all  are  capable  of  solving. 
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This  disease  of  horses,  which  has  been  noted  as  having  existed  in 
Vermont  during  the  past  two  years,  is  one  of  importance,  not  only 
because  of  its  liability  to  be  transmitted  to  man  and  other  animals 
by  contact,  but  because  at  any  time  an  outbreak  may,  if  along  the 
borders,  be  noted  by  adjoining  States,  and  a  complete  quarantine 


extent  of  many  thousand  dollars  even  under  the  most  favorable 
circumstances,  not  to  speak  of  the  great  loss  of  property  entailed 
by  each  enzootic  outbreak  if  allowed  to  run  along  without  im- 
mediate attention,  as  was  the  case  in  Franklin  county. 

The  veterinary  sanitary  police  of  the  State,  far  from  being 
weakened,  should  at  once  be  strengthened  by  the  yearly  and  con- 
stant employment  of  a  State  veterinary  surgeon,  who  would  devote 
his  entire  time  to  the  investigation  of  all  actual  and  reported  out- 
breaks, and  who  would  be  a  more  effectual  link  between  a  State 
board  of  health  and  the  veterinary  police,  as  the  past  few  years  has 
shown  was  necessary. 

The  amount  and  importance  of  such  work  to  be  done  is  too 
burdensome  and  responsible  to  be  left  in  the  hands  of  inexperts, 
and  has  even  now  cost  the  State  treasury  money  which  probably 
might  have  been  saved  by  adopting  the  measures  of  other  States  iL 
this  important  matter.

The  above  statement  shows  that  in  addition  to  the  $500.00  ap- 
propriated by  the  State,  the  department  of  Vermont  G.  A.  R.  and 
posts  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  the  State,  and  also 
friends  of  Major-General  Stannard.  have  contributed  $759.18. 

With  these  funds  a  granite  pedestal  of  fine  proportion,  bearing 
a  bronze  tablet,  with  a  suitable  inscription,  and  showing  in  relief 
the  different  army  corps  in  which  General  Stannard  served,  was 
provided  and  erected  in  Lake  View  Cemetery  in  Burlington,  and 
was  dedicated  June  20,  1889,  with  appropriate  exercises. 

The  event  was  also  made  the  occasion  for  a  reunion  of  survivors 
of  the  second  and  ninth  regiments  of  Vermont  volunteers,  with 
which  General  Stanuard  served  as  lieutenant-colonel  and  colonel, 
and  of  the  fifth  regiment. 

This  was  attended  by  a  large  body  of  veterans,  whose  presence 
added  an  impiessive  feature  to  the  dedicatorv  services.  These  are 
correctly  reported  in  the  Burlington  Daily  J<Yee  of  -June  21,

Gen.  Stannard's  monument  was  dedicated  yesterday  under  the 
moat  favorable  auspices.  The  day  was  perfect,  the  attendance  of 
veterans  and  citizens  in  general  large,  and  the  programme  was  car- 
ried out  in  a  gratifying  manner.  The  city  at  an  early  hour  put  on 
a  gala  day  appearance,  public  buildings  and  many  private  resi- 
dences being  decorated  with  flags,  banners  and  bunting.  During 
the  forenoon  the  members  of  the  second,  fifth  and  ninth  Vermont 
regiments  held  reunions  at  their  headquarters  at  the  American 
House,  the  time  being  pleasantly  spent  in  recalling  old  experiences 
in  field  and  camp,  and  in  preparing  for  the  procession. 

Soon  after  noon  the  veterans  and  members  of  various  organiza- 
tions began  to  assemble  about  the  City  Park,  ready  to  fall  into  line, 
and  at  1:30,  the  appointed  hour,  the  formation  of  the  columYi 
began  under  the  direction  of  Col.  A.  S.  Tracy  of  Middleburv.  chief 
marshal,  and  his  aides.  Gen.  W.  L.  Greenlear.  J.  B.  Scull v,  H.  W. 
Fraser,  0.  P.  Ray,  E.  H.  Trick,  George  B.  Rand,  C.  A.  Hibbard, 
William  Smith,  J.  C.  Rutherford,  H.  J.  Brookes  anil  E.  A.  Morton 
of  Burlington,  and  T.  M.  Chapman,  A.  K.  Carr  and  E.  W.  Bird  of 
Middlebury. 

The  local  organizations  of  the  first  division,  consisting  of  the 
Burlington  cadets,  Burlington  commaudery,  Canton  Lafayette, 
Post  Stannard  and  Sons  of  Veterans,  formed  in  their  halls  and 
usual  places  of  meeting. 

Organizations  of  the  second  division  formed  as  follows:

THE  PROCESSION. 

The  column  presented  a  beautiful  appearance,  and  the  sight  was 
enjoyed  by  manv  people,  the  streets  being  thronged.  The  line  of 
march  was  up  Alain  street  to  Church,  through  Church,  Pearl,  Bat- 
tery, Battery  Place  and  North  avenue  to  Lake  View  Cemetery, 
where  a  hollow  square  was  formed  about  the  monument. 

The  monument  was  enveloped  in  a  large  national  flag  which  Gen. 
Stannard  loved  so  well,  while  the  grave  was  strewn  with  flower*, 
and  at  the  foot  stood  the  colors  of  the  Oth  Vermont  which  were 
torn  to  tatters  at  the  same  time  the  general  lost  his  arm. 

The  services  at  the  monument  over  which  Mayor  Crombie  pre- 
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sided,  opened  with  a  selection  by  the  Sherman  band  followered  by 
prayer  by  Prof.  Goodrich  and  a  selection  by  the  male  quartette, 
consisting  of  Messrs.  S.  D.  Hopkins,  Benjamin  Swift,  F.  S.  Pease 
and  C.  S  Cornell. 

The  large  flag  which  covered  the  stone  was  then  removed  by 
Gen.  T.  S.  Peck,  revealing  the  monument  in  all  its  beauty  of  out- 
line and  rugged  grandeur.  It  is  made  of  Barre  granite  and  is  five 
fleet  square  at  the  base.  The  shaft  is  thirteen  feet  in  height  and 
is  to  be  surmounted  by  a  bronze  statue.  On  the  face  of  the  centre 
die  is  a  bronze  tablet  bearing  the  inscription,  and  on  either  side  are 
cut  the  corps  badges  of  the  1st,  6th,  10th  and  18th  army  corps,  to 
which  Gen.  Stannard  was  attached  at  various  periods.  On  the 
reverse  side  of  the  shaft  is  a  blank  space,  which  will  be  reserved  for 
the  names  of  the  Stannard  family.  A  handsome  laurel  wreath 
extends  around  the  shaft  just  above  the  dies.  Just  below  the  front 
die  on  the  plinth  is  the  name  "  Stannard  "  in  raised  and  polished 
block  letters,  six  nches  high.    The  inscription  is  as  follows  : 

In  honor  of  General  George  Jerrison  Stannard, 
whose  mortal  part  rests  beneath  this  stone. 

Born  in  Georgia,  Vt.,  Oct.  20th,  1820. 
Died  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  June  1st,  1886. 

Volunteered  for  the  war,  April  14.  1861  ;  Lt.-Col.  2d  Vt.  Vols.,  June  6, 
,  1861  ;  Col.  9th  Vt.  Vols.,  May  21,  1862 ;  Brig.  Gen.  of  Vols.,  March  11, 1863; 
Bv  t  Maj.  Gen.  Vols.,  Oct.  24,  1864  ;  mustered  out  June  28,  1866. 

At  Gettysburg  July  8,  1863,  commanding  the  2d  Vermont  brigade,  in  the 
crisiH  of  the  battle  he  made  the  flank  attack  which  decided  the  fate  of 
Pickett's  charge  and  changed  a  doubtful  struggle  into  victory. 

At  Cold  Harbor,  June  3,  1864,  he  commanded  the  1st  brigade,  2d  division, 
18th  corps,  and  was  twice  wounded.  September  29,  1864,  commanding  the 
1st  division,  18th  corps,  he  stormed  Fort  Harrison,  in  front  of  Richmond, 
and  held  the  works  against  the  enemy's  utmost  efTorts  to  retake  it  the  follow- 
ing day,  losing  his  arm. 

In  these  and  other  battles  he  distinguished  himself  by  his  cool  courage, 
clear  insight,  and  genius  of  command. 

Gallant,  truthful,  unselfish,  patriotic,  his  fame  is  cherished  as  a  priceless 
inheritence  by  his  comrades  and  fellow  citizens,  who  have  joined  the  State 
of  Vermont  in  erecting  this  memorial. 

"Sleep,  soldier,  sleep  ;  thy  battles  all  are  o'er." 

After  the  unveiling  of  the  monument  it  was  presented  to  the 
family  in  behalf  of  the  trustees  by  Gen.  W.  W.  Henry,  in  the  fol- 
lowing words  : 

GEN.  HENRY'S  REMARKS. 

Mrs.  Stannard  and  Daughters  : 

The  legislature  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  at  its  session  in  1886, 
appropriated  $500  to  place  a  monument  over  the  grave  of  Gen. 
Stannard.  Gen.  Ripley,  Gen.  Peck  and  myself  were  appointed 
trustees  to  see  that  the  wishes  of  the  legislature  were  duly  executed. 
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At  our  first  consultation  we  decided  to  ask  three  good  firms  of 
monument  builders  to  furnish  us  with  a  description  of  the  best 
monument  they  were  willing  to  erect  for  $500.  When  their  plans 
were  submitted,  we  decided  none  of  them  were  suitable  to  place 
above  the  remains  of  such  a  soldier  as  Gen.  Stannard,  or  such  a 
one  as  he  deserved. 

Upon  consultation  with  some  of  the  old  veterans,  it  appeared 
they  wished  to  assist  in  the  work  of  placing  a  suitable  monument 
over  the  last  resting  place  of  their  beloved  commander,  so  the 
matter  was  brought  before  the  State  encampment  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  at  its  meeting  in  St.  Albans  in  1888,  and  i  was  thent 
resolved  to  help  us.    Subscriptions  were  asked  for,  and  a  little 
over  $700  were  sent  to  us,  making  $1200  in  round  numbers.  The 
best  bid  for  such  a  monument  as  will  suit  us  and  the  comrades  of 
Gen.  Stannard  ia  about  $2200.    At  the  session  of  the  legislature  in 
1888  it  was  thought  best  to  ask  for  a  further  appropriation  of 
$1000,  and  a  bill  was  introduced  to  that  effect,  but  on  account  of 
so  much  money  being  appropriated  for  the  Gettysburg  monuments 
and  soldiers'  home  at  that  session,  it  was  thought  advisable  not  to 
press  the  passage  of  the  bill  at  that  time,  so  it  was  not  reported. 
We  then  went  before  the  State  encampment,  Grand  Armv  of  the 
Republic,  at  its  session  m  1889  at  Brattleboro,  for  instruction  and 
advice,  and  a  resolution  was  passed  to  use  our  own  judgment  in, 
putting  up  such  a  monument  as  could  be  used  hereafter  in  being 
finished  with  a  statue  of  the  general,  such  as  we  and  they  wanted. 
The  city  council  and  the  board  of  cemetery  commissioners  of  Bur- 
lington wished  these  precious  remains  to  be  deposited  in  this  beauti- 
ful resting  place  for  the  dead,  and  freely  gave  you  and  yours,  a 
deed  of  this  sacred  ground.    The  trustees  have  caused  this  monu- 
ment to  be  erected,  which  we  now  have  the  pleasure  to  transfer  to 
you  and  your  family,  but  we  assure  you,  we  shall  not  surrender  our 
offices  as  trustees  of  the  "  Stannard  monument  fund  "  until  there  i* 
placed  upon  the  top  of  this  monument  a  bronze  statue  of  Vermont's 
one-armed  General,  George  J.  Stannard. 

The  monument  was  accepted  in  behalf  of  the  family  by  Col. 
George  W.  Hooker  of  Brattleboro,  who  spoke  in  substance  as  fol- 
lows : 

col.  hooker's  address. 

Mr.  President,  Members  of  the  G.  A.  72.,  Comrades  and  Citizens, 
All: 

We  accept  this  beautiful  monument  built  by  loving  hands  and 
loving  hearts,  and  thank  the  trustees  for  their  united  efforts  in  it* 
preparation.  The  monument  i6  of  granite,  indicative  of  the  man 
whose  memory  it  perpetuates.  In  behalf  of  Mrs.  Stannard  I  tlmnk 
the  trustees  and  also  the  City  Council  for  this  beautiful  spot  by  the 
lake.    The  legislators  who  contributed  to  the  expense  of  the  monu- 
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ment  are  also  deserving  of  thanks  for  the  credit  they  reflected  upon 
the  State  from  every  soldier  as  well  as  every  citizen  in  Vermont. 
The  act  furnishes  a  lesson  in  patriotism  and  valor.  When  we  left 
the  State  we  swore  to  be  true  to  the  republic.  The  dead  are  alone 
absolved,  and  let  us  to-day  renew  that  pledge. 

Col.  Hooker  then  thanked  for  their  presence  and  services  the 
members  of  the  2d  and  9th  Vermont,  in  which  the  great  com- 
mander was  commissioned  ;  the  Sir  Knights,  whose  sign  is  the  cross 
and  whose  banner  is  emblazoned  with  the  motto,  "In  hoc  signo 
vinces";  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  whose  watchwords  are  "Frater- 
nity, Love  and  Truth"  ;  the  Sons  of  Veterans,  the  Burlington 
Cadets,  the  city  police,  the  quartette,  the  city  officials  and  citizens 
in  general. 

He  then  spoke  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans  who  will  soon  take  the 
place  of  the  veterans,  and  he  urged  them  to  take  up  the  same  love 
of  country  that  inspired  their  fathers  and  to  go  through  life  cherish- 
ing a  spirit  of  patriotism.  He  urged  them  now  that  they  were  en- 
tering upon  the  threshold  of  citizenship  to  keep  the  alignment  of 
their  character  as  they  were  now  keeping  their  alignment  in  rank. 

The  words  set  to  music  that  have  been  sung  have  set  our  hearts 
aglow  with  love  for  the  land  in  which  we  live.  Only  a  few  years 
ago  the  pall  of  death  fell  upon  the  noble  man  whose  memory  we 
honor  to-day,  but  his  spirit  will  live  on  forever.  The  pen  of  the 
historian  in  writing  of  Gettysburg  shall  linger  over  Gen.  Pickett's 
charge  and  the  repulse  and  flank  movement  by  Gen.  Stannard, 
and  the  latter  shall  always  rank  as  the  bravest  of  the  brave  with 
Allen  and  Warner.  These  patriots  of  '76  clasp  hands  in  love  as 
they  look  down  from  Heaven  upon  the  brave  deeds  of  their  brave 
descendants.  After  Gettysburg  the  rebellion  was  thrown  upon  the 
defensive  in  place  of  the  offensive.  But  Stannard's  fame  does  not 
rest  here  alone.  At  Cold  Harbor  and  Fort  Harrison  the  glory  of 
his  career  shone  resplendent.  He  stood  for  half  an  hour  after  his 
arm  was  shot  away  directing  the  movements  of  his  command,  feel- 
ing that  their  peril  and  that  of  his  country  was  greater  than  that 
of  his  own  life.  He  fought  not  for  himself,  not  for  Vermont,  but 
for  the  Union  ;  and  not  alone  for  the  Union,  but  for  the  liberty- 
loving  the  world  over. 

Again  with  Mrs.  Stannard  and  the  children  our  hearts  go  out  to 
you  all  with  the  deepest  gratitude. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  addresses,  which  were  received  with  en- 
thusiasm, a  selection  was  sung  by  the  quartette.  Volleys  were  fired 
by  the  Burlington  cadets,  and  old  veterans  were  overheard  to  re- 
mark that  they  never  heard  volleys  fired  better.  After  taps  by  Mr. 
George  D.  Sherman  the  column  was  re-formed  and  returned  to  the 
square,  passing  through  North  avenue,  Battery  place,  Pearl,  St. 
Paul  and  Main  streets  to  City  Hall. 
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EXERCISES  IX  CITY  HALL.  —GLOWING  TRIHCTE  TO  GENERAL  STAJf- 
NARP'S  MEMORY  RY  JUDGE  VEAZEY. 

The  procession  from  the  cemetery  arrived  at  the  City  Hall  at  4:15 
o'clock.  The  doors  had  been  kept  closed  until  it  arrived  so  that 
there  were  seats  for  all.  A  large  number  of  people  who  did  not 
take  part  in  the  parade  attended  the  exercises.  The  hall  had 
been  tastily  trimmed  with  the  national  colors  hung  in  festoons  at 
the  rear  of  the  platform  and  on  the  side  walls,  and  the  front  of  the 
galleries  was  also  covered  with  the  stars  and  stripes.  Resting  on 
easels  on  either  side  of  the  speakers  table,  which  was  covered  with 
the  national  flag,  were  portraits  of  Gens.  Stannard  and  Foster  and 
pictures  of  Gens.  Sheridan  and  Logan  at  the  head  of  their  armies. 
The  platform  was  occupied  by  Mayor  Crombie,  president  of  the 
day,  the  orator,  chaplain,  Lieut.-Gov.  Woodbury,  ex-Govs.  Barstow 
and  Ormsbee,  Congressman  Stewart,  Hon.  E.  J.  Phelps,  Col.  Geo. 
W.  Hooker.  Col.  L.  M.  Mansur,  Gen.  W.  W.  Henrv,  members  of 
the  governor's  stuff  and  several  ladies.  The  exercises  were  ojxnied 
with  a  selection  by  the  band,  followed  by  prayer  by  the  chaplain  of 
the  day,  Rev.  J.  fi.  Goodrich.  The  quartette.  Messrs.  S.  I).  Hoj>- 
kins,  Benjamin  Swift,  F.  S.  Pease  and  C.  S.  Cornell,  then  sang 
"Comrades  in  Arms,"  which  was  enthusiastically  encored.  The 
selection  was  followed  by  an  oration  by  Col.W.  G.  Veazey,  who  was 
pleasantly  introduced  by  Mayor  Crombie.  The  following  is  the 
oration  in  full  : 

col.  veazky's  oration. 

I  come  pursuant  to  your  call,  at  short  notice,  with  an  imperfect 
wreath  to  place  upon  the  torn!)  of  a  personal  friend,  a  comrade  in 
war,  and  a  beloved  commander.  If  the  flowers  I  have  culled  are 
not  the  best  selection,  if  the  garland  is  clumsily  wrought,  there  is 
at  least  interwoven  a  dee])  sense  of  respect  and"  admiration,  tender 
feeling  of  personal  bereavement  and  sincere  affection.  A  quarter 
century  has  passed  since  Gen.  Stannard  led  us  in  battle;  three 
years  since  we  laid  his  battered  and  scarred  body  in  yonder  grave- 
vard  ;  intervening  duties  and  sorrows  even  have  come  with  divert- 
ing effect,  yet  to-day  our  lips  tremble  as  we  speak  his  name. 
the  tear  dims  our  eyes  as  we  stand  about  his  grave,  as  though  the 
bereavement  was  but  yesterday.  This  tells  better  than  words  how- 
deep  is  the  hold  which  he,  who  was  comrade  as  well  as  leader,  had 
in  the  hearts  of  his  fellows.  Vermont  has  great  names  on  even 
page  of  her  history,  alike  in  civil  administration,  and  in  military 
participation.  Among  the  latter,  in  three  of  our  wars',  there  are 
three  names  conspicuous  above  others  :  Allen  in  the  war  of  the 
revolution,  Ransom  in  the  Mexican  war,  and  Stannard  in  the  war 
of  the  rebellion.  In  recognition  of  the  service  and  of  the  patriot- 
ism of  the  latter  the  State  has  made  appropriation,  and  individual* 
have  made  contributions,  for  a  monument  at  his  grave  here,  and  for 
a  statue  to  be  placed  upon  another  monument  to  be  erected  on  the 
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battle-field  of  Gettysburg.  To-day  the  governor  of  Vermont  and 
other  state  officials,  the  reunion  organizations  of  those  regiments  in 
the  war  with  which  Gen.  Stannard  was  immediately  connected, 
similar  organizations  of  other  regiments,  posts  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  ex- 
soldiers  from  every  part  of  the  State,  citizens  representing  every 
class  and  occupation,  who  were  his  contemporaries,  and  those  who 
have  grown  to  manhood  since,  are  met  to  dedicate  by  appropriate 
ceremonies  the  monument  at  his  ^ravc,  and  to  dedicate  themselves 
anew  to  the  lofty  and  grand  sentiment  of  loyalty  and  patriotism 
that  thrilled  the*  heart  and  characterized  the*  service  of  this  plain 
citizen  and  magnificent  soldier.  * 

I  am  not  called  here  by  you  to  say  again  when  and  where  Gen. 
Stannard  was  born,  and  who  were  his  parents  and  teachers,  and 
how  much  or  little  he  went  to  school,  or  to  repeat  the  story  of  his 
occupation  and  struggle  for  livelihood,  or  to  simply  re-state  biogra- 
phy.   Once  told,  as  all  this  has  been,  the  subject  is  exhausted. 

But  if  some  grand  quality  has  predominated  and  characterized  a 
man's  life  and  impelled  him  on  to  mighty  efforts  and  magnificent 
accomplishments,  and  especially  if  this  quality  is  one  with  which  the 
popular  pulse  beats  in  sympathy,  and  has  found  its  development 
and  expression  in  great  national  crises  that  absorbed  the  thought 
and  received  the  noblest  sacrifice  of  a  people,  it  furnishes  a  subject 
that  is  never  exhausted  in  its  beneficence  or  interest. 

To-day  we  want  our  faculties  quickened,  and  especially  our 
memory  freshened  so  that  we  may  better  again  see  the  face  and  form, 
the  kindly  smile,  the  friendly  greeting :  so  that  we  may  again  seem 
hear  the  voice,  winsome  as  a  woman's  in  the  social  circle,  as 
fierce  as  the  lion's  roar  when  the  emergency  of  battle  demanded  ;  so 
so  that  we  may  again  feel  the  thrill  of  his  presence  and  example  as 
some  of  you  saw  him  at  Harper  s  Ferry,  chafing  like  a  caged  tiger 
and  refusing  to  obey  the  order  of  surrender,  and  threatening  to  take 
the  old  9th  regiment  alone  through  the  enemy's  line  or  die  in  the 
attempt ;  as  others  saw  him  leading  his  division  in  the  magnificent 
assault  over  the  ramparts  of  Fort  Harrison  and  successfully  holding 
it  with  a  diminutive  force  against  the  most  desperate  efforts  to  re- 
take it  by  a  whole  wing  of  the  army  of  the  enemy,  standing  in  the 
fore-front  of  battle  until  his  good  right  ami  fell  bleeding  from  his 
shoulder.  What  if  he  had  been  a  Chesterfield  in  the  drawing-room  ; 
what  if  he  had  thrilled  men's  hearts  with  the  loftiest  eloquence  of 
the  orator;  what  if  he  had  written  poetry  that  was  almost  divine; 
what  would  all  this  be  to  us  here  to-day  in  comparison  with  the 
Stannard  of  the  battle-field,  the  bruised,  patriotic  soldier,  the 
genial,  warm-hearted  companion,  the  strong,  manly,  though  un- 
polished man  !  This  is  our  Stannard  and  our  pride.  The  displays 
of  genius  in  science,  in  philosophy,  in  literature,  are  beneficent  and 
grand,  but  usually  lack  that  heroic  quality  tkat  appertains  to  the 
display  of  genius  in  military  service.  It  is  when  that  service  is  not 
simply  professional,  but  is  solely  in  defence  of  flag  and  country  that 
the  great  soldier  becomes  the  hero  and  the  idol  of  the  people.  This 
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lias  not  often  been  a  source  of  misfortune,  as  I  think.  It  is  a 
natural  result.  Mankind  admire  courage  when  displayed  for  others 
and  not  for  self.  The  courage  of  the  highwayman  does  not  count 
in  public  regard.  The  courage  of  the  soldier  in  defense  of  the 
fatherland  does  count,  and  it  ought  to. 

What  more  thrilling  sight  on  earth  than  that  of  a  man  in  the 
midst  of  peril  that  threatens  instant  death,  with  every  faculty 
aroused  to  the  highest  tension,  having  responsibilities  and  duties  of 
the  greatest  possible  consequence,  the  lives  of  his  fellows  and 
perhaps  the  salvation  of  a  nation  depending  on  his  action,  yet  calm, 
self-possessed,  alert,  watchful,  directing  with  unerring  judgment, 
seizing  upon  every  advantage,  utilizing  every  resource,  evading, 
omitting,  neglecting  nothing.  Add  to  this  that  he  stands  there 
not  merely  in  the  line  of  his  chosen  life-calling,  but  as  a  volunteer 
in  a  great  sudden  crisis.  Yet  th^is  but  the  picture,  faintly  drawn, 
of  Gen.  Stannard,  as  he  stood  at  the  pivotal  point  of  that  pivotal 
battle  of  the  war,  that  hud  raged  for  three  davs  with  unsurpassed 
fury  on  hillside  and  in  valley  about  the  village  of  Gettysburg. 
Add  to  the  picture  the  blood  dripping  from  an  ugly  gash  that  a 
cruel  missile  had  made,  and  refusing  to  leave  the  field  until  he  saw 
his  own  command  crown  the  great  three  days'  battle  with  glorious 
final  victory. 

What  wonder  that  the  soldiers  of  Vermont  honored  and  loved 
this  comrade  and  leader  !  What  wonder  that  Vermont  should  erect 
upon  that  spot  on  that  bloody  slope  of  Gettysburg  a  statue 
in  enduring  bronze,  to  inspire  the  generations  to  come,  as  they 
should  look  upon  the  figure  of  Vermont's  great  leader  in  the  crucial 
hour  of  the  nation's  life  ! 

If  Gen.  Stannard  was  not  intellectually  great,  as  perhaps  he 
was  not,  especially  in  being  equipped  with  the  learning  of  the  uni- 
versities, or  in  having  high  mental  training,  or  whatever  defects  lie 
may  have  had  in  other  respects,  he  was  to  our  minds,  in  the  great 
essential  of  soldiership,  substantially  faultless.  It  is  the  successful 
fighting  quality  upon  which  mankind  passes  its  verdict  of  superi- 
ority. 

Many  leaders  are  learned,  accomplished,  scientific,  faithful  and 
brave.  They  do  nothing  that  can  be  censured  ;  they  merit  great 
praise;  yet  they  fail  to  attain  the  highest  approval.  Their  battles, 
if  not  defeats,  are  not  decisive  victories.  Pugnacity  and  tenacity 
must  supplement  all  other  soldierly  qualities,  in  order  to  insure  the 
highest  excellence  in  the  field  marshal.  There  was  nothing  brutal 
in  Stannard's  make  up.  He  would  not  harm  a  living  tiling  in 
God's  universe.  His  heart  bled  at  suffering.  His  nature  was  of 
the  gentlest.  In  civil  life  he  was  unsuspicious  and  trusted  im- 
plicitly a  pretended  friend.  But  in  war  he  knew  what  successful 
battle  demanded,  and  never  fell  short  of  the  demand.  It  was  not 
that  he  loved  fighting  and  revelled  in  slaughter,  but  that  he  loved 
the  Hag  with  all  it  represented  and  knew  his  duty.  He  knew  the 
value  of  an  hour,  and  sometimes  even  a  minute  in  battle.  How 
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clearly  he  understood  it  at  Harper's  Ferry  when  his  soul  was  wrung 
with  agony  at  the  cowardly  surrender  of  Miles  ! 

The  army  of  northern  Virginia  was  divided.  The  half  with  Lee 
must  be  crushed  by  McClellan,  unless  the  half  about  Harper's 
Ferry  could  compel  immediate  surrender,  and  rejoin  Lee  in  season 
for  support.  The  enemy  could  not  pass  on  and  leave  the  12,000 
federals  under  Miles  in  their  rear.  A  day's  detention  would  be 
fatal.  History  records  how  Stannard  besought,  and  even  threat-, 
ened.  With  him  in  command  there  would  have  been  a  fight  and 
not  a  surrender.  There  probably  was  not  a  point  of  time  through- 
out the  war  when  a  battle  was  fraught  with  greater  consequences 
than  the  one  that  ought  to  have  been  there  fought  would  have 
carriad. 

Gen.  Stannard  was  not  only  a  stubborn  and*  tenacious  fighter, 
with  capacity  fully  up  to  the  demands  of  every  rank  he  held,  from 
that  of  lieut. -colonel  to  that  of  major-general,  but  he  was  endowed 
with  those  natural  soldierly  instincts  that  led  him  to  do  and  say 
about  the  right  thing,  not  only  on  great  occasions  but  daily  in  all 
the  features  of  a  commander's  administration.  He  recognized  the 
true  attitude  of  the  volunteer  soldier;  the  circumstances  under 
which,  and  the  surroundings  from  which,  and  the  object  for  which, 
he  came  into  the  army.  Many  failed  more  or  less  in  applying 
proper  military  etiquette  and  discipline  to  the  condition.  But 
Stannard  had  the  genius  of  common  sense  in  military  matters. 

He  always  showed  that  he  meant  to  be  just.  He  was  firm  but 
not  unreasonable  in  his  exactions.  He  was  unsparing  of  himself. 
He  was  never  in  the  background  in  exposure.  He  saw  the  battle 
from  the  front.  The  rank  and  file  as  well  as  his  superiors  in  rank 
could  easily  see  he  was  always  alert  and  vigilant  in  duty,  and  no 
he  inspired  confidence  and  respect  in  all  grades.  The  element  of 
leadership  was  innate.  The  men  felt  and  recognized  it.  They  be- 
came like  him  iu  purpose.  His  will  was  their  will.  And  so  such 
a  commander  with  such  a  command  becomes,  when  mutually  ac- 
quainted, trained  and  fused  in  spirit  and  will,  practically  uncon- 
querable. They  may  be  overcome  by  superiority  of  force  but  never 
conquered.  He  was  not  only  imbued  with  a  general  feeling  of  loy- 
alty but  with  a  deep  personal  fealty  to  immediate  duty.  The  sound 
of  the  enemy's  guns,  without  other  call,  was  sufficient  to  bring 
him  into  the  battle;  not  simply  into  the  neighborhood  of  it,  as 
some  of  you  well  know  who  were  with  him  and  saw  his  tremendous 
exertions  on  the  first  day  of  Gettysburg.  Think  of  Stannard  hesi- 
tating and  faltering  in  sight  of  his  comrades  struggling  and  fall- 
ing and  begging  for  help!  A  legion  of  demons  would  not  have 
barred  him  at  such  a  time  without  a  fight.  He  was  ambitious  and 
liked  public  and  individual  approval;  but  it  was  a  worthy  ambition. 
What  would  he  have  been  without  it?  It  does  not  require  perfec- 
tion in  a  commander  to  become  such  a  leader  as  Stannard  was.  It 
it  is  not  that  which  is  faultless  that  we  always  most  admire  or  beet 
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love.  It  is  often  said  that  it  is  the  imperfection  in  nature  which 
constitutes  its  charm;  or,  expressed  in  another  form,  that  it  is  be- 
cause nature  is  stamped  with  imperfection  that  it  seems  to  men  so 
beautiful.  The  lines  of  the  mountain,  the  curves  of  the  valley, 
the  symmetry  of  the  tree,  the  form  of  the  flower  are  never  per- 
fect. If  there  were  this  perfection  everywhere  how  quickly  the 
eye  would  tire.  As  it  is,  how  the  landscape  thrills  us  at  every  "turn. 

May  not  the  analogy  hold  in  some  sense  between  individuals? 
May  it  not  be  that  the  generous  overlooking  of  an  imperfection 
quickens  our  love?  But  whatever  the  explanation  or  reason,  we  all 
know  that  our  love  goes  out  to  the  generous,  the  high-souled,  the 
gentle,  the  unselfish  man;  and  if  we  used  a  microscope  to  see  if  we 
could  not  discern  a  spot  somewhere  we  should  show  a  defect  in  our- 
selves a  thousand-fold  blacker  than  we  should  ever  discover  in  a 
character  such  as  1  have  described. 

We,  my  comrades,  know  that  Gen.  Stannard  had  a  noble,  gener- 
ous, true  heajrt;  we  know  that  he  was  always  glad  to  overlook  a 
comrade's  fault;  we  know  he  was  brave  as  the  bravest  in  battle:  we 
know  he  was  able  as  he  was  brave;  we  know  that  he  was  elo- 
quent in  patriotism;  we  know  that  he  so  loved  his  country  and  hie 
country's  flag  that  he  was  ready  and  willing  fo  die  for  it;  we  know 
he  shed  his  blood  on  many  a  hard,  fought  field  in  testimony  of  his 
devotion;  we  know  that  the  cause  of  the  Union  was  to  him  the 
most  sacred  cause  that  ever  appealed  to  the  human  heart;  we  know 
that  he  looked  upon  every  man  as  a  brother  who  shared  with  him 
the  perils  of  battle  in  defence  of  the  cause;  we  know  that  he  never 
met  one  after,  whatever  his  condition,  but  that  the  praver  was  in 
his  heart  and  often  on  his  lips,  God  bless  you,  my  comracfe.  Know- 
ing all  this,  we  feel  that  we  cannot  too  much  honor  the  memory  of 
Gen.  Stannard. 

But  this  day's  observance  is  not  limited  to  the  comrades  in  arms 
of  Gen.  Stannard.  It  is  the  completion  of  the  movement  taken  by 
the  State  in  honor  of  her  brave  son.  It  therefore  merits  a  consid- 
eration other  than  that  of  the  love  of  comrades.  It  is  a  worthy  ami 
proper  example/  Statues,  monuments,  temples,  have  been  erected 
in  honor  of  those  who  served  in  defence  of  a  noble  cause,  in  every 
nation  of  the  world  through  all  its  history.  There  they  have  6tooil 
through  the  centuries,  some  of  them  beyond  the  date  of  recorded 
historv,  their  origin  resting  on  mere  tradition,  but  telling  the  story 
through  all  the  ages,  of  life  cheerfully,  grandly  offered  for  human- 
ity. They  have  been  the  inspiration  to  noble  efforts  through  all 
time. 

Vermont,  not  only  within  her  borders,  but  that  larger  Vermont 
as  she  is  through  her  sons  throughout  all  this  broad  land,  is  prontl 
of  her  record  in  the  great  war  for  the  preservation  of  the  union  of 
these  States.  While  all  the  loyal  States  did  nobly,  none  claim  to 
have  done  better  than  the  State  that  Ethan  Allen  and  the  Greeu 
Mountain  boys  of  a  hundred  years  ago  made  famous.     It  is  indeed 
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a  proud  record.  In  the  catalogue  of  her  brave  eons  the  name  of 
Stannard  is  first.  It  is  therefore  fitting  that  a  public  monument 
should  be  erected,  whose  inscription  should  tell  of  his  deeds  and  the 
kind  of  man  he  was.  When  other  great  crises  shall  come,  as  they 
will  sooner  or  later,  it  will  inspire  other  sons,  perhaps  ages  hence, 
to  emulate  his  bright  example.  His  services  added  immeasurably 
to  the  general  reputation  which  the  State  acquired.  Every  year 
6ince  the  war  has  added  to  the  lustre  of  his  fame.  As  the' great 
exploits  are  being  here  and  there  singled  out  in  the  long  conflict,  in 
the  greater  calmness  of  the  receding  years  and  in  the  clearer  light 
of  greater  detail  that  has  come  to  the  historian.  Gen.  Stannard's 
important  and  faultless  movement  upon  the  rebel  flank  at  the  criti- 
cal moment  at  Gettysburg  is  already  conceded  to  have  been  one  of 
the  most  brilliant  of  the  whole  war.  His  fame  takes  nothing  from 
that  of  his  comrades,  but  rather  adds  to  it,  because  it  adds  to  the 
combined  reputation  of  all  and  the  greater  that  is,  so  the  greater 
that  is  of  each  one.  Gen.  Stannard  knew  and  said  that  he  owed 
his  fame  to  the  braverv  of  his  command.  So  we  sav  to  him,  what- 
ever  may  be  our  merits  your  glory  sheds  lustre  upon  our  service. 

As  I  have  said,  this  monument  will  help  to  carry  the  great  lesson 
down,  down,  we  know  not  through  how  many  years,  but  the  time 
will  come  when  this  solid  granite  will  crumble  ami  disappear;  when 
the  bronze  statue  will  cease  to  face  the  lightning  and  the  storms  of 
nature  at  Gettysburg,  as  Gen.  Stannard  calmly  faced  the  storm  of 
battle  on  that  desperate  field  ;  but  the  time  will  never  come  when 
the  printed  page  or  tradition  will  not  cherish  the  story  of  this  great 
struggle  and  its  awful  sacrifice  for  the  preservation  of  free  govern- 
ment and  human  liberty.  And  when  that  story  is  told,  whether  in 
the  muse  of  the  poet,  or  the  sober  record  of  the  historian,  or. mere- 
ly as  tradition  around  the  hearthstone  or  in  the  public  square,  the 
great  deeds  of  Stannard  and  his  comrades  will  have  a  place  and 
mention,  and  liberty  will  then  find  new  defenders  and  the  world 
another  list  of  heroes. 

In  the  midst  of  a  term  of  court,  away  from  here,  without  access 
to  books,  I  have  written  these  words.  They  are  but  the  hasty  ex- 
pressions of  my  heart.  The  occasion  merits  a  greater  and  more 
carefully  prepared  effort.  I  have  purposely  avoided  extravagance 
of  comparison.  I  know  (ten.  Stannard  would  not  want  it.  I  think 
I  could  name  among  the  soldiers  of  Vermont,  in  that  great  war, 
men  enough  to  command  all  the  corps  and  divisions  of  the  Union 
army  better  than  many  of  thcm,were  commanded.  This  was  prob- 
ably true  of  other  Stales.  It  but  shows  the  quality  of  the  men 
that  gave  Vermont  her  glorious  record  in  the  war.  Thirty-four 
thousand  men  and  more  made  that  record  for  our  State.  But  they 
all  that  now  live,  and  those  who  are  dead,  if  they  could  speak, 
would  say  with  me.  Vermont  cannot  say  or  do  too  much  in  honor 
of  the  splendid  service  and  grand  character  of  George  .1.  Stannard. 

Col.  Veazey  was  frequently  interrupted  with  applause  during  the 
delivery  of  his  oration,  and  at  the  close  was  given  three  cheers  by 
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the  veterans  present.  The  glee  club  then  6ang  The  Artillerist's 
Oath/'  some  announcements  were  made  and  the  meeting  broke  up. 

Regimental  reunions  followed. 

THE  SECOND  KEiilMENT. — A  PLEASANT  REUNION   HELD. — LIST  OF 

OFFICERS  ELECTED. 

The  members  of  the  2d  Regiment  Reunion  society  present  in  the 
hall  were  called  to  order  immediately  after  the  Stannard  exercises. 
In  the  absence  of  the  president  of  the  society,  Col.  C.  H.  Joyce, 
Vice-president  Corporal  Samuel  Crown  of  St.  Albans  presided /and 
the  records  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  by  the  secretary,  0.  1\ 
Ray  of  Burlington.  On  motion  of  Gen.  W.  W.  Henry  of  Burling- 
ton a  committee  of  three,  consisting  of  Gen.  Henry,  II.  W.  £onro 
of  South  Hero,  G.  W.  Flagg  of  Braintree,  was  appointed  by  the 
chairman  to  prepare  a  list  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  Pending 
their  report  a  discussion  followed  as  to  the  place  for  the  next 
iennion,  Burlington  and  Brattleboro  being  suggested.  It  was 
finally  voted,  on  motion  of  Sergt.  Woodbury,  that  it  was  the  sense 
of  the  association  that  it  join  with  other  regimental  associations  in 
holding  a  brigade  reunion  in  Burlington  in  1890,  and  that  the 
executive  committee  be  instructed  to  confer  with  other  executive 
committees  to  bring  about  this  result. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  nominations  was  made  as  fol- 
lows : 

President,  Col.  A.  S.  Tracy  of  Middlebury  ;  first  vice-president, 
Sergeant  J.  W.  Dork  of  Chesterfield,  N.  H.  ;  second  vice-presi- 
dent, Capt.  II.

RADES IN  THE  CITY  HALL, 


COL.  VEAZEY  CONDEMNS  OUR  SCHOOL   HISTORIES   AND   THE  MEN 

who  would  restrict  pension  awards — tne  "  father 
of  Vermont's  soldiers"  supports  him — 
other  comrades  talk. 

In  the  evening  the  City  Hall  was  filled  with  veterans  and  the  ad- 
mirers of  veterans,  gathered  to  enjoy  a  rousing  camp-fire  meeting, 
and  the  meeting  was  a  rousing  one.  With  the  veterans,  as  with 
the  Psalmist,  while  they  mused  the  fire  burned. "  Old-time 
heart-tires  burned  bright  again  and  lighted  failing  eyes  to  gleaming 
enthusiasm.  The  stirring  music  of  the  Sherman  band,  the  old 
bugle  calls  and  the  singing  of  the  quartette  reverberated  down  all 
the  dusty  corridors  of  memory,  and  the  result  was — a  general  feel- 
ing too  sacred  to  put  in  printed  words. 

After  the  band  had  closed  a  number  of  inspiring  old  airs,  Col.  Wood- 
bury came  forward  and  was  received  with  the  cheers  of  his  com- 
rades. He  expressed  the  honor  he  felt  had  been  done  him  in  ask- 
ing him  to  preside,  for  he  esteemed  no  honor  greater  than  presid- 
ing over  a  meeting  of  comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public. 

The  glee  quartette  sang  "John  Brown's  Body"  with  spirit 

Judge  Veazey  deprecated  being  called  upon  to  fire  the  first  shot. 
He  was  to  have  left  town  on  the  five  o'clock  train,  but  he  "  missed  " 
that  train.  The  day  was  to  him  one  of  mingled  joy  and  sorrow — 
joy  to  meet  again  his  comrades,  sorrow  in  the  calling  up  of  painful 
reminiscences  and  the  fact  thev  forced  on  him,  that  he  alone  of  Stan- 
nard's  staff  was  now  alive,  ife  spoke  of  the  glory  of  the  position 
he  and  his  comrades  had  held  on  the  battle-field — "  better  one  hour 
of  such  a  life  than  an  age  in  the  humdrum  days  of  peace."  Of 
the  value  of  camp-fire  gatherings,  originated  in  Vermont,  Col. 
Veazey  had  many  eloquent  things  to  say.    And  first  as  a  great  in- 
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structor  of  history — "  The  true  history -of  the  war  is  not  written 
in  the  hooks.  Take  the  history  hooks  in  the  hands  of  our  chil- 
dren, read  them,  and  you  will  find  it  difficult  to  tell  from  what  i* 
there  written  whether  Stannard  fought  An  the  right  or  the  wrong 
side.  These  hooks  are  a  disgrace  to  our  country."  The  camp-fire 
as  a  teacher  and  remembrancer  of  the  principles  for  which  the  com- 
rades fought  was  also  insisted  on,  hut  particular  stress  was  laid  on 
the  opportunities  it  gave  for  discussion  of  the  rights  that  pertain 
to  the  soldier.  He  scathingly  condemned  the  men  who  would  re- 
strict the  awarding  of  pensions.  The  colonel  drew  pictures  in 
graphic  and  impressive  words  of  the  forced  marches,  the  priva- 
tions, the  fighting  that  made  such  drafts  upon,  and  soddened  the 
lives  of,  the  men  that  endured  them,  and  asked,  can  these  men  U- 
quite  fully  repaid  at  the  hands  of  the  country  they  fought  and  less- 
ened their  life  terms  to  maintain  in  union?  [Applause.] 

The  "  father  of  Vermont  soldiers,7'  Gen.  Stephen  Thomas,  evoked 
the  greatest  enthusiasm.  He  also  spoke  strongly  on  the  pension 
question,  and  emphasized  the  words  of  Judge  Veazey  on  the  text 
hooks  in  the  schools.  He  urged  all  sons  of  veterans  to  connect 
themselves  at  once  with  a  camp  of  the  S.  of  V.  To  the  children 
of  the  country  he  commended  the  study  of  the  war's  history,  the 
principles  that  were  fought  for,  the  truths  that  were  vindicated. 

Col.  Hooker's  words  were  in  turns  humorously  personal,  remi- 
niscent and  seriously  timely.  He  advocated  the  organization  of  a 
Woman's  Relief  corps  in  every  town. 

Rev.  Mr.  Ranslow,4  who  served  in  the  navy,  (Corporal  "  now  col- 
onel, as  we  all  are,"  said  Col.  Woodhury)  Mansur  of  Essex  and  Dr. 
Branch  of  Newport,  added  their  quota  to  the  camp-fire  talk. 

Harry  Howard,  drummer  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  gave 
proof  of  his  power  over  drum  and  hugle. 

Gen.  Henry  was  called  from  the  audience  to  the  platform,  and 
most  warmly  received.  He  told  a  capital  story  on  Hooker,  which 
caused  the  rafters  to  ring  again  with  the  cheers'and  laughter  of  the 
"  hoys." 

E.  H.  Trick  and  Hon.  Henry  Ballard  represented  the  Fifth,  and 
the  glee  quartette  again  delighted  the  audience. 

No  newspaper  report  can  do  justice  to  this  meeting;  the  camara- 
derie, the  kindly  humor,  the  genial  and  justifiable  pride  in  the 
hearts,  faces  and  words  of  all  are  not  to  be  described.  A  success 
of  the  highest  order  it  was,  .and  will  ever  remain  a  bright  memory 
in  the  hearts  of  all  participating. 

The  trustees  respectfully  suggest  that  the  fine  address  of  Colonel 
Wheelock  G.  Veazey,  lGth  Vermont  Volunteers,  who  is  the  only 
surviving  commanding  officer  of  the  three  regiments  of  Stanuard'e 
brigade,  which  made  the  famous  flank  attack  on  Pickett's  Division, 
in  the  crisis  of  the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  be  printed  by  the  State, 
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in  pamphlet  form,  for  the  instruction  of  the  members  of  the  legis- 
lature, and  the  citizens  of  Vermont. 

We  believe  it  our  duty  to  say  that  the  $500  appropriated  by  the 
State  was  wholly  insufficient  to  erect  a  testimonial  worthy  of  Gen- 
eral Stannard,  and  at  the  meeting  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Department  of 
Vermont  (the  first  after  the  appropriation  was  made)  held  at  St. 
Albans,  during  the  winter  of  1880  and  1887,  the  matter  was  brought 
before  the  encampment,  who  asked  the  trustees  to  delay  the  erec- 
tion of  the  monument  and  voted  to  assist. 

Personal  friends  of  General  Stannard  also  desired  to  help. 
How  well  they  responded  is  shown  by  the  figures  in  this  report. 

The  trustees  have  received  a  proposal  from  Mr.  Karl  Gerhard t,  the 
sculptor  of  the  satisfactory  statue  of  General  Stannard  which  sur- 
mounts the  imposing  Vermont  State  monument  on  the  battle 
field  of  Gettysburg,  to  finish  a  bronze  statue  of  General  Stannard, 
for  the  monument  over  his  grave  for  the  sum  of  $1,500. 

Such  a  statue  is  needed  to  properly  complete  the  monument.  So 
completed  it  will  stand  for  centuries  to  come,  an  object  of  pride 
and  interest  to  the  citizens  of  Vermont,  an  educator  of  the  rising 
generations  in  patriotism,  and  an  honor  to  the  State,  as  well  as  a 
fitting  memorial  of  the  gallant  and  most  distinguished  soldier  who 
sleeps  beneath  it. 

We  therefore  trust  that  it  will  be  your  pleasure  to  ask  the  legis- 
lature of  Vermont,  at  its  coming  session,  to  appropriate  such  an 
amount  as  may  be  needed  to  thus  complete  the  monument.

The  committee  on  elections  to  whom  was  referred  the  certificates 
of  election  of  Albert  W.  Hudson  and  Harley  O.  Smith  as  represen- 
tatives of  East  Haven,  respectfully  report,  that,  having  heard  the 
evidence  and  arguments  of  counsel, they  have  concluded  to  report  as 
follows  : 

That  at  the  last  Freeman's  meeting,  in  the  said  town  of  East 
Haven,  said  meeting  being  presided  over  by  one  Arnold  Ball,  cons- 
table, one  ballot  was  taken  with  the  following  result :

Tl\e  votes  cast  for  Messrs.  Smith,  Moultrop  and  Lund  were  writ- 
ten with  no  office  designated  upon  them,  while  the  votes  for  Mr. 
Hudson  were  printed  with  the  words  "for  representative"  above 
his  name. 

We  find  the  fact  that  the  whole  number  of  votes  were  taken  by 
the  presiding  officer  of  said  meeting,  knowing  them  to  Ik*  for  town 
representative,  and  he  deposited  them  in  the  ballot  box  upon  which 
was  written  "for  town  representative,"  and  which  was  used  upon  • 
the  first  ballot  for  receiving  and  holding  votes  for  town  representa- 
tive and  for  no  other  purpose,  and  we  find  the  fact  that  all  of  said 
votes  were  intended  to  be  cast  for  town  representative.  We  further 
find  that  the  board  of  civil  authority  counted  the  votes  with  the 
result  above  stated.  The  presiding  officer,  against  the  protest  of 
the  board  of  civil  authority  and  other  voters  present,  declared  that 
all  the  votes,  except  those  east  for  Mr.  Hudson,  were  illegal  and 
thereupon  declared  Mr.  Hudson  elected. 

The  board  of  civil  authority  and  other  voters  remonstrated 
against  this  ruling,  and  called  for  another  ballot,  which  request  was 
refused  by  the  presiding  officer. 

Voting  for  justice  and  state  ticket  continued  until  five  o'clock, 
when  boxes  were  turned  and  votes  counted,  as  evidence  6hows, 
amidst  considerable  noise  and  confusion.  The  presiding  officer 
made  and  put  the  motion  to  adjourn  the  meeting. 
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From  the  testimony  it  appears'  that  one  legal  voter,  and  perhaps 
two, voted  against  adjournment,  by  the  sign  called  for,  raising  of 
hands,  but  the  presiding  officer  claims  not  to  have  seen  these  votes 
and  thereupon  declared  the  meeting  adjourned,  leaving  the  room 
immediately. 

A.  W.  Smith,  first  selectman,  now  took  charge  of  the  meeting, 
although  most  of  the  voters  had  left  the  hall.  The  town  clerk 
being  present  with  the  check  list,  said  Smith  called  on  the  voters 
present  to  forward  their  votes  for  town  representative.  The  box 
formerly  used  to  receive  the  justice  votes  was  now  used, the  town  clerk 
having  pasted  upon  said  box  a  paper  which  was  written  "for  town 
representative."  The  box  was  turned  after  all  voters  present  had 
had  an  opportunity  to  vote  and  six  votes  were  found,  by  the  board 
of  civil  authority,  to  have  l>een  cast  for  H.  0.  Smith  for  town  re- 
presentative,the  town  clerk  having  checked  the  voters'  names  on  the 
check  list.  H.  0.  Smith,  having  received  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast,  was  declared  elected. 

Concerning  the  first  ballot  your  committee  find  that  none 
of  the  ballots  cast  were  in  conformity  with  the  requirements 
of  section  seventy-six*  Revised  Laws  of  this  State,  but  believe  that 
they  should  all  be  counted  as  the  intention  of  the  voters  was  ap- 
parent. In  support  of  this  position  we  quote  McCrary  on  elections, 
section  405,  State  vs.  Gov.  and  Sec.  of  State,  17  Ills.  1G7,  State 
vs.  Dinsmore,  5th  Neb.  14G,  Paine  on  Elections,  section  528,  et  seq. 
34  Barber,  G20,  House  Jounuil  of  1888,  p  5G8,  House  Journal  of 
1880,  p.  5G5. 

The  committee  is  convinced  from  authorities  and  precedents  that 
the  statute  is  directory  not  mandatory,  and  that  the  informalities 
in  the  votes  cast  on  the  first  ballot  are  not  sufficient  to  invalidate 
the  votes  then  cast  in  good  faith,  and  therefore  find  that  there  was 
no  choice  on  the  first  ballot. 

From  the  testimony  already  quoted, -a  majority  of  your  commit- 
tee conclude  that  the  said  meeting  was  not  legally  adjourned  after 
the  first  ballot,  and  they  find  that  on  the  second  ballot  H.  (). 
Smith,  receiving  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  was  elected,  and 
•  therefore  recommend  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  that  H.  0.  Smith,  who  received  a  certificate  of  election 
signed  by  William  M.  Smith,  presiding  officer,  was  duly  elected  by 
the  freeman  of  East  Haven  at  the  September  election,  A.  D.  1800, 
and  is  entitled  to  a  seat  upon  the  fioor  of  the  house.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  AND  OFFICERS  OF  THE 

SOLDIERS'  HOME  OF  VERMONT,  1890. 
To  the  Governor  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Vermont: 

Gentlemen  :  Although  by  act  of  our  incorporation,  approved 
November  24,  A.  D.  1884,  we  were  not  required  to  make  any 
report  to  you,  or  made  in  any  other  manner  accountable  to  you,  or 
to  any  other  person  or  persons  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  trust  re- 
posed in  us,  yet  we  deemed  it  our  duty  in  1888  (having  receive! 
from  the  State  an  appropriathm  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  voted  Nov. 
25,  1884,  and  an  additional  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  appropri- 
ated Nov.  11,  1880,)  to  make  a  report  to  the  then  incoming  Legis- 
lature, and  to  ask  of  the  State  such  legislation  as  would  thereafter 
make  us  accountable  to  them,  which  legislation  was  accorded,  ami 
we  therefore  now  make  our  first  report  under  the  law  and  our  sec- 
ond report  in  fact. 

For  the  purpose  of  giving  you  a  clear  conception  of  our  dis- 
charge of  our  trust  since  its  first  inception,  we  beg  your  indul- 
gence to  repeat  a  portion  of  our  history  detailed  in* our  former 
report. 

"  Very  soon  after  the  organization  of  our  board  we  invited, 
through  the  public  press,  contributions  and  offers  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Home  by  individuals  or  towns.  We  received  proposi- 
tions from  several  towns,  among  which  were  Randolph,  Barre.  St. 
Johnsbury  and  Newport,  and  also  from  the  incorporators  of  the 
Trenor  W.  Park  Home  for  Destitute  Children  and  Women,  incor- 
porated by  act  of  Nov.  23,  1882.  The  committee  of  our  niunl>er 
especially  chosen  for  the  purpose  visited  most  of  the  various  point* 
to  ascertain  which  was  the  most  valuable  to  us  and  to  the  State.  , 
They  decided  (and  the  whole  Board  of  Trustees  unanimously  en- 
dorsed their  decision)  that  the  offer  made  by  the  Park  Home  was 
the  most  advantageous.  There  were  not  at  our  command  sufficient 
funds  to  erect  buildings  or  purchase  lands,  and  at  the  same  time 
provide  for  the  maintenance  of  any  inmates  at  the  Home.  The 
property  offered  us  by  the  Park  Home  consisted  of  a  beautiful 
country  residence  and  grounds,  situated  about  one-third  of  a  mile 
northwest  of  the  depot  at  Bennington.  This  property  was  origi- 
nally purchased  and  improved  by  the  late  S.  B.  Hunt,  a  wealthy 
resident  of  New  York  City,  for  a  country  seat,  at  a  cost  to  him 
nearly  aggregating  $100,000,  the  fountain  (the  highest  in  the  world) 
and  aqueduct  costing  nearly  $20,000.  Upon  this  property  was  a 
two-story  country  mansion  "capable  of  fairly  aud  comfortably  acconi- 
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modating  twenty  soldiers.  The  Home  lands  comprise  one  hundred 
and  ninety-eight  and  one-half  acres  ;  sixty-seven  acres  of  which,  as 
we  now  use  them,  are  pasture  and  woodland  ;  sixty-five  acres  are 
meadow  ;  about  fifteen  given  to  corn  and  other  vegetables,  and  the 
remainder,  lawn  and  groves,  or  covered  by  buildings  and  yards. 
This  whole  property  was  offered  to  the  Trustees  without  price  or 
consideration  whatever,  and  as  a  gift  to  be  used  for  a  Soldiers' 
Home  so  long  as  it  should  be  employed  and  used  for  such  purpose. 

By  the  acts  incorporating  the  "Park  Home  the  Heirs  of  1.  W. 
Parte  and  the  board  of  the  Park  Home  could  not  absolutely  alien- 
ate said  property.  This  caused  some  delay  in  the  conveyance  of 
the  property,  but  finally  a  conveyance  was  made,  giving  the  use  of 
the  property  free  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  so  long  as 
it  should  be  used  for  that  purpose,  and  providing  that  whenever  it 
shall  cease  to  be  used  for  such  purpose  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  Vermont  at  its  then  next  session  may  cause  any  and  all  better- 
ments and  permanent  improvements  placed  upon  the  said  property 
at  the  expense  of  the  said  grantees  (the  Trustees  of  the  Soldiers' 
Home)  by  the  use  of  moneys  donated  by  the  State  of  Vermont,  or 
otherwise  obtained,  to  be  appraised  by  a  commission  of  three  disin- 
terested citizens  of  this  State,  to  be"  appointed  by  a  chancellor  on 
application  of  State  Treasurer ;  and  the  value  of  such  betterments 
and  improvements,  as  the  same  shall  then  exist  and  be  ascertained 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  paid  to  the  State  of  Vermont  by  said  grantors 
(the  Park  Home);  and  in  case  said  Legislature  shall  procure  such 
appraisal  and  said  grantors  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  such 
payment  for  a  period  of  three  months  after  the  appraisal  is  made 
ami  notice  thereof  given  to  them,  then  the  conveyance  shall  take 
effect  and  become  absolute  as  a  conveyance  to  the  State  of  Vermont, 
its  successors  and  assigns  forever,  to  have  and  to  hold  the  said 
premises  and  property,  for  such  benevolent,  charitable  or  educa- 
tional uses  as  the  Legislature  may  direct.  It  was  further  provided 
that  the  Trustees*  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  might  at  any  time  at  their 
discretion  absolutely  dispose  of  one  parcel  of  seventeen  acres  and 
one  parcel  of  four  acres  of  said  property. 

The  Trustees  accepted  of  said  gift  of  the  Home,  and  in  addition 
thereto  received  of  G.  W.  Harman,  treasurer  of  Park  Home,  Feb- 
ruary 5,  1887,  $49S.!)8,  an  additional  voluntary  gift  from  the  Park 
Home  of  balance  of  income  accrued  from  said  Home.  Although 
the  conveyance  of  the  property  was  made  to  us  in  the  early  part  of 
1887,  yet  the  house  having  been  unoccupied  for  some  time  and  the 
plumbing  arrangements  needing  considerable  changes  and  repairs, 
the  Home  was  not  .formally  opened  until  May  1,  1887,  and  no  in- 
mates were  received  until  May  18,  1887.  The  whole  number 
admitted  to  the  Home  to  August  1,  1888,  was  50,  of  which  five 
deceased  and  nine  were  discharged  for  various  causes.  In  1888, 
finding  the  original  building  inadequate  for  our  necessities,  we 
erected  a  wing  to  the  original  house  one  hundred  feet  and  eight 
inches  in  length  and  thirty-two  feet  in  width,  two  stories  high, with 
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third  floor  constructed  with  dormer  windows.  In  this  win*;  are  the 
kitchen,  dining  hull  and  smoking  room  ;  in  the  second  floor  are  the 
clothing  room,  sewing  room,  sleeping  rooms  and  small  hospital 
with  four  heds,  and  the  third  floor  is  entirely  occupied  by  sleeping 
rooms.  In  the  whole  building,  as  now  constructed,  we  can  com- 
fortably accommodate  85  men,  but,  as  can  readily  be  seen,  our  hos- 
pital accommodations  are  wholly  inadequate  to  our  needs,  and  ;b 
time  progresses  the  requirements  for  hospital  accommodations  con- 
stantly increase.

The  disbursements  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1890,  made 
according  to  the  form  furnished  us  by  the  United  States  and  which 
we  are  compelled  to  conform  to,  are  as  follows  :  In  order  to  an 
understanding  of  this  method  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
various  classes  are  made  as  follows  : 

'•Current  Expenses"  include  superintendent's  salary,  printing, 
telegraph  and  telephone  messages,  books,  stationery,  postage,  adver- 
tising and  legal  advice. 

"  Subsistence "  includes  all  sums  paid  for  food,  their  freight, 
preparation  and  serving,  dining  room  and  kitchen  utensils,  bakers' 
and  butchers'  tools,  and  salaries  of  cooks,  waiters  and  helpers. 

•'  Clothing"  includes  all  sums  expended  for  clothing  and  for  all 
material,  tools  and  machines  for  repairs  thereof  and  for  repairs. 

"Household"  includes  all  sums  paid  for  furniture  and  for  repairs 
thereof  used  in  the  Home,  except  what  is  used  in  subsistence  and 
hospital  departments,  also  for  fuel  and  lights,  also  the  salaries  of 
the  engineer,  laundry  woman  and  their  assistants. 

"Hospital"  includes  all  sums  paid  matron,  surgeon,  druggist, 
nurses,  cooks  and  waiters  for  hospital,  funeral  expenses  and  medi- 
cine, and  other  expenses  of  the  sick.

Which  shows  a  gradual  decrease  in  cost. 

The  average  cost  of  a  ration  per  man  (prepared  and  on  the  table) 
was  for  the  1st  quarter,  10  cents  ;  2d  quarter,  9$  cents ;  3d  quarter, 
'  11  cents  ;  4th  quarter,  8  cents. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  products  raised  upon  the  farm  liaTe 
been  used  up  and  consumed  in  the  Home,  yet  we  have  realized 
from  the  sale  of  products  during  the  year  past  the  sum  of  four  hun- 
dred and  thirteen  dollars  and  ninety-two  cents. 

Previous  to  July  1,  1889,  we  had  arranged  our  headings  of 
expenses  in  different  form  from  that  which  we  were  then  com- 
pelled by  the  U.  S.  government  to  adopt,  and  we  therefore  refer 
you  to  our  Treasurer's  reports  hereto  attached  for  a  statement  of 
all  moneys  expended  by  us  since  our  last  report  up  to  Aug.  1,  1889. 

Of  the  appropriation  of  $25,000  made  bv  the  Legislature  of  1888 
for  the  years  1889  and  1890,  about  $6,000  has  been  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debt  contracted  in  erection  of  the  wing:  and  of  theoal- 
ance,  after  payment  of  all  bills  accrued  to  July  1,  1890,  we  had  to 
our  credit  in  the  National  Bank  of  Montpelier  $7,843.57,  drawing 
4  per  cent,  interest.  There  was  also  due  from  the  U.  S.  govern- 
ment $1,450.  From  this  surplus  will  be  deducted  the  bills  for  the 
6ix  months  ending  January  1,  1891,  and  we  hope  a  balance  will 
still  remain  to  be  used  toward  the  erection  of  a  hospital.

The  trustees  were  very  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Maj. 
R.  J.  Coffey  and  his  wife,  Mrs.  D.  Coffey,  as  superintendent  and 
matron.  They  have  proved  themselves  invaluable  in  their  respec- 
tive positions  and  have  made  the  Home  a  "home"  in  truth  and 
fact  to  the  inmates.  We  cannot  too  highly  commend  their  care, 
thoughtfulness,  kindness  and  tact  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
placed  upon  them.  Thus  far  they  have  not  only  faithfully  dis- 
charged all  the  duties  rightfully  charged  upon  them  but  many 
others.  The  inmates  of  the  Home  have  not  been  required  to  labor 
upon  the  farm,  but  very  many  of  them  have  volunteered  so  to  do. 
The  question  of  whether  they  ought  to  receive  compensation  for 
such  labor  has  been  considerably  discussed  among  us  aud  the  prac- 
tices of  other  States  examined.  The  current  of  exjierience  as  given 
to  us  is  that  it  would  not  be  wise  to  pay  such  compensation,  and 
that  the  result  of  such  payment  would  have  a  tendency  to  lower  the 
standard  of  propriety  and' decorum  thus  far  very  easily  sustained  in 
our  institution. 

The  buildings  are  now  in  excellent  condition  and  will  remain  so 
for  several  years.    The  farm  has  also  much  improved  under  the 
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management  of  Major  Coffey,  who  has  in  this  direction  as  in  others 
proved  himself  the  right  man  for  the  place.

In  conclusion  we  would  say  that  the  question  of  the  necessity 
and  benefit  of  this  institution  no  longer  remains  an  open  one,  and 
for  several  years  yet  to  come  is  likely  rather  to  increase  than  dimin- 
ish. Contrary  to  our  expectation  the  passage  of  the  Dependent 
Pension  act  will  have  little  or  no  effect  in  the  diminution  of  our 
numbers  ;  these  men  are  old,  and  invalids,  nearly  all  of  them, 
without  anyone  to  assist  or  aid  them  when  away  from  the  Home. 
The  highest  pension,  $12  per  month,  receivable  under  the  dependent 
pension  act,  will  not  adequately* find  a  dwelling  place,  food,  raiment 
and  care  in  sickness  for  such  men  ;  but  as  their  pensions  are  turned 
into  the  Home  fund  it  may  somewhat  diminish  the  cost  to  the 
State  of  their  support  (we  have  now  several  on  our  rolls  who  draw 
pensions  to  the  amount  of  $10  per  month).  We  have  at  present  on 
our  roll  (J7  men  ;  as  the  winter  approaches  the  number  will  be  in- 
creased, and  for  a  few  years  more  by  reason  of  increasing  age  and 
infirmity  the  full  capacity  of  the  Home  will  be  required.  Calcu- 
lating on  the  basis  of  a  cost  per  year  of  $200  per  man  ($100  of 
which  the  U.  S.  Government  pays  under  the  Manderson  law),  we 
ask  of  vou  an  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Home  of 
♦100  a  year  on  tlie  basis  of  100  men,  or  the  sun,  of  $30,000  for  the 
two  years  uext  ensuing,  assuring  you,  as  we  confidently  mav  by 
our  past  record,  that  none  of  such  appropriation  will  be  wasted  anil 
so  much  of  it  as  shall  not  be  required  will  be  left  untouched  in  the 
treasurv.  As  touching  upon  the  matter  of  the  conduct  of  the  Home, 
its  needs  and  its  economy  of  management,  we  append  the  report  of 
General  Averill,  Inspector  of  National  Homes,  a  man  who  is  care- 
ful not  to  bestow  commendation  unless  he  believes  it  deserved.

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The  trustees  of  the  Home,  nominated  by  no  act  of  their  own,  have 
sought  to  discharge  their  trust  faithfully  and  economically.  Our 
service  has  been  a  free-will  offering,  having  never  received  any 
compensation  or  desiring  any,  though  since  the  first  year  we  have 
received  our  actual  cash  expenses  in  attendance  at  meetings  of  the 
board.  Our  present  system  of  accounting  seems  to  us  to  guard 
quite  effectually  against  any  fraudulent  disposition  of,  or  careless 
waste  of  any  funds  entrusted  to  our  keeping.  All  bills  are  audited 
monthly,  and  no  bill  can  be  paid  until  first  certified  to  be  correct 
by  the  superintendent,  and  approved  by  at  least  one  member  each 
of  the  finance  committee  and  board  of  auditors.  The  original  hills 
so  approved  are  sent  to  the  treasurer  and  by  him  paid  ;  while  a 
certified  duplicate  of  each  bill  is  kept  on  file  at  the  Home  for  the 
information  of  any  and  all  who  may  desire  to  inquire:  as  is  also  a 
book  giving  each  month's  expenditures  by  itself  and  the  character 
of  each  bill.  The  membership  of  our  board,  large  like  that  of 
Massachusetts,  was  undoubtedly  conceived  in  the  idea  of  bringing 
the  institution  nearer  to  the  people,  and  affording  (without  ex- 
pense) information  more  readily  accessible  to  all  interested.  The 
verv  generous  gifts  and  remembrances  we  have  had  from  the  G.  A. 
K.  l*osts,  Women's  Relief  Corps,  and  others,  testify  that  not  only  do 
the  old  comrades,  their  wives  and  daughters  appreciate  the  benefit* 
of  the  Home  under  such  administration,  but  that  other  patriotic 
citizens  are  equally  mindful  of  its  work.  We  feel  that  to  you  we 
can  confidently  appeal  for  generous  support.

We  beg  leave  to  copy  the  report  of  Gen.  Wm.  W.  Averill,  in- 
spector of  National  Military  Homes  and  Soldiers'  Homes  in  States: 

Bennington,  June  1G,  1888. 

There  has  been  a  steady  improvement  with  marked  results  in 
this  Home  since  my  last  inspection,  but  the  great  and  urgent  need, 
a  hospital,  has  not  been  built.  Its  construction  was  to  be  consid- 
ered at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  A  one-story 
pavilion  for  20  beds  and  a  service  room  would  be  sufficient.  No 
legislature  has  met  since  last  inspection,  and  therefore  there  has 
been  no  change  in  appropriations. 

The  economy  here  is  very  rigid.  There  is  apparently  no  waste 
whatever.  The  clothing  of  the  members  is  mended  by  using  up  older 
clothing.  Each  man  has  two  suits.  The  dormitories  are  rooms 
holding  generally  two  members,  and  are  comfortably,  and  even  ele- 
gantly furnished.  The  large  and  well  managed  farm  adds  many 
comforts  to  this  Home,  not  the  least  of  which  is  an  opportunity  for 
the  members  to  work. 

The  average  age  of  forty-four  members  was  fifty-nine  years  and 
eleven  months,  and  average  age  of  those  who  had  died  sixty-six 
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years.  There  were  no  insane,  but  two  partially  demented.  The 
cost  of  medical  supplies  per  annum,  $400.  Record  and  account 
books  in  use  were  complete.  The  advanced  age  of  the  members  of 
this  Home  should  admonish  its  management  of  the  imperative  ne- 
cessity for  a  hospital.  The  presence  of  the  sick  in  the  same  build- 
ing with  the  well  is  a  discomfort  to  both  and  interferes  with  their 
welfare  seriously.  It  may  at  any  time  become  a  serious  menace  to 
the  health  of  all  the  members. 

A  laundry  is  also  needed,  and  witli  the  unequaled  water-power 
furnished  in  the  supply  of  the  Home,  it  should  r>e  easily  and  eco- 
nomically established.

A  slight  delay  in  the  issuance  of  the  foregoing  report  enables  us 
to  give  you  a  statement  of  our  expenses,  etc.,  for  the  quarter  end- 
ing Sept.  30,  1800,  and  bring  our  financial  condition  up  to  the  be- 


ginning of  the  session  to  vour  consideration.  As  before  stated  we 
had  as  practically  available  funds  July  1:

Our  present  heating  apparatus  is  inadequate  in  very  cold 
weather  and  we  have  contracted  for  the  immediate 
placing  of  a  35  horse-power  horizontal  boiler  in  the 
basement,  which,  when  in  position,  will  not  only  heat 
the  buildings  but  also  the  hospital  when  one  is  "erect- 
ed. For  this  complete,  and  some  new  piping  and  ra- 
diators we  pay    750  00 

which  added  to  expenses  above  makes..   $4,158  43 

Leaving  a  balance  of  $5,135.14  to  meet  bills  of  October,  November 
and  December,  which  on  account  of  purchases  of  clothing,  fuel, 
etc.,  we  anticipate  may  reach  $3,000,  and  the  balance  we  ask  to  use 
toward  the  erection  of  a  hospital.  Since  the  report  was  written  the 
Sons  of  Veterans  have  paid  Mrs.  Coffey  $128  more  toward  fund  for 
furnishing  hospital  when  built,  making  $250  in  all,  which  is  depos- 
ited in  bank. 
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We  have  moved  the  small  farm  house  in  line  with  other  buildings 
and  placed  under  it  a  vegetable  cellar  and  filled  it  so  that  it  will 
enable  us  to  domicile  some  of  the  employes  and  give  more  room  in 
Home  proper  for  inmates.  We  have  also  added  permanent  im- 
provements to  the  laundry.  These  items  much  increased  our  ex- 
penses of  the  quarter,  yet  we  are  glad  to  advise  you  that  the  expense 
per  capita  (including  expense  of  these  repairs)  for  the  quarter  has 
been  only  $46.42£,  and  the  expense  of  ration  reached  the  remarka- 
bly low  figure  of  7  3-5  cents.

The  undersigned,  Fish  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Vermont, 
respectfully  submit  their  report  for  the  biennial  term  ending  De- 
cember 1st,  1890. 

It  affords  the  Commissioners  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state 
the  growth  of  a  general  understanding  by  the  people  of  the  State 
of  the  real  and  beneficent  purpose  and  meaning  of  the  laws  for  the 
protection  of  fish  and  game,  and  of  the  approval  and  popularity  of 
these  laws  which  cannot  fail  to  accompany  such  understanding,  has 
measurably  continued  and  increased  during  the  past  two  years.  It 
may  be  truthfully  said  that  there  has  never  been  since  the  enact- 
ment of  the  protection  statutes  such  a  general  approval  of  and 
acquiescence  in  their  provision  as  at  the  present  time.  '  This  is 
practically  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  while  there  were  several 
arrests  for  the  violation  of  the  fish  laws  in  the  year  1889,  resulting 
in  the  conviction  of  the  offenders  and  their  punishment  according 
to  law,  very  little  complaint  has  been  made  and  very  few  eases  re- 
ported 'of  violations  of  the  law  in  the  year  1890,  although  the 
marked  and  general  increase  in  the  fish  supply  has  afforded  in- 
creased temptations.  The  provisions  of  the  protective  laws  are 
now  verv  generally  understood,  the  laws  are  recognized  facts,  and 
the  good  results  from  their  enforcement  are  so  manifest  that  many 
of  the  most  pronounced  opponents  of  the  statutes  in  their  earlier 
days  have  become  their  staunch  friends  and  supporters. 

The  Commissioners  feel  that  they  only  voice  the  general  knowl- 
edge of  the  people  of  the  State  in  saying  that  the  good  results  of  • 
the  protective  laws  and  of  their  efforts  under  them  have  been  more 
marked  in  the  past  two  years  than  ever  before.  Not  only  has  the 
protection  of  fish  in  Lake  Champlain  and  its  tributaries' caused  a 
very  material  increase  in  these  waters,  but  what  has  been  done 
towards  stocking  the  inland  waters  fa  report  of  which  in  detail  is 
appended)  with  trout  and  other  valuable  food  and  game  fish,  has 
also  borne  good  fruit.  From  all  sections  come  reports  of  Ixjtter 
fishing  this  season  than  for  manv  years,  and  of  the  increasing  num- 
ber of  visitors  from  outside  the  State,  who  find  their  chief  attrac- 
tion in  the  "gentle  sport"  of  the  rod  and  line.  This  increase  will 
continue  if  the  conditions  upon  which  it  depends  are  maintained  ; 
and  its  importance  to  the  material  interests  of  the  people  and  pros- 
perity of  the  State  can  hardly  be  overestimated.  The  amount  of 
money  annually  distributed  among  the  people  of  our  sister  state, 
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New  Hampshirg,  by  summer  visitors  is  enormous,  and  why  should 
not  Vermont  reap  as  rich  a  harvest  ?  Not  only  do  summer  gueets 
distribute  large  amounts  of  money,  but  in  many  instances  persons 
of  wealth  and  most  desirable  qualities,  are  induced  to  purchase 
property,  build  summer  or  permanent  residences,  and  become  citi- 
zens of  the  State. 

Our  almost  unrivalled  scenery,  pure  air,  unexcelled  waters,  immu- 
nity from  malarial  conditions,  and  our  beautiful  lakes  and  streams, 
with  their  natural  adaptation  to  the  sport  so  dear  to  many,  are  not 
only  the  pride  and  jov  of  the  native  Green  Mountain  Boy,  but 
mines  of  material  weult.li,  if  rightly  appreciated.  The  Commission- 
ers urge  that  no  backward  steps  be  taken ;  that  the  laws  be  main- 
tained and  enforced  ;  that  the  stocking  of  the  waters,  which  has 
been  so  successful  thus  far,  be  continued,  and  that  every  loyal  citi- 
zen take  a  personal  and  patriotic  interest  in  all  that  contributes  to 
make  Vermont  what  it  should  be,  the  Summer  Garden  of  the  East.

Rutland,  West  Haven,  Ira,  Castleton,  Pittsford,  Mendon,  Shrews- 
bury, and  other  towns  in  Rutland  county,  distributed  mostly  by  the 
Rutland  Fish  and  Game  Club,  and  by  the  Commissioners,  95,000. 

Lake  Trout  and  Land-locked  Salmon,  distributed  in  all  200,000. 
Black  Bass  distributed  in  Brandon,  Fairfax,  St.  Johnsbury. 

German  Carp  for  1880,  distributed  in  Belvidere,  Buck  Hollow, 
Eden  Mills,  East  Fairfield,  Fairfield,  Fletcher,  Fairfax,  Highgate, 
Mt.  Holly,  Mclndoes  Falls,  North  Underbill,  Sheldon,  Shoreham, 
Vergennes.  and  many  towns  in  Rutland  county. 

In  addition  to  the  above  375,000  Lake  Trout  eggs  and  25,000 
California  Trout  eggs  were  obtained  from  the  United  States  Com- 
mission.   These  the  Commissioners  intended  to  put  into  the  larger 
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lakes,  ponds  and  streams,  but  unfortunately  the  eggs  either  got 
chilled  while  in  transit  from  the  United  States  Hatchery  at  North- 
ville,  Mich.,  or  were  injured  in  some  other  unaccountable  manner  so 
that  a  very  small  per  cent,  hatched. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  this  variety  of  fish  can  be  hatched  and 
raised  successfully  in  this  climate,  as  has  been  demonstrated  in  the 
lakes  of  the  Adirondacks.  And  it  is  the  desire  and  intention  of 
the  commissioners  to  obtain  from  the  United  States  commission  the 
coming  season  500,000  more  of  these  eggs  as  they  feel  confident  of 
being  successful  with  them.  Our  reports  from  Lake  Champlain 
and  the  larger  waters  of  the  State  are  most  encouraging,  as  also 
from  the  smaller  streams,  lakes  and  ponds.  Our  fish  are  constantly 
increasing,  both  in  number  and  size,  especially  trout,  and  the  dora, 
or  wall-eyed  pike.  Land-locked  salmon  have  been  found  and  taken 
at  many  of  the  different  points  in  Lake  Champlain  this  season. 
These  came  from  Dream  Lake  in  Fairfield,  where  they  were  planted 
by  one  of  the  present  commissioners  a  few  years  since. 

Many  have  been  taken  also  in  Dream  Lake,  which  is  a  beautiful 
body  of  water  and  well  adapted  to  fish  propagation.  Our  reports 
from  the  trout  fry  planted  in  various  sections  are  also  good. 

Many  hundreds  of  thousands  of  these  have  been  distributed  by 
the  commissioners,  on  both  sides  of  the  mountain,  and  they  are 
growing  and  increasing  rapidly.  There  is  a  perceptible,  and  as  the 
laws  become  more  familiar  and  their  effects  more  manifest,  will  be 
a  very  decided  increase  in  the  personal  interest  felt  by  farmers  in 
the  propagation  and  increase  of  the  fish  supply  in  waters  owned  by 
them,  or  in  which  their  location  is  such  as  to  invite  interest. 

SUPPLYING  FISH. 

The  commissioners  will  be  happy  to  furnish  to  such  extent  as 
they  are  able,  fry  from  the  best  sources  to  parties  desiring  to  stock 
waters  with  fish  of  any  kind,  upon  condition  that  ponds  or  streams 
thus  stocked  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  shall  be  protected  by 
posting  for  the  length  of  time  provided  in  section  3870  of  the 
Revised  Laws. 

The  commissioners  strongly  recommend  the  yellow  perch  to  all 
persons  interested  in  stocking  of  waters  with  a  variety  of  fish. 
They  are  not  only  a  delicious  pan  fish,  but,  propagating  very  rap- 
idly, they  are  more  valuable  probably  than  any  other  as  a  food 
supply  for  the  larger  fish. 

All  applications  from  residents  on  the  east  side  of  the  mountain 
should  be  addressed  to  F.  H.  Atherton,  Waterbury,  and  from  the 
west  side  applicants  to  Herbert  Brainerd,  St.  Albans.  All  such 
applications  snould  be  signed  or  endorsed  by  one  or  more  of  the 
selectmen  of  the  town,  as  a  guarantee  of  good  faith;  and  we  would 
recommend  that  all  such  applications  for  fish  of  any  kind,  should 
be  sent  in  before  January  1st,  in  order  to  enable  the  commissioners 
to  arrange  for  the  proper  supply. 
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TRANSPORTING  AND  PLANTING  OF  YOUNG  FISH. 

For  the  benefit  and  instruction  of  those  who  are  interested  in  the 
propagation  of  fish,  we  insert  the  following  valuable  instructions, 
which  are  from  the  pen  of  Elliott  B.  Hodge,  Esq.,  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Fisheries  and  Commissioner  of  Plymouth,  N.  H. : 

While  on  the  cars  keep  the  well  a? rated  and  as  near  the  tempera- 
ture of  the  water  in  hatchery  as  possible;  never  let  the  temperature 
go  above  50°.  Use  a  dipper  or  air  pump  as  often  as  three  or  four 
times  an  hour.  Do  not  place  ice  in  the  water  unless  absolutely 
necessary  and  then  it  should  be  cut  very  fine;  cut  the  ice  fine  in 
the  covers  if  it  does  not  melt  fast  enough. 

Parties  receiviug  young  fish  should  be  notified,  60  that  they  can 
have  team  ready  on  arrival  of  train  and  start  immediately  for  place 
of  deposit.  Should  a  delay  of  over  fifteen  minutes  occur  aerate  the 
water  by  dipping  or  with  an  air  pump.  If  the  distance  is  not  more 
than  four  or  five  miles  the  ice  should  all  be  removed  from  the  cov- 
ers of  the  cans  before  starting.  Should  there  be  more  than  six  or 
eight  degrees  difference  between  the  water  in  the  cans  and  that  in 
the  stream  or  lake  it  should  be  gradually  brought  to  the  same  tem- 
perature by  adding  the  water  from  the  stream  or  lake  a  little  at  a 
time.  If  the  young  fry  are  brook  trout  or  land-locked  salmon  the 
plant  should  be  made  near  the  head  of  the  stream.  Never  place 
them  in  brooks  that  dry  up  in  summer.  Little  spring  brooks  that 
empty  into  the  large  ones  are  good  places  to  plant  young  trout; 

Slace  only  a  few  in  one  spot  and  they  should  be  scattered  as  long  a 
istance  as  possible.  After  the  water  in  the  cans  has  been  brought 
to  the  proper  temperature  part  of  it  can  be  removed  so  that  the  can 
can  be  carried  easily.  Add  fresh  water  every  time  a  dipper  full  of 
fish  are  taken  out/ 

Lake  trout  should  be  planted  in  lakes  that  are  adapted  to  them, 
by  reason  of  a  proper  depth  of  water  and  suitable  food;  select  rocky 
shoals  such  as  are  used  by  them  for  spawning  beds. 

To  transport  young  fry  requires  constant  care  and  watchfulness 
on  the  part  of  the  person  having  them  in  charge.  If,  through 
neglect  or  want  of  attention,  they  become  sick  it  is  almost  impos- 
sible to  bring  them  up  again,  and,  even  if  they  live  to  be  placed  in 
the  waters  for  which  they  were  intended,  a  much  greater  loss  will 
occur  after  planting  than  would  have  taken  place  had  they  been 
kept  in  a  healthy  condition  during  the  journey. 

Land-locked  salmon  should  always  be  planted  in  the  largest 
stream  flowing  into  the  lake  or  pond,  and  if  the  stream  is  of  suffi- 
cient size  they  will  alwavs  return  there  when  large  enough  to 
spawn.  Avoid  placing  the  young  fry  in  pools  where  there  are 
sninere,  as  they  naturally  become  weak  during  their  journey  and 
fall  an  easy  prey  to  anything  large  enough  to  devour  them. 
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FISH  AND  GAME  PROTECTIVE  SOCIETIES. 


The  Commissioners  recommend  as  one  of  the  most  efficient  in- 
strumentalities for  the  accomplishment  of  the  objects  contemplated 
by  our  laws,  the  organization  of  local  clubs  or  societies,  for  the  pro- 
tection of  fish  and  game.  Let  all  who  are  interested  (and  even 
citizen  should  be)  in  true  sport,  and  in  the  preservation  of  our 
forest  and  stream  life,  take  steps  for  the  organization  of  such  clubs, 
which  may  also  be  made  the  means  of  much  social  enjoyment  aiid 
healthful  and  legitimate  sport.  There  are  now  several  societies  of 
this  kind  in  the  State,  and  the  assistance  rendered  by  them  to  the 
commissioners  has  been  most  valuable  and  highly  appreciated  ;  and 
the  good  work  they  have  done  is  deserving  of  all  praise  and  emula- 
tion. 

STATE  FISH  HATCHEKY. 

After  careful  consideration  and  examination  of  the  subject  in  all 
its  bearings,  the  commissioners  deem  it  their  duty  to  recommend, 
strongly,  the  establishment  of  a  State  fish  hatchery.  They  believe 
this  recommendation  to  be  in  the  interest  of  true  economy,  and 
that  the  results  of  its  adoption  would  be  most  satisfactory. 

The  people  throughout  the  State  are  coming  to  realize  that  then- 
is  an  actual,  tangible  and  considerable  profit,  to  be  derived  from 
trout  ponds  and  streams — a  profit  in  many  instances  exceeding  that 
which  could  be  realized  from  the  cultivation  of  a  corresponding 
acreage  of  the  most  fertile  land.  As  a  consequence  the  commis- 
sioners have  not  been  able,  with  the  means  at  their  command,  t«> 
meet  the  call  made  upon  them  for  speckled  and  lake  trout,  and 
land-locked  salmon  during  the  past  two  years  ;  and  the  demand  is 
steadily  increasing.  The  cost  of  eggs  and  expenses  incurred  for 
hatching  and  distributing  the  fry  of  these  fisn  alone  in  the  last 
two  years,  without  considering  many  incidental  expenses  connected 
with  it,  has  been  nearly  two  thousand  dollars,  or  about  one- 
half  the  entire  appropriation,  while,  as  above  stated,  the  supply  ha* 
not  been  equal  to  the  demand.  To  purchase  the  eggs  and  defray 
the  cost  of  natching  and  necessary  care,  as  it  has  to  be  done  at 
present,  on  a  basis  of  retail  prices,  is  unduly  expensive.  A  hatch- 
ery adapted  to  all  requirements  would  cost  not  more  than  from 
twelve  to  sixteen  hundred  dollars — a  competent  man  to  manage  and 
care  for  it  could  be  secured  at  from  four  to  six  hundred  dollars  per 
years, — and  such  an  establishment  would  produce,  according  to  the 
best  information  we  have  been  able  to  obtain,  a  thousand  time." 
more  stock  than  one  thousand  dollars  per  year  will  obtain  expended 
as  it  now  has  to  be.  This  output  would  so  replenish  and  supjdv 
our  ponds  and  streams  that  they  would  soon  be  fairlv  teeming  with 
"speckled  beauties"  to  the  great  advantage  not  only  of  Vermont 
palates  bnt  Vermont  pockets  as  well.  Besides  this, there  would  be  a 
large  supply  of  fry  which  would  find  ready  sale  at  good  prices  and 
should  bring  in  a  very  considerable  revenue.    Many  of  the  other 
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states  have  institutions  of  this  kind*  and  are  fully  satisfied  of  the 
actual  profit  realized  from  them.  When  this  subject  is  duly  con- 
sidered and  investigated,  taking  into  account  the  direct  revenue  to 
be  derived  from  well  stocked  trout  ponds  and  streams,  the  advan- 
tage to  the  people  of  the  State  from  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
summer  visitors  and  the  money  which  will  be  distributed  by  them, 
rinding  its  way  through  all  the  different  channels  of  trade  and 
business, — for  it  is  beyond  question  that  no  greater  attraction  can 
be  offered  the  average  summer  tourist  than  the  reasonable  cer- 
tainty of  a  handsome  string  of  the  finest  fish  in  the  world  as  the 
reward  for  his  day's  sport, — and  the  profit  to  be  derived  from  the 
propagation  of  fry  for  market,  the  conclusion  is  unavoidable  that  the 
establishment  of  a  state  hatcherv  in  Vermont  would  be  a  measure 
of  wise  economy  and  a  source  of  profit  to  the  State. 

New  Hampshire  annually  appropriates  many  thousands  of  dollars 
for  her  fish  interests  and  finds  the  investment  a  most  satisfactory 
one.  The  commissioners  trust  this  matter  will  receive  the  careful 
attention  it  deserves,  and  that  some  action  may  be  taken  upon  the 
subject  by  the  General  Assembly. 

* 

RECOMMENDATIONS  AS  TO  THE  LAWS. 

The  commissioners  respectfully  recommend  that  section  3872  of 
the  Revised  Laws  be  so  amended  as  to  make  the  open  season  for 
trout,  lake  trout  and  land-locked  salmon  from  May  1st  to  Sep- 
tember 1st,  instead  of  from  April  1st  to  August  1st,  as  at 
present  The  law  as  it  now  stands  is  seriously  objectionable,  and 
works  detrimentally. 

In  April  the  ice  is  not  out  of  the  ponds  and  large  streams  in 
ordinary  seasons.  If  holes  are  cut  through  the  ice  the  fish  naturally 
collect  around  them  for  sunlight  and  fresh  air,  and  as  they  arc 
very  hungry  after  a  long  winter's  fast  (for  food  supply  in  winter  is 
so  scanty  that  it  amounts  to  almost  that  for  trout)  the  poor  half- 
starved  fish  are  an  easy  prey,  and  may  be  taken  by  thousands,  until 
in  two  or  three  seasons  a  well-stocked  pond  or  stream  will  be  al- 
most entirely  depleted.  In  April,  too,  the  trout  are  not  in  condi- 
tion, or  properly  lit  for  eating;  while  the  closing  of  the  season  at 
the  beginning  of  August,  which  is  one  of  the  best  months 
if  not  the  best  for  fly  fishing  in  most  of  our  waters,  de- 
bars many  of  our  own  and  visiting  anglers  from  the  plea- 
sure of  this  choicest  of  out-door  recreations  and  that  un- 
necessarily and  without  compensating  benefit  of  any  kind. 
August  has  come  to  be  the  best  month  of  the  season  for  summer 
visitors,  and  to  make  it  a  ''close"  trout  season  seriously  interferes 
with  their  plans  and  pleasures,  and  tends  to  drive  them  to 
other  states  where  the  laws  are  mure  accommodating,  to  the  mani- 
fest detriment  of  our  landlords,  farmers,  merchants  and  others, 
who  derive  a  benefit  directly  or  indirectly  from  their  patronage. 

The  commissioners  earnestly  protest  against  the  repeal  of  the 
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present  law  limiting  the  size  of  trout  to  be  caught  to  six  inches. 
The  effect  of  that  law  has  been  most  excellent,  and  already  the 
size,  quality  and  quantity  of  trout  taken  where  it  has  been  observed 
and  enforced  afford  the  strongest  testimony  in  its  favor.  It  is 
practical,  sensible  and  right.  No  change  should  be  made  in  it,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  commissioners,  unless  to  make  it  more  effective. 

We  recommend  that  section  3890  of  the  Revised  Laws  (for  the 
protection  of  deer)  be  amended  by  extending  its  provisions  to 
November  1st,  1895.  Deer  are  increasing  in  the  State,  and  protec- 
tion for  a  few  years  longer  will  supply  our  forests  and  mountains, 
as  well  as  are  those  of  the  Adirondack  region. 

ENGLISH  SPARROWS. 

■ 

By  request,  the  following,  from  our  last  report,  is  reprinted: 
"Although  not  strictly  in  the  line  of  their  official  duty,  the  Commis- 
sioners have  been  requested  from  several  sources  to  make  some 
reference  in  their  report  to  the  English  Sparrows.  These  voracious 
birds  are  becoming  in  manv  parts  of  the  State  a  pest  so  serious  and 
so  menacing  to  agricultural  interests  that  the  subject  would  seem 
to  demand  attention  from  the  law-making  power.  Dense  flocks  of 
these  birds  have  been  seen  by  the  Commissioners  in  the  act  of 
destroying  fields  of  grain,  and  from  the  reports  we  have  received  it 
is  evident  that  a  very  large  amount  of  property  is  destroyed  by  them 
each  year,  while  their  number  is  constantly  increasing.  They 
drive  away  the  song  and  insect-eating  birds,  and  it  is  more  thau 
suspected  that  they  are  indirectly  responsible  for  the  plague  of 
apple-tree  worms,  by  exterminating  the  birds  which  destroy  these 
worms  and  the  millers  that  lay  the  eggs  from  which  they  come.  It 
would  seem  highly  proper  that  some  legislation  should  be  under- 
taken against  these  pests." 

The  Commissioners  again  express  their  grateful  appreciation  to 
the  press  of  the  State  generally,  for  all  courtesies,  aids  and  encour- 
agements received,  and  to  all  persons  who  have  lent  their  assistance 
and  support,  official  or  personal,  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Protec- 
tive Laws. 

In  an  appendix  will  be  found  lists  of  the  lakes,  ponds  and  streams 
in  Vermont,  with  such  information  concerning  them  as  we  have 
been  able  to  collect.  Any  corrections  or  additions  will  be  gratefully 
received.  We  also  append  a  list  of  Fish  Commissioners  in  other 
states,  territories  and  provinces,  and  a  summary  of  the  Game  and 
Fish  Laws  of  Vermont  now  in  force.

The  Committee  on  Elections,  to  whom  was  referred  tho*  remon- 
strance of  E.  L.  Smith,  Charles  A.  Smith,  George  Lam  son,  L.  J. 
Bolster,  A.  M.  Jackman,  Frank  McWhorter,  John  Park,  Alexander 
Murray  and  J.  Henry  Jackson,  protesting  against  James  M.  Perry, 
the  returned  member  from  the  town  of  Barre,  occupying  and  re- 
taining his  seat  in  this  House  as  a  legally  elected  representative 
from  said  town,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  listened  to  the 
reading  of  considerable  testimony,  and  to  the  arguments  of  able 
counsel  on  both  sides,  and  have  carefully  considered  the  same, 
and,  as  far  as  we  have  been  able,  examined  the  cases  and  the 
law  referred  to  by  the  counsel  in  their  arguments,  and  the  members 
of  your  committee  whose  names  are  hereto  attached,  beg  leave  to 
make  the  following  report :

On  the  fourth  ballot  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast..  820

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And  J  ami's  M.  Perry,  having  received  the  majority  of  all  t  lie 
votes  cast  on  the  said  forth  ballot,  was  declared  by  the  presiding 
officer  duly  elected,  and  afterwards  issued  to  him  his  certificate  of 
election. 

That  the  contestant,  K.  L.  Smith,  on  the  Oth  day  of  Septemlier 
had  caused  a  notice,  dated  September  5th,  1890,  to  be  served  on 
the  returned  member,  setting  forth  that  he  should  contest  his  elec- 
tion for  the  following  reasons  :  "  that  during  the  third  ballot  for 
"  said  representative,  at  said  election,  one  or  more  persons,  voters; 
"at 'said  election,  cast  more  than  one  vote  each  for  said  J.  M. 
**  Perry,  or  some  candidate  other  than  myself  for  such  representa- 


"  such  ballot,  I  should  have  been  elected  as  said  representative,  and 
"  I  shall  further  claim  the  privilege  of  showing  that  persons  voted 
"  contrary  to  law  on  said  ballot  and  also  on  fourth  ballot,  and  that 
"  there  was  irregularity  in  keeping  the  record  of  and  counting  the 
"  votes  cast  on  the  fourth  ballot." 

And  the  contestant  produced  evidence  tending  to  show  that  one 
S.  L.  Gates,  a  legal  voter  of  said  Barrc,  inadvertently  voted  t  wice  on 
the  third  ballot,  supposing  he  was  voting  on  the  fourth  ballot. 
There  is  no  claim  on  either  side  that  said  Gates  intended  to  vote 
wrongfully,  but  the  contestant  claims  that  he  voted  on  the  third 


ing  that  the  third  ballot  was  ended  with  no  choice,  and  that  the 
fourth  ballot  was  in  progress,  voted  the  second  time  on  the  third 
ballot — and  claiming  if  said  Gates  had  only  voted  once  said  Smith 
would  have  been  elected  on  that  ballot  by  one  majority. 

It  appeared  that  when  the  balloting  first  commenced  iu  the 
morning,  the  meeting  was  opened  by  Mr.  Bemis,  constable,  and  at 
first  he  took  all  the  votes  at  one  box,  but  soon  after  two  other 
boxes  or  places  for  receiving  votes  were  opened,  which  were  pre- 
sided over  by  other  men  ;  and  the  names  on  the  check  lists  were 
divided  up  into  sections,  and  the  one  over  which  Mr.  Bemis  pre- 
sided was  the  central  box,  and  the  names  from  G  to  N  voted  at 
that  box.  and  from  A  to  V  and  from  0  to  Z  were  placed  on  either 
side,  respectively,  with  their  respective  sections  of  the  check  list. 

We  further  find  that  there  were  during  the  balloting  more  or 
less  changing  of  persons  of  the  board  of  civil  authority  who  pre- 
sided over  and  took  charge  of  the  several  ballot  boxes,  and  al^> 
there  were  some  changes  of  the  persons  of  the  board  of  cnil 
authority  who  checked  the  names  of  the  persons  voting.  The 
changes  above  indicated  were  mostly  made  during  the  progress  of 
the  first  and  third  ballots,  caused  by  the  members  of  said  board 
going  to  dinner  and  supper.  If  any  such  changes  occurred  during 
the  progress  of  the  second  and  fourth  ballots  they  were  only  for  a 
moment  or  two. 

Considerable  testimony  was  introduced  on  both  sides  as  to  the 
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time  of  day  when  the  boxes  were  turned  on  the  third  ballot,  on 
which  ballot  the  contestant  claims  that  the  said  S.  L.  Gates  cast 
two  votes  for  the  returned  member,  as  bearing  upon  the  probability 
of  his  so  doing. 

The  testimony  upon  the  part  of  the  returned  member  tended  to 
show  that  the  boxes  were  turned  on  the  third  ballot  a  few  minutes 
after  six  o'clock  p.  m.,  while  the  testimony  on  the  part  of  the  con- 
testant tended  to  show  that  the  boxes  were  not  turned  on  that 
ballot  until  twenty-five  or  thirty-five  minutes  past  six  o'clock,  p.  m. 

The  contestant  also  produced  testimony  tending  to  show  that  a 
Mr.  Barber,  who  had  charge  of  the  check  list  at  the  center  box  or 
of  the  section  from  G  to  N,  while  one  Nye  was  presiding  at  and 
taking  votes  at  that  box,  and  upon  his  taking  a  vote  from  said 
Gates  and  depositing  the  same  in  the  box,  became  aware  that  said 
Gates  had  voted  on  that  ballot  before  by  finding  his  name  checked, 
and  that  something  was  said  about  it  between  said  Nye  and  Bar- 
ber, and  that  at  some  time  during  that  ballot  some  mention  was 
made  to  Mr.  Jackman  and  Mr.  Tilden,  members  of  the  board  of 
civil  authority  who  then  had  charge  of  the  voting  at  another  box, 
and  that  some  talk  was  had  between  them  that  in  a  certain  event 
one  vote  should  be  thrown  out.  The  testimony  of  the  contestant 
further  tended  to  show  that  it  come  to  the  knowledge  of  one 
Charles  A.  Smith,  chairman  of  the  Democratic  town  committee, 
who  was  present  watching  the  voting  and  counting  of  the  voteB  in 
the  interest  of  the  contestant,  that  said  S.  L.  Gates  had  voted 
twice  for  the  returned  member  on  that  third  ballot,  and  that  this 
knowledge  came  to  him  before  the  result  of  the  third  ballot  was 
announced. 

It  appears  that  no  action  was  taken  at  the  time  by  the  board  of 
civil  authority  or  by  said  Smith  upon  any  knowledge  or  information 
which  they  may  have  received  as  to  6aid  Gates  having  cast  more 
than  one  vote  on  the  third  ballot. 

The  votes  were  counted  as  found  in  the  several  ballot  boxes,  with 
the  result  as  heretofore  stated,  and  it  was  announced  and  declared 
by  the  presiding  officer  that  no  choice  had  been  made,  and  the 
fourth  ballot  was  proceeded  with  immediately,  which  resulted  as 
heretofore  stated,  and  the  returned  member  was  declared  elected  by 
a  majority  of  eighteen. 

It  further  appears  that  said  Barber,  Jackman  and  the  said 
Charles  A.  Smith,  who  claim  to  have  had  their  attention  called  to 
the  fact  that  said  Gates  had  cast  two  votes  on  the  said  third  ballot, 
together  with  said  Bemis,  the  presiding  officer,  voted  for,  and  was 
interested  in  the  election  of  the  contestant,  and  still  no  action 
whatever  wus  then  taken  by  any  of  them  upon  the  information  and 
knowledge  which  they  now  claim  they  then  possessed. 

The  testimony  of  said  Gates  was  taken  and  used  upon  the  part 
of  the  contestant,  and  he  testifies  that  he  voted  three  times  for  the 
returned  member,  and  supposed  that  he  voted  on  the  second,  third

and  fourth  ballots,  and  that  he  intended  to  so  vote,  and  he  now 
thinks  he  did  so  vote. 

The  original  check  list  used  at  the  polling  box  when  said  Gates* 
vote  was  taken  on  the  third  ballot,  and  which  was  put  into  the 
town  clerk's  office  after  said  freeman's  meeting  and  was  marked 
contestant's  exhibit,  and  put  into  the  case,  shows  that  his  uame 
was  checked  but  once  on  that  ballot. 

We  have  particularly  and  fully  considered  all  the  testimony  le- 
gitimately bearing  upon  this  point  and  all  the  circumstances  con- 
nected therewith,  and  under  the  rule  as  laid  down  in  several  cases 
heard  and  determined  at  previous  sessions  of  the  legislature  as  to 
the  burden  of  proof  upon  the  contestant,  and  as  to  the  conclusue- 
ness  thereof,  one  of  wnich  may  be  found  in  House  Journal  of  18SS, 
p.  586,  therefore  three  of  the  committee  are  unable  to  find  the 
fact  that  said  S.  L.  Gates,  or  any  other  person,  cast  two  votes  for 
the  returned  member  on  the  third/"or  any  other  ballot. 

Your  committee  would  further  say  that  from  examination  of  the 
check  lists  that  were  used  upon  that  election  there  may  have  been 
more  or  less  errors  made  in  checking  off  the  names,  and  that  in  the 
hurry  and  excitement  votes  may  have  been  taken  and  the  names 
not  checked  at  all,  and  this  may  have  occurred  from  the  fact 
which  appeared,  that  votes  were  taken  on  some,  if  not  on  all  of 
the  ballots,  at  the  boxes  where  the  section  of  the  check  list  there 
used  was  not  the  section  of  the  check  list  which  had  thereon  the 
names  of  the  persons  so  voting,  as  is  required  by  section  78  of  the 
Revised  Laws.  And  errors  may  have  occurred  from  the  fact  al- 
ready mentioned,  that  there  were  more  or  less  changes  of  the  per- 
sons who  had  charge  of  the  boxes  and  the  check  lists  during  some, 
if  not  all,  of  each  balloting. 

And  it  further  appeared  that  by  the  method  of  checking  of  the 
names  upon  the  check  lists,  it  is  impossible  to  tell,  except  in  a  very 
very  instances  whether  a  voter  voted  the  entire  state  and  county  and 
town  representative  tickets,  and  if  not  the  whole,  what  portion  of 
said  tickets  he  did  cast. 

However  imperfect  the  marking  of  the  check  lists  that  were  used 
at  the  box  where  the  votes  of  said  Gates  were  taken,  the  contestant 
had  them  put  into  the  case  on  the  taking  of  his  testimony  before 
the  magistrate,  and  testimony  was  taken  in  regard  to  the  way  and 
manner  said  check  lists  were  kept,  and  as  to  the  marking  then  ap- 
pearing thereon.  And  as  before  stated,  the  check  list,  shows  that 
said  Gates  voted  but  once  on  the  third  ballot,  and  we  have  consid- 
ered that  fact  as  tending  to  show  that  said  Gates  voted  as  thereon 
indicated  and  not  otherwise.  And  our  authority  in  so  doing  is  the 
last  clause  of  section  sixty-nine  of  the  Revised  Laws  which  reads 
as  follows  :  "The  check  list  shall  be  filed  in  the  town  clerk's  office 
«'af  ter  the  meeting  and  the  original,  or  a  copy  thereof , duly  certified, 
''shall  be  evidence  in  court  that  a  person,  whose  name  is  checked, 
<'voted  as  indicated."    And  although  there  may  have  been  errors 
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and  mistakes  made  in  keeping  said  check  list  daring  the  several 
ballotings,  still  with  that  check  list  so  marked,  and  as  indicating 
that  said  Gates  voted  only  once  on  the  third  ballot,  together  with 
Gates' own  testimony  that  he  intended  to  vote  but  once  on  that 
ballot  and  now  thinks  that  he  did  vote  but  once,  together  with  the 
conflicting  evidence  as  to  the  time  of  day  the  voting  closed  on  that 
ballot,  and  considering  that  the  burden  of  proof  rests  upon  the 
contestant,  and  that  the  proof  should  be  conclusive  and  absolute  in 
order  to  unseat  a  sitting  member  who  has  a  legal  certificate  of  his 
election,  as  was  held  in  the  case  reported  in  the  House  Journal  of 
1888,  page  586,  a  portion  of  your  committee  are  unable  to  find  the 
fact  that  said  Gates  voted  more  than  once  on  the  third  ballot. 

It  further  appeared  to  your  committee  that  the  contestant,  in 
taking  his  testimony  before  the  magistrate,  took  evidence  only  to 
that  part  of  his  case  which  related  to  the  voting  of  said  S.  L. 
Gates  on  the  third  ballot,  putting  in  the  check  lists  as  before  men- 
tioned. The  returned  member  then  commenced  and  took  not  only 
testimony  tending  to  show  that  said  Gates  did  not  vote  but  once 
on  said  third  ballot,  but,  against  the  objection  of  the  contestant, 
produced  evidence  tending  to  show  that  Morris  F.  Hunt,  H.  F. 
Dickinson,  John  W.  Gordon  and  John  S.  Hall,  whose  names  were 
upon  the  check  lists,  and  who  voted  on  each  ballot  for  the  contest- 
ant, were  legal  voters. 

And  that  one  Bert  Recor,  who  was  allowed  to  vote,  was  an  illegal 
voter,  because  his  name  was  not  put  on  the. check  list,  nor  was  he 
sworn,  as  the  law  requires,  till  the  morning  of  the  day  of  election. 
And  that  the  name  of  Horace  Marvin  was  not  put  on  the  check 
list  till  the  day  of  election. 

It  did  not  appear  for  whom  Recor  or  Marvin  voted. 

After  the  above  testimony  of  the  returned  member  had  been 
taken  before  the  magistrate,  the  contestant  proceeded  to  take,  not 
only  testimony  in  rebuttal,  but,  against  the  objection  of  the  re- 
turned member,  testimony  of  three  witnesses  by  whom  he  offered 
to  show  to  your  committee  were  illegal  voters  and  that  they  voted 
on  said  third  ballot  for  the  returned  member,  claiming  that  he 
had  the  right  so  to  do,  in  rebuttal  of  the  returned  member's  evi- 
dence. 

Upon  that  question  the  majority  of  your  committee  hold  in  view 
of  the  contestant's  notice  to  the  returned  member  of  what  he 
claimed  the  privilege  of  showing,  gave  the  returned  member  the 
right  not  only  of  rebutting  the  evidence  of  the  contestant  as  to 
said  Gates  voting  twice  on  the  third  ballot,  but  also,  the  right  to 
show  other  illegal  votes  which  may  have  been  cast  for  the  con- 
testant; and  that  the  contestant  had  the  right  to  rebut  the  evi- 
dence produced  on  the  part  of  the  returned  member,  but  that  he 
had  no  right  to  introduce  evidence  of  new  cases  of  illegal  voting 
in  rebuttal;  for  if  so  allowed,  we  must,  to  have  been  consistent, 
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allowed  the  returned  member  to  show  new  cases  of  illegal  voting 
in  rebuttal  of  the  contestant's  evidence.  And  so  it  might  have 
gone  on  till  the  770  voters  who  cast  their  votes  on  the  third  bal- 
lot had  been  used  as  witnesses.  And  as  sustaining  our  views  upon 
this  question  we  refer  to  House  Journal  of  1874,  page  693,  House 
Journal  1868,  page  389,  and  the  usual  rules  of  evidence. 

In  regard  to  Morris  H.  Hunt  we  find  the  following  facts:  that 
in  the  fall  of  1889  he  owned  a  house  in  Barre,  in  which  he  lived 
with  his  family,  consisting  of  himself,  wife  and  child.  He  owned 
a  pair  of  horses  which  he  used  for  team  work.  He  had  one  daugh- 
ter who  was  married  and  lived  with  her  husband  in  Mexico,  New 
York,  and  he  had  also  another  daughter  who  was  of  age  and 
worked  in  Barre.  He  sold  out  his  team  and  rented  his  house  for 
one  year,  after  having  tried  but  failed  to  dispose  of  it,  and  taking 
his  wife  and  child  and  all  their  clothing  and  most  all  of  his  furni- 
ture, such  as  a  cooking  stove,  crockery,  chairs,  bed  and  bedding 
and  moved  to  Mexico,  New  York,  sometime  the  forepart  of  De- 
cember, 1889,  without  filing  in  the  tewn  clerk's  office  a  declaration 
of  his  intentions,  and  returned,  himself,  the  first  part  of  Februarv, 
1890,  and  his  wife  and  child  did  not  return  till  a  month  later,  lie 
did  not  return  to  the  house  from  which  he  moved,  but  rented 
another.  We  fwd  that  he  made  an  actual  removal  to  the  State  of 
New  York.  We  find  that  he  voted  at  each  ballot  for  the  contest- 
ant, and  that  he  had  not  resided  in  this  State  one  year  nor  taken 
the  oaths  required  by  section  62  of  the  Revised  Laws,  since  his 
return  to  the  State.     No.  60,  Acts  1884,  Sec.  1. 

H.  F.  Dickinson  was  the  next  person  claimed  by  the  returned 
member  to  have  been  an  illegal  voter.  He  was  a  single  man  and 
had  no  family  which  he  supported. 

He  sold  out  all  the  real  estate  which  he  owned  in  Barre,  and 
went  to  New  England  City,  Georgia,  where  he  purchased  real  es- 
tate and  lived  there  most  of  the  time  for  three  months,  aud  al- 
though he  left  some  things  at  Barre,  he  retained  no  home  or  board- 
ing place,  and  paid  no  rent  for  a  house  or  room  while  away.  He 
filed  no  declaration  in  the  town  clerk's  office  of  his  intention  to 
keep  his  residence  in  the  town  of  Barre,  as  is  required  by  No.  151 
of  the  acts  of  1888,  the  whole  section  of  which  reads  as  follows  : 
"  For  the  purposes  of  ascertaining  the  residence  of  a  person  clatm- 
"ing  the  right  to  vote  at  any  freeman's  meeting  the  town  in  which 
"  the  family  of  a  person  resides,  if  he  has  one,  shall  be  the  place  of 
"  his  residence,  or  if  he  has  no  family  which  be  supports,  the  town 
"  in  which  such  person  has  actually  spent  his  time  during  the  three 
"  months  next  preceding  such  meeting,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  his 
"residence;  provided,  however,  that  a  person  having  a  legal  resi- 
"  dence  in  any  town  may  retain  such  residence  by  filing  in  the 
"  town  clerk's  office  a  declaration  of  his  intention  to  retain  such 
"residence;  such  declaration  to  be  filed  at  least  three  months  be- 
"fore  any  freeman's  meeting,  or  upon  his  departure  if  within  three 
"months  from  such  meeting." 
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The  counsel  for  the  contestant  claimed  before  your  committee, 
that  no  part  of  the  above  act  will  apply  to  a  person  moving  out  of 
the  State,  but  only  applies  to  persons  living  in  this  State  and  mov- 
ing from  one  town  to  another  in  the  State;  but  we  think  that  this 
act  should  be  construed  with  and  is  supplemental  to  Chapter  5  of 
Revised  Laws,  entitled  "Qualifications  of  Voters."  And  we  are 
happy  to  believe  that  by  the  excellent  act  above  cited  a  man  can 
no  longer  hold  a  voting  residence  by  a  few  old  clothes,  or  by  a  few 
pieces  of  old  furniture,  or  by  some  intangible  intention,  unknown 
and  unseen,  by  any  one,  till  the  days  of  election  come.  We  find 
that  said  Dickinson  was  not  a  legal  voter  and  that  he  voted  for  the 
contestant. 

Counsel  further  claimed  that  the  testimony  taken  in  behalf  of 
the  returned  member  as  to  the  illegality  of  votes  cast  by  the  per- 
sons whose  names  appeared  on  the  check  list  was  improper,  be- 
cause their  names  there  appearing  their  votes  must  be  received  and 
if  received  must  be  counted  and  considered  as  legal.  The  major- 
ity of  your  committee  do  not  so  believe. 

A  man's  name  may  be  retained  upon  the  check  list,  and  it  may 
be  put  there  wrongfully,  and  he  may  be  allowed  to  vote  if  he  de- 
mands it,  but  we  believe  it  is  an  illegal  vote  all  the  same,  and  it 
should  be  enquired  into,  if  it  is  questioned.  House  Journal  of  1888, 
page  583. 

The  contestant  further  claimed  that  the  witnesses  who  were 
summoned  and  whose  testimony  was  taken  before  the  magistrate 
on  the  part  of  the  returned  member,  could  not  legally  be  made  to 
testify  for  whom  they  voted,  and  therefore  such  evidence  should 
not  be  considered  by  your  committee.  The  majority  of  your  com- 
mittee believe  that  when  testimony  was  taken  tending  to  show 
that  the  witness  was  not  entitled  to  vote,  he  had  the  right  to  know 
from  the  only  person  who  could  certainly  tell  how  and  for  whom 
the  witness  voted.  House  Journal  1874,  page  695.  McCrary  on 
elections,  section  297. 

The  votes  cast  on  said  election  by  John  W.  Gordon  are  claimed 
by  the  returned  member  as  illegal  for  the  reason  that  said  Gordon 
had  previously  lived  in  Massachusetts,  having  voted  and  perhaps 
paid  taxes  there,  and  that  he  had  not  taken  the  necessary  oaths  re- 
quired by  our  statute.  Said  Gordon  voted  at  every  ballot  for  the 
contestant. 

« 

Your  committee  are  not  fully  convinced  as  to  Mr.  Gordon's  right 
to  vote.  There  is  no  question  but  he  lived  out  of  the  State  with 
his  family  and  returned  to  Barre  in  1880,  and  lived  in  Montpelier 
in  the  winter  and  spring  of  1887,  returning  to  Barre  in  May  of 
that  year,  and  has  lived  there  ever  since. 

The  only  question  is  whether  he  has  taken  the  necessary  oaths. 
He  thinks  he  has,  but  is  not  very  clear  when  or  where  it  was,  nor 
is  he  positive  that  he  has  taken  all  of  the  oaths.    No  record  of  any 
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such  oath  or  oaths  are  to  be  found  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk, 
where  a  record  of  such  oaths  for  the  town  of  Barre  are  usually 
kept.  He  thinks  that  Mr.  Barber,  a  justice  of  the  peace,  adminis- 
tered the  oath  or  oaths  to  him,  but  there  is  no  evidence  from  any 
person  except  himself  that  he  had  taken  any  portion  of  the  neces- 
sary oaths  since  his  return  from  the  state  of  Massachusetts.  We 
find  from  the  evidence  that  at  a  town  or  village  meeting  held  in 
Barre  in  1887  or  8,  the  question  came  up  whether  he  was  a  legal 
voter  or  not. 

In  1888  his  name  was  on  the  check  list  and  he  was  not  only  al- 
lowed to  vote  in  Barre  at  the  freemen's  meeting  that  year,  but  was 
also  a  candidate  for  town  representative. 

He  testifies  that  he  knew  and  understood  that  it  was  necessary 
for  him  to  take  the  oaths  required  by  the  statute  to  become  a 
legally  qualified  voter  in  this  State,  and  so  we  give  the  contestant 
the  benefit  of  any  doubt  in  this  case,  and  find  that  said  Gordon 
was  a  legally  qualified  voter  at  the  freemen's  meeting  September 
2,  1890. 

The  vote  of  John  S.  Hajl  is  objected  to  by  the  returned  mem- 
ber. 

It  appears  from  the  testimony  that  his  father  was  a  citizen  of 
New  Hampshire  and  moved  from  there  to  Canada.  The  said 
John  S.  Hall  was  born  at  Maple  Grove,  Province  of  Quebec,  Can- 
ada, and  lived  in  Canada  until  his  fourteenth  year,  when  he  moved 
with  his  father  to  Lowell,  Massachusetts. 

His  father  while  living  in  Canada  run  a  stage  from  Maple  Grove 
to  Sherbrooke,  Canada,  and  was  the  owner  of  real  estate  in  Maple 
Grove,  but  nothing  appeared  that  he  had  ever  sworn  allegiance  to 
the  government  of  Canada.  After  his  father  moved  to  Lowell, 
Massachusetts,  it  appears  he  voted  at  the  presidential  election  in 
1876. 

The  said  John  S.  Hall  came  to  this  State  seven  or  eight  years 
ago  and  has  lived  in  Barre  for  the  last  five  years. 

He  has  never  received  any  naturalization  papers,  but  from  the 
authorities  which  we  have  examined,  we  believe  he  was  a  legally 
qualified  voter  in  the  town  of  Barre  on  the  2d  of  September,  1890. 
He  voted  at  each  ballot  for  the  contestant. 

We  further  find  the  fact  that  the  name  of  Bert  Recor  was  not 
put  on  the  check-list,  and  that  the  required  oaths  were  not  admin- 
istered to  him  until  the  morning  of  the  day  of  election;  and  we 
find  that  he  voted  at  each  ballot. 

His  name  was  wrongfully  put  upon  the  check  list,  and  by  the 
law,  and  by  precedents  his  votes  were  illegal.  R.  L.  sects.  67,  71: 
No.  112,  Acts  of  1882:  No.  60,  Acts  of  1884;  House  Journal  of 
1888,  page  582. 

It  is  not  known  for  whom  said  Recor  voted.    He  may  have 
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voted  for  the  contestant,  and  he  may  not  have  so  voted,  but  the  fact 
that  he  voted  on  the  third  ballot  makes  the  result  of  that  ballot 
more  doubtful,  and  being  doubtful,  we  cannot  find,  if  this  was  the 
only  question,  by  the  measure  of  proof  which  is  required  in  such 
cases,  that  the  contestant  receivea  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast 
on  the  third  ballot.    House  Journal  of  1888,  page  586. 

There  was  also  some  proof  before  us  about  the  voting  of  one 
Horace  Marvin,  whose  name  was  not  put  on  the  check  list  until 
the  morning  of  the  2d  day  of  September,  1890,  but  from  the  proof 
we  are  unable  to  find  the  fact  that  any  of  the  votes  which  he 
handed  to  the  presiding  officer  were  ever  put  into  the  ballot  box. 

We  did  not  take  into  consideration  the  depositions  of  Kimball 
Blanchard,  Henry  Upton  and  Wm.  Lapier,  which  were  objected 
to  by  the  contestant,  in  coming  to  our  conclusions  in  regard  to 
Hunt's  and  Dickinson's  right  to  vote,  but  from  other  evidence  be- 
fore us,  we,  whose  names  are  hereto  attached,  find  that  there  was 
no  choice  of  representative  on  the  third  ballot,  as  is  claimed  by  the 
contestant,  but  that  on  the  fourth  ballot  the  sitting  member  hav- 
ing received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  was  correctly  declared 
elected,  and  we  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution: 

Resolved,  That  James  M.  Perry,  having  received  a  majority  of  all 
the  legal  votes  cast  for  town  representative  on  the  fourth  ballot  at 
the  last  freemen's  meeting  in  the  town  of  Barre,  his  title  to  his  seat 
in  the  house,  as  such  representative,  is  hereby  confirmed.

A  minority  of  your  committee  on  elections,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  remonstrance  of  E.  L.  Smith  and  others  against  the  right  of 
J.  AI.  Perry,  the  returned  member,  to  a  seat  in  this  house,  as  the 
representative  from  Barre,  respectfully  report : 

That  the  freemen's  meeting  held  at  Barre,  September  2,  1890, 
J.  M.  Perry  was  the  republican  and  E.  L.  Smith  the  democratic 
candidate  for  town  representative.  That  four  ballots  were  taken 
for  town  representative,  and  on  the  fourth  ballot  J.  M.  Perry  was 
declared  elected  and  received  his  certificate  of  such  election*  from 
the  presiding  officer.  • 

The  fourth  ballot  was  as  follows  :

The  contestant  claims  to  have  been  elected  on  the  third  ballot,  on 
which  ballot  the  vote  was  as  follows  :

On  this  ballot,  E.  L.  Smith,  the  contestant,  lacked  one  vote  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  for  town  representative. 

Notices  were  given  and  testimony  taken,  according  to  the  pro- 
vision of  the  statute,  and  after  hearing  said  testimony  and  the  ar- 
guments of  counsel,  we  report,  that  the  contestant  bases  his  claim 
upon  the  ground  that  upon  the  third  ballot  one  S.  L.  Gates,  whose 
name  appears  upon  the  check  list  as'a  duly  qualified  and  legal  voter 
in  said  town  of  Barre,  voted  twice  for  the  returned  member,  J.  M. 
Perry. 

From  consideration  of  the  evidence  a  majority  of  your  commit- 
tee find  the  fact  that  said  Gates  did  vote  twice  on  the  third  ballot 
and  voted  for  J.  M.  Perry,  the  returned  member,  and  that  by 
throwing  out  one  of  said  ballots,  the  third  ballot  would  stand  as 
follows  :

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In  support  of  the  above  finding,  we  quote  the  testimony  of  wit- 
nesses summoned  in  behalf  of  both  contestant  and  the  returned 
member,  as  follows  : 

The  testimony  taken  in  the  opening  by  the  contestant  tended  to 
show  that  S.  L.  Gates  voted  during  the  early  part  of  the  third  bal- 
lot and  later,  supposing  that  the  third  ballot  had  been  closed  and 
another  ballot  was  in  progress 

S.  L.  Gates  testified  that  he  did  not  know  whether  he  voted 
twice  that  ballot  or  not,  that  he  voted  during  the  early  part  of  the 
ballot  and  that  it  was  about  six  o'clock  when  he  voted  again,  that 
the  lights  were  not  lighted  when  he*  voted  the  last  time,  and  he 
went  immediately  to  the  home  of  one  Wallace,  and  was  there  half 
an  hour  before  Wallace  came.  Said  Gates  also  testified  that  he 
cast  each  of  his  three  votes  for  the  returned  member,  J.  M.  Perry. 

Charles  S.  Wallace  testified  that  he  voted  during  the  early  part 
of  the  third  ballot,  and  that  before  the  third  ballot  closed  he  went 
home  and  found  Gates  there. 

S.  B.  Bemis,  the  first  constable,  testified  that  he  took  a  vote  of 
S.  L.  Gates  during  the  early  part  of  the  third  ballot  and  he  then 
went  to  supper. 

W.  C.  Nye,  one  of  the  justices,  testified  that  he  took  a  ballot 
from  S.  L.  Gates  during  the  latter  part  of  the  third  ballot  and  put 
it  in  the  box  and  his  attention  was  immediately  called  to  the  fact 
that  Gates  had  voted  before  on  that  ballot.  That  the  lights  were 
lighted  to  count  the  votes  on  that  ballot. 

C.  N.  Barber,  a  justice,  had  charge  of  the  check  list  and  testi- 
fied that  S.  L.  Gates  voted  twice  on  that  third  ballot  and  that  he 
discovered  the  fact  as  soon  as  the  second  ballot  was  taken,  but  af- 
•  ter  it  was  in  the  box.  That  the  lights  were  lighted  about  fifteen 
minutes  before  the  boxes  were  turned  on  the  third  ballot,  and 
were  not  extinguished  till  the  ballots  were  all  counted  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  meeting.  That  the  boxes  were  opened  for  the 
fourth  ballot  from  6.45  to  7. 

Fred  Bruce  testified  that  he  met  Gates  about  5.30  and  took  him 
to  the  hall  and  that  the  third  ballot  was  not  closed. 

Charles  A.  Smith  testified  that  he  saw  Gates  drive  up  with 
Bruce  at  about  5.45  and  that  the  boxes  were  not  turned  on  third 
ballot  till  from  6.15  to  6. '30  and  that  there  were  lights  on  stage  at 
beginning  of  fourth  ballot. 

George  B.  Nichols  testified  that  the  third  ballot  closed  at  6. 10 
to  6.15. 

H.  0.  Camp  testified  that  the  third  ballot  closed  a  few  minutes 
past  six  o'clock. 

P.  G.  Camp,  one  of  the  selectmen,  testified  that  the  third  ballot 
closed  at  6.05  to  6.08. 
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Olive  R.  Perry,  wife  of  the  town  clerk,  testified  that  a  train 
from  the  quarries  came  in  a  minute  or  two  past  six  and  other  tes- 
timony showed  that  the  ballot  closed  some  ten  or  fifteen  minutes 
after  the  arrival  of  the  same  train. 

O.  B.  Boyce,  justice,  testified  that  he  heard  during  the  third 
ballot  that  some  one  had  voted  twice  on  that  ballot,  and  that  the 
third  ballot  closed  at  (3.06  to  6.10. 

George  W.  Tilden,  justice,  testified  that  the  third  ballot  closed 
at  about  six,  and  that  he  was  told  at  the  time  about  Gates'  voting 
twice  on  that  third  ballot. 

A.  M.  Jackman,  justice,  testified  that  the  third  ballot  closed  at 
6.30,  and  that  the  lights  were  lighted  to  see  check  list  during  that 
ballot,  and  that  he  was  informed  immediately  of  the  fact  of  Gates' 
voting  twice.  Took  thirty  minutes  to  count  votes.  Box  turned 
fifteen  minutes  after  train  came  in  from  quarries. 

From  the  above  and  all  other  testimony  bearing  upon  the  ques- 
tion, we,  a  majority  of  your  committee,  find  that  the  said  S.  L. 
Gates  voted  twice  on  the  third  ballot,  and  for  the  returned  mem- 
ber, J.  M.  Perry,  thus  giving  the  contestant  a  majority  of  one, 
provided  that  all  the  votes  cast  for  said  contestant  were  cast  by 
duly  qualified  and  legal  voters.

The  contestant  in  his  opening  testimony  did  not  attack  the  va- 
lidity of  the  check  list,  but  based  his  claim  to  an  election  upon  the 
fact  alone  that  said  Gates  had  voted  twice,  and  for  the  returned 
member. 

On  behalf  of  the  returned  member,  it  was  claimed  that  John  W. 
Gordon,  John  S.  Hall,  Morris  F.  Hunt  and  Hiram  F.  Dickinson 
voted  on  the  said  third  ballot  for  the  contestant,  and  that  neither 
of  said  persons  were  legally  qualified  voters,  although  the  name  of 
each  was  placed  upon  the  check  list  used  at  that  meeting,  by  the 
board  of  civil  authority. 

From  the  evidence  we  find  that  John  S.  Hall  was  born  in  Can- 
ada of  American  parents  and  came  to  this  country  before  he  was 
fourteen  years  of  age  and  has  remained  here  ever  since.  That  his 
father  was  always  an  American  citizen  and  on  his  return  from 
Canada  voted  at  Lowell,  Mass.,  for  presidential  electors  in  1876. 
That  said  Hall  has  resided  in  Barre  for  about  five  years.  That  he 
went  before  the  board  of  civil  'authority  at  Barre,  and  after  fullv 
stating  the  facts  above,  received  the  approval  of  said  board,  took 
the  oaths  prescribed  by  the  constitution,  and  his  name  was  placed 
upon  the  check  list 
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It  was  claimed  that  John  W.  Gordon  was  not  a  legal  voter 
because  he  had  removed  from  and  resided  without  the  State  for  the 
period  of  about  three  years,  and  since  his  return  had  never  taken 
the  freeman's  oath  or  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  State  of  Vermont. 
But  your  committee  find  that  he  had  taken  such  oaths  previous  to 
the  freeman's  meeting  of  1890,  and  are  unanimously  of  tne  opinion 
that  said  Hall  and  Gordon  were  legal  voters  and  that  their  votes 
should  be  counted  for  the  contestant. 

Hiram  F.  Dickinson  had  resided  in  Barre  for  many  years  and 
owned  real  estate  to  quite  an  extent ;  his  wife  died  in  January,  1800. 
After  her  death  he  sold  his  real  estate  and  household  effects,  hired 
a  room  which  he  partly  furnished  and  boarded  in  the  same  house. 
In  April  he  went  to  STew  England  City,  Ga.,  for  the  purpose  of 
speculating  in  land  and  did  buy  real  estate  at  that  place.  Before 
leaving  Barre  he  made  arrangements  to  keep  his  room  so  that  when 
he  returned  he  could  have  it  to  occupy,  as  he  had  occupied  it  up 
to  that  time.  What  effects  he  had  not  disposed  of  were  stored  in 
Barre,  and  his  furniture  was  left  in  his  room  in  the  same  situation 
as  during  his  occupancy.  He  returned  to  Barre  early  in  July,  oc- 
cupied his  room  for  some  weeks  after  his  return,  and  has  resided  in 
Barre  continuously  from  that  time.  His  testimony  was,  that  at 
the  time  he  went  to  New  England  City  he  had  no  intention  of 
abandoning  his  home  and  residence  in  Barre,  but  that  his  absence 
was  intended  to  be  only  temporary,  as  in  fact  it  was.  It  was  claimed 
on  the  part  of  the  returned  member  that  said  Dickinson  had  lost 
his  residence  by  such  absence  from  the  State  and  that  he  was  not  a 
legal  voter.  w 

As  to  Morris  F.  Hunt,  the  testimony  showed  that  he  had  resided 
in  Barre  for  several  years,  and  owned  a  house  and  did  team  work. 
That  in  the  fall  of  1889  he  sold  his  team,  rented  his  house  for  a 
period  of  one  year.  December  7  or  10  he  took  a  part  of  his  house- 
hold furniture  and  with  his  wife  and  minor  son,  went  to  Mexico, 
New  York,  where  his  son-in-law  resided.  He  also  took  certain 
household  furniture  belonging  to  his  married  daughter,  which  up 
to  that  time  had  been  in  his  possession.  He  testified  that  he  went 
to  Mexico,  N.  Y.,  as  much  for  his  health  as  anything  ;  that  he  had 
no  intention  of  remaining  for  any  definite  time,  but  might  stay  till 
spring  or  fall,  but  should  not  be  absent  longer  than  a  year  in  any 
event ;  that  he  did  not  intend  to  give  up  his  permanent  home  or 
residence  in  Barre,  but  on  the  contrary  intended  to  return  there, 
and  did  in  fact  return  to  Barre  iu  February,  1890,  after  an  absence 
of  about  two  months.  His  wife  and  son  returned  about  a  month 
after  he  did,  and  that  he  had  resided  continuously  in  Barre  from 
that  time  to  the  present.  It  was  claimed,  that  inasmuch  as  he  had 
taken  a  portion  of  his  furniture  and  had  allowed  the  same  to  be 
used  in  the  family  of  his  son-in-law,  and  because  his  wife  had  as- 
sisted her  daughter  about  the.  household  affairs,  and  he  had  done 
some  light  work,  that  this  showed  an  intention  on  his  part  to  remove 
from  the  State.    It  also  appeared  that  all  of  his  household  effects 
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which  he  left  at  the  time  he  went  to  New  York  were  stored  in  the 
house  which  he  owned  and  rented  in  Barre. 

It  was  also  claimed  that  neither  Hunt  or  Dickinson  filed  their 
intention  to  retain  Barre  as  their  place  of  residence,  in  the  office  of 
the  town  clerk  of  Barre,  before  going  out  of  the  State,  and  conse- 
quently they  were  disfranchised  by  their  failure  to  comply  with 
number  151  of  the  acts  of  1888.  A  minority  of  your  committee  are 
of  the  opinion  that  both  Hunt  and  Dickinson  were  legal  voters  aud 
that  their  votes  should  be  counted  on  the  said  third  ballot  for  the 
contestant ;  that  number  151  of  the  acts  of  1888  has  no  application 
to  the  case  of  a  party  removing  temporarily  without  the  State,  and 
that  it  was  not  necessary  to  file  such  intention  with  the  town  clerk, 
and  that  the  burden  of  proof  is  upon  the  returned  member  to  show 
that  they  are  not  legal  voters,  instead  of  the  burden  resting  upon 
the  contestant  to  show  that  they  are  legally  qualified. 

The  contestant  offered  in  rebuttal  the  testimony  of  three  voters 
who  cast  their  votes  for  the  seated  member,  whose  names  appeared 
upon  the  check  list,  whom,  he  claimed  were  not  legally  qualified 
voters,  and  to  which  the  returned  member  objected  on  the 
ground  that  it  was  not  proper  rebuttal  testimony.  The  contestant 
claimed  that  as  he  had  not  attacked  the  legality  of  the  check  list 
in  his  opening,  but  had  proceeded  upon  the  presumption  that 
every  person  whose  name  had  been  placed  upon  the  check  list  by 
the  board  of  civil  authority  was  a  duly  qualified  voter  that  it  was 
proper  rebuttal  to  show  other  distinct  cases  of  illegal  voting  of 
the  same  nature  as  that  offered  by  the  returned  member;  but  a 
majority  of  your  committee  were  of  the  opinion  that  such  testi- 
mony was  inadmissable  and  excluded  it.  The  minority  of  your 
committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  6iich  testimouy  was  proper  re- 
buttal and  should  have  oeen  received. 

The  check  lists  used  at  the  three  polling  places  were  produced 
in  evidence  but  they  have  been  of  little  use  to  the  committee  in 
arriving  at  a  conclusion  as  to  who  was  or  was  not  present  and 
voted  on  any  of  the  four  ballots  for  town  representative.  It  is  im- 
possible to  compare  the  votes  found  iu  the  boxes  and  the  names 
checked  on  the  said  list  and  find  a  single  l>:»llot  where  the  votes 
correspond  in  number  with  the  names  checked  on  the  list.  In 
only  one  or  two  instances  is  it  possible  to  tell  whether  voters  were 
voting  the  whole  ticket  or  what  part  or  any  part  of  the  State  or 
county  ticket.  And  a  minority  of  your  committee  are  of  opinion 
that  no  step  taken  by  the  board  of  civil  authority  in  relation  to  the 
check  list  was  legal  or  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
statute  after  the  original  list  was  posted  either  in  the  manner  of 
making,  revising  or  keeping  it  during  the  progress  of  the  election. 

One  Bert  Hecor«ent  in  his  name  to  the  board  of  civil  authority 
and  his  name  was  passed  upon  but  not  entered  upon  the  chqek 
list.  It  was  understood  and  agreed  that  it  should  be  entered,  but  in 
some  way  was  omitted.    At  the  time  his  name  was  accepted  he  was 
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sick  and  unable  to  appear  before  the  board.  It  was  agreed  by  the  . 
board  that  some  member  of  the  board  should  administer  the  free- 
man's oath  to  said  Recor  on  the  day  of  the  election  and  he  be  al- 
lowed to  vote.  On  the  day  of  the  freeman's  meeting,  before  the 
meeting  was  called  to  order,  it  was  discovered  that  his  name  was 
not  on  the  printed  list.  By  agreement  of  a  part  of  the  board  then 
present  his  name  was  written  on  the  printed;  check  list,  the  oaths 
were  administered,  and  he  was  permitted  to  vote.  *  It  did  not  ap- 
pear for  whom  he  voted.  The  only  evidence  that  gave  any  light 
on  this  subject  to  the  committee  was  that  the  contestant  objected 
to  the  name  being  put  upon  the  check  list.  As  all  the  evidence 
relating  to  said  Recor  was  introduced  by  the  returned  member,  and 
as  he  claimed  that  he  was  an  illegal  voter,  but  failed  to  show  for 
whom  he  voted,  your  committee, while  of  the  opinion  that  said  vote 
of  said  Recor  was  illegal,  are  of  the  opinion  that  6aid  vote  ought 
not  to  be  counted  against  the  contestant,  and  further  that  it  is  not 
free  from  doubt  as  to  whether  or  not  said  Recor  voted  on  the  third 
ballot. 

As  the  members  of  your  committee  disagree  on  many  of  the 
points  involved  in  this  case,  we  append  the  following  summary  of 
the  various  votes  taken:

Upon  a  careful  consideration  of  all  the  evidence  before  us,  a 
minority  of  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  said  J.  M. 
Perry  is  not  entitled  to  a  seat  on  the  floor  of  this  house  and  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions:

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JOINT  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEES  ON  INSANE,  OP  THE 
SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES. 

To  tfie  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  now  in  « 
session : 

The  committee  on  the  insane,  on  the  part  of  the  senate  and 
house,  beg  leave  to  report:  That,  agreeably  to  a  joint  resolution  of 
the  two  houses,  on  Friday,  the  17th  day  of  October,  1890,  they 
visited  the  Vermont  Asylum  for  the  Insane  at  Brattleboro.  That, 
in  company  with  Dr.  A.  S.  Draper,  the  superintendent  of  the  asy- 
lum, Ex-Governor  Holbrook,  Messrs,  Goodhue  and  Johnson,  super- 
visors of  insane,  they  made  a  thorough  and  careful  inspection  of 
the  buildings  belonging  to  this  institution,  examined  into  their 
sanitary  arrangements  and  methods  of  ventilation.  In  one  or  two 
of  the  wards  there  were  certain  unpleasant  odors  noticed,  but  no 
more  than  you  would  expect  frem  the  class  of  patients  kept  there. 
The  good  health  of  the  inmates  speaks  well  for  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  the  asylum,  its  nearly  perfect  sewerage  and  ventilation. 
The  wards,  rooms  and  inmates  were  found  clean  and  tidy,  and  the 
institution  managed  in  a  thorough  and  systematic  manner  worthy 
of  special  commendation. 

The  asylum  now  has  485  patients,  including  all  classes,  many 
moro  than  can  properly  be  accommodated.  The  present  authori- 
ties are  of  the  opinion  that,  in  case  the  new  asylum  buildings  at 
Waterbury  are  completed  at  once  and  made  ready  to  receive  125 
patients,  only  temporary  relief  will  be  afforded,  but  sufficient  to 
enable  the  asylum  at  Brattleboro  to  properly  do  its  work  for  the 
ensuing  two  years. 

The  matter  of  the  separate  confinement  of  the  convict  and  crim- 
inal insane  was  suggested  by  the  authorities,  and  is  recommended 
by  your  committees. 

It  was  found  that  several  patients  in  the  asylum  are  now  receiv- 
ing pensions  and  that  some  others  may  be  so  entitled,  who  are  a 
state  charge.  And  your  committees  accordingly  recommend  the 
investigation  of  this  matter,  to  the  end  of  the  appropriation  of  the 
avails  of  these  pensions  to  the  asylum  for  the  necessary  support  of 
those  now  receiving  them. 

And  your  committee  further  beg  leave  to  report,  that,  on  the 
21st  day  of  October,  1890,  they  visited  the  new  asylum  buildings 
at  Waterbury.  These  are  pleasantly  located  on  a  large  farm,  about 
one-fourth  of  a  mile  from  the  railroad  station,  comprising  a  large 
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wood  lot  of  about  200  acres,  and  some  300  acres  of  very  valuable 
meadow  and  pasture  lands  in  good  proportions. 

The  buildings  are  thoroughly  constructed  in  brick  and  granite 
with  fire-proof  partitions,  and  floors  of  hard-wood  laid  over  coats 
of  cement.  The  several  rooms  are  of  good  size,  well  ventilated  and 
lighted. 

The  part  now  erected  is  called  the  "south  wing,"  and  made  to 
accommodate  150  patients,  with  special  apartments  for  the  convict 
and  criminal  insane.  To  properly  complete  and  equip  this  wing 
for  occupancy  will  require  an  appropriation  of  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars ($50,000),  and  if  this  is  made  at  this  session  the  buildings 
can  be  put  in  readiness  for  use  in  the  spring  of  1891. 

Should  the  work  go  on  according  to  the  original  plans  and 
drafts,  to  erect  the  "north  wing,"  "administration  or  central  build- 
ing," boiler-house,  kitchen  and  laundry,  and  to  suitably  furnish 
and  equip  the  same,  would  demand  an  additional  appropriation  of 
$145,000.  And  the  majority  of  your  committees  believe  it  to  be  in 
the  interest  of  economy  for  the  State  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  for  the  completion  "of  the  asylum  in  accordance 
with  these  original  plans,  which  would  furnish  accommodations 
only  for  300  patients,  barely  adequate  to  provide  for  the  insane  the 
State  will  be  obliged  to  support  and  care  for  by  the  time  the 
buildings  can  be  completed  and  furnished.

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  joint  special  committee  on 
temperance,  to  whom  was  referred  house  bill  number  257,  respect- 
fully state  that  they  have  given  it  careful,  deliberate  and  thorough 
consideration,  after  listening  to  those  who  addressed  the  committee 
for  and  against  the  bill  at  a  public  haring  on  Wednesday  evening, 
November  12th  ;  that  they  dissent  from  the  views  of  the  majority 
of  your  committee,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

The  question  before  your  committee  as  presented  by  the  con- 
sideration of  this  bill,  is  in  no  6ense  one  of  morals.  On  the  moral 
aspects  of  the  temperance  question  all  are  agreed,  but  as  to  methods 
of  legislation  or  police  regulation  of  the  liquor  traffic,  which  is  a 
a  question  purely  of  civil  government,  there  is  a  division  of  opinion 
among  good  citizens  in  this  and  in  other  states.  The  question  be- 
fore your  committee  and  before  the  legislature  is  one  of  expediency 
— a  choice  between  two  common  methods  of  police  regulation  of 
the  liquor  traffic  in  Vermont,  it  being  conceded  that  under  favor- 
able conditions  either  of  them  may  operate  with  more  or  less  com- 
parative success,  and  whether  towns  in  which  one  of  them  has  been 
tried  and  has  been  demonstrated  a  failure  and  unsuccessful  in  ac- 
complishing its  purpose  shall  be  permitted  to  try  the  other  method 
when  a  majority  of  their  citizens  by  ballot  express  their  desire  to 
do  so.  This,  as  we  view  it,  is  the  simple  and  direct  question  in- 
volved in  the  consideration  of  house  bill  number  257. 

Statistics  regarding  the  operation  of  both  prohibition  and  high- 
license  were  presented  to  the  committee  at  the  public  hearing,  by 
the  advocates  of  each  method.  These  statistics,  although  showing 
a  preponderance  of  testimony  against  prohibition,  were  more  or 
less  contradictory  ;  and  we  do  not  think  that  they  were  sufficient 
to  determine  the'real  question  before  your  committee. 

On  behalf  of  the  existiug  law,  Hon.  Frank  Plumley  of  Northfield 
and  Revs.  G.  W.  Gallagher,  J.  E.  Wright  and  E.  A.  Bishop  of 
Montpelier  addressed  the  committee  ;  but  they  seemed  to  fail  to 
recognize  the  real  question  at  issue.  None  of  them  pretended  to  dis- 
cuss the  workings  of  the  present  law  in  this  State,  none  of  them 
claimed  that  its  operation  was  a  general  or  recognized  success,  and 
none  of  them  made  reference  or  reply  to  the  very  grave  exposures 
of  the  evils  incident  to  its  operation  made  through  the  public  press 
during  the  last  two  years.  These  exposures  and  charges  have 
never  been  met  or  directly  denied,  and  we  believe  that  their  truth- 
fulness and  importance  are  known  by  every  intelligent,  candid  citi- 
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zen  of  this  State.  The  gentlemen  who  advocated  prohibition  pre- 
sented a  few  statistics  that  have  often  been  controverted  by  high 
authorities,  but  for  the  most  part  confined  their  remarks  to  a  dis- 
cussion of  the  moral  side  of  the  temperance  question,  on  which 
all  good  citizens  are  agreed. 

That,  however,  was  not  the  question  before  your  committee  ; 
and,  as  the  exposures  and  charges  to  which  reference  has  been 
made  were  neither  refuted  or  denied,  we  are  forced  to  conclude 
that  their  truth  is  admitted  by  the  defenders  of  the  present  law 
who  appeared  before  the  committee. 

On  behalf  of  the  bill  under  consideration  and  of  the  method  of 
police  regulation  of  the  liquor  traffic  known  as  "high  license  and 
local  option/'  there  appeared  before  your  committee  Col.  V.  A. 
Gaskill  of  Rutland,  Mr.  C.  H.  Granger  of  Rutland,  Hon.  C.  M. 
Wilds  of  Middlebury,  State's  Attorney  of  Addison  county,  and 
Messrs.  P.  M.  Meldon  and  P.  W.  Clement  of  Rutland.  These 
gentlemen  presented  some  statistics  regarding  prohibition  and  high 
license  in  contradiction  of  those  offered  by  the  defenders  of  the 
»  present  law,  and  others  regarding  the  number  of  United  States 
liquor  licenses  held  in  Vermont^  They  referred  to  the  slow  growth 
and  recent  decrease  in  population  in  this  State,  claimed  that  its 
material  interests  are  injured  by  such  extreme  legislation  as  pro- 
hibition, testified  to  the  open,  extensive,  constant  and  disgraceful 
violation  of  the  present  law  in  the  larger  and  in  some  of  the  smaller 
towns,  and  lamented  the  prevalence  of  perjury  and  fraud  and  official 
corruption  under  the  operation  of  the  law.  They  urged  its  failure 
to  keep  the  traffic  under  control,  restriction  or  regulation,  and 
the  grave  evils  incident  thereto,  and  impressed  upon  your  committee 
the  necessity  of  giving  to  the  towns  where  this  condition  of  things 
exists  better  protection  from  the  abuses  and  evils  now  existing  than 
the  present  law  affords.  They  explained  that  it  is  not  desired  or 
intended  by  the  advocates  of  the  house  bill  number  'J57  to  repeal 
the  present  law  nor  to  establish  any  other  than  the  present  system 
in  towns  where  a  majority  of  the  voters  sustain  it  and  express  by 
their  votes  a  desire  to  continue  and  maintain  it ;  but  they  ex- 
pressed the  very  earnest  desire  of  influential,  respectable  and  re- 
sponsible citizens  or  the  larger  towns  to  be  permitted  to  adopt  such 
method  of  police  regulation  of  the  liquor  traffic  as  in  their  opinion 
will  best  promote  the  sobriety,  good  order  and  material  prosperity 
of  their  towns  and  therefore  of  the  State.  . 

. 

In  all  that  these  gentlemen  stated  regarding  the  failure  of  the  law 
and  the  evils  incident  to  its  operation  in  the  larger  towns,  we  fully 
concur;  and  we  think  that  these  facts  are  so  well  known  and  so 
generally  recognized  by  ail  intelligent  citizens,  that  neither  argu- 
ment or  proof  is  needed. 

It  is  conceded  that  no  law  can  command  respect,  or  secure  suc- 
cessful enforcement,  unless  it  is  the  expression  of  the  popular  will, 
aud  is  sustained  by  public  sentiment,  and  in  the  case  of  police  reg- 
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illations  these  must  necessarily  be  weak  and  ineffective  in  various 
localities  according  to  the  weakness  of  public  sentiment  sustaining 
them.  To  secure  the  end  sought  by  police  regulations,  therefore, 
they  must  command  the  respect  and  possess  the  sustaining  power 
behind  them  of  a  majority  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  where  they 
are  in  force;  and  their  enforcement  must  necessarily  be  impossible 
in  localities  where  what  they  constitute  as  a  crime  is'not  recognized 
as  such  by  a  majority  of  the  people,  and  where  their  violation  h  in 
response  to  a  large  popular  demand  on  the  part  of  good  citizens 
who  would  not  seek  or  countenance  the  violation  of  any  law  or 
police  regulation  prohibiting  what  they  and  the  majority  of  order- 
loving  and  reputable  citizens  recognize  as  a  crime  and  a  sin. 

The  present  prohibition  law  is  a  failure,  and  practically  a  dead- 
letter  to-day  in  many  of  the  larger  towns  of  Vermont,  after  nearly 
forty  years  of  trial,  and  with  the  benefit  of  every  strengthening 
feature  that  the  law-making  power  could  devise,  because  in  those 
towns  it  is  not  sustained  by  public  sentiment,  because  it  does  not 
express  the  popular  will,  and  because  there  is  a  general  demand  for 
its  violation  on  the  part  of  reputable  and  responsible  citizens  who 
have  large  interests  at  stake  in  the  towns  in  which  they  reside, 
and  to  whom  the  good  order,  morals  and  material  prosperity  of 
their  towns  and  of  the  State  are  dear.  The  failure  of  the  law  and 
the  necessarily  futile  and  often  farcical  attempts  to  enforce  it  in  the 
absence  of  public  sentiment  to  sustain  such  enforcement  have  led 
to  a  laxity  that  has  given  these  towns  practically  a  reign  of  free 
rum,  and  have  encouraged  official  corruption,  perjury  and  fraud, 
and  begotten  disrespect  for  all  law — all  evils  quite  as  grave  as  that 
the  law  is  designed  to  prevent,  and  have  placed  the  traffic  in  the 
hands  of  disreputable  and  irresponsible  men,  without  moral  char- 
acter or  financial  responsibility,  whose  conduct  of  it  is  characterized 
by  the  worst  abuses  and  most  serious  evils  incident  thereto,  and 
who  recognize  no  restrictions  or  regulations  by  which  they  are 
bound  either  legally  or  morally. 

The  question  then  arises,  is  there  any  other  than  the  existing 
method  of  police  regulation  by  which  in  these  towns  the  traffic  may 
be  placed  in  the  hands  of  reputable  and  responsible  men,  and  under 
the  most  stringent  regulation,  restriction  and  control,  by  which 
those  engaged  in  the  business  may  be  held  to  the  strictest  account- 
ability for  its  conduct,  and  the  greatest  responsibility  for  any  viola- 
tions of  the  restrictions  and  regulations  imposed  upon  them,  and 
by  which  the  evils  existing  under  the  present  law  may  be  checked 
or  removed.  The  experience  of  many  other  States  offers  high 
license  with  local  option  as  a  method  that  has  operated  success- 
fully in  the  accomplishment  of  this  end;  and  we  believe  that  its 
practicability,  wisdom  and  efficiency  have  been  vindicated  by  the  ex- 
perience of  every  community  that  has  adopted  it  under  condition*} 
such  as  exist  in  the  larger  towns  of  Vermont. 

There  being  every  reason  to  believe  that  this  method  will  be 
more  practicable  and  efficient  iu  the  larger  towns  than  the  method

now  in  force,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  citizens  of  those 
towns  are  entitled  to  the  relief  for  which  they  pray  from  the  ex- 
isting evils,  and  to  the  opportunity  thus  afforded  of  holding  the 
liquor  traffic  in  check  and  under  stringent  regulation  and  control; 
and  we  believe  that  to  grant  them  this  privilege  would  not  only  be  in 
accord  with  sound  public  policy,  but  would  tend  to  promote  the 
sobiiety  and  good  order  of  those  towns  and  of  the  State,  and 
would  be  a  distinctive  step  in  advance  in  temperance  reform.  The 
principle  of  local  option  or  home  rule  is  a  fundamental  principle 
of  all  liberty-loving  people,  essentially  in  harmony  with  the  spirit 
of  a  republican  form  of  government,  and  eminently  wise  in  plac- 
ing the  care  and  responsibility  for  the  government  of  their  local 
affairs  in  the  hands  of  the  people  themselves,  who  may  be  trusted, 
certainly  in  every  town  in  this  law-abiding  and  intelligent  State, 
to  govern  themselves  for  their  own  best  good  by  the  voice  of  the 
majority  as  expressed  by  the  ballot.  We  believe,  moreover,  that 
the  almost  constant  discussion  and  study  of  this  whole  question  of 
police  regulation  of  the  liquor  traffic  that  must  result  from  the 
adoption  of  local  option  must  necessarily  be  productive  of  good  in 
educating  and  elevating  public  sentiment  regarding  the  abuse  of 
intoxicating  liquors,  and  increase  popular  respect  for  all  law.  The 
people  of  a  free  country  naturally  resent  any  real  or  fancied  inter- 
ference with  their  personal  liberty  as  found  in  extreme  legislation 
of  every  kind,  and  we  believe  that  the  true  principle  of  govern- 
ment is  to  grant  to  the  people  the  greatest  measure  of  personal  lib- 
erty consistent  with  the  common  rights  of  all.  This  is  secured 
under  the  operation  of  local  option,  which  involves  no  inter- 
ference with  the  rights  or  convictions  of  any  community,  but 
simply  leaves  to  each  the  privilege  of  governing  itself.  Nor  does 
the  adoption  of  local  option  in  the  least  involve  the  repudiation  or 
overthrow  or  repeal  of  prohibition  wherever  the  latter  system  to- 
day is  a  success.  Such  success  is  due  solely  to  the  fact  that  in  such 
towns  the  law  is  sustained  by  public  sentiment,  and  there  is  no 
significant  popular  demand  for  its  violation;  and  under  local  op- 
tion that  same  public  sentiment  would  by  the  ballot  still  retain 
and  maintain  prohibition. 

Conceding  the  failure  and  the  grave  evils  incident  to  the  opera- 
tion of  prohibition  in  the  larger  towns,  the  greater  practicability 
and  efficiency  of  high  license  under  the  conditions  there  existing, 
and  the  wisdom  and  expediency  of  local  option,  provision  should 
then  be  made  for  the  greatest  restriction,  regulation  and  control 
of  the  traffic  that  public  sentiment  in  such  towns  would  sustain; 
and  we  believe  that  house  bill  No.  257  provides  these  safeguards 
well  and  wisely,  at  the  same  time  ensuring  an  income  from  the 
taxation  of  the  traffic,  wherever  public  sentiment  permits  it  to  ex- 
ist, sufficient  not  only  to  bear  every  burden  caused  by  any  possible 
improper  conduct  of  the  traffic,  but  very  greatly  to  increase  the 
revenues  of  the  towns  and  very  largely  reduce  the  burdens  of  taxa- 
tion. 
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We  believe  that  one  licensed  dealer  in  intoxicating  liquors  for 
each  one  thousand  inhabitants  in  towns  voting  to  issue  licenses  is 
sufficient  to  supply  every  legitimate  demand:  and  we  recommend 
that  house  bill  No.  257  be  so  amended  as  to  include  a  taction 
making  such  limitation  of  the  number  of  licenses  that  may  be  is- 
sued, with  the  provision  that  one  license  may  be  issued  in  each 
town  having  less  than  one  thousand  inhabitants. 

We  recommend  also  that  an  amendment  to  house  bill  No.  25? 
be  adopted,  providing  that  no  music,  entertainment  or  playing  of 
cards,  dice,  dominoes  or  other  games  shall  be  permitted  on  prem- 
ises where  liquor  is  sold  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  and  impos- 
ing severe  penalties  for  each  violation  of  this  prohibition. 

Recognizing  the  fact  that  the  license  fee,  which  is  in  reality  a 
tax,  should  be  as  high  as  the  traffic  may  fairly  be  believed  to  stand, 
and  that  this  limit  must  necessarily  vary  in  different  localities,  we 
recommend  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  house  bill  No.  257, 
providing  that  in  towns  of  less  than  fifteen  hundred  inhabitants 
according  to  the  latest  United  States  census  the  license  fee  shall 
not  be  less  than  three  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars; in  towns  of  more  than  fifteen  hundred  inhabitants  and  less 
than  twenty-five  hundred,  the  license  fee  shall  not  be  less  than  five 
hundred  nor  more  than  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  in  towns 
of  more  than  twenty-five  hundred  inhabitants  and  less  than  five 
thousand,  the  license  fee  shall  not  be  less  than  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars;  and  in  towns  of  more 
than  five  thousand  inhabitants,  the  license  fee  shall  not  be  less 
than  one  thousand  nor  more  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

We  believe  that  the  bill  as  thus  amended  should  receive  the 
hearty  and  ready  support  of  every  member  of  the  legislature  who 
sincerely  desires  to  see  laws  in  force  everywhere  that  shall  be  re- 
spected and  obeyed,  and  who  is  earnestly  desirous  of  holding  the 
liquor  traffic  under  the  greatest  possible  restraint  and  control,  not 
only  in  the  smaller  towns  but  in  every  town  in  the  State;  and  we 
believe  that  in  the  passage  of  this  bill  the  legislature  would  not 
only  be  taking  no  responsibility,  because  it  would  leave  the  deter- 
mination of  the  question  in  the  hands  of  the  people  themselves, 
but  it  would  be  following  a  sound  and  wise  public  policy  by  giving 
to  the  people  themselves  a  more  direct  voice  and  influence  in  the 
government  of  their  local  affairs  without  the  least  interference  with 
personal,  public  or  common  rights. 

Therefore,  we  submit  herewith  amendments  as  hereinbefore  sug- 
gested and  recommend  the  passage  of  house  bill  No.  257  as  thus 
amended.

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VERMONT  MONUMENTS  AT  GETTYSBURG. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS,  1890. 

To  His  Excellency,  the  Governor: 

The  Commissioners  to  build  Monuments  to  Vermont  valor  at 
Gettysburg,  appointed  under  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  in 
1880,  and  continued  in  office  by  the  act  of  1888,  respectfully  report 
that  the  work  entrusted  to  them  was  substantially  completed  in  the 
autumn  of  1889,  and  the  five  monuments  erected  under  their  super- 
vision were  publicly  dedicated  on  the  9th  day  of  October,  1889  ; 
and  the  future  charge  thereof  was  at  that  time  accepted  by  the 
Gettysburg  Battlefield  Memorial  Association. 

It  may  be  said  without  boastful  ness,  because  such  is  the  uniform 
testimony  of  visitors  to  Gettysburg  and  of  the  newspapers  in 
different  States,  that  the  Vermont  monuments  compare  favorably 
with  any  of  the  more  than  two  hundred  monuments  now  standing 
upon  that  field,  although  many  others  cost  more  money ;  and  as  a 
whole  they  fittingly  commemorate  the  unsurpassed  valor  and  fideli- 
ty of  the  troops  from  this  State  upon  that  field  and  other  fields  of 
the  Civil  War. 

In  this  final  report,  therefore,  it  may  be  of  interest  to  embrace, 
with  an  account  of  the  ceremonies  and  utterances  attending  the 
dedication, 

A  BRIEF  HISTORY 

Of  the  inception  and  progress  of  the  enterprise. 

In  his  annual  message  to  the  Legislature  at  the  October  session 
in  1886,  Governor  Ormsbee  referred  to  the  movement  in  several 
States  to  make  Gettysburg  the  monumental  field  of  the  war,  by 
reason  of  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  battle  as  well  as 
of  the  ease  with  which  the  field  can  be  visited  by  multitudes,  and 
after  speaking  of  the  prominent  part  taken  in  the  battle  by  the 
volunteers  from  this  State,  he  concluded  as  follows  : 

"  I  recommend  that  liberal  provision  be  made  for  the  early  erec- 
tion of  a  suitable  monument  on  the  battlefield  of  Gettysburg,  to 
mark  the  spot  where  the  soldiers  of  Vermont  rendered  such  signal 
service  to  State  and  Nation,  that  it  may  not  become  a  matter  of 
doubt,  and  to  commemorate  and  perpetuate  their  patriotism  and 

valor." 

'  ii 
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In  pursuance  of  this  recommendation  an  act  was  passed,  at  that 
session,  appropriating  $2,500  for  the  purchase  of  sites  upon  the 
battle-field  and  for  kindred  purposes,  ( to  include,  also,  the  expenses 
of  the  commission  )  and  the  further  sum  of  $6,500  was  appropriated 
for  monuments.  The  commission,  of  which  the  act  made  the  Gov- 
ernor a  member,  was  appointed  by  an  executive  order  dated  De- 
cember 18,  1886,  as  follows:

The  Commission  met  in  Rutland  on  the  30th  day  of  December, 
and  organized  by  choosing  Governor  Ormsbee,  chairman,  and  Al- 
bert Clarke,  secretary. 

USES  OF  THE  FUNDS. 

After  visiting  the  field  the  Commissioners  decided,  in  view  of 
the  inadequacy  of  the  fund,  to  erect  separate  memorials  for  each 
of  the  eleven  Vermont  regiments  and  three  detached  companies 
from  this  State,  engaged  in  the  battle,  that  as  the  Vermont  troops 
were  in  five  bodies^  there  should  be  one  State  monument  to  com- 
memorate them  all,  to  stand  on  a  conspicuous  spot  in  the  central 
position  held  by  the  Second  Brigade,  and  four  smaller  monuments 
to  mark  the  positions  of  the  other  organizations.  This  plan  was 
carried  into  execution,  and  with  very  general  satisfaction  among 
the  survivors  of  the  fourteen  organizations. 

The  Gettysburg  Battlefield  Memorial  Association,  being  a 
chartered  and  permanent  Organization,  had  already  secured  loca- 
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tions  and  opened  roads  along  moat  of  the  positions  held  by  the 
Union  troops.  They  were  (and  are  still)  extending  their  posses- 
sions and  improvements  as  fast  as  their  means  would  permit.  All 
the  States  which  had  made  appropriations  for  sites  for  monuments 
had,  after  investigation,  turned  over  the  money  to  that  Association. 
The  Commission  paid  the  Association  $1,500,  and  took  from  it  an 
agreement,  which  is  published  in  the  Report  of  1888,  to  secure  any 
sites  needed,  not  already  owned  by  the  Association,  and  also  to 
open  and  maintain  roads  to  the  same  and  to  care  for  the  monuments 
perpetually. 

After  obtaining  plans  and  submitting  them  to  contractors  for 
proposals,  it  became  obvious  that  the  fund  was  still  insufficient  for 
monuments  that  would  compare  well  with  those  of  other  States,  and 
it  was  decided  to  supplement  it,  by  accepting  such  aid  as  might  be 
tendered  by  patriotic  and  generous  citizens.  Contributions  in  money 
amounting  to  $3,188.50,  and  contributions  in  designs,  material  and 
labor,  stated  at  $750.00,  were  made  by  private  persons  and  gladly 
accepted,  by  the  Commission.  A  list  of  the  donors  appears  in  the 
appendix.  There  were,  however,  unavoidable  delays  in  the  execu- 
tion of  the  work,  and  meanwhile  there  had  been  such  improvement 
in  the  monuments  erected  at  Gettysburg  by  other  States,  that  pub-> 
lie  opinion  and  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioners  coincided  in  the 
adoption  of  plans  which  required  more  money  still.  The  facts  and 
designs  were  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly  of  1888,  and  Gov- 
ernor Ormsbee,  in  his  retiring  message,  said: 

"  By  an  examination  of  the  design  [for  the  State  monument]  you 
"  will  see  that  it  would  be  a  much  more  perfect  whole  if  surmounted 
"  by  a  figure  or  statue,  and  there  has  been  a  very  general  expression 
"  from  many  sources  that  this  work  might  be  crowned  by  a  statue  of 
"  the  late  Gen.  George  J.  Stannard.  This  woujd  indeed  be  a  most 
"  fitting  and  grateful  finish  to  this  work  of  art  and  memorial  of  the 
"  State  to  her  soldier  sons. 

"  The  work  of  the  Commission,  in  reference  to  the  four  other 
"  monuments  which  it  decided  to  erect  upon  the  field,  is  going  for- 
"  ward.  To  complete  the  work,  including  the  statue  as  suggested, 
"  will  require  in  the  aggregate  about  $8,000.  I  earnestly  recom- 
"  mend  that  you  take  such  measures  as  will  accord  with  the  pro- 
*'  verbial  patriotism  of  our  people,  and  enable  the  Commission  to 
"  finish  this  work  as  well  and  completely  as  our  soldiers  did 
"  theirs." 

Governor  Dillingham  cordially  concurred  in  this  recommenda- 
tion. The  Legislature  made  the  appropriation  as  recommended, 
and  added  $1,000  to  the  amount,  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of 
a  suitable  dedication. 
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THE  STATE  MONUMENT  AND  STANNARD  STATUE. 

In  pursuance  of  thie  new  legislation,  the  Commissioners  invited 
the  submission  of  designs  and  proposals  for  a  bronze  statue  of  Gen- 
t  eral  Stannard.    Five  artists,  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  pre- 
sented designs  for  this  statue,  or  specimens  of  their  work,  and  pro- 
posals were  received  from  several  bronze  founders  for  the  casting. 

The  Commissioners  became  favorably  impressed  with  the  work 
of  Mr.  Karl  Gerhard t,  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  whose  equestrian  statue 
of  Gen.  Israel  Putnam,  at  Brooklyn,  Conn,  and  statues  of  Josiah 
Bartlett  at  Amesbury,  Mass.,  and  of  Gen.  Warren,  on  Little  Round 
Top  at  Gettysburg,  had  successfully  passed  the  ordeal  of  high 
criticism  and  secured  for  the  young  sculptor  valuable  orders  from 
other  cities  and  states;  and  as  he  also  made  the  most  satisfactory 
proposal  for  the  model  and  bronze  casting,  a  contract  was  closed 
with  him  on  the  31st  day  of  Januarv,  1889.  To  make  a  heroic 
portrait  statue  for  a  monument  55  feet  in  height  was  a  difficult 
task,  aud  the  difficulty  was  increased  by  the  fact  that  no  good  pro- 
file photograph  of  the  deceased  General  could  be  found.  Members 
of  the  Commission  inspected  the  work  several  times  during  the 
progress  of  modeling  the  statue,  and  finally  a  plaster  cast  of  the 
head  was  taken  by  the  artist  to  Burlington  and  shown  to  Mrs. 
Stannard  and  her  daughters,  who  pronounced  it  an  excellent  por- 
trait. 

It  was  well  known  that  General  Stannard  did  not  lose  his  right 
arm  until  some  time  after  the  battle  of  Gettysburg;*  but  as  this 
statue  was  designed  to  commemorate  valor  and  typify  sacrifice  in 
the  war  as  a  whole,  it  was  thought  proper  that  the  figure  should 
be  represented  with  an  empty  sleeve,  as  the  hero  appeared  at  the 
close  of  the  war. 

The  statue  was  cast  by  the  Henrv  Bonnard  Bronze  Company,  of 
New  York,  and  was  inspected  at  their  works  and  accepted  after 
they  had  placed  it  upon  the  monument. 

As  was  anticipated,  it  adds  finish  and  impressiveness  to  a  beauti- 
ful structure,  and  the  monument,  as  a  whole,  is  the  most  classic, 
stately  and  commanding  object  on  that  portion  of  the  field,  if  not 
upon  the  entire  field.  The  Commissioners  congratulate  the  State 
upon  the  good  fortune  which  attended  their  contracts,  through 
which  the  work  was  well  executed  at  a  cost  far  below  the  estimates 
of  many  good  judges  of  such  work,  who  have  viewed  the  finished 
structure.

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THE  FIRST  BRIGADE  MONUMENT. 

The  figure  of  a  lion,  which  symbolizes  the  character  of  the  old 
First  Brigade,  was  given  a  pose  and  expression  by  the  artist,  Mr. 
C.  W.  Reed,  of  Boston,  which  almost  tells  the  story  of  the  brig- 
ade's protection  of  the  left  flank  of  the  army  from  an  expected  at- 
tack, and  shows  its  alertness  and  anxiety  within  hearing  and  easy 
reach  of  the  terrific  conflict  of  the  third  day  of  the  battle,  at  its 
right  and  rear.  No  little  difficulty  was  experienced  in  finding  a 
sculptor  capable  of  modeling  this  expressive  figure,  and  willing  to 
do  it  for  such  a  sum  as  the  Commissioners  could  pay.  A  modeler 
from  Rome  undertook  it  and  failed.  Finally  two  young  artists 
of  Boston,  Mr.  Herbert  W.  Beattie  and  Mr.  Richard  E.  Brooks, 
who  had  recently  returned  from  their  studies  in  Europe,  success- 
fully performed  the  task  at  their  studio,  in  South  Qumcy,  Mass. 
Their  model  was  not  only  faithful  to  the  design,  but  it  developed 
the  anatomy  of  the  figure  much  in  the  style  of  Barye,  whose  ani- 
mal sculpture  is  such  a  striking  feature  of  modern  French  art.  It 
was  seen  by  the  critics  and  praised  by  nearly  all  the  Boston  news- 
papers, several  of  which  devoted  considerable  space  to  descriptions 
of  it,  and  to  the  story  which  it  was  intended  to  tell.  One  of  these 
notices  is  given  in  the  Appendix. 

The  model  was  reproduced  in  light  Dummerston  granite  by 
Wallace  and  Willis  Car  rick,  twin  brothers,  and  members  of  the 
contracting  company  at  St.  Johnsbury,  some  of  whose  granite  stat- 
uary had  already  attracted  attention,  notwithstanding  their  youth. 
They  are  entitled  to  a  share  of  the  credit  for  executing  a  work 
which  has  prominent  mention  in  the  guide  books  of  Gettysburg 
and  is  spoken  of  by  critics  as  one  of  the  few  genuine  works  of  art 
upon  the  field. 

THE  CAVALRY  MONUMENT. 

By  request  of  members  of  the  Commission  who  served  in  the 
First  Vermont  Cavalry,  the  6um  of  ♦  1,000  was  turned  over  to  the 
Vermont  Cavalry  Reunion  Society,  which  prepared  its  own  designs 
and  contracted  for  the  Cavalry  Monument.  This  is  a  massive  rec- 
tangular block  of  Barre  granite,  resting  on  a  base  of  cut  and  rock- 
faced  stone,  and  surmounted  by  a  capstone  bearing  in  front  the 
badge  of  Sheridan's  Cavalry  Corps,  and  on  the  opposite  face  a 
medallion  with  crossed  sabre  and  carbine.  The  monument  marks 
the  position  where  the  charging  squadrons  encountered  a  most  de- 
structive converging  fire,  and  near  which  their  gallant  leader  in 
the  charge,  Gen.  Farnsworth,  was  killed.  It  has  been  and  still  is 
in  contemplation  by  the  survivors  of  Farnsworth's  brigade,  to  erect 
a  Cavalry  Brigade  Monument  on  the  line  from  which  these  heroic 
troopers  made  their  famous  charge. 
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THE  SHARPSHOOTER  MONUMENTS. 


The  monument  to  Company  F,  First  Regiment  U.  S.  Sharp- 
shooters, has  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  white  marble  monu- 
ment on  the  field — the  Battlefield  Memorial  Association  having 
made  an  exception  to  its  rule  requiring  monuments  to  be  of  either 
granite  or  bronze,  on  account  of  the  excellent  quality  of  the  Rut- 
land marble.  The  monument  stands  to  the  west  of  the  Emmittsburg 
road,  and  is  much  visited  and  admired,  not  only  for  its  intrinsic 
beauty,  but  because  its  position,  far  in  advance  of  the  Union  line, 
indicates  service  of  especial  danger  and  distinction.  Not  less  no- 
ticeable is  the  massive  granite  monolith,  rising  from  a  base  of  the 
same  material,  which  commemorates  the  service  of  Companies  E 
ancj  H,  of  Second  U.  S.  Sharpshooters.  The  hornet's  nest,  in  bas 
relief  upon  its  front,  is  a  unique  feature  and  has  given  the  monu- 
ment a  name  which  causes  it  to  be  much  visited.  It  recalls  the 
story  of  the  gallant  stand  made  by  this  handful  of  men  against 
the  overwhelming  advance  of  Law's  brigade,  an  officer  of  which 
reported  that  they  there  "  encountered  a  perfect  hornet's  nest  of 
sharpshooters."  The  monument  stands  upon  the  Slyder  farm, 
near  the  opening  of  the  gorge  of  the  "  Devil's  Den." 


Mark  all  the  important  positions  held  by  Vermont  troops  in  the 
battle;  and  the  inscriptions,  while  necessarily  limited  by  space  and 
the  rigid  rules  of  the  Battlefield  Memorial  Association  to  the  sim- 
ple facts  of  history  without  a  word  of  praise,  indicate  the  proud 
distinction  attained  by  the  soldiers  of  Vermont  at  Gettysburg,  and 
on  so  many  other  fields.  The  utmost  care  was  taken  in  the  prepara- 
tion, arrangement  and  cutting  of  these  inscriptions,  and  they  are 
believed  to  be  free  from  errors  of  any  kind.  .  Being  "  the  abstract 
•  and  brief  chronicle"  of  great  events,  they  are  here  published  in 
connection  with  cuts  of  the  monuments,  and  no  douot  they  will 
be  treasured  in  many  a  Vermont  home.

A  RECOMMENDATION. 

Thus,  after  all  bills  were  paid,  inclusive  of  the  printing  of  this 
Report,  the  sum  of  $1,368.03  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
mission, and  has  been  turned  over  to  the  State  Treasurer. 

Application  was  made  to  the  Commission  last  year  for  a  further 
grant  to  the  Gettysburg  Battlefield  Memorial  Association.  It  was 
urged  in  behalf  of  that  Association  that  it  has  incurred  large  ex- 
pense in  opening  roads  to  the  sites  of  three  of  the  Vermont  monu- 
ments; and  that  Vermont's  contribution  of  $1,500  was  smaller  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  its  organizations  engaged  in  the  bat- 
tle than  those  of  other  States.  It  was  also  represented  that  the 
Association  will  soon  erect  a  magnificent  bronze  memorial  at  what 
is  known  as  "  the  high-water  mark  "  of  the  battle,  bearing  a  record 
of  the  action  of  the  organizations  which  repulsed  Pickett's  charge, 
in  which  three  of  Vermont's  regiments  will  have  a  place.  For  this 
special  object  liberal  appropriations  have  already  been  made  by 
most  of  the  States  whose  troops  were  there  engaged.  In  view  of 
the  needs  of  the  Battlefield  Memorial  Association,  of  the  great 
work  it  has  done,  and  is  doing,  of  the  future  care  of  the  monu- 
ments to  which  it  is  pledged,  and  of  the  evident  justice  of  the 
claim  above  stated,  it  was  unanimously  voted  by  the  Commission-  # 
ers  at  their  last  meeting  to  recommend  to  the  Legislature  to  grant 
to  said  Association  $1,000  of  this  surplus  fund.
